account of the firft anions oi BriumaruSy you 
would not tell me ic was your Artaban, 
* You charge me with two tilings, replied the 
Prtnceff, whereof- 1 fhall find ic no greac diffi- 
culty to clear my felf. For the former, which 
is, that 1 have robbed you of the Heart of Ar^ 
tuban, I am to tell 70U, that the Age and Con- 
dition he was of when he was with you, con-

EJi/a having fpoken to this effe^b, Canda^e 
ipent a few Minutes as it were in a deep recol- 
ledion, not making her any Anfwer at all. Ac 
kfl, awaking as it were out of it, and hfting op 
her Head, fhe fpoke to the IHrinccfs with much 
moreearneftne^ than (he had done before. * Bur, 

* Madam) fatdjbi to ber, if lam not miftakeD,

' certain Man that laid him groveling on ^the 

* Ground, and killed two of his Men. Tis 

* very right, Madam, replied the Princefsy I 

* have been relieved by a very miraculous Per- 

* fbn : One that muft certainly be CdfariOy fince' 
it was not Artaban, ~ The drftradion and 

* trouble I was in, hindered me from taking 

* better notice of him, only thus much I canre- 
' member of him, that he was fbmewhat pale 

* in the Face, by reafon of fbme Wound or Sick* 

* oefTes, that he feemed to be much about the Age 
' o£ Artttbany and though I cannot haply fpeak 

* of Artabatty without partiality, yet methinks, 

* mcafnring all things by the little notice I* could 

* rake of him in lo fhort a time, that either in 

• point 
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point of Beauty or Valour, this Pcrfbn was noc 
inferior to him. According to the dclcrip- 
cion you make of him, added the Queeny I 
fhould be almoft pcrfwaded, that it can be of 
no other than Cdjarh that you received that 
a(nftancey as being fatisfied, that unless it be 
Cdfarhy no Man can come fo near> as yoo ex* 
prefi it, the valour and handfomencfs of firi- 
tomarus. Might it plcafe the Gods, my mod 
amiable Ptinccfs I to afford me a cbmfort fa 
gteat as that of being certainly aflured that it 
was really he and no other, who had done us 
that (ervice. And this 1 the rather wiih, not 
only oac of a rcflcdkion that you had ceccived 
it from a Prince 1 infinitely love, and could 
not do me the hke more to my fatisfadion ia 
my own Per&n than he hath in yours, butalfci 
out of a confideration, that this Adioannigh^ 
in fome part take away the averfion which 
ArUban hath for him, and might prove a likely 
means of a reconciliation, and as it were afhort 
iiurodudion to that Friendfhip which we would 
cftablilh between ihem, as by fortune and the 
fympathy of our difpofitions it is cfFcdcd between 
us. Do not I bcfccch you make the lcaftdoubt»

CUtia having looked about 
her, and perceiving there was none in the Chaxri* 
ber but only Urinocy whom they were confident 
of, takes the Queen by the Hand, with a cer- 
tain unufual eagerncfs : ' lA^^zmyfaidJhetobir^ 
^ the news I am to acquaint you with, is^ nor 
' doubt, the bcft I could ever bring you* but 

* indeed it is fo great, that you may well pardon 
' (be diflurbance it hath put me into, and whichr 

* you took notice of. Cajarto is in this Palaqe, 

* nay is come up upon the Terrace, and ftays at 

* your Chamber-door. O ye Heavenly Powers J 

* CUtiny fays the Queen, (in a manner out of 

* her fcIF) what dofl; thou tell me ? Is C^fario 

* at my Chamber-door ? He is, replies Clitiay in 

* the little Gallery which a butts upon the Terrace; 

* where hecxpe(&smy rcmrnand your commands 

* to wait on you. Taking advantage of thd 

* Night, and the confufed ntimber of Perfbns? 
that arc in the Palace, he hath made a Ihift to 

rjet in J and being acquainted with all the paf-' 
ages of the Palace, as having not only been 

* born here,, but fpcnt his Youth in it, he hath 

* without any difficulty got to your Lodgings, and 

* hath walked upon the Terrace, till (uch time as 

* he faw me appear, and by the difcour(c I 

* had with Cephifa^ knew my Voice. Where* 

* upon, having called me foftly by my Name, he 

* acquainted me with his own, and not long 

* after 
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* after with his Perfon, whereof 1 had an im- 

* prefHon Co well graven in my memory, that 

* it woald not have been very hard for me to 
^ have difcerned him in the greated darknels. 

While Ciitia gave this acQOunt of Cafarh^ the 
beautiful Queen was in a manner overwhelmed 
with au excefs of joy, which, by a pleafanc Au- 
thority, got the dominion of her Soul ^ and though 
fear and difc]uiet endeavoured to difturb ir, yet was 
there a neceflity they ihould give place to the fird 
rallies of that FafOoH, and fufpend their efied, 
till the firft violences of the other were (pent. The 
Queen, cafling one Arm about CUtia's Neck; 
' Ab! C\m3i, fatd fie to beVy is it certainly de- 
' creed, that it is from you I mud cxpedl all the 
' mofl happy tidings ? and it was you, that here- 
' tofore brought me word into the Garden at 

* Meroi, of the Life and Return of €£jario, ac 

* a time when I bewailed his Death, and chat I 
' had renounced all the enjoyments of Life. 

After Ihe had (aid thele words, fhe would have 
put a hundred queftions to Ciitia, and that all of 
a fudden, upon that accident : But ihe told her, 
that the time ihe had was to be otherwife fpenc, 
and that fhe mud refolvc either to fee C£fario:ax, 
the place where he expc<^ed her return, or per- 
mit him to come into the Chamber. Now was^ 
it that fear began to diftuib her joy 5 and if, 011 
iht one C\6t, fhe were rati>fied to lee her fclf (o 
near the Prince Ihe dearly loved, fhe trembled, on 
the other, when ihc confidercd, that he was 
in a Palace whereof Augufius's Lieutenant had the 
Command, and that at a place where he muft 
cxpc£l no lefs than to lay down his Life, if he 
vicrc difcovered : This fear made her to Ihajce 
again, and put her to fuch a lofs, that, ihe .knew. 
not what rcfolutiou to take, looking fomctimcs 
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on Elifa^ femecimcs on Ctitia^ as if ic had be(i> 
to ask cheir Advice wbac ihe were be(l to do. 
The fair Priiicefs of the PartbiMns, who had re- 
ceived Co great Confolations from the Queen, to- 
gether with fuch remarkable demondrations of 
Friend Ihip, conceived her (elf extreamly concern* 
ed not only in the joy, but alfo in the fear which 
fhc now ftrugled with, and would have been as 
glad as the other, to find out a way to fee Cafa^ 
rh with as little danger as might be. But, after 
ibey had continued for fbmc time in uncertainty, 
and at a lofs what courfe Ihould be taken, they at 
lad thought it the fafeft way, that he fhould be- 
brought into the Chamber, it being then fuch a 
time of the Night, that.it was not likely they^ 
ihould be trouwed with any more Vifirs, efpe- 
cially there being convcniencies enough to hide, 
him in cafe it were neceflaryy and that C//>/^ 
proffered, as foon as ihe had brought himinta 
the Chamber, to go ©ut upon the Terrace along^^ 
with Cepbifay and to walk there a while, to fee 
if any Body came, hy whom they might be Hir- 
prized. Bcfidcs all" which, it made fomething 
tot the (ccurity of the Prince, that he was not only- 
not known in Alexandria y but aKbhis Death was 
more firnily believed there, than in any otl^er 
part of the World. Upon all thefe grounds 
fiimmcd up together, yet not without a great deal 
of doubt and terror, the Queen commanded C/iiia 
to go ferch him in j whereupon Eirfa thinking 
>ier felf obliged in dtfcretion and civility to go 
into her own Chamber, that they might be at a 
. greyer freedom in that inrervicw, would have 
done it, but Candace embracing her would not 
permit it, and intrcared her to be prefcnt at her 
felicity, as ihe had been at the hap[>y meeting 
bccwecQ her and her Artaban. 

Elifa^ 
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Eiifg^ at the cnrrcacy ofCaftdace, (lays in the 
Room* and prefemly after C/itia retarns, bring- 
ing along with her the Son of C£far into the 
Chamber. At that fird ^ght, thefe two excel- 
knc Soals felc in a moment all that a padion, 
fach as theirs, could produce in a longer (pace of 
Time, and their firfl looks communicated one to 
another, of an inftant, what their Hearts meant 
of grearaefs, tender ne(s and paflion. As fbon as 
ever the Prince appeared at the Door, the Qiiccn 
ran towards him, with an adion, whence he 
might eafily infer, how welcome his prcfcnce 
was to her; and the Son c^C/eepatra killed h^f 
Hands, and embraced her Knees with ftich tranf^ 
ponatiom of joy, as might well convince her that 
his LoTC had not admirted of the lead diminu- 
cion or remiflton. Candace^ afccr fhe had em- 
braced him very earncftly with both her Arms, 
while he was yet in that (bbmiffivc Pofture, raifed 
him up, and entertained him with aii ihofd 
Caredes which were fuitabjc co her Dignity and 
Modedy, corrfidering withal the violence (Sf her 
Aile^ton. During the firft exprefGons of rbeit 
mutual faiisfadion and joy, riieir difcourfc wa^s 
Ticcordingly eonfuFfed, and' incoherent; but when 
the violence df thole were over, Candace, le- 
treaiing (bme few paces bac kj as i t were to take 
ihe better notice of the Prin^^ * VJ^t^^Qleomedop^ 

* y^irfy/^e to bhfjy the QiWs it fcenis havSj^oughc 

* fit to reftore you io afc, after fo many Dai!gers 

* as 1 had run ^ ^rough my feif, and (b many 

* others wherein 1 Irad left you ? But, Madam, 
« repiies the Prince^ it was then decreed I fliould 

* find you, after I had fo unfortunately lod you ^ 

* and what is more, I do not only find yOu- 

* living, and full of Goodnefs for me, but 1 

* meet with you in AlexandnOy in the Palace of 
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ttiy Fathers i and in that very Chamber, where- 
in I drew xhe fird mouthful of Air, and faw 
the firft beams of Light. Tis an accident, I 
mud confels, replies Candace^ thac fpeaks 
fomeching extraordinary, and if you arc furpri- 
zed ac ic, I mud needs be not a licile moved 
thereat. O how docs this fccond Life which I here 
receive, added the Prince y make the Palace of 
Pto/omies much more dear and p^ecio^s in my 
apprchcnfion rhan tlic former which I ow'd ir j 
and how eafily can I bear with the iofs of the com- 
mand of it, when I And therein what is a thou- 
fand limes more dear to me than thoufands of 
Empires, and thoufands of Lives ? 
To this Difcourfe he would have adddd much 
more to the fame Effe^, and the beautiful Queen, 
'whofe affe^Uon was not inferior to his, thpueh, 
out of the civility and refervediuers fuiiable to ner 
Sex, ihe moderated her felf the more, looked on 
him with a certain delight, and had pleafantly 
feconded with her felf in the cxpreffions of his 
Love, had fhe ix)C thought it unhand(bme to 
fufTer any more before the Princcfs of the Par* 
ibians^ till C^farh had taken notice of her and 
falutcd her. Upon that account,, mildly inteir 
rupting him, Ihe obliged him to, turn towards 
E/i/a^ and prepared him to falute her as the 
greared Princefs upon Earth, and the bed Friend 
flic had in the World. C£fario, however he might 
be tranfporred at the Sight of Candacet was ado- 
iiifhed, aiid in a manner dazzled ar thac of Eli/a^ 
and coming near her with a refpc£t, which her 
admirable Beauty, and thefe Words of C and ace 
cafily forced him into, faluted her with fuch Tub- 
million, as the^mod inoonfiderable of Mankind 
might do the Heirefs of the Throne of the Arfa- 
€ides, and received from her all the civility Ihe 

cculd 
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could have done him, had he been poOedbr of 
the Empire* He was not ac all TurpriKdto mctt 
ivith Eiifa, ^hbm he knew before to be m 
Alesandriay and with Candace -y but looking 
iBore carnefdy in her Face, he thought he had 
ieen her that very Day once before, and the ^ir 
E/ifa taking more particular notice of him, dif- 
covered in his, that he was eke fame Man whom 
ihe was talking of fome few Mioatcs before 3 and 
who had that Day relieved her againil the vio- 
lence of the King of Media. She noiboner per- 
ceived it, but her gratitude and acknowledgmeiic 
working their cSeS np.on her, ihe turned cowards 
Candace, with a Countetiance which partly ex- 
prefled the (eule Ihe had of that Obhgation. 
' Madam, faidjbeto ber^ our wiihes are accom- 

* phftied, and if you find in this Prince a Perfon 
' infinitely dear to you, I find in him, that of 
' my valiant Defender, and look on him accord- 
' ingly as one whom I owe, not only my Li^ 
^ berty, but alfo the happinefs I have to be here 

* with, you. 

Tbe(e Words put the Prince inro a modcfV 
bluili, and receiving them with abundaiKe of 
fubmiflionj ' Madam, y^rWi^rf^/fr^r, I have done' 
' DO more for you than you might have received 

* from any Mi.n whatever upon the fame occa- 

* fion 'y but indeed it proved Co favourable and (b 
^ glorious a one to me, chat I ought to ha^ve 

* hoped no lefs in Confequen^ thereto, than' 
' the great . Happioefs which 1 enjoy this fortu* 

* nate Day- 

Having thus cxpre (led himfclf, he thought him-- 
fclf obligol to obfcxve a greater rciccvednefs in the" 
prefcnce of £///i, as conceiving it not fit hefhould' 
disburthen himlelf before her of all that lay upon 
his Heart* Bat Candace^ caking notice ot ir,^ 

would 
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would not fufier him to encerrain any fnch chougbr, 
and after ihe had- looked oh the Princefs with a 
fmilc i * C£farioy fa'td jhe to the frince^ fincc I 
have had fufficient experience of your refpe^, 
even fo far, as not ro fear any incivility from 
you even in Defarts, and that the Princefs hath 
a greater Goodnefs and Friend ihip for me than 
to deny us that Liberty, 1 mud tell you, thae 
her prcfeocc oWigcs you not to any refervednefs, 
buc what may be expe6(ed only upon account" of 
the refpeA due to her, and not upon the Score 
of any Circumfpedion otherwile. And this 
you may be confident of, in that before her I 
call you C^efario^ in Alexandria^ and you wil!

chat you make not the kail doub: of the Con- 
ftancy of an AfR^dion, which I have inviolably 
pteferved for you, amidft Travcrfes of Fortune 
as great haply as rhofc that may have happened 
to yourfclf fince our Scparititin. Nor but 1 maft 
confefs, that' I have been in more than ordinary 
Extremities, and my Lift and Affairs in fuch ^ 
Pofture, that I ftood very much in need of your 
Afliftancc. Ah t Madam, reply d the Prince ^ 
1 have -underflcod no lefs from Etecc/es^ whom 
it hath picafcd the Gods to prefer ve for my 
Comfort i he had indeed given me an Account 
of that dreadful Danger, whereto you were re- 
duccd, when you fell into the Hands of the Pi- 
rate Zenodorus\ and that admirable Re(blutioi> 
which your Vinue infpired you with, rather 
to (acrificc your Life to Flames and Waves, than 
to fuffer any Violence. It is poflible, indeed, 
added the Queen^ tha; that Adion might pro- 
ceed purely from my Virtue j but I muft witha^ 
fntrcat you to conceive yourfelf a little oblig- 
ed xo mc in it, and accordingly believe, thaj:

' did 
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did in the general Opinion of all che World, 
till the Day that I faw you asain in the Garden 
Sit Meroe. And though you unce told me fome-' 
thing of ic, yet was it fo confuCcdly, that as well 
for tlutReafon, as that 1 thought not fie to con*, 
found that Difcourfe wiib the petfed Relation 
I had to entertain the Princefs with of other 
things, I made not the lead Mention thereof. So 
that it ihall be your Bufineis to acquaint her with 
that Particularity, which is all flie w.^ncs of your 
Adventures till your Return to Miroe^ and then 
we ihall be glad, to know what hath happened 
to you, fince my Departure thence. The Dif- 
courfe you have to make, you will, I know,, 
contrail what you can, by Reafon of the Dif> 
turbancc 1 ihall be in, if you make any long 
abode in this Place, where 1 cannot look on you 
without Fear, as knowing what Danger you cx- 
pofe yourfclf to. 
With thefc Words the Princeflcs having called^ 
Urinocy who only remained in the Chamber, en- 
treated her to take fuch order as that there ihould 
not come near them any of the Slaves that had 
been appointed to waic on them, and to have a 
care with C/ifia, that they might -not he furptiL- 
cd. After this Precaution given, the Prince hav-, 
ing feated himfelf between them^ as che Qiieen 
had commanded him, after aRecolledion of lome 
few Minutes, to recal into his Mind the things 
whereof his Difcourfe was to contifl:, began it SiX[

IMufl: needs confe(s that in the Battle, wherein,, 
with fixceen thoufand Men che grcacei^ Part 
wounded and au& for Service, I engaged uicli 

an 
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an Army of an hundred thou^nd, I did not do 
like an experienced GeneraF, or a Man that had 
before commanded Armies and gained Vidories. 
But it is alfo to be acknowledged, that it was not 
out of any Hope of Vidory, that I came into the 
Field, but meerly out of a Defirc to dye, proceed- 
ing from the Defpair whereto the Misfortunes- 
of my great Queen had reduced me, and to en* 
deavour even at my Death to fhake, if not over* 
throw, the perfidious Ufurper of her Croww and 
Liberty. Befides, having confidered all things, I 
found my (elf not in a Condition ro make my 
Party good by retreating before the Army of 7)r- 
rtbafus^ which was come of a fuddcn upon as 
into that very Pield, where not many Days be- 
fore I had defeated thirty five thouiand Men, and 
killed Antenor, the Brother of ly ribafus yhy whom 
they were commanded. I Ihalluot thercjfbre (pend 
any further Time to juftify that Adion, whick 
will bt thought more pardonable, among Perfbns 
prepoflcflcd by a violent Paflion, (uch as was that 
of mine, than among Pcrfons experienced in the 
Bufinefs of War ; and confequencly fhall only tell 
you, that I was not fortunate enough ip cSc£t 
what I had undertaken, though I had the Happi. 
nefs to fee Tyribafus fall in the midft of his Men 
with two or three Wounds about him, and bad 
this Comfort in my Misfortune, that, with the 
lofs of my own, I faw the Field coveted with a. 
Number of Carkaffe three times greater than chat 
which I could make when I firfl came into it. 

At laft it was my Lot to fall, loaden with 
Wounds, amongd thofc that covered the Ground 
with their Carkaflesj and, as my good Fortune 
would have it, my faithful Governour Eteocles^ 
who ftill kept as near me as he could, having 
fought it out a bttle longer, fell alfo not far from 

* me* 
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me, with (iich Woiuids about him, as had de- 
prived him of all Senfe and Apprfhenfion. The 
Eucmy fpeat the remaindei ot cheOay in drip* 
ping ch&Dead, and in burying t>r burning cbeit 
Friends, but in regard that about chat Place where 
we were, the Air was grown a Htcle infedHous by 
Reason ofthe precedent Barrle, the Generals thought 
^DOt fie CO make a louder (lay there, and thereupon 
marching all away in the Night, they encamped 
at a go(»i Diflanoe thence upon the Way ro Me" 
rte^ infbmiich that there were none left in the 
Fields bat the Dead, or at Icaft were thought fuch^ 
by tho(e that left them . 

Now the Wounds of Euacles ptoving not very 
^eac, and that his Weaknefs proceeded not fo 
much from their Danger, as the great lofs of Blood 
he'had oadei^oae, he made a Shift to recover him- 
ieif as (bon as it was Night, and I am in tliis ex^ 
treamly obliged ta him, that ere he had bedowetl* 
many Minutes to reflet on the Condition he wa«^ 
in himfelf, he cune to fee what was become of' 
ihie. He (ought me out, and with much ado 
found me, notwichflanding the Darknefs, becau(e 
I was not far from him, and crawling along as 
he could to get a little nearer me, he came and 
ieh me all over, trying by all the ways he could, 
>rhether there were any Life in me. The cold 
ai r of the Night ftayed the bleeding of my Wounds, 
infemuch,' that Ete^cies finding me cold as Ice 
aif over, his firil Appreheniions concluded me ab' 
Colutcly departed this World i but at lad laying 
his Hand on my Bread, he found by the Palpi- 
tation of my Heart, that there were fomc fmalf 
Remainders of Life in me. The weak Hope which 
this unexpedicdDiftovery railed in him, filled him 
with all the Joy he could, in that Condition, be 
capable of, arKi tHangh be took Abundance of 

Paia& 
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Pains about me» to recover me co Come Degree of 
Senlibilicy, yet all his EnckaTOurs proFcd incfTec- 
tual, infoinuch that the whole Night, which at 
that time of the Vear, was of the ihorteft, was 
over, ere he could do any good with me. He 
maoy times endeavoured to get upon his Feet, and 
ro go fcek out (bme Help, fiit his Weakneft was 
(iicn, that he was not able, and ere he could half 
get up, he fell down again by me. I Ihall not 
trouble you either with the Complaints that fell 
ifom him, or. the Grief it was to him, that he 
could. DOC efied what he defired, and it wcro bue 
to make my Relation the more tedious to infift 
upon fuch frivolous partidilars. 

The Sun was gotten into his Chariot when I 
firft began to open my Eyes, and to breath in fuch 
manner that Uteocies .perceived it. He immedi* 
acely creeps neatiec ^roy Face,. aimoft:out of him-, 
felf.for Joy, gave me fo many Ktiles, bad fpoke 
tp, me wi(h fo much Earneftne^, that ati laft lie 
ab(blurely recovered me to life again.

I bad already made a ihift to open my Eyes 
-fnily, chough all I could do was only to Rir them 
alttcle, when Eteoehs hears the Neighing of cer- 
tain Horfes, and the noife of their going, which* 
made him imagine, that there were (bmc People* 
coming towards us.' He thereupon looks about' 
him, and perceives a Chariot coming into the' 
Field, amonjg the dead Bodies wherewith it was' 
covered, and a Man ^diiig on Horfe-back ' before' 
the Chariot, as if he had been a Guide to thole' 
Berfbns that were within it. Thofe were oilly' 
two Women, one whereof filled the Air with the' 
Doiefulnefs of her Lamentations, and there follow- 
ed the Chariot 'Only three Slaves, all a- foot: At ' 
laft, when they were come quite into the Tield, . 
the Heaps of dead B^odies hindering the PaHago of ' 
the Chariot, the Women that were witliinits^ were' 
f6rced to alt^t, and xht Man that «ras on H6i&- ' 
back having done the like, took the more CDpf}- ' 
durable of the two by the Arm, and led her to- ' 
wards the Place where we were. Euoc/es, whom 
this Accident potintoa great Hopes of Relief, took ' 
very much Notice of all that paflcd, and diftindly * 
heard the mournful Cries and Expo(hilairohs dE ' 
that difconfblateLady, which certainly were fneh ' 
as might have .been beard many Sts^Has. .

Te* 
ramenes, though mortally wonnded with that 
Thrud, made a ihift to get e(F the Body of the 
czpiriflg Ckomedony but after he had daggered 
a little* he fell down within (bme ten P^es 
oi him, and by reafon of the Blood, which 
coming out abundantly hindered his refpiration, 
died immediately.

Aad (heie being excellent Men in theii 
Profeilion, their Endeavours proved ib fticeefsful 
on me, that, ere that Day was pailed, they brought 
me abfolutely to myfclf again,' and within a rcw 
Days after, undercook to Burinoe and Bteo<;/esy 
that I ihottld not die of my Wounds. 1 have under- 
flood (ince, that Eurtnoe entertained that Aflur- 
ance with as much Joy, as if her Life were conr 
cerned io the Prefervation of mine \ but for my owa- 
part, I can truly affirm, that I received it without 
any, and that after I had recovered my Memory , 
and began to make my firft Reflexions on ther 
-wretched Condition I was in, I had almofl call 
myfelf, through my own Ekfpair, imo thacDan-r 
ger out of which they tQok fo much Pains to de- 
liver me. Whereof this certainly muft be the Re^^ 
(on, that the violent Dedre of Death, which forced 
me to eugagein the fight, being not yet gotten oue 
of my Mind, Uihould in all likelihood liave fol- 
lowed what that infpired me with, and had ren« 
dred the Endeavours of thole that took fb much 
Trouble upon them about n\y Recovery, ab.fbluoe-' 
ly inefFedlual, had it not been for the continual Sol- 
Ucitations and- Importunity of Efeff/rj, forwho|3| 
I have ever had a very great EQietm, apd a mgfl 
aSedionate Friendlhip. ^ 

I ihall not trouble you with a Repetition of all 
chofe Reafptis whereby he endeavoured to make 
ne apprehend, that I did not only betray a great 
want of Prudence, but that I was guilty of a ca- 
pital Crime a^a^nfl my Love; by Icourting m^ 
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own Death y at a Time, cbac my Ltfc might be 
ncceflary for the Queen's Setvide $ and that (ince 
I had not received any Tidings that (he \tas nei-' 
ther dead, nor married to Tiribafusy there was no 
Realbn 1 flioald rulh into Extremities, which I 
might overtake Time enough, when tho(e MiH* 
fortunes were come to pafs. To be fhort, he pren> 
(ed the(e Things to me with (b much Reafon and 
ConvidHon, that I began ro acknowledge the Truth 
of them, and to fubmit to his Judgment, that ic 
was not well done of me, <to hazard upon (uch 
l^ht Grounds a Life which I had beftowed, and* 
confequemly could not difpofe of mylelf,. while 
&e that was the Midrefs otit, might expe^ any 
Service out of it. Upon this Confideration'! was 
content they ihould endeavour my Recovery, and 
entertained with great Aeknowledgmems the Care 
they took of me. ^ ■ * 

As foon as I had arrived ro fuch a Degree of 
Recovery, as that I was able to endure Difoourfe^' 
Eteocles came and told me what Plaoe 1 was 4n, 
and by what Adventure I was brought hither, and! 
at the (ame time acquainted me, what Averfion^ 
Eurinoe had had for me, upon Account of the 
Death of her Brother and her Love, and what 
Afieelbn A\t had conceived for me of a (Irdden. 
Now his Health being in a mueh better Pofture 
than mine, as having given over keeping his Bed,

to leek in it, as much fi$ myfelf< when our Dif* 
quiets were determined by an Advdotute that hap- 
pened, and at which you will not haply bt a lit- 
tle aftoniflied. 

During the time that Eurince was troubled moft 
with a Fear of my Depariure, and that! fonni 
xnyfelf in fuck. a Condition as that I mi^ get 
ou Hot fe-back, within chcee or four Da^s, ihe 
took me along with her, as flie had done ditcta . 
times before icp itiralk in the Garden. And in re- 
gard I ba4 Moyy fully recovered my Arei^th, ihe 
carried me into t bo moft Cbliiary Walks, aodroot^ 
remore, having with her that Gentlewohan, whom 
Ihe had eotruued with this iecrct from the b^in* 
ning, as if (he (lood much ut>c« the Decorum and - 
CivUicy Ae had jklw'ays OMcrvod towards me. 
After we had tak^n fomiefew turns, we fat down 
upon a Seat nade of Turfs, at the end of siWaHt, 
ou. both ddes of which was a high and thick 
Hedge-row, and there, after ihe had (peot ibme

io much Lamentation^ and done things that fu^ 
jSdendy argncd her extravagance and defpair. Ac 
■this fight vox. gave a great ihriek, and ^ brought 
forth the Name of Teramenes^ and the terror ihe 
(CQQoetved thereat was To great, that fy: fell int^ 
. a Swoon r upon the Scrat. whcte ihe was fac Hoc 
I adion, that of the Woman that was with her« 
and the name of Tframenest which they, pro- 
nounced, put me into an imagination it might be 
I his Ghoft, or h^ply he himielf preferred by (bme 
rf Miracle. , 

\ Durii^ th^t uncertainty, retreading back a little^ 

when he was cpme o>4rery near os, and putting 

my hand to the hik ot my Sword : ^ Stand there,

fides. I was thine Enemy upon the concern- 
ments iATirihafuSy who was my Friend ; I be- 
came thy Enemy u^on the Wound I received 
from thy- Hands, which liath brought me to 
the extremities of Life and I>eatb, and I have 
yet a more juft ground to be thy Enemy, for the 
injury thou had done me in robbing me of the 
AfFeftions of Eurinoe^ which I was in joflcC- 
fion of, apd had wdl deferved. I mule fur^ 
cher acknowledge, that this hA injury, though 
thou haft done it innocently, had armed me 
agaifift thee, and that I came abroad this Pay, 
though the firft of my^ ftirring, with a Refbla* 
tion which might have proved fatal to one of 
us s but the words that have falleii from thee, 
and which I have over-heard, have wrought a 
change in my thoughts, and I have found fb 
much vertue, prudence, and goodnels in them, 
that they have taken off all the indignation I 
had conceived againft thee.

While Teramenes disbarthened himfclf after 
this maimer, and that I hearkned to him with At- 
tention and Aftoniihment, EurinoCf by the ASiC" 
fsuice of her Woman, and that of Eteocies and 
Felorusy who came in at the fame Time, was 
«offle to heifeif again, and might have heard (bme 
part of \9\iZiTeraments faid, while Pekrus^ who 
had caft himlelf at her Feet, aflured her, chat he 
was really living, and craved her Pardon for hav- 
ing put fuch a Trick upon her. The Woman was 
fi> ftrangcly at a lo(s between Horrour, Aftoniih-^ 
ment. Shame, and poftibly Grief into the bargain^' 
fer the return of a Man ihe had then no Afte6d* 
on for, chat ihe knew not in a Manner whae 
flic was, was not able to fpeak, and had not the 
Confidence to look upon him. With this, fhe 
(band ic no tmall Dimcuky to be perfwaded cbac 
Teramenes was living,^ though Pekrus had, by 
Protcftacions g^red her of as much, as bat coo 
coo well remembriog the laft Kifles ihe had given , 
bis cold and bloody Body, and the Orders Ihe 
had giv^n for his Interrment. 
While fhe was in this Perplexity, Teramenes 
\^ come cowards her, though by herihrieks (he fulfi* 
ciencly difcoveced the Fear ihe was in he (hould 
come near her, and thereupon ftopping. at the 
Diiiaace of fome lew Paces from her, because he 
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would not diikwb htt any fiinhcr, and looking' 
on her with a Coanteoance wherein his Pa/Goa- 
was CKtresunly vifiUe : * Is it poiEblC) Murinpf^ - 
fatJ be to bery you ihoiild be fo much affirighc-* 
td s^.Teramenfs living, when yon 'Could and' 
in your Heart co give him Kifies when be w^s- 
dtsAy ati4 wafh his Faoe with fo many Tearsi- 
But can 1 think that Change any Miradey iarad* 
and ungrate&l Burin^e^ when I am & well ac- 
quainted with that of your Soul , and that I anf 
inbc ignocant, how that, in the (ame Minute, 
. you were feen to pafs fix>m the Efic^ of the 
• moft violent Pa'flion in the WpUd> to a nvoital 
. Oblivion of bim chat hadadoied yon with fo

To this EStCt was the Dffeotttfc of 7>fwifirjf rr> 
which fell from hitn' with a certain Adion, that 
tailed in me Abundance of Kty $ and he would 
liaye faid more, had ttot the £zce(s of his Grief 
fievenied him, when E^inoey haying quice re- 
40fcred herfelf, aft convinced, both by the things 
which ihe heard, and b^ what Petirus had cokl 
her, would needs (top the Torrent of his Words. 
TV hereupon^ fmotheting that Confufion and Re* 
aiorfe which had tied up het Tongue Co long, 
•flie looked on TerMfHenesy not without fome Re- 
mainders of the Fright he had ^t her into ; arid 
IKX long after, Tenturing to fpeak, though with 
Dificutfy enough : ^ Whatever thou zttifitidjhe 
'* $9 binPy Whether the Ohoft of TtraiMnesy br . 
*" Teramengs himfelf alive, thou hafl killed my 
^ ^oul with Terror, and Af^onilhment. 1 cannot 

* look on liiee in that Coiidition, after I had ho- 

* noarer<l thy told and bkK>dy Body with the latl 
'* Demonfhations tf my Love, but I muft needs 

I l)e diftmbcd -91 €> ftrange un hSrwnPs. AiTure 
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thyself therefore, chat whacciiou haft ob(eryed in 
my Couutcdance is ineerly the Effed): of chat Trou'- 
ble, andnocofthatconfuiioBand remorfcwhidi 
thou dofi reproach me with ^ and^hough it might 
haply haye proyed more advantageous to myCeff 
to hare cpnciuued my Af&dionsto thee even a^- 
tcr thy Death, fince it was decreed thou fhoaldft 
come to life again, yet it is certain that thoa 
haft loft them by a Misfortune which I have 
not any way contributed to. With whatjuftice, 
Teramenesy canft chou charge me with any Id^ 
fidelity towards thee? Have I been any waf 
back\Yard in the Love I had promifed thee to 
the very laft Minute of thy Life 3 or did we 
perfwade one another that our Love ihould laft 
beyond this Life ? What Law is that which en^ 
gages one to this Eternity of Affedion towards 
the Dead, or by what fymptomSy could I judge 
that thou (houldft return to life, after I had caui> 
ed thee co be brought out of the Sield in Order 
to thy Burial ? Thofe Demonftrations of Love 
which I gave thee, and what elfe thou mayeft 
have underftood from the unfaithful Pe/orui, 
were they the Effe^s of an ordinary Padion } 
and was there ifot ground enough thou fhouldeft 
be fatisfied with a PafHon which engs^ed mc 
to do things beyond the Bounds of Reafbn^ 
To revenge thee, I became, contrary to fny na* 
tural Inclinations^ more cruel than a Lionefs, 
and would have attempted the Life of an ex- 
piring Prince, at whole fight eyen Tigrefles 
would have been moved to Compafllon. If I 
therefore were moved thereat, if the Will of the 
Gods, and Generc^ty obliged roe to aflift him; 
and if fince, as thou an too well informed to be 
denied any thing) his excellent Endowments* 
< orfomefupaioriirefiftibkP^wcif, haye forced 
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my lodinacions, and taken that Place in my 
Heart, which was not to be eternally kept emp- 
ty for one that wasdea^I, dofl thou find in this 
Misfortune that horrid Infidelity which thou 
rcproacheft me withy oc didft thou imagine that 
my Oh]igatk>ns were as great to thy Ghoft, a» 
tkey were, while living, to chy&lf ? No, Tera^ 
mtnss^ think not that thoa canftaccufe mc with 
any JuClice > and if thou hafl; been Co onhappjr 
to lofe my Af&dions, by an Adventure fo pro* 
digiotts, quarrel with HeaveD> whaft WiU it 
was it (hould be (b, and not with my Will, 
which hath contributed nothing thereto. As 
to the Misfortune which thou bcwaileft fo much, 
my Condition is not ]a jot happier th^ thine } 
thou may (I elfcvf here find a better Fortune than 
choa canft exped wich'tht un&rmnate Eurinoe^ 
while in the mean time it is deftincd ihe fhould. 
be eternally miferable, and expofed to that ChaC* 
ci(ement of Heaven, which thou fayeft muftfall 
upon me, and which indeed I havealready felt. 
. The Period of this Di(courfe oi Eurlnpi*s waa 
a ihower of Teai$ which it lay not in her Fowec 
to keep in any longer. Whereupon Teramems- 
whom it put to the Extremity of Grief, by Ilea- 
ion there could not be a greater Confirmation o£ 
the Reality of his Unhappinefs, caftinga dreadfiil 
look upon heir ; * No, no, Eurin^e^ faid be to 

* bcr^ I iliall accule you no longer, but acknow* 

* ledgjc with you, and fiibmic to that irrcfiftible 

* Power whidi hath forced your Inclinations. But 

* in r^rd my life might do your Reputation 
' (bme Prejudice in the Worlds though my Tongue 
^ were filent, and that it is not to tc doubted but 
^ that I am now abominable, as ever I was amia- 

* ble in your fight, it is but jufl; my Life fhould 
^ here doermioe, and that in fuch a manner, thai 
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' you maj tiot be thcrcfh miftakeit a feeond fime.- 

* The grcs^teft Regret I now ii*ve at thy Death 

* is, that I leave you atv unforcuoate Woman,. 

* and if the Virftic and Ctttfhaef of Cieomedoftr 

* could kit give* him tea^e^ t6 fo^g^t Candaee to 

* enjoy you, as you hate, to gain him, forgbt-

With thcfe Words he dtc w out a Dagger he had 
about biitt, and lifting tip his Hand, would have 
diruft it into hisBreaft, ifl had not faflned upoti 
htm, and fttyed his Hand, though only with fa 
Ihuch Force as to prevent him ftom executing hi^ 
Refolution. Teramtnesy perceiving his Defign fhi-' 
ftrated, boked on ihe v^ry difturbedly, and tn* 
deavouring to fnatcb the Dagger which I had ta* 
ken out of his Haxid^, • Cfeofnedon, fifid be 

* to -mty comerit yontielf, that the Experience t 
« have of your Virrae hath prevailed fe far upot» 

* irte, thar I would not bate theBffedh of my Dc- 
^ fpaif fall upon yon ^ and finoe! am willmg;t^ 

* fpatt* ii6C<i by whofe Means I afm become mife- 
f ml^y purpofeh^thatl mi^t execute all my Rc^

i^ving with thefe Words taken away the Dag- 
gK from TeramentSt I •turned towatds Eurin$e^ 
m whom the Deportment and laft Words of her 
Husband had raiied fome Compaffion, I iaid ta 
her ail thbfe Things whtdi. Pity coold fugged to 
me on her behalf, and aUedgcd 10 her all meilea- 
ions which I. thought might any way oblige her 
10 di(k>dee me out of her Heart, and to re-admit 
her faitbraJ Teramemer. For ibme time ihe was 
not able to make me any Anfwer, other than thac 
of a Shower of Tears, which being at laft over, ihe 
^eiy earaeftly re^aiTamedthe Difooucfe, and cfattgf 
ed me with the gceaceft Cruelty and Ingratiiturfe 
imagiuable. I iie^rd all with Abundance of IV 
tieiioe, and notdifeovering-tbe leaft Trouble ther^ 
9t, I cook Occafon ' to repteietx imto her, what 
inigbc be the Coniequeoces of an oUtinase Per. 
feverance in a fiuitlefs Paffion, and thatdirecbd 
to a Man engaged in another Love^ one that vras 
ready ^otakehis ksave of her, and flionki joot hap- 
Jy ever fee her ■ again 3 i^y, wliich is niore'ifaati 
rally one that though he were Aot caHed away by 
the Aikdion iie had for the Queen, could iioc 
make any jd>ode with her ^ but to the ixaer mine 
of her Repiuation, bcfides the little Piohability 
^ere was ihe would be Co extravagant, as to en- 
teitain in her HooTe the Murderer of one of her 
Brothers. To this 1 added what flie might feac 
from her other Brother, who was (liill with Ti- 
ribafus^ and that ihe mufi needv expcA he would 
have fome Dejfigns, not -only againft her Life, 
but mine alTo, as being dear to her 5 but chat oa 
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the contrary, fhe could doc be happy but. with 
Teramenes; it being out of ail doabt, that he 
had an extraordinary Af&dion for her, fince the 
Demonftracions fhe had received thereof were wety 
remarkable : That he was approved and recom« 
mended to her by her Friends, and in a Word, 
that it was the only Means to make a compoCire, 
not only in her own mind, but al(b in her Hott(e 
and Fortunes. 

While I thus disburthcned my Thoughts to fitf« 
rin$ey Teramenes having caft himfelf at her Feet, 
bathed them with his Tears, infomueh, that wb^ 
cherit were upon that SpeAacle, which ftirred 
up in her the Embers of her former A£dion, or 
that ihe was convinced of the ReaTon and Truth of 
the Things I repre(ented to her, and withal loft 
all Hope of being loved by me, and haply imagine 
rd ihe might never fee me ^atn, after a donbco 
ful Engagement wherein we (pent the beft part of 
theDay, fhe at lad began to yield. Wbereup* 
on, looking on Teramenes with a milder Ooun- 
tenanoe than before, (he turned towards me, and 
toldmc, ihe woulddowhacllhould advifebcr to, 
and that, being become mine through the Means 
of ibme unknown Power, ihe now (iibmittcd 
again to the fame Power, which ihe was not abb 
CO refift. Teramenes almoft out of himfelf fot Joy, 
after he had given thoufands of Kides to her Feei, 
caft himfelf at mine, embracing me by the Kaees, 
calling roe the Author of his Safety, and his tute- 
Jary Angel, and making all the earnefl Frotcfla- 
tioHS he could lo me, that he would hearily fpend, 
to do me any Service^ that Life which I had pre- 
vented him from deftroying, and made him hap- 
py in. And knowing on the other fide, that £«- 
, rinue might be in fomeFear he ihouU afterwards 
remembci the Change that had happened in hec 
. . Affcc* 
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A£&^ons, and accordingly conceive (bmeDlfcon-* 
tented Thoughts of the Love fhe had fome time had 
for me, he, to rid her of that fear, made thouHiads 
of Proceftacions to her, that it ihould never come 
into his mind again. He told her, that he ab- 
Iblutely attributed that aaident to the extraordi- 
nary merit of CUomedon^ which might produce 
no Icfs miraculous an effe^i; any where : But in 
fine, that however he might (ecm to quarrel with 
ber, he was confident of her Vettue, not only 
upon the former expreffions flie had made thereof, 
but aUb upon that very demonfbationof it, which 
when he leaft expeded any Hich thing, he had 
heard from the Mouth of Cieomedonj that for m j 
part, he Ihould never conceive the lead jealoufy oc 
ill thought of me, out of a Confidence I ihouU 
never prove unfaithful to Candace^ either fot Euri" 
noe^ or any other Perlbn in the World. 

Here am I forced to contrail my relation, for 
that ihould I make it my Bufine(s to repeat all 
the difcourles which pafled ppo'n this occafion to 
(atisfy and convince Eurinoe, it would take up 
more time than I have fpent in the account of all 
I have given you already. At laft I made an ab- 
fblute reconciliation between Teramenes and Eu* 
rinoej vf ho endeavoured all that lay in her Power, 
to conceal before him, the violence fhe did her 
(elf upQn that occafion, and prevaiPd with hec 
fo far upon the earnefl intreades of that Lover^ 
that I got her to promi(e that flie would be mar« 
ried to him before my depatiute thence, as ihe 
might very well do, being as ihe was, altogether 
at her own difpofal, and knowing withal that her 
marriage with Ter amines was approved of, ai)d 
deiired by all her Friends. , 

At lafl; we would needs know of him, how Be 
had recovered to Life, and had carried his Bud- 
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tie6 fo fecreclT, chat Eurtnoe neTcr fo much as 
filfpr^d any luch thing. He, in a few Words, 
acquaintod us, how tnat, after we had been 
brought into the Cadle, Pehrus returning to the 
Place where he had left him, with a Litter to 
larry him away, found him recovered out of 
that mortal Swooning wherein he had continued 
all the Night, and (ome part of the Day % that 
this Man, being one that nad been brought up in 
his Sertice, ovet-joyed at the Accident, had raketr 
fuch pains about him, that at lad he brought hini 
ib far to himfclf, that he was rcn(ible6f what was 
fiiid to him. To this Pelorns added. That Tera' 
inenei had commanded hiin to carty hinfi lo Eu» 
Tin9e\ as having no place where he might well 
retire any nearer, and that thereupon he had been 
forced to acquaint him with the truth of all thac 
had palled, as having far greater refped for his 
Mafterthanhe had {otEurinor: XYaxTnaf^enes 
had almoft died in good earned at that cruel 
- news, and that neverthelcfs, out of a defire to fee 
theconfequencesofthat adventure, and to apply 
thofe remedies which time and hisownrc&it- 
ments fhould fugged mito him, he was concenc 
to be carried to a Hbufe that belonged to a Siftdr 
of Pelorus\ not far from Eurinoe*s Cadle, 
where he might not only be privately looked af- 
ier, io'order to his perfeft recovery, but aKb be iu 
a place where he might every day underftand by 
' TeUruSy what was done at Eurinoes : That ail 
things came to pafs as Teramenes had defired, 
and that he had been waited on, and drefled with 
(b much care as might be, by Pcrfons concerned 
* in his welfare, and fuch as had not any way be- 
trayed the fccret comrtitrcd to theit truft : That 
this had been done with the greater cafe, by rca- 
fon 6f )Burino€*% contintial employment abobc 
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Ac, and the little curlofity ihe was then guilty 
0f, to enquire what was done in her neighbour^ 
hood : That he bronghr TeraiHenes notice eTcry 
Day> oF what was done at thcC^fUe» in regard be 
m^ht go and come to his&{ler*s H):>Q(e wichoUc 
the Icaft (ofpicionV That Teraments conceived 
fach a gticf and afffiftion thereat, that inaii3r 
time» he was upon the (^oint of dif^overing all, 
Boc dotobting but that JrrihitfiiSj and Burinofi 
Brother, and aH of that Party would foon find 
6tK (bme means to difpateh me, when they were 
Mice aenuamord with the {^ct of abode; but that 
he had been perfwaded on the eoncrary, partly by 
kit iticreaties, -who d^fiied him to ichy it, and 
Mttly by thole* remainders of Love which he ftrll 
Lad kk in him, for whole (ake principally it 
was chat he forbore pmting that bloody defign iti 
tacecQtion i that at laft, thtough the abidances 6f 
tfaofe that were employed about his recovery, he 
Was tome to the pbftiire of health wherein we 
Ikw hfm,' and diat having notice given him, that 
Em-iH^e and my fclf walked every Day in thd 
Garden, he would needs come thither, to over* 
hear oar DiTcourfe, if it were poflftble, and to 
take this opportunity to be revenged of me in fuch 
» manner, as might leaft pre^idice the Reputation 
of Enriftvff< That he had hiany times over- heard 
our Dilcoutlc, through the Hedges row, but that 
in thofe which I made to Enrinoe^ lie had found 
ib much Ptttdehte and Virme, that he imme^ 
diately chan^d his refohatibti, and that pfcrceiv^ 
ing 1 had no Aflfcftion for Eurinott he thonght 
£t to make his advantage thereof, and had theti 
"difcovered hitofelfto us to implore my afliftauce 
upon the opinion he had of my generofity. 

Thus ix^Teramener gxrt us an account of his 
'ad7eniaie> and pretaikd'''f(^*far with Murinde^

But to 
what purpofe fhould I fgin oujp theparcicularsof 
this relation, ail things were compofi^, quiet and 
(erenicy of Thoughts began tp chafe away all 
former diflacisfadions, only Eurihoe difcovered 
bj arcaiu fighs, tl^t her Soul was not abfolutely 
recoTered, and^ three Days after, finding my fclf 
in a condiuon to depart thence, I charged £iiri««c 
with her promile, and in my prefinoe obliged 
her to marry Teramenes* There happened (bme 
particulars in this A^ion which I carefully con* 
cealed from TimmeneSy and the next Day J pre&'d 
them, to accommodate me with tho(e things 
that were neceflary for my Deparcnrc, that I might 
repair to tho(e Places which I was obUged tp gor 
to, promifingthem, I fliould acknowle^, wbea 
it fhould pleafe the Gods to enable me, the afli- 
ftances and kind|iefs, 1 bad received from the 
officious Eurinof. Ter^menes granted my rc*^ 
quefl, and furnilhcd us with Cloachs, Arms, and 
Hor(es, and would have gone along with me^ 
had I accepted of his Company : But I gave him 
thanks for his kind prof&rs, and told him, that 
I was (atisfied lie {hpuld be no longer my Enemy, 
without engaging him to be any way (er viceable 
to me agaiuft TiribMfusy who was mpch his 
friend, and (b intreated him not to difcover any 
thing he knew of me, and to promote the report 
which was already fpread abroad of my Death. 
And this I was the more confident he would do^ 
not only upon the promiie he had made to do ic, 
1>ut al(b out of a coufideration of his own iutereft, 
which would advife him not to publiih a thing, 
that might exafperate Tirlbajus againft him. 
They alTo taught m^ ao inveniion which pxoved

In this 

pofture, , after fooK bemoauings from £«rW<v^r, 

which £be was not able to forbear, aad thqi^- 

fands of Proccflatioiis which 1 made: her, to ac« 

*' knowledge her eztraocdinary^Favours, if ever 

Fortune proved kind tc( me, 1 departed from th^t 

Houfe without any other Company than that of 

EteocleSf and one Servant on Horfebapk Tira^ 

menes befiowed on me, and of.whofe fidelity he 

^ve me very great aflurances. 

The deGgn I then had was fecrecly to ;get to 

thofc whom { knew to be fttll my Friends, and 

were defiroas to (etve their Prince(s, and had a 

. zeal for the Meipory of their late King, hoping, 

that upon my Return chey would be encouraged to 

attempt fomerhing for the Service of their Queen, 

whom I knew to be well beloved among the 

Ethiopians, Among the feTW^w<?^i&tfi and Or //^ , 

tbenes were the moll confiderable, and having un- 

derftood in my way that they were retired from 

the Court to certain Houfes they had in the Coun- 
try, 
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try, where they pafled away their time inGnefand 
Solitude. I, without any Danger, got to Or ifibewsf 
pading through all Places, without the kaftSufpici- 
vUf by realoo of the blacknefs of my G>tincenancei 
'which difguifisd me (b well, that you youWelf , Ma^ 
<lam > were fni(kken in me. 1 ihali not take Occa^ 
^ 'fion to prolong my difcourfe upoa the aftoniflnnenc 
•of Oriflhenes and Tilem*cbus^ when I had di(£o-» 
veted my felf to them, and when they found me liv- 
ing after they had bewailed my Death. They gave 
me achoufaiid of exprelfions or their joy and friend- 
ihips, and continuing {lilt as well alFe<^d and as 
2caIouslbc the Service of their Queen, as ever they 
had been j they very ^hcarfully ehttrtained the Pro- 
poficion I made to them, of attempting (bmeching 
againft the Tyrant, and proficted of themfehres to 
go, and (edredy follicit all her faithful Servants and 
Subjeds ihto-{bme«ngagement; and to get together 
' &cn a 56dy as might undertake feme remarkable 
' £nterp^i2e. ' They acquainted me, Madam, how 
ycm had been fecured afid #uatd^ \ and>gave me an 
' Account of your adralrabkCoiiChmcy in oppofing 
the Sollicitarions of Uri^afuSy who was not yet 
come to the urmoft Viotenccs, but had^onefe far 
as to put your moft faithful Servants into (bme Fear, v^ 
that he would not long continue in diofe Terms. I 
comimmicated to them the Defign I bad to wait on 
' you, and they were perfwaded, that, confidering 
^ how I had di(^i(ed myfelf, I might come even 
' into the Prefena of TiV/^^i without any danger. 
' I came to Meroe^ where I bad not the HappineTs to 
fee you the firft time; but the (econd, when I oimc 
into the Garden, I was more fortunate, and (eeing 
you again, I laid as an offering at your Feet your 
• Faithfil C/eomedeny whom you had honoured with 
•'your Tears, and who, through the excefs of your 
Goodnc&and Favours, ftili lives in your Memory.

Ario- 
barzanes and Philadelph are made acquainted 
with A«taban» and acknowledge their great 
Obligations to^ him under the Name of Brito* 
niaru9. Agrippa entertains Ariobarzanesy Phi« 
kdelphy and others, with the lofsofQltG^ 
tra, upon which the Princes that were prefenf 
take Occafion to difcover what they had every 
•m contributed to that Adventure. 


THE 
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HE fair Princcfs of ;he Parthians 
and the Queen of JEthicpisy had 
hearkened hitherto with great At- 
tention to the Relation oxCleome^ 
doHy without of&ringto interrupt 
him \^ but when he was come to 
that Paflage, Elifn looking on the 
Queen with a fmiling Countenance \ * You were 
' very much to blame. Madam , Jatd Jhe to ber^ 
not eo have di(covered to me this Particular of 
Cdfarh*s Life, becaufe, in my Judgment it is 
none of the feaft important. But 1. withal per« 
ceive that you purpofely avoided all Occa(ioii 
of giviag me any Account of the Love of Eu* 
rino€^ out of a Fear you were in, thai; I might 
obferve in your Difcourfe, fome Glimpfes of 
the Jealonfy you may have conaived at that 
Advcnrare. You force me to a Proceftation, Ma- 
dam, repiydtbe ^uetn ('witb oh Action where* 
in Jbejeemed ta be ss indifferent and as little 
earneftas tbeotber) which is, that the greateft 
part of xhoCe things which he hath related, was 
not come into my Knowledge*, and therefore 
whether it were for the Reafons you alledge, or 
for (bme other yet unknown to me, Cafario had 
given me but an imperfed Account of that Adven- 
ture, andhadnotdifcovered the Particulars thereof 
that were of mod Confequence, Yqu are vecy^ 
much in the right. Madam, replies Cs/arie^ 
for indeed I fliould gladly have avoided giving 
yon • an Account of it, could I well have done 
it} and thejiak Inclination I have to engage 
mylelf in a Di(cour(e of this Nature might have 
exempted me from doing it now, had you not 
laid your abfolute G>mmands upon me to that 
* Pttrpofc. I have therefore made a Shift to gpc 

• through 
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* through the firft and longed Part of my Nar- 

* ration, fince vou have already acquainted tbis^ 
^ Great Priticefs with the Entertainments that 

* pafled between us in the Garden, as alfb afi thaf 
^ happened, even to the Day 6ti Whidi, after I 
^ had brought in Fout'Thoufand Menof thofe't^ 
^ bad drawn into our Farcy by thfc fa^icans of Tr/l^• 
*■ maebus and Orifiheties^ 1 forced the FaUce j 
^ and that Uribafiis having faved himfelf by gec- 
^ ting into the City,. I led you through the G^itP 
^ den to a Veltel which I had provided to carry 
' you along the Nile to the City of Bajfa, a Place 

* then at our Devorton. Or all thefe tfcSngs, 

* replhd the Qiteen, 1 hav« given the Princefs an 

* exad Aaount } all you have yet to inform us o!f 

* is, what hath happened to you (ince oar Sepa»> 

* ration. Though this, replied C^fario, be the 
•• Ihorteft part of my Relation, yet is it that o\ 
*' greateft Confe€|ttence, and I cannot but ex«reani- 

* Jy wonder you fhould not be more impatient ta 
^ know whether you have not diU a Crown ca 

* difpofe of. 

Attet I ha J broughr yotrto^ the TeflcF, an^ 
there left you, though not without much Violende' 
to myfelf, to put the Defign we had undenaken 
ki Execution, which we had in feme pare cifed- 
ed, in as much as concerned your Liberty « but a» 
to what was yet to be done, wcve in a very ill 
(|ofture, by reafon of the £(cape of Tsri^Mjhty 1 
returned to the Palace, where I found all my Men- 
ablblutely refolvcd to make good- what they hacl 
gotten, and to ^ht for your Ihtereft to tfeie latl 
Gafp. I encouraged them in that DeUgn by all 
the Words I thought might any way Climate 
them, and put them into a Pofture of maintain- 
ing the Palace, in the bed Order I pofHbty -could. 
- 1 made no doubt; but that Tlriy^fur^ as being 

mttcm 
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vmh experienced in Masters of War, would 

comejmmedUtiely* ^ndJet apon us wkh all the 
For^ ^ cottld<ff a fudden niake> knowtngthac 
i\ oQiiccriied his Saftty to rccbver pre/curly what 
1)6 had Wl, brforc tbofe Supplies came in to us 
which we expend. This he accordingly put in 
XiectKion, as I had imagined be would, and he 
was no (boner gotten into the Ci£79 but he forc*d 
.a}l the Citizens to take bp Arms, though the maia 
Motive of their Obedience was their Fear, their 
liiclinations being ab&lutdf for their Queen; and 
in the UKan time haii^ing given Otder^ that aJl the 
Troops that were in tl^ Suburbs, and about the 
City, ibeuld rally under the Comtnand of Tbea^ 
gents and Afanor , he got a conflderable Body 
together, and came againft tlie Palace with abun« 
daAcc of Fury. You know y^ouricif. Madam, 
that all the. Fortification there is about it, n^ 
Ditch wifih a low Stone WaH £anked here and 
there with cetraio Towers. The Ditch may fooii 
be filled, as beiu^ neithec very broad nor very 
deep, yet not fo cafily, bat th<it it would ooft a 
great many Meti to do it, the Palace being made 
good by a confidecable Number of Men, and 
tnofe all relblved lo. fell thdf Lives at the deareft 

27ri^i^j.iia;v tog made hxsAflanks upon. that 
Side of the Palte whkh lyes towards the Cicy, 
fcot at the fame time to fecute all the Boats that 
wcEc opou the Ni/tf, that he might not only have the 
Command of the River, to carry on the Siege 
^aiuft us, but aKo prevent us firom making any 
ETcape that way* Nay, I doubt not, but that, if 
he had had the ieaft fu(picion of your Departure^ 
he would have icnt {bme Boats aft^ yon \ out you 
tntght have been (o far, before he bethought him 
of thacCottxfe, that I was out of all Fear of y out 

being 
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being taken, before your Arrival at the City of 
Baj/ay where yott were ezpedbd. JtriMiiS m^dc 
his Approaches, aiid carried on the AflaBk, as a 
Man thiac very well knew what he had to do } and 
caufing Come part of his Soldiers to bring Turfs, 
Stones, Faggots, and all fuch other things as were 
fie CO fill upche Ditch, he began to do it with abun- 
dance of Earneftnefs -y but there being within a 
confiderabk Number of old Soldiers, and fuch as 
were w«ll vcrfed in Matters of War, and far 
greater than was neceCfary for the Defence of the 
Palace, while I gave Order that fome Ihould reft 
themfelves, the red were difpofed upon the Bat- 
tlements, and ihowering down Arrows upon the 
Scormers that were below $ they fillM the Ditch 
niiich more than all thofe other things did which 
the Enemy had brought thither to that Purpo(e. 
Iliad, as good Fortune would have it, found out 
in the Palace an infinite Number of Arrows and 
^11 other Arms, which it ieems Jirihafus had 
brought in thither ; and which was yet a further 
Happinefs, going imethatJChamber which he had 
appropriated CO him (elf finc^ his pretended Roy- 
alty, 1 there met with my Armour enrich'd with 
Ea^esof^^old, the very fam& which I had been 
flript of after the Battle , and which had been 
brought to him,' as well for thetf Sumptuoufnefs, 
gs to put him into a greater Aflurance of my 
Death. I have been intormcd fince, that it was - 
an Officer that had fought under my Command 
in the War of Nubia^ and one that had fbme 
RefpeA for me, that hindered his Companions 
from cutting ofFmy Head to prefeut it to Tiribafus^ 
as they were once reiblved to do» and was con- 
tent only to flrip me of my Armour, and to pre- 
fent him with them. This Accident 1 looked on 
as a good Omen, and thereupon putting dkem on 

with

I 'wich much Joy, 1 imagined myfcif more hardlr 
conquerable in them than I had been before. I 
very diUgencly vificcd all thofe Places wherein my 
prefence might be any way fcrviceable, and omit- 
ted nothing that contributed aught c^ our Defence, 
no more than Ttribafus did on the other fide to 
carry on the Aflault. I once perceived him, amidil 
a many of his Soldiers, ifluing otit bis prders with 
. much Eaineftnels , and having difcovered my (elf 
•to him by a grear Shout, I took a Bow and Ar- 
rows in my Hand, and (hot twice at him, the 
latter Atrow coming (b near his Head, that he 
durfl not continue any longer iu the place where 
he was \ and perceiving that at the (kme time, I 
caufed him to be fhot at feveral ways, after he 
had threatned me by Cries and Geftures, he re- 
tired to a place where he was more fecure. From 
chat Time I fet upon him the bed Archers I had, 
CO fhoot continually at him, aflbon as ever he 
ihould appear, by which means it came to pa6» 
chat he was lefs confident in the Aflaulc than he 
had ihewn him (elf before. 

The Number of Men that I had within the 
Palace was fuch» that I might have ventured to 
I lally out, and have forad back the more daring 
of the £nemy*s Side \ but it was my greateft 
^. Contentment to gain Time, in Ezpedation of 
thofe Supplies which Oriflbenes was to bring me, 
and whicn were raifcd wich Co much Privacy, ia 
the Cities that were ftill under our Command, 
ihsLtTiribafus had not the lead Intelligence there- 
of, and in the mean Time, to keep Tirihafus fo 
in Play, that dired^ing all his Porce againft us, 
he might make the lefs Provifion againft other 
Enemies. Befides thofe I had about me in the 
Palace, I had Four Hundred Men lyingdormaot in 
the City, in certain Houfcs. wbereof we were con- 
fident. 
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^denr, and under the Comisand of'Clinias a Ne- 

f)hcw of Oriftbenes; and thcfc were ordered, aA 
boa as, the fupplics were come, to join with 
them at a Place appointed, and poilefs chemielves 
of a Gate of the City to make way for the othq: 
Forces. 1 dfTcoveted feme part or my Qefign to 
the principal OfEcers, encouraging them to plajr 
the Men that Day, and promifing them they jQbouU 
be relieved, if not the ^3ight folbwing, at fatthdtt 
the next Morninjg. There was no great i^d of 
rhis Sollicicaiion^ tor they all fought wim (iich eagec- 
xief$> that, thonsh Jiribafus had in feme Places 
filled up the Ditcn, and had brought fealing Xadr 
ders to ftorm the Place, yet all came to jio other 
EflEcd, rhjin that thofe who were the moft forwar4 
to get up, were tumbled down in the Ditch, as it 
were to abate the Confidence of thole that were to 
come after them. 

You would haply think my ^.elation very tedi^ 
(ious and:im>percincnt,ihoiiid I give you a particu- 
lar Account of all the Actions of that Day, an4 
therefore, I fhall thinjc it fuiSScient to tell you^ 
that the Gods (who^ no doubt, had a Vengeance 
(in (Jbre for the Tyrajiii^ q^Tirihsfus^) took aw^ 
the tight of hts reafen in xhat Emergency, aod^ 
depriving him of fonfte pajrt «f his ordinary Pru* 
•dcnce were pleafcd, that, blinded by the Violence he 
was in to reduce us, he bent ajl his Foroes to do 
ir, in fuch a Manpcr, that he made not any pro*- 
vifion for the Security of the City. Upon this ac« 
count was ic that he (pent the wliole Day in Aflaults 
again A us, but to no purpofe, and having hardly 
taken one Hour's reft U9 the Night, he was at u$ 
again before Day, much more fiiriouily thaa be* 
ibrc. 

In the mean time, Oriftbenes having landed i^ 
the Iflaud without any difiicultyi was, with th^ 

adyaatagp 
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adviocage of ihe Night, gotten to the very Gates 
of Meroe, and, at the break of Day, having 
given the Signal which we were agreed upon 
with Clinias, he was preiently at the Gate, whi- 
ther all his Men 9 coming to him from Tevera! 
Qoatters, came about him, and before that thofe 
who were then upon the Guard could perceive 
whether they were Friends or Enemies, they fdl 
upon them, cut offthole that made any retiftance^ 
and haying focced the reft to fly, (et open the 
Gate for OriJibenes» Yet could not this be done 
wich (b little Noife, but that chofe who were 
upon the Walls, though but few, and tbofe not 
much minding what was done, did afloon as ic 
was light, dilcover the Eorces of Orijlhenes^ 
and accordingly gave the Alarm 3 but, before ic 
could come to the Place where Tiribafus was» 
Oriftbenes vrsLS gotten into. the City, his Troopt 
coming in ftiil like Wares, and meeting with 
nothing that any way oppofcd them. He brought 
in along with him three thoufand Horfe, and 
about fc9cn or eight thoufand Foot, all^oice 
Men, and fiich as were ready to (acrifice theic 
l^ives for the juft canfc wherein they were engaged. 
Oriftbenes uied all the expedition he could to gee 
in his Forces, which he difpofed into the more (pa«* 
dous Streets axid other Urge Places that lie near thac 
Gate \ and when he faw chat the greateft Pare were 
Gome in, and that the reft would follow without 
aoy hindrance, he advanced towards the Palace^ 
purring all to the Sword cliathe met with in Arm<7. 
He caufed it to be cried wherever he came, thac 
the Citizens IKould lay down their Arms^ and 
tJiac no violence ihould be done to thofe thac 
would not £ght for Jiribitfus. It were impoffi* 
ble for me to reprefent to you what a diftradioa 
Jiribrfus wasin, when word was brought of thac 
.Vol. VII. D roisfor: 
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ixiisfonune, aQd what imprecAtions he macfeagainft 
iJCfimti, wben he |»e&ceivfid himlielf fucprized by 
tho(e very Enemies, whom not long before he 
hskd flighted for their weaknefs. Aud yet he withal 
fsLW that he had but lictktime to loik in conful- 
laticn^ and that itiftcad of carrying on the alEioIe 
againft the Palace, he muft make head againft 
Orijikenes, and fight him. 

He accordingly lefolyed to do ic« and there- 
upon rallying ,all the Forces he had abom 'him^ 
and giving order that his Uorfe ihould monac, he 
mounted alfb himfclf, and leaving a fmaU nam* 
her before ikx Palace to keep as in play, he took 
ail the reft along twith him to engiEtgc with OriJ^ 
tbenes. I had luiderftuod by a Signal &om CUnsas 
that the fupplies were come, and eafily imagined 
what might have iblloired, iuibmuchy that find- 
ing that i miglu cither ficely Tally ont, or at the 
"worft meet with fuch o{^>dfition as I nrtight well 
Gvercome, I thought it not fit to fight any longer 
behind dead Walls j and fo kaying twelve hun- 
dred Men to make good the Palace, though a lefs 
number might have ierved to do it, I commanded 
oat all the red, and g;etting up of a good Hor(e, 
whereof I found no fmall number about the Palace, 
and which I difpo^ among the moil confider- 
able of theie that were about me, I cau&d the great 
Gate of the Palace to be ^ened, and drew our 
into a ipacious Place not far from it. Thole that 
cndeavoufed m oppofe our Paflage were immedi* 
ately cut in Pieces* and the reft, nmning away, 
made all the hafte they could to Jtrihfus* 
- I was no (boner got into the City, but Icaufei 
k ro be proclaimed every where, as Ortftbemis 
had doue. before, that the Queen pardoned the 
Qtizeos,. provided that they bid down their Arms, 
;md this» ninning from one to anocliery proved 
., ^ . Cm 
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rCo e&ibid, tine the grcatcft part of the Inhabit 
•lams took occafion to go home to their own 
Kooiibs, hj -which means Urihafus's Parry became 
imich weaker than it had bceti. However, tbie 
4Uiinbet he had aboQC him was far greater than 
{hat of ottr Forocs^- but he eoold not make any 
(fldvaDcage :of thek number in the Streets, where 
the Engagement was not the &me as it would 
ihave bttn in an open Field. Ttrikafns was al- 
.tcady engaged mith Orifikenes, and upon the firft 
encounter there was abundance of Blood {pilt on 
ibodi fides. As I wis matching towards the Place 
where I thought to have^ound them, I met with 
jifguor in my way, in the head ofa Party which 
he was carrying to the relief of Tirihafus. X 
immediately charged him, and it happening that 
we met in a fpacious Place, the Engagement 
ajtoiwd a;CGordtngly very hot and Woody. The 
tucee(s al(b for fome time was very doubtful \ but 
«t laft ViiSlory declared her (elf for the juftet 
Ott(e, and Ajan^r being killed, with the moil 
confiderabie that were about hrni, the reft ran 
away iu dKbrder towards the Place where 77r/- 
iafiif was ifigluing agaiiKl: Orifihenes, and cer- 
tainly there it wa^^ that Blood and Blows were 
not rpaied, aud that we Had by much the worft 
'Cud of fhe Staff. Tiribdfus IBghting with his 
'Mcn-tice ofie that 'had all at theSfcake, had charged 
Orifihenes wiih &ch far?, tYiix the btaveft of nis 
Men. lay upon the Ground, and he himfelf, being 
4inin>r{iM, diluted the bufinefs on Foot with little 
hopes of Vidory \ nay, it would not have been 
long ere ^he -had Ibft <his Life, had not fome of 
ihe beft affe^ed ai^d (lou^dk of his Men fcr them- 
frhes before him, and relieved him with muck 
ifligemefs. Tiribtifusy making all the advantage 
lie could «f that overture ofYi^ory, forced hrs 
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jLncmies to retreat, fighting them (tili even^BCo 
;thc fpacioas Place qF Mtrot. There k was that 
lie thought to give them an.abfoIuEc dcfeac^^by 
jeafon of the advastage of the Place, • atid the 
/diflradion they were already in, when I, com- 
ipg to their relief another w$iy, which I foond 
free, got up to that, place with my Troop, an^ 
^immediately crying oiu^ Csndacey Candact^ and 
tho(e that fdllo\yed. ifie, QUomtdon^ we revived 
ithofe that Wicre i;eady to<quit the Field, and abated 
their Confidicnjce, who e^pe^ed notbiiig lefs than 
Yidlory. The ptcfencc of the two chiefs adde4 
very much to the Bloodiness of the Engagement, 
which was jupon my coming te afTumed,. and, 
paving fent fonic of my Men. tp relieve OrifikeneSy 
whbfe danger 1 had underftood, I endeavoured to 
xneet with Tiribafusy as knowing that in his Per* 
[ow conHntd all the War. I took notice of the 
Place were he was, and he immediately kQcvr 
me. I am eatily perfwaded that ic was not his 
jdcfire to avoid Fighting, being, by the ac* 
knowledgment of all, a Man valiJnt enough, and 
po le{s concerned in my Death than I could be 
in his : But the mod devoted to his Interefls that 
were about him, fetting themfelves before him^ 
jnany were laid on the ground, that I was forced 
to difpatch to come up to his Perfon* At laA we 
^ame together, notwitbdandingthe oppo£tion of 
piir Men, and running at him fuU of Fury; 
The Day is noiv come^ Tyrant ^ faid I to him> tbttt 
tbou muft render up tbe Crown 'witb thy ovm 
Life into tbe Bargain. He made me fome an- 
fwer, which I could not heat by reafbn of the 
Noife, and the heat 1 was then in, and received 
with me a refolution not ^nuch difiereat from 
what! brought. But, bcit^^ ever and anon hindered 
by oar Men, who came m becwcdi us, aud that 
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especially by bis, who ^11 upon me on all fides, 
I grevrtbc more eager to determine the diAerence, 
aftd that was- it had almc^ cod me my Life. 
I had made two blows ac Tiribafui^ with (bch* 
good FofOine, that they gave two Wounds, where- 
upon be beganrto'k»ok p» me as one that fought 
with a certain confidence" of Yi^ry, when my 
Hor^, by re^ifbfi of many hurts he had received, 
fell down To of a fiidden, thiat I had much ada- 
to get my Feet out of the Stirrups, and to (land' 
before Tiribafus^ who taking me ac that advan* ' 
tage, was upon the point of running over mc.' 
I couM not avoid the iKock of .his Florfe, info* 
much that he had- almof^ overthrown me, but in 
that poflure leaning on* my own Horle, that lay 
dead between ray Legs, with my left Hand, I 
with my r^ht thruft my Swotd into the Belly 
of his i fb that when he was coming at me, he 
felt himfelf falling down under hini. In that 
interim I clo(ed with him, to avoid the fhock 
of his Men, and. in that difbrder finding a place 
unarmed, I run* him- with vcvf Swotd through 
the Body. 

Ttrikafus (Iretched forth his Atms as he was 
falling with his Horfe ; but in regard that I flood 
near him, he very furioufly cad himfelf on me, 
and by his weight forcing me to the ground, he 
Ull upon >me, as he breached out bis latt, and faA- • 
ned on me if> fuch a matiner, that I found it no 
fmall diffic^ty to get from under him, all goarcd \ 
and covered with his. Blood. The danger I was in 
by reafou of that difadvantage, had been very 
great, had I. not been relieved by divers flouts 
Men, who refcued me from the rage oi Tiribafus*^ 
Friends, and, notwithfbnding all they couldf do, 
got me on Horfe back again. This, Madam, wa^ 
ciie fate o( .ZirJbafus^ the Uforpcr of your Domi- 
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nions, and your precious Liberty, 2nd you may - 
fee iu it how that the judGods deaeed heihonld 
perif]^ by^ h« Hands, to virham, of: all Mtn, that 
revenge was moft due 

Upon his Death, thofe that wete of his Party 
were fo hdy as to couragef aildc refbhitiou, tfaac 
the mod eager in rhe cauto couid hardly be got*- 
ten to fighc much longer. Whea 1 faw the rc^ 
iiftanoe they made was very weak, aud that fomc 
were running away in the Streets, cading away 
their Anns^ I con/idered, Madam, thar they were 
your Subjedls, and chersupon, out of a deiire to 
ipare their Blood, I cried ^ andcaufed it to be 
cried up and down, thac if they laid down rhcit 
Arms, the Queen would give rhcni their Liv^s, 
and would forgire all that was pad. Some patit** 
cular Friends of T/r/^4f/i^i would notaccept of this 
proffer, but would needs be killed, and among 
the red, Eurinofs Boothcr, wbofe Life I would 
gladly haVe &ved for his Sider's fake j!but all the 
red perceiving rhar there was no lafecy bur by 
that means, aud having for rhe mod part) (idcd^ 
with Tirikafus, purely out of fear, laid down 
tbeic Arms, and cried up and down, God Jave 
Queen Candace. I immediately thereupon (ene 
orders every where, that none ihouJd be put to the 
Sword; and it was fo religicHidy observed, chat 
after feme few Minutes, there was no more 
Blood fpilc, AH thoft of Tiribafus's Party went 
iu among the Citizens, who had hid down* rheic 
Arms as fooq as 1 was gotten out of the Palace i 
and our Men, though in Arms, and Vi^riousi, 
began to treat the odiers as their Country-men 
and Companions. Orlfthenes^ who, having becii 
i%t on Horfe-back again by the relief which I bad- 
fent him, bad joined with me,- and behaved him- 
k\^ with^ abundance of Valour, vode all about the 
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Cic^ by my order, and (b appca^d the remain- 
ders of the difbrder, chat when the dead Bodie? 
were remoTod out of the Streets, it could hardljr 
be imagined there had been any fight. 

All vhiogs being thus compofcd, I ient out or- 
der9, that the more confiderable of thofe that had' 
followed Tjribafus^ as wdl Citizens as Soldiers, 
ftould come to me in one of the mod fpacious 
ISaces in the City, and after I had emenaiued 
them- with a difcourfe (which it were not fit to 
trouble yon with a recital of) wherein, having 
m the ftfft Place, represented to them the greatnefs 
of their Crinae, I made theni is the next appre«> 
henfive of rhat of your Goodoefs, who were 
sraciouflj pJea(ed, even at a time that they might 
be punilned with (everity, to pardon them £a 
horrid an infidelity, and forget all th«t was paft» 
provided that for the future they did thofe things^ 
which were exped^d from them. And that I 
exhontd them 10 do with a true remorfe, and to 
repair their crime^ by a fidelity as remarkable 
33 their defe(^n had beai. All the Inhabitants 
anfweivd me with Cries and Tears, and pro- 
nouncing your Name on their Knees, they called 
all the Gods to witnefi the (incerity of their in- 
tentions, and protefted they had done nothing 
againft you, but by force, and out of the fear 
tfey were in of the Power of Ttribufus. The 
Soldiery, for the moft part, returned me the fime 
anTwer ; k that after I had taken a new Oath of 
Allegiance from them all in your Name, I dif^ 
mi^A the Aflemblyt permitting all to follow 
their occafions, and fuch as had Friends dead, to 
bury them. I alfo gave way, that thofe tl^at pro- 
tended a more particular af&^ion to Tiribafus^ 
fbould take away his Body in order to an honour- 
able loterrment, as ktiowing> Madam, your 
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generoficy co be fucb, as permits not your refent-^ 
ffieuts CO go beyond Death. Aod thereupon, having 
my thoughts wholly taken up with you, and yet 
not thinking it fafe.to leave Meree that very Day, 
for fear of tne accidents that might happen uppn 
(o fudden a Revoli^tion i I fent CUnias exprefs to 
,you, to give you an account of all chat had pad, 
and CO intreat you to remain at Bajfa till the next 
Day, at which time I iliould have waited on you, 
bringit)g along with n)e your People of AlertfC, 
who were infinitely defirous of yopr return. 

Having gone fo far, 1 (pent all the reft of tht 
Day, and Come part of the Night in pacifying and 
compofing all things, atni considering the fhort- 
nefs of the time, there was fuch order taken, that 
it was hardly perceiveable that there had been any 
revok in Ethiopia. But what grief it was to 
me, what diflradion I ^2.% in, the Gods only ' 
know, the next Day, when I found Cliniai re- 
turned, telhng me, that you had been expe<^ed. 
to no purpole at Bajfay whither you came not at: 
all, and where there had not been any thing 
heard of you. Being exrreamly troubled at this 
account of you, 1 immediately left yW^^-^e, having 
only ftay'd fo long as to leave order with Or'tf". 
tbems to cake care of all things till ygur retura^ 
and taking certain Boats, and (uch a number along . 
with me, as J. thought fit, of thofe 1 could beft 
trufV, 1 made all the haQe 1 could to Bajfa. 
There I Toon met with the confirmation of your, 
lofs, and underflood from thofe that you had 
left to command there in your abfence, that thef 
had neither fcen nor heard any thing of you. 
Thefc unfbr;unae tidings raifing the gccareft di-. 
ftradion imaginable 'in my, thoughts, put mc to 
ftich extremities, as I had never been acquainted 
iYith,bcfoics and the vtolcncc of ^my afflidion 
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taking, away for fomc time the ofe of the my Rca- 
fon, I bad much ado to forbear revenging my- 
(elf upon fuch as bad contributed nothing to the 
Misfortune. I did nothing the reft of that Day,* 
and all the next Nieht, but wander up and down 
upon the i^'th'^ while thoufands of Perfbns were 
(earching in other Places to the fame purpofe. 

But all proving iiiefre£bial, I- thou^hc it my 
bed courfe to return to Meroe^ out orai conceit, 
that) without allQueftion, you had been taken by 
fomc Peribos that Tiribafus had fent after you, 
and that^ by iecuriog.thofe that were yet there, 
of the Friends of Tirtbafusy fomething might be 
difcoveredt when there comes to Bajfa aiv Egyptian 
Merchant Ship> by which I underftood, that as they 
failed up the Nihy they, had. met with the Pirate 
ZenodoritSy with lout Snips, and had efcaped be« 
ing taken by.him,>by making to Land, which they 
were not. £»riiom> and&hatchey had pa(Iedfbck>K 
CO him, by rea(bni)ftheAarrowue(s of the River iti 
jthac Place above any other ^ tltat they could ea(ily 
perceive there were (bmc ! Ladies Prifoners in his 
Veflel, whereof they had fcen fome upon the deck, 
and.heacd theCties of others echoing all over the 
Rivdr, and that , after wards, coming* farther into 
the IJLivcr, after the Pirate wais gone by, • they 
met wich Abundance of Carkaires floating;) and 
foun<il all the Circumdances of a great and bloody 
Engagement. From this Difcouric, which the Pal- 
iiou 1 was then didra^cd by eafily induced ms 
to believe, I immediately inferred, aIlCircumftan« 
cts confidered , that ic mud needs be you , Madam , 
that v/as faUai into the Hands of .the famous Pi- 
r4:e Zenodorus, whofe Name was f^rown dread- 
ful in all thefcCoafls, and who was the^bcft ac* 
cjuainred of an-y thccewich, by Rea^OI^ of the per- 
petual Inroads that he nude upon them. Y04 
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may eailly imagcoe. Madam, chat it were impoA 
fibk for vat co make you (eafiblc- of che Grief it 
was la me to hear there fatal Ti<iiit]S5> and that 
aU cfaac. I am able to fay, will come very far Ihort 
of whac 1 then felt upon die firft Entercaituneilt 
of that cruel Account of our malirious Fortune. 
This was it that put me out of all Patience, and 
ia a manner, took. away the ufe of my ReaCbn, 
infomucb, that theGodft Kiay well pard<>u me, if 
durifig the Time thai that Extravagance lafted, I 
did uoc always d>fecye that Kefped whidi a Man 
ihould riever be guilty of any Breach of towards 
tlicm. Nay, mcthought the Rage I was th^n 
poilcfled by, was in fom& (brt excuiabk, and that 
Misfortune happening at a Time when I ezpedl- 
ed all the Kindncfs and Indulgence of Fortune, 
fccmed to me Co great, that I could not imagkie it 
fiipportable by the greateft Condancy in the 
World. Neverthelefs, thinking it too great alow- 
ne($ of Spirit to loiie Time in tamemaiions and 
rrtti{le(s Complaints,. I feiit CiiBias back again to 
M^rofy with Orders disedicd ro Orifibines^ t6 
hearken out every where after you, in cale the 
Tidings I had received pf you (koold prove falfe, 
and to fecQte the mod intimate Friends of I7W^«^ 
fusy to find out, by that Means, whether you had 
heen taken by any Orders of his ^ and having 
given him that Charge, 1 took up three VefleS 
that lay in the Haven ready to (et Sail, accompa* 
nied by ail thofe 1 had about me, that I thought 
able to figl>t» and made all the fpeed I could to- 
wards the Mouth of the ^ile^ into the Mediter- 
ranean Sea. I thought it no (uch Difficulty to 
make after ZenodoruSy though wi^h a Number of 
Veflels much inferior to his, and no doubt lefs 
ferviceable a« to maccer of Engagement -, all the Fear 
I was in, was, that I ihoulq not find him, fo far 
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was I fiotn any Thoughts of being worfted, if I 
were (b fonuiute as to meet with bim. 

We got oat of the Nih^ and were ernred into 
the Sea, being abfblurely to (eek what Courfe we 
flioold take j out having niidcrflood chat Zenodo'- 
tus came often to Fdeufiay and the Ports adjoin- 
ing to Alexandria^ to fell fome Part of what he 
took upoir tho(e Coails, I imagined I might there 
hear or him, and fo thoaght m to make towards 
Alexandria, I lliall not, Madam > trouble you 
with the Complaints I made during the Time of 
fhii (ad Courfe, nor the doleful RefledHons which 
tormented my Thoughts without thfc leaft Inters 
miffion. I was fen(ible, as^ indeed I ought to hare 
been, otf^a Misfortune chat deprrved me of the Hap^ 
pinefs of ylrar Pretence; but this was not yet the 
greaoed of my AfHitflions ; and v^hcn I imagined 
to myfelf} that my faired Queen was in the Hands 
of a mcrcilcfs Pirate, and rcprefcnted to myfelf afl 
the IXincers whereto (he might be expofed, (and 
to which, as 1 have (ince cnderflood from Hud- 
tlesy it was but indeed too too true chat (he was) 
1 was at a lofs of all Patience, iu(bmuch that \ 
could hardly forbear caAing myfelf into theSeaL 
At kft, wc were entertained by the fatocTcmpcft 
which proved fo favourable tg you aq;atnfl the In'- 
ibkncies of Zenodorusy and which hath been thb 
Occafion of fb many Accidents upon theft Coafh 
at the fame Time; and this aKb grew (b implaca- 
ble to us, that our Vcflcls were difpcrfed, in ftich 
manner, that I could never yet learn any Tiding^s 
of the other two, and know noc but that they are 
long fincc devoured by the Waves : And that w here- 
in 1 was myfclf, after we had, for two whofc 
Days ftruglcd with the fame Cruf ley of Weathef , 
that you had met with, was at length caft upon 
ihisCoaft within a hundred 5W//r of this City, fo 
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iliacrered, that.ic was abfoliitely uwSf, for k\it Sea« 
1 left fome pare of my Men tp get. the Vellcl riC^ 
piired, as 3k,t Alexandria they might \gith aU Free- 
dom do, there beiugfrec Commerce between the 
Ethiopians and the Egyptians^ leaving Orders with 
them, that f hey Ihould expect to hear from me in 
the Voito^ /ikxandria-t and that they ihould qiabq 
enquiry every where after the Vii?^^ Zenfidorus* 
And To, taking only twelve along with me, prq^ 
portionably to the Number of Horfes that we had 
m the Veflel, we all mounted, and having, for 
fome time rode, all together alone the Shore, \ 
choughc it not amift that we divided into Partiesi 
it being the more likely way co.find out whz^t wc 
fought J and thereupon mewing them a little Vil' 
Lagc which I knew, and whereof I gave them the 
Name, I entreated them, that after they had vi- 
(iced all the, Places about Alexandria^ they would 
all meet there at Night. 

This was done as it had been refblved, and for 
jxiy pare I would have no more in my Company 
but only one Efquire, by Rcafon of the Avprfion^ 
which, through Melancholy, I had foe all Comr 
pan)k All t)iat Day was (pent in a fruitle(s SeaYi^, 
and at Night meecing at the Rendezvous appoint- 
ed, we there, pafled it over, wanting nothing as 
CO the Accommodation of the Body, if the miud 
could have taken any reft. The next Day, I nam^ 
ed to them another fmall Town diftant from 
<his Place about two hundred Stadia^ where was 
appoinfcd the meeting for the Night, following, 
and fo dividing into feveral Parties, as jhe Day 
before, direding ihem rotake other Courfes than 
they had done, went my felf as before, attended 
only by a finglc Perfou.in the Quality of Enquire* 

I had wandred up and down for fome Pact 
of the Day I when finding myfclf fwelcred with 
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Hear,, aiid, the Weight;, of ray Armour, which 1 
had uou put ofF allthii^ Time, 1 would needs uke 
a Mifiute*s red, and jefreOi. myfclf at a spring 
that lay in my way in the midft of a very plea*- 
fane Yalley. With this Refolucion I alighted ac 
a certain Didance from the Spring, and having 
given my.Hor(e to the Efquire, I far down by 
it, and putting up the Vizor of my Head- pieces 
I drunk of the Warer, and lay down on the Graf$, 
where no doubt I had taken Tome little reil, had 
my Grief been fo fupporcable as to a^ord me fuck 
an Interval. I had not been there many Minuter, 
when there comes to the Place where I was» a 
Man accoutred much after the fame rate that I 
was, and as I conceived, with the fame Iiuentioti. 
His Arms were very fumptuoa^ and he was of a 
goodly Preleuce i But 1 thought him ^ice ano- 
ther Man, when he had put up the Vizor of hrs 
Helmet, as I had, and that, cafting my Eyes on 
his Face, I found he had the bed Countenance in 
the World. We (aluted one another very re(pc£):* 
ddlyy though that in his Face, as well as mine, 
wece yifible the Charaders of a. more than ordi- 
nary Sadnefs. After he had quenched his third, 
which it feems had forced him thirher.. he began 
to look more earnedly on me, arid he had no 
fboner cad his Eye on my Face, but he thought he 
ihould know me. His behaviour obliging me oo 
.look onfaimwiththe likeEarnednefs, methoughc 
the Lineaments of his Face were not drange to 
me, and notwithdanding the Akeratiou which 
(even or eight Years might have wrought therein, 
I prelently was perfwaded 1 had feen him fome- 
where before. 

We looked thus one upon the other, with fome 
fufpenfc on both fides, when lie fitd difcovering 
himrcifi and rpeakiug tome with ap Accent which 
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I was not uiiaccjaainrcd with : M know noCi /kid 

* ke tc ffle, wheDber you would find Britommms 

* in my Couuvenaoce, as I would do Cle9mtdon 

* in yours.' There needed no more than thefe 
' Words CO put me out of all doubt, chat it was no 

other than the fame audacious BritomaruSy with 
whom, while we were yec both very young, I had 
had chat greac falling out in Etbiopra, and who(e 
Valour and Generouty I had fo much admired. 
And though I Ihould have gladly concealed my- 
fclf from any other Perfon, yet could 1 not imsr* 
gine it pardonable in me to do it from Brifcma*- 
ruSf after I had refici^ed on thofe Things chat 
had ()a(Ied between us; and thereupon making 
him an An(wer ^rably to his manner of fpeak- 
nj> to me : * Y6u arc very much in the Right, 
Jfsid I ta bim, I am Cttomedon^ and chouoK 

* it is with much ado chat I called you to mind, 
^ yet now I am ab&iutely fatisfied that you are 

* Britomaruf* Tij very true, 1 am Briumarus^ 

* repifd he, and I mnft tell you moreover, that 

* I am Artaban, Under this lacter Name I am 
^ much more known among Men than under che 
' former ^ under chat Name I have gained (bme 

* Battels, conquered Kingdoms for ungrarefial 

* Kings, and t^'vt done thofc A^ons, which 

* have haply raifed me to that Rank whereto I 
' told you ar our laft Parting, I was in Hopes to 

* raife myftlf. I have measured my Sword with 

* Kings, who have not thought it any Diihonour 

* to thcmfelves', 1 have raim fome of them, I 

* have puUed down others,. and I have not met 

* with any ereater than myfelf, till the chance of 

* War haa decided the Controvcrfy. 

There needed no more than the Word Arta" 
baHy to fatisfy me as to fome part of thofc Thing? 
which he told me, the Kcputation oi Artaban 
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bciiig (b natJch fpread over alt the W4)rld, thac 
few were ignorant of the grrat AdioM he had' 
dbne; on the eti^ep {Tde, b^ Reaibn of the Ac-' 
^intance there hsti been betweei^ me and 8r£^ 
99mar»Sy I was eafily perfwaded' that he was Ar^ 
f»fmn^ as finding iivhim all Things extreamly con* 
fbrmable to what I had known in the other. 1 
liearkned to his violent Difcoarfe with mach Pa« 
tience, tor fee what wouM be the liToe of it, wheiv 
he proceeding:. * I do no:, f aid be to bim^ tell 
' yoQ thele Things of myfell, CU^mfdm^ to de* 

* rive any vain Rcpntatior^ thence, bur to giveyoii 
^-Occsifion to remember that, when I was affront^ 

* ed byjoo, and forced tocjuit theSerficeofCtfw- 
* lArre tor your fake, I told you as we parted* 
^ that a Day m^kt haply come, wherein I fliooldr 
*^ be in a Condition ouce naoreio meajure a Wea- 

* pon with yoir. Not btrt that the caa(e of thae 
^ Refostmsnt of mine hath long (inctf been rak^n 

* ftway, aiid that the Addrefies which were flight- 

* ed by Cnndace^^ have been entertained by a Prin* 

* ck{% who is not inferior either to Cgndate ot 
^ any other Prince& in the WorW \ not alfb but' 

* that I am (atisiSed chat the Ayepfidn which I 
^ hate ever uatorally had for you, is unreafona- 
^ ble, fince ybor excellent Endowments ought in

* World. On tne orhcr fide, it is ndt anhkely, 
^ but i^fax there may be (bme Occafion > nay haply

This fi^ry Difcourfe. of Artakan\ though it 
raifed ia me a cerraiii £(leem foe the Perfon, y^ 
was I not a Uctle inoen(ed ar, and my Thoughts 
being cafily pui into Difordcr by Rcafon of the Af- 
fli^liou I was iu, there needed but a fmall mat- 
ter CO put me out of all Patience. Not but thac 
) was extreamly (roubled at this Adventure, as/ 
fuch as obliged me to a fruitleis ^Engagement, ii^ 
a Time which \ was :co employ m finding puc 
other Eneoues} but there being no Grief fo grea& 
as cofmrnher the Love of Glory, 1 thought thac 
the Difcourfe which Britomarus had made, well 
Cpn(idered, I could not wich Honour avoid Hght* 
in^» 'though he had left it to my choia. Upon 
this ReBe<Sion looking oil l}im -with an Eye which 
eafily difcovered how much 1 was moved at .what 
he )iad iaid : ' Artaban, fiii^ I ubim^ I am very> 
ready to believe of you all that you (ay of your-* 
(clf, as alio, all that Fame hach fpred abroad 
concerning you» and am wichal fatisfied, that 
the caule of your Kefencmcnts hath been taken 
away by. change of your Af&£lions ; but it (cems,> 
though there be no Quarrel between us out oF 
any Coiifiderariou. of Jealoufy, I ^oi yet to be 
accoimtahie for your Averfion, and though thcro 
want nor haply .other Occafionsof far grearcp 
Consequence than the Motives of oar E^^ercn- 
ces thac call me elfewhere, yet will I be ODlzgcd,^ 
for my Liberty to profccutechem, to myleif^ and 
not to your Civility. Let uj ik)C remit to ano* 
ther Time and other Opportunities, what wo 
may determine in this. It is poffible wc may 
not meet wita another fo favourable, and -ue 
were both cc{u4Uy blanieabk>; if wc ^ould iK>W' 
part and avoid an Engagement thac is now be- 

* come 
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* comeueccflary, and foi which it fcetnsyoucomd 
' Co well prepared. 

With the(c Words I ro&up from the Place where 
I lay, and after I had put on and fafliened my 
Head-pieee,aod taken my Backler from my Efquire, 
I got up on Horfe-back, and rid forth into the 
mod delightful part of the Plain; Artab^n was 
not a Pct(bn to be expe<^ed *, he had his Foot in 
the Stirrup aflbon as my fdf, and being immediare- 
]y come up to me, he eafily difcovered by all his 
Dep^tmenr, that he was the PerfenTame publi ik- 
ed him to be. The fird on-(ct proved very fif« 
rioas, and the Indignation I was in,, to think that 
he ihould continue an unjuft Averfion during (b- 
many Years for a Difpleafure I had innocently 
done him, and for which I had made fuch Sati^ 
fa(5lion, caufed me to fight with no kfs Animofiry 
againft him, than I had done fame few Days be- 
fore ai^iwQiTiribafus , The firft Blows that were 
dealt on both (ides were heany and heavy enough \ 
but being both very well skilled in the ufe of the 
Backler, there were a many cxci^anged ere there^ 
was any Wound received on either fide. At laft,. 
being more and mere exafperated by this Tryal 
of our Strength, we engaged one another with-. 
k{s Circum(pe<5tion, iniomuch that both his Ar«* 
mour and mine began to be dy*d with the Blood 
which our Swords drew put of our Bodies. That. 
Spc^ade heightning our Qourage, added alfo ta 
001 Aoimofity, and no doubt that the End of tlie: 
Combat would have proved fatal to one of us, 
nay it may be to both, by Reafon of the great 
Equality of our Force, when a certain Man on 
Hor(c-back, riding at a fmall Diii^nce from us» 
and making a fudden halt, Qayed fox fome little 
Time to look on us. For my parc^ I could fee 
nothtnn ii> the Mao that might divert, me fromt 

mmd- 
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loinding whsK 1 was then aiK>ut : Bat Artaban had 
»p fooiier cad his Eye on him, but he gives a great 
fliouc^ and at the fame time/ gave me fuch aBlovr 
over the Head, that 1 was for tome Minatts^fhinn'cf 
with it. However, I made a Shift to recover, and 
that tmmediatelj, and was chinking to drive to* 
wards him^ when looking about, I perceived him> 
at a great Diftance from me, riding with all che 
rpeed his Hot& could make aiter the Man we- 
had (eeu, and purfuing him fo clofcty, that it was 
IK3C long ere a turning that was in the Plain de- 
prived me of the fight of him. This Accident, 
put me very much to a lo(s, as being too welT^ 
acquainted with the Valbut of mj Adverfiuy, to > 
imagine that it was out of any motive of Fear that 
he avoided fighting.. No^ I was lar from con* 
ceiving any fuch thing of him, as knowing him< 
to be a$ gallknt and as ftout a Man as ever drew 
Sword : But being ak eady exa(pcrated by the fight 
of my Blood Aiding down along my Armour, I^ 
would- needs run. aRcr him, either- to decide ocl£-^, 
C>jarrei» or l^now of him thfe-Reafonwhy he hadv 
left me rtv the midft of it. 

Whereupon ob(erving th&way he had taken, I : 
folio wed*th& fTack of his Horfe, with all the fpeed, 
I could make, and within a fmali Time came into-- 
a PUcewhere.I found hinv engaged in a Com- 
faat wiih another Man that feemed to be no le(5 . 
valiant' than himfelf. Bat, my greateft Queen, I. 
fliall fay no more as to what paft then, becaufc 
yott were youtfelf preietu and faw all, kaving* 
Etevcles wuh you, and another valiant Perfbn, 
who made it his Bufinefs to part us. There it wa9 
that 1 had the Happinefs to (te you like a flafli of 
lightning, and j\ift at the Minute that I began to 
feel the fird Motions of Joy for that Adventure, L 
law you carried away once more^ by che Man 

whom.: 
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vrhom Arfntan bad putfued, who wat remrned 
thiifaer with his Companions, and was the Pirate 
ZeModorufi as I.haTC underflood fitice by Eteoc/es, 

The fair Queen, who had been prefctit at rhat 
A^on, and had ob(enred all till fhe was carried 
away* was fo weH acquaioccd wirhall Pailages, 
that he might wdi forbear all further Account 
thereof* "Whereupon the Prince related to her, 
how that he bad followed her (b long, till at !afl,. 
through the great lofs of Blood, and the Weaknefs 
he was fedUo^ to, by Reafon of his Wounds, he 
frfl off his* Horfc j bow he had been relieved by 
Ett9cleSy and not long after by his own Brother, 
Prince AUxantler ancuhe Princcfs Artemifa, He 
afterwards entertained her with an Account how 
they had brought him ro the Houle where they 
had t^^KR- (anSnary them(elves \ how that fome 
few Days after, when he had in fome Meafure 
recorered his Health, he had been acquainted with 
thcMiftory of their Loves, and yet, though he had 
not the leaft MiOiruft of their Virme and Friend- 
fkip) that be thought it not fir at that rirne to d ifco- 
ver himielf 10^ them, as not knowing whether fhe 
might take ir well at his Hands. 

He atewards acquainted her with the Arrival 
of the Frinafs Cfeotatra, and her being in that 
fkxi(e, to whom ^Ho he had not di (covered him- 
feif'y and how that thenext Day ihe had been car* 
ried ^ way agouti with Arttmifa, Cafario aggravat- 
ed to thcQ^a thcAf&idion he conceived at that 
MMfortone, as being not in Capacity to afford 
his SiAer the A-ffiftauces he ought, and to go aloh^ 
with Alexnnder after thole that had carried her 
away s yet tc^d her withal, that it was his Rcfo- 
hxion xx> have done it, and that he would have 
pot oil his Armour, if ^/«r^»</prhimrcif had not 
pitveoitd him \ and ifStcocffs had not taken fuch.

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Order, chat he could get ncichej Arms nor HorieS'

ly fo far, as that ihe was a Lady of great C^ality, . 
born in ^ibtofia ; that thefe Tidings reuocins, . 
him, as it were, to a new Life, had alfo reftored : 
him in fome meafure to his Health and. Strength :■ • 
And that, having that yeryDay itene J^teocles into ^ 
the City to fpealc with ber,^ if he poffibly. with ' 
any Convenience could, he ret^^ncd (bme riroe^ ^ 
a&r withNews^ that he bad (eea her. getting up* 
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•into a Chariot, wherein (he went out of chcCicy, 
to take the Air ilong - the River fide, and would 
come within a fmalf Diftancc laf the Hoofe were 
he was : That, upon chat News he was not able 
to keep in any longer, and that notwiihftanding 
thcReafbns zlkdzcd by Eteocles, who would by aS 
Means have bindred him, he got on Horfc-baclr, 
and rid forrfi into the Wood, in hope of fooic op- 
porranity to (ec her, out of a Confidence he ihould 
not meet with any one that knew him. That ix 
was, as he eroded the Wood u|) and dbwn upon 
that Defign, that he fifft heard certain Out-cries, 
and aftcrwsu-ds faw the Princcfs E/ifa in rhe Harids 
ofJigranes. That, though he knew not who ihc 
was, he had done her that fcrvice which he ow'd 
her, and that he had not forfaken her, had he 
not (een Artaban^ and a Company of Men on 
'Hor(e-back coming beind him : That being un- 
willing to be dilcovered by t^hem, he withdrew \ 
btft that ht had taken particular Notice of >4r/<r^<izr, 
and that, looking on him ar the moft concerned 
in the Relief of the Princefs, he was very glad that 
he had done him that good OfHce, as well out of 
at!k>nfideration of the Satisfaction a Mati rakes in 
doing what he is in honour obliged to, as but of 
a remembrance', that, in the Engagement they 
had had together, againft the Pirate Zen^d^rps^ 
and his Men,'^r/^^i9r» had relieYed him, and 
helped him on '^Horfe-l^aclc, after his own had 
been killed under him : That afterwards he had 
wandered up atid down the Wood, in hopes to 
fee the Queen, but that having obfcrvcd fomc ap- 
pearance of Agripfa^ and Cornelias^ with theic 
Troop, he would not by any means' be m^t with 
by them, and thereupon retired till Night, at 
which time, through the help of the darknefs, he

Con(e(]uence he was yet ignorant of. Inibmuch, 
that by that Helation |he gave him (hcb a Cha- 
fader of Artdkan^ that he looked upon him as 
^gteateft and the mod generous of Men, andrc- 
pre&iting to him the Dificrence there is between 
iliofe devated Souls, in whom noble Anions rai(e 
only an Impreffion of Efteem and Refped, and 
fAioit, other reptile Ones, wherein they produce 
Xnvy and Enmity, to defire with £ameilnc(s, the 
iicqitifition of his Friend ihip.

,^e went to fee Agrippa whom be extrcamly ho* 
Aoured for his, yirtue, and whoie Friend Ihip he

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that bcwouJd notdifcover any Satisfaction cowards 
Ariob0rz€nest who was no Enemy of his, an^ 
jnadc the (anie Promise as to him. 

^S^'fP^ entertained all the(e Priocos with mucll 
Civility, and being a Man that derrved no pridd 
from the GreatneCs of his Fortune, becauie it was 
indeed below his Virtue, he creaccd them with all 
the Honoar due to their Dignity. And knowing 
that in Akxandris they had not all things fiii- 
ubly to their Rank and Attendance, they werd 
wont to have, eC\ycci3iily Arhkarzafus zad Pki/a^ 
delpb^ who had not any reciaue at all, he invited 
them CO dine with him, excufing himfelf for be- 
ing fo free with them, oat of a Refpc^l of thipi^ 
preient Condition in Alexandria^ which was fiacby 
that they could not have rhofe Accommodacionc 
at their own Lodgings, which they might witk 
him. ArMarxanes and Pbiiadiipb were jpcr- 
fwaded to ftay % bat Tigranes would needs dine 
with C$rneIiifSt who had Cent him an Invitatioti 
to that piirpofe in the Morning. At ihk fitft In- 
terview between Aripbarzanes and him, they fa- 
luted one another as PerCbns that were not ac- 
quainted, without any EzpreiHons of Difcontent 
or Anirooficy of either fide, which was all that 
fbiladelpb defired.

The diftourfc ot Olympim 
was much ro the (ame efied, and that m terms 
foil of afledtion ; and when Elhfa had recurned

would be no fmall happinefs to me to have Co 
fair a con^ipanion in this difgrace.

za account of it } bac being unwilling to bring' 
in any thing into thofe adventures relating to the

thing whence they might imagine that Ariaban 
was Brhomsrus. Thefe two Princefles were by 
this relation, confirmed in the great opinion they 
had conceived of him, and acknowledged that 
fuch a Man, though without Crowns, was to be 
preferred before thofe that wore the richeft in the 
World. 

When the Princefles were quite dtjcfied, word 
was brought them, that Dinner ftaid for them^ 
and though E/ifa doubted not but thatihefhould 
iee Artdbsn that Afternoon, as {he had promiled 
him, yet out of a conceit that fke (hould not an^ 
time that Day, have the freedom ta fee hini 
alone, fhe th«iight fir to enrreat the two Prin- 
cefles to dine with them, which proportion they 
complied with, when they had underAood by a.

Afibon as they had dined, they immediately 
returned into EJtfas Chamber, whither they were 
hardly all gotten, hut Cepbifa came and acquain- 
ted the Prince(s, thtt Artaban was at the Dooc 
defirotts to wait on her. She, with a certain agi« 
tation which fhe was not able to conceal, gave 
order he ihould come in s Co that at the Name of 
Artaban^ Arfinoe^ and OlympU prepared them- 
fclvcs for a fight which they nad long been infi- 
nitely defirous to (ee. Artubsn was immediately 
admitted, and came in with that attractive coun- 
tenance, and majeftick deporrmenr, whicn raxfed

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in all thofc thofc that faw him, rcfpcdl and ad- 
miratiea. Ofymfin was aftoni Aied ac it, as find- 
ing (bmrwhar fccyond- all ihe could have ima« 
gtnedof him, and would needs tarn to Arfinoe^ 
as it were to read her ' thoughts of him in her 
Coontentnce, ^hen fhe obferved in it, more of 
aftotiifhment and rur}>riae than Ibe bad thought 
Ko find there. Accordingly,. Artghan having in 
the firft place very fabmiflivcly falured Blifa and 
{kniacct had* no foooer turned him (elTro wards' 
Ofymfia and Arfineey to d6 them the (ame civi- 
lity, bat the Armenian Prihccfs met with, in his^ 
Goaneenance, that oi BritommruSy the fame Bri-' 
Hmarus that had courted her wtih a very violent 
AfieAion, in the Kin^ her Father's Court ; that 
Brit§maruSy whom for his over- confidence, flic 
had lighted, though fhe infinitely efleemed him 
for his great worth, and who, not long before^ 
bad, 'mOjfprns^ proteded her againd the vioknces 
of Antfgenesj tod reftored her into the Haads of 
Ariokar zones y after he had (jeKvered him out of 
the Chains of the Pirates, as (be had related to 
Phiiadeifh two Days before. Thefc laft obligati- 
OAs put upon them by Brif9m4rus were of fucb 
confequenoe, that in a mind, fuch ts was that pi 
Arfinoe^ they could have produced no Icfs than' 
an acknowledgment e<]ual thereto s and when that 
m the Perfbn of that great Artabgn^ whom ibe 
looked on as a Man, whofe Swoid decided the 
^res o( Empires, ihe found that of Britemgrus^ 
whom ibe ought to honour, for her Brother's 
Liberty, ihe could not avoid being fcizcd by a 
violent (iirprizc, yet fuch, withal, as was delight-' 
fill, and brought with it no kfs fatisFa^ion than 
aftoniibmeut. Nor indeed either could flic, or 
would I ih« dii^mble it ; and thereupon coming 
op to him with fuch a cotifidence as ihe might

* not command the Life of PbilndeJpb?* At that 
trord Artuban, havitig taken notice of fbiladelfb^ 
who{e goodlinels, as to his Perfbn, be had a!r 
ready ob&fved, and whofc Life he had been ac- • 
quainted' with, both- from, the mouth of Arfinoe^ 
and that of Fame it 'felf, looked on him with more 
tarncftneft than he had done before; and, con- 
fidcting' hiin as one that might jitftly be of that 
tiamber of Men, vrhom he 'thought worthy hil 
refpe^ and allei^ion, he accordingly expreiled 
bim(elf with as much freedond to him, as ne had 
done to AvMar'Uhits: So that aScr he had re- 
ceived his carcflcs with the fame civilicy, * It had

* t9 bim%, that you hlid had thefe favour able fen* 

* ciments towards me,-*whcii y<)u were' fo earned ' 
: ^ * in 


in rettoriog my Enemy to his Throne, and ia 
a Condition to deprive mc of ^l, .boch my 
hopes and my bappinefii but what dmc.or 
occafion fftc^er yon take to proffer k me, I n»uft 
needs place abundawx of Glory and Felicity \^ 
your Priendihip, When the King of Caffa-^ 
dotU, and .my fclf, rq>Ues PblUdcIfk, aflUled 
Tifrana totccovcr his Kingdom,, out of which 
you had foiccd him, we gave Jbim an afllft- 
ance, which, «o doubt, ' we ought to hav^ 
afFordcd pur Friend and our iCinfman j but what 
advani3igc$ focver he might have made of youi; 
abfence, he would hare been but little rhe bec« 
ter for it, if that $word of Artaban^y which 
commands Y idory wherever it jcomes» had 
ftillbecn in the fccvicc of the King of the Pmy^ 
tbhns. When that Sword purchafed me ^HjT 
ViAory^ replies Aruban^ I had not to deal 
with fuch Enemies, as ^biladtlpb.^ and if Xi* 
granes had followed your noble Examples, . he 
had never fallen incoUiofe misfottuues, out of 
which you have fince delivered him. 
PbUadfipb replied to thisDifcourfe with much 
modedy, and they had continued it (bmewhac 
longer, if Agrifpa and the reft of the Company 
hadnoc inictrupted . it, alliookiog one qpou che 
other with a certain eftecm; and venerations And 
certainly the Perfons that were the^i met, were 
fuch, that whether Sex were looked upon, there 
was ilill matter of efteem and admiration, it be- 
ing hkely to prove a hard matter to find in any 
other part of the World, a like number of Per- 
(bns to whom Nature bad been Co liberal of her 
advantages* 

When they were all fat, they fell into very 
plcafant Difcourie, but it was not free from fome 
Kclervednefs, and, unlefs it were Ov/V, and fome 

others 
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ahtcs that cune along with ^gripfsy there was 
not any one in that noble Aflembly chat was not 
father Jcfiffoas of private Difdoutfe with (bmepar* 
ticiilar Perfim pretent, than a general Converlati- 
00. AriohMZMesaxtdFifiUdeipb could have wi(h« 
td they had been where they might with Freedom 
fpeak to their Prinoefles, yet were not they the 
mod diftmrbed of any ; and whereas their Fortunet 
were in a more ictkd Condition than thofe of any 
of the reft, they accordingly with the more Patience 
endufcd that Imle Abatement of their Satisfa^iou. 
ArtMbgn^t who had not had any Difcoorfe with 
^ijk (ince their Separation, was no doubt very 
deurons of h at that Time \ but being confident 
that he was loved to as high a Degree as be could 
rationally defire, be was in a mudi better Condi- 
tion than Jigrifpa^ who certainly was the mod 
difordered of the whole Company. He had ta- 
ken a feat very near Elifa^ bur he could not (zy a 
Word to her which muft not be heard by all the 
reft, efpecially jirsabany who fat at a very liitle 
Diftance from her, and, for the moft part, had 
bis £yes fizt on her Countenance. Eiifs from 
that Time faftencd fuch Looks, as eaiily diiibover- 
ed what Kindnefs (he had for him in her Hearty 
or if tho(e who were not concerned therein, were 
accordingly the Icfs appiclienfive thereof, they were 
bur too too (igoificant to the Conftru^ion of the 
paffionate JigrjfpMi who, reading in them all he 
could fear in nivoor of his Rival, was wounded 
thereby to the vay Heart. Of this he would have 
given EzptefCons remarkable enough, had he hear- 
kened only to the Su^ftions of liis Paifion, but 
being a Petfon of much Prudence and Kcferved- 
ncfi, he (o far fmotheted the Agitations of liis 
Thoughts, as not to difix>ver them but only to 
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M/ifa, who bad ajceuly taken but coo much No- 
tice ch,eceof, 

' Now there hayiog not happened any thing of « 
a long Time in that Conncry ib remarkable as the 
carrying away of CieopatrMj that became forfbme 
Time the Subject of their Difcourfe, and afcer that 
jigrlpfM had ^uainted the Company with the Or* 
der that C^rneiius aod himfelf had taken for her 
Recovery, .and how they had (enc by Land an in- 
finite Number of P^fi>us{o find. her our, and by 
Sea the greaced part of the Ships that were in the 
P^rt of /^/^x^^rki, j(o fblictle Efieik, that none 
of all theft. brought any Accouuc of her, all fpake 
wi(h very much Refeutment of the Misfornine of 
that fair Princefs. It went xe the very Heart of 
Candace for Cafarh^s Sake \ Eltft, out of her own 
excelkiir gopd Nature, was oxtreamly troubled at 
ic».and Ariob^r^^anes and Arfinuti tltough the 
Children, of Arubafufy^u^ Brother andSilter to 
ArtaMus^ haying not for the deplorable Dediny 
of their Fathers, chat cruel Relentmeot which their 
Brother would never quit cowards the innocent 
Family of Mnrk-Antbmy y but, on the contrary, 
calling to Mind, with Tendernc(s> the Years they 
ha^ (pent in (he Company of the Princefs CJeopd" 
tra^ and her^roi^hers, in the Gtme City and Palace, 
where, chey thf^i wcr$> and reflediog;oo thfe D&-. 
monfljracions ;hey |iad in thofe Days received of- 
chfir AffediQUtWere ye;y much afflifted at chat; 
Misfortune. Infomuch, that Ariobarz^nes^ con- 
cerning himfelf in it with that ingenuous Gencro- 
'ficy which was obfervable in all his Actions, made 
a P^ocedarion that he would hazard bis Life in the 
Servife of chat Priiuefs. Whereupon, J^ffrffPi^t' 
who had privaely Teen Altx»nder the Day ote» 
fore, had lurnilhed hiin.with a VcOel, and bad 
iu &^ Words been informed by him how things 

had 
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lud pafled, looking on Arhbarxsnes with a fmilcs 
^ I am Tcry glad, faid be to him^ ro find your 

* Sehriments of this Budnefs (uitable to the Great* 
^ ncfs of your C«utage ^ but I am doubtful whe- 
' ther you wiU peruft therein, when you have 

* underdood that the Princefs Cleofatra was oic- 

* ried away by the King of Armenia your Bro- 

* ther." ' Arioharzanes was very much at a loft 
<o hear that, but not long after rejoining to the 
former Difcourfc 5 'You entertain mc, tor your 

^ own diverflon fake, faid he to Agrippa, with a . 

* difcourte that (eems to have but little probabi- 

< iity in it.; but, it being fuppoTcd that the King 

* my Brother had carried away the PrinceS 

* Cleopatra 9 I fhould by no means approve his 
' Adion, and would never {erve him in fuch aa 
' unjuft Enterprize. I expeded no lefs from your 
^ Yittue, replies Agripfa^ and it is upon the ex- 

< perience I have of it, that, after a little reool* 
*' legion, I am refolved to acquaint you with the 

* whole truth of that Bufinefs, and ihall inform 

* you of divers other pailages which you.muft 
^ needs be a&oniilied at, a&r 1 have told you, 

* chat iuftead of fending abroad both Ships and 

* Men, I would have gone in Perfbn,a5 1 thought 

* my ^If obliged both in point of Duty, and 
« the Fricndihip I have for the Children of An- 
« tbony^ in purfuit of the King your Brother, 
« who would needs come and carry away, evea 

< out of our Port, a Princefs of the Houfe, and 
« under the Protedion of Cdjar^ if 1 had not 

* received an exprefs Order from the Emperor 

< not to (lir hence, upon any account what{bever» 

< before his arrival. 

This premifed, Agrippa perceiving that the 
whole Company, and patcicularly Arioharzanes 
and Arfinoe^ hearkened very attentively to him.

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gave them a brief relation of what he had undcr- 
flood from Alexander , of his firft addreflcrs ro 
Artemlfay of the Cruelty of Artaxus, and the 
Extremity whcrcro he had been reduced upon the 
ScaiFoJd, his efcapc through the afliftaiice of Ar^ 
temifay and his arrival upon the Coaft of ^Zf ;rtf »- 
drin with that Princc(s- Artobarzanesy who had 
trennbled, as it were, out of the horror, he had 
conceived at that dcfcription of his Brother's 
cruelty, was on the other fide glad of the fafety 
of Alexander^ and commended Artemrfa for the 
acknowledgment Ihc had made of his affcdlion ; 
pTorefting that if he had been near her, he would 
have encouraged Hbr in that defign, and have Sa- 
crificed his Life to promote it. 

A^-ippa, perceiving him to pcrfcvcrc in thofe 
venuDus (entimeiits, after he had commended 
him fbr it, re-affumed his difcourfe, and enter- 
taining the Company with all that Atexander 
had leamedftom Cleopatra^ during the fpacc of 
a whole Day that they had been together before 
ber lad carrying away*, gave chem anaccount of 
her mcetieg with the King of Armenia upon the 
Sea 3 how that cruel King was going to thruft a 
\¥eapon into ker Bread to kill her, and had been 
difarmed by the Love he immediately conceived 
for that Princcls; the perfecutions he had made 
her fuffcr, their arrival upon the coaft oi Alex* 
atfdria, the efcape of C/e»patray the relief ihc 
had received from an unknown Per(bn on Horfe- 
back, who iiad defeated the King of Armenia 
\^en he was upon the point of re-taking her j 
how ihe got to the Lodgmg, where Alexander 
and Artemifa vrziz retired, and how that the. 
next Day fhe had been carried away a fecond 
time into the Wood with the Frincefs Artemifa^ 
by a Company of Horlc-n^n that belonged 

to 
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CO Artaxus^ who in all probability had teturned 
het into the Hands of their Mafter : That Aiexm 
4nderi having wandered up and down in pur- 
fuic of hei all chat Day, and the next Night, 
though CO no purpofe, gave him a (ecrec meeting 
the next Day, and after he had given a brief Ke^ 
Jatiou of what be had entertained them witb, 
had entreated him that he might have a Yeilel 
And Men to make after thofe th^t had carried 
away Ciecpatrs and Arftmija, which he had 
done, not without much regret that he could noc 
go himfelf in Per (on, by rea(bn of the exprefs 
orders he had received from the Emperor noc ta 
Air by any means out of Alexandria* 
. During all this long difcourfe, the prudene 
Agrippa made not the leaft. mentipn of Coriol0^ 
nus, though he had fiirniihed him with his own 
Horfe in the Wood to ride after Cleopatra^ and 
was noc sgoorant of the greateft things he had 
Aox\R for the relief of that Princefs. The whole 
Conipany was excreaml/ aflonifhed at the re* 
latioo o\ Agrippa J efpecially Ariobarzanes and 
Arfinoe^ who were doubly concerned in it, both 
in the Pcrlbu o^ Artaxm and that of Artemija. 
They continued for a good while all (ilent j but 
2X. laft, Ariokarzanesj being unwilling Agrippa 
ihouU imagine, that his di(cour(e had wrought 
any change in him as to his former opinion ^ 
' I am cxtreamly aftonifhed, faid he to bim, at 
' the Relation you have made of the Cruelty and 
' Injuftice o( Artaxus^ and To far from difap^ 

* proving the procedure of Artemifai that ccr- 

* uinly, had I Dcen at Artaxatay at rhac timc» 
^ I ihould with her have, hazarded my Life for 

* the fafety of Alexander. The extremity he 
' was reduced to,, by the inexorable (everiry of 
f Artaxus makes me tremble ^ and though he be 

Fa f my 
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my Brother and my King, hc-ftouid not find 
any other in the World that would more op- 
po(c him in rhc(e horrid and detcftablc attempts. 
Might it pleafe the Gods> that, notwithftand* 
ing my dbligarions to him, I' might without 
attempting his Life, deliver Cleopatra and jir* 
temija out of his Hands, and 1 proteft to yoii 
that 1 fhould neither fpare my pains, nor my 
Blood upon that Account, The King of Ar* 
menia, added Artaban, hath (hewn himfelf in 
tho{c iaft adlions jo he the fame Man he had 
ever been, for it was out of the horror I con- 
ceived at his Cruelty, that 1 fometime quitted 
bis (ervice, when he barbaroufly put to death 
two Ci/ician Princes, both Piifoners of War, 
whom I had taken my felf in fight. But I 
can afHire you thus much^ that he is hardly 
in a condition to undertake any long Voyage, 
or any great Enterprizej that I have feen 
him, and fpoke to him within thefe two 
Days, and that we parted but Yeflerday, after 
we had remained for fome Days together in the 
fame Houfe. 
Upon this he related to them how he had met 
Artaxus at the Houfe of TiridateSy as alfb what 
difcourfe had pad between them, and told them, 
how that the Day before, he had left that Houfe, 
not long before his departure thence, upon a vific 
to Tiridates*i Tomb. 

That difcourfc of Artaban gave the Company 
new matter of reflexion upon that advcnmre ; 
infbmuch that at lail Pbiladelfb, who had been 
(ilent a long time, taking upon tha't occaion to 
fpeak : * If I thought that Prince Ariobarzanes^ 

* and the Princefs Arjinoe^ J aid he^ looking on 

* them, would pardon me the injury I have in- 
' nocemly done them, I fiiould acKnowledgehow 

« far 
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* hir I have beeii engaged in this adventure, and 

* would cell them, chac, if I am noc much mifta- 
' ken, it was my (elf char fought with Artaxus^ 

* for the recovery of Cleopatray and who cn- 

* couragcd by the juftioe of the Quarrel, gave 

* him fuch Wounds as made Him incapabk of 

* further fighting. 

Here he cook occafion to acquaint them bovr 
he had mbc with Artemi/a near the Spring, though 
he rpoke of her as a Perfon abfolutely unknown 
to him ; how that at firft he took bet for DtUa, 
what grief it was to him when he grew {enfible 
of his midake, what companion fixe hadexjpref- 
fed thereat, the long difcourfe there had pa(t be- 
tween them, and how that upon the point of 
their departure one fro^ the other, he had (een 
Cleopatra paffin^ '^^ ihakflig afl the hade Ihe 
could before a Perfou on Hor&back.that purfucd 
her. He told them that he had not any acquain- 
tance with that Princefs, but that by the admira- 
ble Beauty , he had ob(erved in her Countenance, 
it muft need< be either Tome Qo^deis or the 
Princefs C/eopstra^ T 

This Siccount of PkiJadeipi raifing in the Con- 
pany new matter of aftonilhment, as that by a 
flrange traverle of Formne, two Men that were 
implacable Enemies fhould come and engage one 
the other, yet without either's knowleq^e of it« 
and that the zmoious PbiiaMpb (hould ^htwith 
the Brother of his beloved Deiis, He once more 
craved their pardon for it, and both of them 
a/Tured him, that the great afHi^lion they con- 
ceived at that adventure, proaeded from the fear 
they were in, it might further exafperate Artaxus 
agaihft Philadelpby and would make him the more 
inexorable as to the conlenc he expeded from him 
for the ^uiet enjoyment of Arfinoe. 
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It was generally concluded that the fail Lady 
lie had nice with at the Spring, was no other than 
Arttm'tfa, anJ that cTpecially after the defcripiion 
he had given them of her, and the relemblance, 
which upon the fiift fight had made bim mifhkc 
her for DilU, though (here wete a difieience be- 
tweni iheit Faces obrecvable enough in an imigi- 
DJtion that weie not U> violently ptcpoirelied wiitv 
the iniptef&un of Ottia.

Tigranes defirti tbeFavour of a Vifit »f 
Elifa, butisdinied: CoineWat ptrfi/ting ia tbt 
Prefamptian ba bad, tbat Candace aiai anly a 
Ladj of great ^alitj i> Ethiopia, perfuuttt 
itrmtb tbe'difiaveriti afbii AfftSian, Cleo- 
patra and Alexander are iraagbt inta Alex- 
andria, Artcmili, firfaaded, tbat Arigbarw- , 
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nes and ArJinoe bad been deady fwoons up*H 
the fir ft fight of theoft and afterwards ac- 
quaints Ariobarzan«s that be is King ofArmt' 
nia ^y the Death of bit Brother Artaxus. Ario' 
barzanes, Alexander^ Philadelph^ Oiympia,^ 
Artemifa, and ArHnoe condole his Death, and 
afterwards reflet on the Advantages they alt 
have by AriobarzancsV coming to the Crown. 
Candace and Elifa are made acquainted witk 
Cleopatra, to whom ^een Candace difcoven 
both her f elf and ^ality,- and entertains her 
with the Hiftb^y of Clcomedon. Elifa does the 
like with that \(f Ajiuhm. Agrippa bath a_ 
private Conference with Elifa, wherein be 
further dif covers bis Pajfion to her. Artaban 
entertains Elifa isuir^ Candace with a delation 
bow he efcaped drouming^ after b^eaft him* 
felf, ail armed into the Sea^ with Zenodoras 
the Pirate in bis Arms. Cleomcdon batb ee 
ftcret Interview wiV^ Ataban in Elifa'/ Chant- 
her, where he difcovers him felf to Cleopatnr 
and Alexander, /# be Ca^ario, the Son of 
. Caefar, and ^ein Cleopatra ', which they not 
eafily crediting, are confirmed and faiisfied 
by Candace, Elifa, and Eceocles. 

HILE thefe lUuarious Perfons 
were rhiis in che midft of cbeic 
Eacertainments, di(cout(iDgof che 
many Aranj^e Accidents chat were 
cone to theuKuowJedge, Corne- 
lius comes into the Room, dis- 
covering by his Adlion that he had 
(bmething of News to communicate. Whereupon 
addrcffing himfclf to Agrippa : * My Lord, Jaid^ 
* be to biftty I have juft now received u>me Tidings 
I from the Priuccfs Cleopatra, and thofc thai car- 
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ricd her away. Thofe whom wc (ent id pur- 
fuic of them, were gotten far enough hence to 
find her, when in the mean Time they were 
nearer us then can well be imagined, in(bmuchy 
that FlavianuSi a Commander of one of ouc 
Ships, met but this Morning with that, wherein 
were the Ravilhers, lying clofe under one of the 
Rocks, which in fbroe places hang over this 
Coafl, came up to her> Caw the Prince(s, fpoke 
•v^ith her, and fought fot her Deliverance with 
(b much good Succefs in the beginning, that he 
boarded the Enemy with divers of his Men, and 
was in a manner pofleflcd of her, when a cer- 
tain Perfon, who had not appeared at the firft 
Engagement, comes up upon the Deck, with* 
out any other Arms than his Sword, and fought 
ours'with fo prodigious a Valour, that having 
either killed or forced away all that were gotten 
into the Veflel, he (Iruck down Flnvianus him- 
feff, loading him with fuch a Wound, that he 
4ras incapable of fighting apy lohger, and fo by 
the Deatn of the Commander, abating the Cou* 
rage of the Soldiers, they gave over the Enter- 
prize, and were forced to quit their Attempt foe 
the Dehverance o^Cleopatrsiy and to make what 
hafte they could into our Port, Flavianus is 
brought into the City, very dcfperatcly wound- 
ed, 1 have feen him, and though it be with muck 
Difficulty that he cxpreflcs him (elf, yet have I 
made a Ithift to get thus much out of him. 
* The News is not the worft we could have 
expeded, replies /Igrippay and (ince Cieopatra 
is yet at fo fmall aDi(lance from us, 1 hope (he 
may be met with by fome of the other Vcflcls 
that are (lill abroad to find her. It was ever my 
Opinion, fays Artahan^ that the King of Ayr 
menia could not be gotten far hence> and thar» 
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out of all Qucftion, the Wounds he had receiv- 
ed had been the ground of his lying in that ol> 
fcurc Place, till fuch Time as he were in a Con* 
dieion to depart. But is it not podible, conii^ 
nued bcy turning to Cornelius, we may yet come 
time enough for the Relief of that Princcfs ? And 
have you no other Veflcls readv for us in this 
Extremity ? We may make ufc of that which 
hath broughi in FlavianuSy with what there is 
remaining of his Men, and fuch others as will 
follow us, fays Agrippa to bhrty and fince that 
thofe we feek are (o near us, 1 think I (hall not 
much oppofe the Orders of difdry if I go (bme 
few Stadia out of Aiexandria^ upon an Occa- 
(ion of fo great Importance. It were not Civili- 
ty to entreat either Ariobarzanes^ or TbiU" 
delpby whereof the one is Brother o^ Art ax us ^ 
the other in Hopes to be, to afford us their Af- 
fiftanoc in this Emergency \ but for you, gene- 
rous Artabapy if yout Condition, in point of 
Health, be fuch as may permit it, I (hall 
not rcfufe your Afliftance, and having fuch a 
Second with me,' 1 may well think our Enemies 
muft be very valiant to difputc the ViQmy jiritb 
us. I find myfelf in a Capacity to follow you, 
replies Artabany and there is not any thing Ihall 
hinder me from courting the Glory I cooceiTC 
it is to fight under the Great Agripfa. 
Eiifas Complexion changed at this Difcourfe 
of ArtabanSy and he difcovered in her Eyes the 
Trouble it was to her that he Ihould fo readily en- 
gage himfelf in fuch an Enterprizc. Ariokarza^ 
ties and Phiiadelph knew not well what Refolu- 
tion to take, there being little Probability they 
Ihould be drawn in to engage, the one againdhis 
cwn Brother and his King, the other againft the 
Brother of his deared Delia^ both of them being 

equally 
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equally troubled ac the Departure of their Compa- 
nions, in order to an Engagement upon (b juu a 
Quarrel. HoweTcr, they knew no Remedy, buc 
CO cake all patiently, there being no matter of choice 
in che Buhnefs, and confequently faw, there was 
a Necediry they Ihould quieily expcd whac would 
be the event, upon the Promifc which Jgrippa 
made to Ariobarzanes^ that if they met with the 
King o^ Armenia^ they would treat him as a King, 
and would affbi'd him the faireft terms he could 
exped for his Sake. 

Thefc two great Men, conceiving they had very 
little Time to lofe, as things then ftood, in or- 
der to the Defign they were engaged in, left che 
Princefles, and were attended by all the R§mtin 
Nobility that came along with Agripfa to AleX" 
andria, Tis polTible they might have taken a far 
grcacer Number with them, but having unJerftood 
what Number of Men might be vv^ch Artaxus^ and 
knowing that he had but one (ingle Vz{k\, they 
thought there Was noNeccfHty of taking any more 
.with rhem. Artaban (cut for his Armour, giv- 
ing Order that Teiamon ihould come along with 
chem from the Houfc of Tttadates, and that they 
ihould be brought aboard the YeHcl, ro be made 
u(e of if Occafion were, as being not able, by Rea- 
Ton of the Condition he was then in, to enJiire 
the weight of them without fome Inconvenience 
to himfclf. 

After they were all departed out of the Cham* 
ber, Coffielius who ftayed there upon the Order 
of Agrippay coming up to Elifay acquainted her, 
that he had, not long before, parted with the 
King of the Medesy who had honoured him Co 
far as to dine with him, and that that Prince had en- 
treated him to know of her, whether he might with 
her leave cive her a \iCii. £W/> though natural!)* 
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fall of Mildncfs and Compliance, fccmcd to be 
xnuch troubled at that Propofition o^ Cornelius ^ 
and looking on him with a little angry Bluih» 
hat immediately fpread over her Face : * He 
Ihall not need put himfelf to this Trouble, faid 
jhe to bittty for after the Violence he would have 
done me Yefterday, I cannot look on him othcr- 
wi(c than as my Enemy. Let me therefore in- 
treat you to fparc me that Afflidion, if yott 
pleafej and if you will have me to conceivemy- 
(clf at my own Freedom, in a City where y oil 
command, 1 befeech you, let me doc be foiced 
to fee thoic Perfbns, whom above all I oidea* 
▼our to avoid. Far be it from me, replies the 
Pr£torf CO fide with Tigranes aj^infl you, an J 
afTure your(elf, you ihall be free and abfolucely 
at your Difpofal in Alexandriity while I ihau 
continue in chat Power which the Emperor hath 
put me into t Buc on the other fide you are to 
confider, that fince you have the Liberty to (ee 
Artaban^ you were not very much to be blam- 
ed, if you al(b endured a Vific from the King 
of chc Medts. It is not mv Dcfign, reply d 
the Princefsy chat Tigranes mould be ignoranc 
how much I prefer Artaban before him, and 
that he Ihould accordingly affure himfelf, that 
beddes the Difference which Virtue hath made be*- 
tween them, I mufl needs add very much to it my- 
felf, unlefs he imagines I know not how to diflin* 

fuilh between cwo Men, whereof the one hath 
one me the greatcfl Injuries he could, and the 
other thegreatefl fervices I could expedl from him. 
Cornelius^ who had not made this Propofition 
to Elija^ buc mecrly to farisfy the Importunity of 
TigraneSy who had entreated him to do it, thought 
ic not Civility to prcfs it any- farther, perceiving 
ihc was ofieadcd thcreat> as being a things whi(£ 

he 
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he {aw Ihe had not the Icaft Inclination to grant 3. 
whereupon, having taken a feat foniewhat near 
Candace^ he began to enterrain her with his Eyes, 
rather than with his Tongue, as having not that 
Command of his Speech, as that he durft acquaint 
her with his Thoughts > and that fair Queen pcc- 
ceiving it, would not fuf&r Elija to be a Minute 
from her, out o^ a Fear flie might be left alone 
with him. Atlaft, having obferved that the wea- 
ther was fomewhat cloudy, aiid that the Son daro 
cd not his Rays with too much Violence upon 
the Terrace, he would needs in vice the Princeft 
ro take a Walk about it, not onfy for the air fake^ 
but alfo for that there was a fair Profpcfl thcnac 
into the Sea, and that they might didindly per- 
ceive Things far Dcyond the Place where they had 
met with the King of Armenia sShi^. 

This CurioHty was a fufficienc Motive to oblige 
them to leave the Chamber, and fbitadelph, upon 
the Command which Arjinoe herfelf laid upon 
him, having taken EHfa by the Hand, while -^r- 
Jtnoe^ ftaid with Ariobarzanffs and Olympia^ to 
whom her Prcfence was not any Inconvenience, 
Cornelius very fortunately happened to be afone 
with Candace. They took fomc turns upon the 
Terrace, before he could fpcafc to her with any 
Freedoms but at laft, getting (bme few paces be- 
fore thie reft, and imagining he could not be over- 
heard by thcmi * Is ii poj^blc. Madam, fiid ke 

* t9 bery that in a Place where I may prefume.I 

* have fome Power, 1 Ihould be the only miftra- 

* blc Perfon, and that 1 Ihould find (b many other 
' Men happy through the Favours of thofc Ladies 

* whom they affcd, while you (ecm to be abfo- 

* lutely infenfible of the Love I have for you ? 
Candace conceived fuch a Vexation at this Li- 
berty ol DifcQUife^ that ihe was upon the point 
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to declare to him whac ihe was, Co to (lifle the 
Predim prion he took to fpeak to her after that 
late, as conceiving withal that it could not be 
long ere flie were difcovered, and chat ihe was 
not lb much obliged to conaal herfelf, now that 
Tiribafus was dead, as flic had been were he liv- 
ings However, refleding on the Concernmencs 
of Cafario^ fhe forbore to do it at that Time, out 
of a Fear of expo/ing him to fome Danger, and 
beipg withal unwilling to difcover herfelf, before 
ihe had taken his Advice in it. She therefore en- 
deavoured to find out a Means, that is, To to ex- 
prefs herfelf, that Cornelius might pcraive fhe 
was difpleafed at his Difcourfe, yet (o as that he 
might not be incenled thereat, as calling to Mind 
how much (he was obliged to him, and fearing 
the Di(courre{ies he might do her. Upon thele 
Confidecations, after ihe had continued fome lit* 
tie Time ere ihe made any Anfwer : * That I am 

* Co infenflble of the Pamon you tell me of, as 

* you conceive for me, faidjloe to bhn^ the only 

* Rea(bn is, chat I neither am, nor am any way 

* deiirous to be acquaiiKed therewith ^ but I muft 

* withal alTure you, chat I am extreambly lenfible 

* of the Civilities I have received at your Hands, 

* and chat with the Remembrance thereof I have 

* all the Graticude and Acknowledgment I ought. 

* Were chac certain, Madam, refiy*d beuoitbjome 
. * Precipitation, you would treat after another man- 

* ner, a Perfon whom you conceived yourfelf ob- 

* liged to for fo confiJcrable a Service^ and you 

* would not (light, wich fo much Difdain, an Anec- 

* tion whichcannot any ways difpleafc you. Were 

* I not fufficiently mindful of the Obligations you 

* have laid upon me, replies Candace, a little 

* moved, I Ihould tell you that many times, whac 

* does not difplcale may be thought imporcu- 

nace. 
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• nace, and that to ciidarcby any means, either In- 

• jury, or Imponunicy, is to me ec^ally infup- 

• portable. 

This Difcourfe pat Cornelius out of alH^atience, 
and not being able to diflcmblc k : Mam very 

• much troubled, Madam, yi/Vj&f f$ her^ that I, 

• lliould be thought importunate to you, but if 

• you willbe pleafedto remember yourfelf, I think 

• I have fbmetimcs found you in fb good an Hu- 

• moor, as that you thought not my PreCcnce trou- 

• blc(bme to you, and it is yet poffible, that if I 

• prove the Obje^ of your Detcftation, 1 fliall not 

• be withal that of your Contempt. 

CandacCy who was naturally fiery and confident 
enough, could not fmother her Courage upon this 
Difcourfe of the Prator, and thereupon looking ve« 
ry fcornfuUy upon him j * You have loft, fdi/i 

• Jbe to bimy all the Glory of the Service you have 

• done me, by prefling it to me with fo many 

• Reproaches, and the Menaces you add thereto, 

• whence I perceive that you know me not, and 

• that when you Ihall.underftand who I am, you 
< will haply learn at the fame time to fpeak to me 

• after another manner. 

With thefe Words flieftood ftill. expeding EHfa 
and Pbiladelph to come up to her, and would 
have no furtJier difcourfe in private with Corne* 
llus. She made no Difficulty to fpeak that Day 
much more confidently than me had done at any 
Time before, becaufe (he was in (bmc Thoughts 
to leave Alexandria within fomcfew Days, where 
if neverthelcfs Ihe were obliged to make any long- 
er abode, Ihe knew that Cdfar was upon his Ar* 
lival thither, and confidered that Agrippa being 
there already, ihe ihould not be expofcd to the 
Perfecutions ofCorniliuSf as Ihe might have bceu 
withottC their coming thither.' It came alfo 

into 
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into her mind, chac if Auguflus came thither be- 
fqre her Departure thence, it were not Policy ia 
her to conceal herfelf, oat of a Fear, that if ihe 
were difcovered (as it was very probable ihe might, 
by ReafoQ of thp Cotpmerce that was between the 
MtbiopianszxiajEgyftians^ and the Report which 
might be fcattcred every where of her Flight, and 
the Revolutions lately happened in her I>ominion9, 
he might mifconftrue her lying there ineogj^ito^ 
and might take Occafion to fecure her. 

After (he had fpent fome Time in thefe Re£ec« 
tioBS, ihe engaged in tbe Difcoorfe EUfa and Pbi^ 
iadelpby and not long after chey made a halt for 
jiriobarzants, and the two Princefles he waited 
upon, to come up to them, that they might fur- 
ther participate of their Con verGition. Artobar* 
zanes (eemed to be very much dejeded and trou* 
bled in his Thoughts, and Arfinoe in no fmall Di(^ 
turbance, there being a certain Tempeft raifcd ia 
them, by the Refledions they made on the Attempt 
of Artaxusy and the Inconveniencies likely to enfue 
thereupon, fuch, it may be, as might occafion 
great Alterations in theit Fortunes. They dif* 
Gourfed thereof for fome Time, all having (bme- 
thingto fay of it, {Cornelius only excepted, whom 
the uft Words^ and Deportment of Cundace bad 
fb netled, that for all chat Day he ipoke not a 
Word) and after fcveral Difcourlcs, whereby 0/ym- 
fia endeavoured to divert Ariobarzanes ; * I 

* know not, /aid JJje ta bim, what you ihould 

* prefage by your Sadnefsj but for my part, I 

* have dreamt this laft Night, that you prcicnc- 
^ ed yourfelf before me, uicb a Crown of Gold 

* upon your Head. Could I wilhmyfclf aCrown, 

* rep/yd AriobaTxanes, you may afTure yourfclf, 
^ my deareft Priucefs, that it iliould be only to 

* prcfent you wich k> and that it is many times 

* na 
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no fhiall Trouble to me to confider the Rank 
you ace pleafed, out of youc own Goodnefs, to 
quit for my Sake. I have reprefenced it to you, 
more than once, reply ^ Olympia, that you can- 
not do me a greater Difpleafure than by infix- 
ing on difcourfes of chat Nature ^ and not ca 
mention that you are Bcother and Son to Kings, 
chat by a long Series have fat CucccSi^dy in the 
Throne, you (hould be fufficiemly fatisned, that 
a Virtue, fuch as yours is, is more confiderabb 
in my Account than any Crowns. 
Whik they were difcourfing in this manner^^ 
j^grippa with Artabany and a great Number of 
Pet(bns of Quality from Rome^ were in theit way 
cowards the Port. As they went, Agrippa fell in- 
to Difcourfe with Arutsffy whom he could not 
but admire in whatever related to his Perfon, and 
fcardly forbore figbing, when he confidered the 
many excellent Qualities, which made him both 
amiable and dreadful. Yet was it not in his 
Power to liave any Avetfioiifor him, as well by 
Reafbaofthe natural Ptopendon he had to Virtue, 
as that the Per(bnage oi Artaban was fuch, as if 
it had been purpoiely made eafily to rai(e Lovc» 
and hardly Averfion in any that faw it. Artaban^ 
who had not the kaftSufpicion of Agrippa s Lowe 
for EJifa^ who efleemed him very much for his 
great Adious, and much more for his Moderation 
amidfl Co vaft a Fortune, who was in Hopes of 
his AfCftance againft PbraaUSy and was obliged 
to bim for the Refuge he hai afforded him again(i « 
Tigranesy looked upon him with very much Re- 
fpe<5l, and a mofl unfeigned Afiedion. The. Com- 
pleiDents that palled between them all the way 
to their coming into the Port» were accordingly 
fuch as well exprefled the mutual Admiration and 
Eftcem they had one towards another. They 

were 
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w*crc hardly well gotten into it, but they perceive i' 
a Veflel making ^all the fail ll\c could towar<Is» 
them, and was already within fuch a Diftancc, fs 
that they could diCxrn the Streamers. The Offi- 
cers o^ Corneliusy who were with j^grippa, had 
no fboner obfervci them , but they told him, it 
was the fame Veffel which had been provided for 
Alexander y id order to the dcfignkc was then en- 
gaged in, and upon that Account Agrippa having 
ftood ftill, refolveii to wait its coming to iliore, as 
taking that to be the only way to hear what News 
ihty mi{j;ht bring of Cleopatra. They had not 
Jang to cxpcd, for that within a few Minutes the 
.Veflel was gotten into the Port, and immediately 
fhcy faw appearing upon the Hatches, Prince 
MarcetluSf with the Princcfs Cleopatra^ Aiexan" 
dtr with Artemifay and behind them the Womca 
that belonged to Cleopatra, 

Agrippay being a particuht Friend to all off the 
Houie oi Anthony i and one that had a morerhaa 
ordinary Honour for Cleopatray was cxtreamly 
elevated at that Sight, tiay indeed adoniilied at 
that of Marecilus, whom he thought hot to be 
near that Country, and of whom there had no 
Tidings been heard, no more than of JlheriuSt 
fince chey both left Rome, much about the (ame 
Time. There was a very great Friendfliip between 
ftfarceffus and Jgrippay though it had been often 
imagined at Romey that the great Authbri^Ly of 
Agrippa might produce Alterations in that parti- 
cular, and that therf had been many Reports 
fpread abroad, chat MarcetluSy to whom the Em-, 
pirc was defigncd, looked with (bmc Jealoufy on 
the great Credit of that Favourite of Cafar\ and 
had fbme Thoughts to pull bim a little lower. 
This Sufpicion had prevailed very much among 
the People ^ but thote who were acquainted with 

tbe 
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the Virtue of Marcelltfs and Agrlfp a, were of 
another Opinion : And befides thar, the excellent 
good Nature of Mareel/us was fuch, as forced on 
him an Eftccrn and Afit^ion for Agrippa ; on 
the other (ide, Agrippa loved him, and looked 
Hpon him no other wi(e, than if he had been in- 
deed the Son of his Benefadior, and accordingly 
endeavoured what lay in his Power to moderate 
his Fortune, (b as chat he might not conceive 
the Icaft Jealoufy thereat. 

As (bon as be had perceived tho(e illudrious 
Perfons on the Deck, he would not flay their 
coming alhore,. and thereupon, taking Artaban 
along with him, took a Boat and went to receive 
cheoi in their own Veflel, and at the fame time 
fcnt (bme of liis Men it Cornelius^ to give him 
notice of their arrival, and to defire him to (end 
Chariots to bring the Princeffes to the Palace. 
Cleopatra feeing thefe two great Perfons appearing, 
one whereof was unknown to her, came towards- 
them with that amiable majedy, which purchafcd 
her a certain Empire over all that faw her, ad- 
drefliug her fclf to Agrippa^ whom Ihc Knew 
to be one of the bed Friends ftic had , flic enter- 
rained bim in the mod obliging way that could 
be, and furprized Artaban in fuch nsianner, with 
the fight of her admirable Beauty, that ho^r 
ftrangely focvcr he might be prepoffefTed witlv 
that of BUfa, he could neither fuffer thatjnftre 
without being dazled, nor forbrar acknowledging 
the advantages whidi Heaven had beftowed 611^ 
that Beauty, beyond all that were mortal. He 
had not fliaken o& that adonifliment when 
Jigrippa prefented himfcif to Cleopatra^ by recom- 
mending him to her under the famous name of 
Artaban^ and giving him withal a Charader,^ 
which could not any ways be denied him. This 
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made Cieopatra look on Arfaban with an aflo- 
niihmeuc not much diflcr^nc from chat which he^ 
had conceived at the fird fight of her, and while 
he (aluted her wich the fame refpedl which he 
would have exprefled towards a Goddefs, and ihe 
received him wich abundance of kindncfs anct 
civility % Marceilus and J^gripfa embraced ope 
the otber, and Alexander coming forward, zwi 
prefcntine Artemifa to Agrippay as a Tteafurc 
he he hadrecovered through the adidauce he had 
received from him, the virtuous Rowan received that 
fair Prmcefs with all the Courtihip that was due 
to her Birth, her great Merit, and the Friendlhip 
he bote Alexander. Upon that, Marcelius be- 
ing advanced to falute Ariaban^ whofe name he 
had underftood from Agrippa^ - after he hai 
looked on him a lictle, knew him to be the fame 
Man whom he had (eenintheHoufe o^TiridateSy 
at the time that the unfortunate Ptince brearhecf 
cut his lad, and called to mind the hot conteda- 
tion there had pad between him and the Kine of. 
Armenia^ and how far he had him(elf endea- 
voured to reconcile them. Artahan alfo knew 
him, and knowing him withal to be Prince 
Marceilus^ whom all the Empire had a love anJ 
refpe(5^ for, gave him no fefs honour than he 
would have done to C£far himfelf, and received 
from him tbofe demon Orations of the efteein 
and account he made of hrm fnitable thereto. 

That done, Artahan and Alexander (alated 
one another, as two Men equally furprized, the 
one at the goodly prefence of Artahan^ the other 
at the great Beauty of Alexander. But when 
Artahan came near Artemifa to falute her, and 
that ihe was preparing to return to the name of 
Artahan which ihe had Several times heard pro- 
fiounccd, what was due to its grear Reputation^ 
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flic caft her Eyes on bis Countenance, and con- 
fidcring it with fomc carncftnefs, n^cwithftand- 
the alteration which fome Years had wrought in 
it, flie at laft read in the Pcrfon of Artaban, 
the fame Britomsrus whom flic had foraetimc 
known in Armenia, and for whom flie had that 
eftecm which aJl the World was forced to ac- 
knowledge juftly beftowed on him. While they 
were Idfemnizing their renewed acquaintances, 
with cxpreflions full of tcnderncfs and aflfedion, 
Agriffa being returned to Cleopatray difcovcred 
to her the joy he conceived at her Liberty and 
Return j and that Princcfs who had undcrftood 
L from Alexander^ that it was he himfclf that had 
furnillcd him with the Vtflcl and Men that had 
-come in to her relief, and had heard but a little 
before, that he was then coming in Perfon to find 
out thofc that had carried her away, had not her 
happy Arrival prevented him, expreffed the great 
fenfe flic had of that Obligation, in words pro- 
ceeding from the greateft gratitude imaginable. 
At laft, this ilhiftrious Company doling up to- 
gether again j and Agrtppa having acquainted the 
Princeflcs with the care be had taken to fend for 
Chariots, to convey them to the Palace, pcrfwaded 
them to remain in the Veflcl till they were come, 
and in that interim, would needs know after 
what manner they had been recovered, and what 
accident had brought Prince Marcelius in their 
Coinpany. Marcelius thought ir then unfeafon- 
ablc to give any particular account of his Advciji- 
mres, and fo, only, to give Agripp^ fome (atif- 
fadlion, told him, that it coLmtimq Alexandria^ 
juft at the lime, that Alexander was going to 
take Ship, to find otit the Princeflcs % and that, 
having met him and known him upon the 
Port, they embrace^ one another, with that 

fratcr- 
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fraternal affedioa whercio cbey had been brought 
up by Ofiavla^ he had acquainted him with the 
lofs o( C ho fair ay and the defign he had to re- 
lieve her, and chat upon the account of her, he 
without any Ifurther dilputing of the bufinefs, 
went abroad ^folved to run the (amc Fortune 
ivith hiuT. 

But when the Prince{s C/eopatrs was prefled to 
^ive Agrippa a particular Account of her being 
taken, and her deliverance, ilie looked on Mar^ 
cellus and Alexander^ as not knowing whether 
ihe fhould make any mention of Corioianus be« 
fore Agripfa, in whom the concernment of 
.Cf/4rr might have altered his inclinations. Bui; 
Idarcellus^ who was fatis&d of the Virtue of 
Agrippa^ adyi(ed her to give him a faithful rela- 
tion of all without di(gui(ing anything, aduring 
het out of the confidence he had of hisgeneroftty, 
that he would rather relieve than crufh the mite- 
table. Upon this confidence of Marcellusy the 
Princefs gave Agrippa a brief narrative of vAat 
Jiad happened to her fince her laft carrying away, 
whereof the accidents of greateft importance had 
iiappened that very Day, and furprized him in 
fuch a manner, by the relation of the great per- 
formances of CorUlanuSy and by that ofthe King 
of Armenian Death, that he could not for ^oia^ 
time recover himfelfout of the aftoniihment which 
theconfideratjon of fo many ez:raordinary occur- ,j 
rences had raifed in him. And thereupon taking 
occaiion to let Cleopatra know, that it was noc 
without (omt reafbn that ihc^ repofed Co much 
confidence in him, he related unto her, how he 
had met with the difconfolate Corioianus in the 
Wood, the Night before ihc was carried away 
the fecond time ; ^ how that that unfortunate Prince 
had difcovered himfclf to him by his Speech, and 

hov 
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how that, not being able to do htm any other 
feivice, he lu<l beflowed oi) hiiu his own Hotfe, 
and had palled over the Night ia the Woods, 
afiet he had fpcnt the Day in putfuii of ibofe 
ihai had cariied hec a\ 

Ciitpatra could noi 
nerofity of /Igrippa up 
teforc mote than halt 
ty oi Ctriolanut, (he 
ilut, even in his Misf 
ihat Priendfliip cawar 

had for him. Artabiiit, beforewhoni. nponthe 
Eugaumeni oi Agripfit, who had to that par* 
pofc t^fisScdCUepaira, were lelaicd the prodigj. 
oas £de^ of the Valout oiCorhUnui-, was very 
much pleated with that Dircoui& ; aod being ac- 
quaiaied with thai Piince, by leafon of the Com- 
hu wherein he had becii engaged ^^ainil him, 
in the prefetice of Candact and Tiridalts, and by 
ibe abode they had boih iince made at Tiridmeis 
Houfe, and having accocdiogly conceived very 
much Afiedioii, and a marc than oidiDaryEftcem 
for hioi, he ibot^hi himfelf very much concerned, 
in wbai he had Mard faid of him, and thoneh 
he concealed wbac he knctr of'hitn, beeaulehe: 
(aw thcic was kdc, any neteffity to ipeak of ic, 
he was eacnefUy deGious to meet wiin Tome oc- 
caGou vtheieiii ha might (etve bimfelf. And in- 
deed, it was partly upon that around tbat hs hti 
fo geoetouflr piotfeted his AHiftaDce, in order to 
the Relief of C/if^a/fd, at a Time when the Pof- 
uire of bis Heakh, and other allowable Motives 
might well have ptocHied him a DifpcDfarion 
fiom engaging in that EnteipTizc. 

Upon thai Refle^oii, lookingeo Arttmifa, and 
perceiving the Teats (landing in her Eyes for the 
Death of the King hci ^lotbcr, be was troubled 
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a£ che Misfonune of chac Prince, chough he was 
neither taken with his Difpodtion nor nis Per(bn, 
and fo gave the Princefs hisSifler, chebed Word$ 
0f comfort he -could. He choDghc not fit to ceB 
her any Thiog&^Arhbarzanes oz Arfinoey bc- 
caufe Agrij^rnKMI^^ had fb r^fblved before, that 
Ihe migH^^^Bore furprized when ihe faw 
them ; lUHH^Hn he heard her called in the 
Ship, by the Wjfft of CJueen Artemffny he could 
not forbear (elung them, that they fhould not be 
fo hafty ro give ner that Title before the King*s 
Death were publifhed, and chat he had a certaia 
Imagination that flie would not be <2ueen of ^r« 
ffunia. 

This Difceurfe made Agrifpa fmile, which 
Marcellus perceiving, would fain have known che 
mcaningotit, when they perceiving Cornelius was 
come with two Chariots, followed by an infinite 
Number of People, whom the Tidings of Cleo^ 
fatra^s Arrival had drawn down to the Port. The 
Name o^Cieopatra was- in fo much Veneration in 
AlexandrUy and the ChHdren of that great Queen 
were fo dear in the Account of the People, who 
had (een them born and brought up in their City, 
that they could not undcrftand that the Princefs 
CleQpatray aikl Prince Alexander her Brother, 
whom they had fomerimcs, upon the Commands 
of Anthony^ reverenced in a manner as Gods, 
were coming into theitCity, without running be- 
fore chem with exclamations, and foch exprefiioo^ 
of Tendcrnefs, as coukl not admit any thing com- 
parable thereto, but upon fiich another occafiou. 

Nor indeed did Cleopatra and Alexander much 
mif-incerpret thofe Ezpreffions of their AfFcdion, 
for they could nbt look on either the Walls or 
People of that City, wherein they had received 
their firft Breach, where they had paded over their 

firft 
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£ift Years with fo much Reputation, and whence, 
after the deplorable Ruine of their Houfe, they 
departed ten Years before, to foilp w as far as Rome^ 
the Fortune and the triumphal Chariot of theic 
Conqueror; but the Sad ne(s of the Commemora- 
tion mnik force them to ihed Tears, which it was 
impofCble for them to keep in. And it was the 
more obfervable in Cleopatra^ for that (he nevec 
gaTC over weeping from the Port even to the 
Palace, the Sight whereof multiplied her Crieff 
when ihe could not look on it only as the magni- 
ficent Hou(e of the Ptoiomiesy but that alio where 
the unfortunate Antbeny^ and tiie deplorable Cleo- 
fair a had loft their Lives with the Empire, noc 
to mention thoufands of other fad Circumftances, 
.which at the fiimeTime prefled into their Memory. 
Cornelius had To ordered Things, that 0/ympia 
and Arfinoe^ Arhbarzanes And Pbilade/pht as alfo 
Tigranes and Artaban^ were not lodged withia 
the Palace, becau(c that had been referved for the 
Emperor and the £mpre(s, who were to come 
thither within two Days, and how (pacious (bevei 
it might be, the Emperor's Retinue was (b greats 
there would be but little lodging to fpare for other 
Perfbns. But for the Princefs Cleopatra y Corne* 
/itfi thought it npt fit to lodge her out of the Palace, 
but had appointed her certain Rooms within thac 
which had been de(igned for O^avia. And C«»- 
dacey cither to leave the more Room for the £m- 
prels, or that £he could not be without the Com- 
pany of £///^, was, upon the Dcfire of that Prin- 
cefs, gone along with her, and had left her Lodg- 
ings void *, fo tnat Cornelius finding none more 
convenient for the Princefs C/eopatray changed his 
former Refoliition, .and difpoled of her into the 
Place which before had been taken up by the Queea 
of ^th tapis. I 
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When the two Princcflcs were alighted out of 
the Chariots, chey met at the bottom of the (iairs 
with E/i/hy CandacCy Olympia^ and Arfinvey wirh 
jtriobarzanes and PbilaMphj coming to meet 
them, -^grrpfa immoediateiy ihewed Elifa and 
Conduce co Cleopatra^ to whom he had fpoken of 
them before in the Chariot, .^d thofe two Prin- 
ctfles coming up dofe to her, jhe faluted them 
•with Sentiments not much dil&tent from that Ad- 
niirarion which ihcy exprcfled at the Sight of her 
divine Eeaucy. She knew EUfa to be fole heir to 
the Empire of the Part brans ^ and looked on Can- 
dace as aPrincefs of the Royal Progeny of ^fif^/V 
jp/0, and accordingly, made the renirn of Civility 
to both, which upon the Sight of their Counte- 
nances they might have challenged from all the 
World } and at the fame Time Arfemtfa faluted 
Vfympiay who, knowing her to be Sifter to AriO' 
barzanesy was, through a Forwardnefe of Aficdion 
come up to her. Ariemifa entertained with very 
much Civility, the £f{c6ls of an Afledion where- 
of (he yet knew not the Can(e. But when, after 
ihe had difengaged hcrfrlf out of her Embraces, 
and received thole of Candace and Eiifa^ whom 
ihe firft met in her way, (he was going towards 
Arfinoe^ who (Iretched out her Arms with a cor- 
dial Friendfliip to entertain her, and at the fame 
Time, caft her Eye on her Countenance, as aUb 
on that of Ariobarzanes^ who flood dofe by her, 
Ihe was feized by fuch an Aflonifhment, that had 
it not been for Artaban, who was not ignorant 
of the caufc thereof, and came forward purpofe- 
iy to hold her up, ihe had fallen all along on the 
Ground. 

In the mean Time, Jrfinoe kiffed her, and em- 
braced her with much Tendetnefs, yet was noc 
^bk to bring her to hafclfi nor make her appre- 
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JSend that what (he faw was r^aL Whereupoa 
jlriobarzamsy ^fcer he had ialuced Ckopatrs, 
.ivhom Agrifpn had acquainted with bis Name, 
as al(b with chat of Arfingf^ taking Artemifaout 
4)f his Siftcr*s Hands, afer he had begged the Par- 
•don ofchofe great PrinccflfcS) to acquit himfelf of 
the Civility he ow'd his Sifter^ (aluted her at laft, 
with all the Demooflxatipns of an afiedionace 
ffiendihips and peccemng that thacPrinee(s afto- 
niihcd at the Unexpedednefs of the Interview, 
xould not be recovered out of her Amazements 

* What Sifter, y^/V be to hevy will you not know 
^ Avfinot and Ariobarz/taes^' Artemija^ with 
jnuch ado, coming at lad to her&lf again, and 
looking on them one after another for fome Time, 
j3efore ihe would venture to (peak: * Alislfatd 

* Jbe ai hngtby I very well (ce the Countenances 

* of Ariobarzanes and Arfinoe^ but 1 queftion 

* whether I may iruft my Eyes fo far, and I find 

< it no fmall DifEcuky to be fatisfied, whether 

* they are lliaded that prefent them&lvcs to me 

* after their Death( (b well known throughout 

* all AJia^ ot wJv^her they appear really before 
*' me, and wichoMC any lllufion. Afiuie yourfelf^ 

* Si(^er, ref/yd at tbe fame Ttrm Ariobarzancs 

* and Ar(iqoe> you fee us really, and you may 

* embrace us without any Fear, fince we are truly 

* Jiviiig, arid have not been dead, but in the Opi- 

< oion of Men. 

Artaban^ who ftood near Artemifa^ gave her 
further Satis(a6lion as to that Truth , acquainting 
iier iii a few Words, how they had both erca{)ed 
Shipwreck i and when (he Princefs ytzs convin- 
ced, a^d that theCacefle^of herBrocha and Sifter 
had difpelled all her doubts, ihe in cj^e firft Place 
.^ve way to certain Tears, jwhich a teuder Joy 
would needs add to thole which the Death of Ar* 

G 1 iasMs 
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iaxus ftill forced out into her Face. ' And them 
infteid of returning the Carefles {he had received 
from AriobarzaneSy fuitalbly to their ancient Fa- 
miliarity, ihe caft hcpfelf on her Knees before him, 
and taking him by the hand, and bathing it with 
her Tears, * Since it is cerrain, faid Jhe to bm, 

* that you are Arioharzanes alive, and that I am 

* now abfolutely at your Difpofal, be pleaftd to par- 
** don the unfortunate Artemi/a, what too too 
1^ judifiable a Gratitude hath obliged her to do for 

* the Safety of Alexander; Ihe embraces your 
■* Knees to obtain that Favour at your Hands, and 

* fhe hopes the Gods have not reftofed you ro 
^ life, to rai(e in you a fcYere, and an inexorable 

* Juclge of my Anions. . 

Ariobarzanes aftoniflied at the Deportment of 
Artemifa^ from whom he expedfed thofe Careilcs 
that fpoke more familiarity, raifedher up with 
much ado, and difcovcring how much he was 
furprizcd at it in all his Looks 3 ' Sifter, faid be 
to hevy I apprehend not what you mean by this 
Kind of behaviour towards me ^ and befides, 
that the ^ixnt you charge yourCelf with deserves 
rather to be commended than blamed, and thac 
I (hould have done no lefs myfelf for the Safety 
of Alexander^ it is to the King our Brother, 
and not to me,' that this SubmifConris due frooi 
you. If it be due to my King, replies Arte" 
mifa^ it is to ipy King tluit I make this Sub- 
miffion, and (ince 1 am the^firft of your.Sib- 
jedh, that hath demanded any Favour at your 
Hands, I am alfo the firft that brings you tht^ 
News that you arc King of Armenia. 
Thcfc Words put Ariobarzanes to fuch a loft, 
that he had not the Power to make any prc(enc 
reply thereto j and during the Silence he kept, by 
Rcafon of the AftoniihrncDC he Was io, Agrspp0^ 

' ' aQiiming 
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afiuming the Difcourfe, acquainred him with the 
particulars of Artaxus his Death, as he had not 
long before underflood them from Chofatra ; and 
ia the Relation he made thereof, he forgot not to 
mfift very much upon thi$, that. his Death was 
purely the Effc^ ot his own Rage and Exafpera- 
tion, and that his Enemies bad been (b far from 
contributing any Thing thereco, that they ca- 
ilcayoured aJI they could to prevent it. 

Artaxus had, no doubt, been a very inhumane 
prince, one for whom it could not be expeded, 
that the Inclinations of Arhbarzanes and drfinoc 
fiiouid be very violent, by Rcafbn of the great 
Difproportion there was between theit Difpolici- 
ons y yet being both of excellent good Natures, the 
Grief they coiKeived at that unfortunate Accident, 
was, for the prefent, fo great^ that ic could not 
be abated by tne Purchafe of a Crown, in the Ap- 
prehenfioii of ArtobarzaneSy nor by the HfTpes of 
a more happy Condition of Life, in that of Arfi^ 
ffoe. For Poiladelpb and Olymfiay if they were 
aftonilhed in fome meafure at.thefird hearing of 
that News, as foon as it was difcerfed, Joy took 
its place, atid there was no Rcafon it ihould give 
way to any thing in their apprehcnHon, it being 
coniidered how very much ic concerned them to 
find Ar lobar zanesYLiw^ of Armenia. But for him, 
he had his Countenance coveted with Tears for forac 
Time, which there was not any one thought pro- 
ceeded from Diflimulation, by Reafon of the Con- 
fidence which all had of his Virtue j and Artemi* 
fay by the Embraces wherewith flie received him^ 
and by his courteous Reception of Prince Alexan- 
der y feemed. to be (b far eafcd of that burthen of 
Sadnefs, which till then had been very obfervable 
in her Countenance, that there was not any could 
ni/pe<fl her the lead troubled at the lofs of a King- 
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dom, which in all Probability flic fliould other wife 
havic pofleflcd . Ar lobar zanes^ thinking himfcif ob- 
liged in Civility to retire, Artemifay who would 
ficeds, and conceived fhe ought to follow him, took, 
leave of Cleopatra for /ome fmall Time. He was 
aHb immediately after followed by Ofymptdy Ar» 
finee^ Alexander ^ and Pbiladelfb ; and the Prin- 
CtCs Cleopatra^ with Elifa and Candaee, attended^ 
by MarcelluSi Jgrippa^ ArMan^ Cornelius, and 
divers others, went up the Stairs^ apd was con-, 
do^ed by that illaftrious Company into thole Lodg- 
ings that had been prepared mr her. She could noc 
prevail with Elifa and Cawface to forbear waiting 
en her thither, though that out of the Aflurancc 
ihe had of thtf Qualny of Etifay fhe did afl that 
ky in her Power to prevent that Ciyility from her» 
that ihe mighr rather have done it to her. fiut fhe 
being the Taft come thither, and having lately 
efcaped a Danger which gave others a Pretence ra 
vifit her, fhe v^as forced to permit it, and fhe did 
it with fbch a Grace, that thefe two PrincefTes 
were infinitely taken with it. They both e(]ual]y 
admired that fb &mous Beauty of Cleopatra ; and 
though Nature had been fufficiently libera! of hcf 
Excellencies in Theirs, to raife the fame Admirs^ 
tion in thofe that knew them, and that there wa$ 
in thatof£///2r, as much Delicacy and PerfefUou,. 
and in that ofCandacey ai much 'Grace and Ma* 
jefiy as ever had been obfcryed in the mofl accom- 
plifhed Beauties that ever were -, yet was it certain^ 
chat the Delicacy of that of Elifa, and the Ma- 
jefly of that of Candace were equally apparent in 
that of Cleopatra^ and that if it were very hard for 
any Man to fee her, and not be fenftble of a Love 
towards her, it was alfb a matter of no lefi Diffi- 
culty to look on hexy and not conceive a Refpedl 
an^ Veneraticu for her. 

Candaciy 
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Candaecy who chon^hcherrelf much more near- 
ly concerned in her Per(on than Elifa^ and looked 
on her with an aficdionate TenderncfS) as the Sides 
9liC£fnYi0y was very defirous of (bme Opportuni- 
ty to difcovei berfelf to her, and to enter into thac 
Bieafure of her Friendlhip which ihe fliould be 
plta(cd to admiic her into. And having heard hec 
particularly celebrated for her Prudence and Re-* 
icrveducQ, flie refolved to make her acquainted' 
with C^f/tfriV^ and could not but think himcharge« 
able with a certain Degree of Inflexibility, that hs 
had remained a whole Day in the (ame Hott(e with 
her, and never ollered to discover him(elf to fo 
amiable a Sifter. But for the Pie&nc, fhe, with 
the Princefs £/(/tf , oolyexprdled to ha, in Teems 
foil of the tendered Pauion, how much tfaeyF \itx^ 
troubled ac the Misfortune ihe had fallen iDto^ and 
how ghd they were of her Liberty and happy Ar^ 
fival thitber. Whereto the fair Daughter of An* 
tkpny. having returned Thanki, for that Demooftrar 
tioo of their A&^ion with the grcateft Acknow* 
ledgmeuts ihe could make thereof, aflured them 
•n the other fide, of the Sacisfadion it was to bee 
to meet with them in AUxaniris : And in regard 
they were both Strangers^ and might haply (rand, 
in need of fome Recommendation co tho(e Powess 
which difpo(cd of the Empire, ihe profiered them 
in the mou obHging manner in the World, to (erve 
ehein with all & kitercft ihe had in the Friend- 
ihip of O&Mviay JuUay Marcellusy and fome 
other Per(bns whom ihe was ally'd to, in order 
to what they might have to propofe to the Empe- 
ror, promiiing wem withal, all the Service and 
Afliftanoe thev might defirc in thofe traverlcs of 
Fortune whick had forced them out of their native 
Counccies* 
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The two Princcflcs received thoft Proffers with 
tTie greatefl acknowledgments imaginable ^ andf 
vhile ihcy were thus engaged in Difcourfe, Jgrip* 
; * and Artaban^ having not the Opporcunicy to 
cnceitain Ettfa as they could ha^e wished, Corne-^ 
iius having not the Confidence fo much as to come 
near or fpeak to Candaee, and Mareei/us being; 
drowned in a deep Melancholy, which had hun^ 
upon him for fome Time before, Agrippa ril- 
ing up, faid, it was but juft to leave the Princefs 
Cleopatra to her reft, after the Travail and Vexa- 
tion fhe had undergone, and Cornelius intreated 
IMarcelluSi that he would be pleafed to follow him 
to thofe Lodgings that were defigned for him. By 
trhich Means the Princefles were left to them-' 
fclves, Artaban not prefuming to (lay alone with 
them, though he left not the room without (bme 
Regret. But ere he went out, Candaa having cal« 
led to him with much more Confidence than Eli fa 
diirft have done, and calling to Mind the Refblu- 
tion fhe bad taken to reconcile Cdfario and him 
Ct)gether that Night, gave him Notice to be on 
the Tenace at the Hour flie a^ned him^ and 
which was the fame wherein Cafario was appoint- 
ed to come. Artaban entertained that Favour with 
Abundance of Refpe^ : And going out of the Palace 
▼cry well ^risfied, he wen: to give a Vifit to the 
new King of Armenia. 

In the mean Time, ^ri0^iir2«iifx, being retired 
to his own lodgings, in fuch a fad Poftureashad 
not permitted him to take Notice of the Per(bus 
that followed him) obferves at laft among many 
others that were in the Chamber, Prince Alexan^ 
der^ and imagined with himfelf, that the AfEidi- 
on he was in, could not ezcufe him from enter- 
taining with the Civility he ought a Prince fb emi- 
nent as the Son of Antkitny, Whereupon addrcf- 

fing 
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fing himfclf to him , with that Swectncfs and.Goutv 
ihip that was ordinary and natural in him, after 
he had cxcufed his Unmindfulnqfs of him, and the 
want of Rcfpcd he was guilryof in fuffering him 
to accompany him at that Time, by confefling the 
Difturbancc he was then in ; * My Lord, faid be 
' to binty is it poflible there can be any Goodnefs 
remaining in you towards a Hou(e that hath 
cxpofed your Life to Co dreadful a Danger, and 
wherein you have received (iich barbarous Enter- 
tainment? And is Artsmifa ftill fo happy, as to 
have the Continuance of your AfFedions, after 
ihc had put them to fuch terrible Trials \ Affluc 
yourfcif, my Lord, replies Alexander ^ that for 
what I have fufFered for Artemifa, 1 place Abun- 
dance of Glory and Happineis in it, and the Ke- 
fledion I ihould make ihereuppn, ciuft needs 
be very plcafam^ if I am fo fortunate as to find 
you in Sentiments as much to my Advantage, 
as thoft of King Ar tax its were to my Prejii- 
diice. Ah I my Lord, replies Afjokarzanes^ make 
not the leaft doubt, but 1 {hall acknowledge the 
great Honour you do our Houfe', atid be confi- 
dent, that, notwithflanding I am the Sou of 
Artabafusy I Ihali have my Eyes fo far open, 
as to confider, how little you have contributed 
to the Misfortunes of out Family. No, I have 
ftill frcfli in my Memory the firft Exprcffions 
of your Friendihip ; and I lliould have difclaim- 
cd my Sifter, had ihe not done what Jlie hath 
for your Safety, efpecially in an Extremity 
whereto you wtre reduced, meerly for your Love 
to her. I lliall not therefore tell you Ihe is 
yours, for you have but too much Iiitcreft in 
her for any Man to difpu'e. her with you ; but 
1 (halL for your further Confidence, make this 
Proicfta:ion to you, and that truly and fuiccre- 
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^ Jy, that your Affedion to her cannot be great- 

* cr, than the earned defite I have to fervc you 

* both in your mucuaT Inclinations. 
AUxandtr almoft out of himfelf for Joy to hear 

Arioharzants in the(e Ezprcffions, comes up clofe- 
CO hiih, whereupon thefe two Princes embraced 
one another, with fo many Difboveries of a real 
Frieudiliiy, that the whole Company could not 
forbear taking Notice of it> not without much^ 
Sympathy and Sacisfadlion. ArUmifa could not 
fmother the Felicity Ihe conceived therein, as fee*- 
iiig herfelf, after fo many Storms, profperoufly ar- 
rived into fo happy a Port, and fiuding, by Ilea- 
(on of the fweet andgCDcrousDifpofiiion ot Ario' 
harzanesy her Fortune much different from what ic 
had been fome few Days before. While her thoughts< 
were the mod taken up to find out Terms to ex- 
prefs her Satisfa<^ion, or rathir to moderate ic», 
fhe accidentally caft her Eyes on Prince Phila*' 
delfbt whom, till then, by Reafon of theDi(birb- 
atice (he was in, atid the many illuftrious Perfons 
ihe had feen before, Qie had not taken any par- 
ticular Notice of. And after (he had looked oa- 
him for (bme Time very carncftly, Ihe found him. 
to be that Prince of Cilkia whom flie had met* 
with (bme Days before, and who had .entertained 
her with a Relation of his noble Inclinations for 
Deliay and who, upon the point of their partiug^. 
had (b gallantly defended the Princefs CUopatra^ 
againd tho(e that would have carried her away. 
Artemifa^ upon thisOccafion, conceived fuchan' 
Edeem for Prince fbiladeiph^ and was fo much, 
tt^oved at the Relation of his Love to DWm, that (he 
could not look on him without, expreiling an ezr 
.(raordinary Joy thereat. Whereupon coming to 
him with a Countenance, wherein were viuble 
ihe great Kindnefs (he had for him}. * What, my. 
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* Lord^ fat J fie io bim, Ihave, ic (eems^ the good 

* Fonune to fee 70a again, and the Libeny with* 

* al once more co affare you of the Efteem which 
^ I have conceived for your admirable Virtue ? 

fbiiadeifby who(e ]oy had put him into (b much 
Di(brder as Arumifa% could have done her, and 
who waited the Opponunity to difoover himlelf 
to ArUmifa^ and to put her in Mind of their laft 
meeting, kifHng one of her ^fr Hands with the 

treated SubmifHon that might be ^ Madam, faid 
€ to bevj my fortunate meeting with you, proved 
the Prologue to that good Fortune which the Gods 
have been pleafed coTend me fince, and you may 
alfo infer tncnce, that 1 was not abfolutely blind- 
ed by my PafGon, when I took you for Deliit. 
How extreamly I was moved at your Relation^ 
replies Artemiia, the Gods only know, and confe-* 
jquently you may well think your(e]f obliged to 
kr me know immediately, wheiKer you have had 
any Tidings ^nce of chat Delia, for whom yod 
pretended lo extraordinary an Ai&dioo. 

Thefe Words oi Artemifa cmfinf^fbilAdelpb t^ 
look on the PriuceG Arfinoe with a rmiliiigCoun* 
tcuance*, * 1 know not, Madam, faid be to ber^ 

* whether it be any Prudence in me to acknow* 
^ ledge my Incondancy ro you, but 1 cannot for* 

*- bear making this Confelfion to you, chat that 
^ Delia^ for whom ! had fo much Af{l6(ion, hark 
*- reiigned up all the right and title the had in my 
^ Heart to the Vimct{S Arfinoey your Sifter. Ah. 

* Pbiladelpb! cries out the Princcfs with fbme

ArtaxuSy civility had not obliged them to a more 
ierious conyerfation. And yet Arfinoe thinking 
it fit to make (bme rejoinder to the former Di^ 
courfe, * What, Sifter, faid Jhe to Artemifay it 

* feems you would advife Ifbiladelpb to prefer a 
^ Perfon he never knew before me ?' She faid but 
thcCe few Words, but the adion wherewith they 
were pronounced, raifcd at firft fome fafpicion 
in Artemifay which afterward grew into a fatif^ 
fadion, in fome mcafure, as to the truth of that 
Bufinefs. With that refiedion, looking on them 
both with a Countenance wherein were legible 
the Charadkrs of her aftoi^iihment, ' Ah !

fhe could czprefs towards a beloved Brother. 

Ariobarzanei, who all this time was in Dif- 
courfe with Alexander y had neverthelcfs taketi 
notice of what had paflcd between his Sifters and 
Pbiladelfb, And when thac firfl aflonifhme^c 
of Artemifa was over, caking her by the hand* 
and prefeming her to Olympian who flcetchcd 

out 
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out her Arms to her with much affci^iqn ? ' What, 
» Sifter, faid be to her^ * would >ou beftow all 

* your carelfes on Pbiladelfb and Arfinoe^ and 

* will pot look on my Pi inecfs here j her I fey^ 
' to whom I not only owe my Life, but have 
^ faccificed it, to make her fatisfadion in fomc

temifay without any difficuky, cafe her fclf inti> 
the Arms of 0/ympia, in whom, notwithftand- 
ing her palenefs, Ihc could obfcrvc the tracks of 
an admirable Beauty « and a mod amiable kind 
of Majedy. And thereupon having entertained 
her embraces with abundance of Anedlion ; * Be

Ofympia made atifwec to this difcourfe of Jit' 

temifa with a civility fuitable to that of the other, 
and the King of Armenia engaging himfclf in 
their converiation, addreding him(elf not long 
after u> Ofympis, and looking on her with £)cs 
full or Love, and. a deportment, which, by rca- 
ibn of the preient occafion of his faduefs, was 
ibmewbat more feripus than ordinary i ^ Madam, 

* /aid be to beVj when I was fo defirous of -a 

* Crown to ptelent you with, the Gods are my 
' Witnefles, that it was my hope I fliould have 

* arrived to it, by ibme other way than that 

* whereby it is now fallen to me, and that I

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Buc (ince ic hath pieafed thofe celeflial Powers, 
who(e decrees are irrefiftible, (b to difpofe of 
me, as that I am come co the pofleOion of the 
Crown of my Anccftors ^ give me leave to 
offer it to you, as I would offer you that of the 
Univcrft, were it in my Power, and be yott 
pieafed to receive it from your faithful Aria^ 
menesy as a thing of greater value than it is^ 
and yet as what he conceive a thoufand Times 
lefs dear, and Icfs glorious than the Chains he 
he hath worn, and Ihall wear for your fake- 
to the lafl: Minute of his Lire. 
Olympja entertained this Ddfconrfc of Arhbar^ 
zanes with a deportment fuicable to his that 
(poke it, and looking on him with a Countenance, 
which, in feme mcafurc difcovered the prefertt 
State of her Thoughts i * My Lord, faid (he tOt 
*■ himy I have looked on you with fomucheKeem, 
' even while you were without a Crown, that 
' that which you have now received, can hardly 

* add any thing to what you were in my account 

* before*, I receive it with all heartincfs and fub- 

* mi({k)n, becaufe that with the CrowOi 1 am 

* confident you will beftow on me the Prince that 

* is to wear it, and without the Perfbn of Arh' 
' karzanes, I could eafily contemn all the Crowns^ 

* and Scepters of the Univerfc. I canncilt be (low 

' *^ Arhharzanes upon you, replied the Prhteey, 
I *^ becaufe he is yours ever fince the Day be ceafed 

* lb be his own,^and confcquently it h not in my 

* Power to make you thatprefent^ but I might 

* well offer you the Crown, becaufe that it is 
' within this Hour that it came to my difpofal,. 

* and that till then 1 was no't in a condition or 

* capacity to make you any offer thereof 5 and Co^

* of 
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** of all hopes of a dignity which you could not 

* have milted el(c where, and which you flighted

Ht enrertained her with a mdny other things 
chac difcovered the greaceft kindnels and fcnfe of 
obligation chat might be ; whereto the fair Prin* 
ecfs anfwered with the fame gcncrofity, and their 
Difcourfe might have continued yet (bme while 
on the fame mbjccSI:, had it not been interrupted 
By Prince PUladelpbi * And what ihal! become- 

* of me V Jaid be tt> Ariobarzanes, fliall I make 
' BO advantage of that influence which the change 

* of your condition gives you over my Fortunes t 
^ And win you offfer me nothing, now that you 
^ can do all things, after you had offered me fo 

* much, when all my hopes confiftcfl meerly 
^ in the good iitcli nations you had for me } affure 
*" your (clf, replied the Kin^ of Armenia, that 
' one of the greateft. advantages I Ihall hope to 
*" make of my new dignity, is, that I may be 

* able to do you the civility I ought r And though 

* you have indeed but too great an inrered already 
*• in Arfinoe^ yet if you have that difltufl in hef 

* difpoution, that you imagine fhe (lands \t\; 

* need of a Brdihet's content to make her abfo*" 
^ lutcly yours, I Ihoufd heartily, with thatconfenr,. 

* part with the Crown I have received, could I 

* think that prcfent might contribute any things 
•- to your fatisfadion. 

Pbiladelph received this Difcourfe of the King 
ef Armenia* s^ with the marks of both a (atiP 
faiflion and a refencment that were indeed extras- 
ordinary, and immediately thereupon casing 
himfclf at the Feet of his Amiable Df/i<r, and 
nocwithftauding her redftance, killing one of her 
fair Hands, with the ordinary fallies of his Af* 
fcdtion, cjtitcicained hcc with abundance of Dif- 

Gouife, 
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€our(e, coulbnanc co cho(e demon fir at ions of Love 
which Ihe had received from him iu CUicia: 
Alexander * was in the fame terms with Arte^ 
piifa^ and Ariobarzanes being alfo in the fame 
humour with Olympia, thefe fix fortunate Perfons^ 
afrer fb many ftorms which a maUcious Fortune 
had railed againfl them, finding themfelves fafely 
arrived at tbe fo much wilhed Port, celebrated 
their happinefs by all the obhging ezpreflions, 
which they might derive from fuch an excefs of 
Joy ^ but being mutually ignorant of the Fortunes 
of thofe Perfons that were fb dear to them, and 
particularly Artemifa, who knew nothing of 
that of Ariobarzanes^ and bad not undetnood 
fomc part of thofe of ArfinoCy and that there 
were a many particulars in that of Artemifa and 
Alexander^ that were unknown to Ariobarzanes 
and Arfino^^ they would needs be informed one 
of another, and thought fk to fpend that Day in 
the relations of their Adventures. To do tnis> 
they would obferve a certain order, and Alexan* 
der and Artemifa being extreamly defirous to un- 
derfland thofe oi Ariobarzanes znd Olympian they 
weie accordingly the firfl fatisfied, with this pro- 
yifb, that Alexander^ Arjinoe and pbiiadeipb^ 
ihould afterward give them an account at large, 
of what, of their Fortune, was not as then come 
to (heir knowledge. Artaban coming into the 
Room while they were thus engaged, and being 
very kindly entertained by thofe iUuftrious Perfons 
that were prefeut, diverted them not from the re- 
fblution they had taken. And being a Perfbii 
they might well trufl with their concernments, he 
hearkened, not without much fatisfadlion, to 
many things, whereof, as having had an imper- 
fed account of them before, he was very mucit 
pkafed with the relation, and would needs fup 

with 
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with that noble Company, and fpcnd his time ia 
it till the Hour affigoed him by Candace, 

In the mean time, the ?tinctis C/eopatra({iTTcd 
not out of her Chamber, where (he had with her 
Elifa and Can^ace, aud alToon as the Princes 
were deputed the R€x>m, the two Princeiles ima- 
puin^f not without reafen, that. C/f^^^tf might 
fiand in- need of Reft, cook their leaves of her, 
and went to their ownLodgijsgs which wercclofe* 
by. Cieofafra^ upon their importunity, laid her 
felfupQi^ the Bed, and rafted for an Hour ; butthaf 
time expired t flie got up, and. liaving underftood 
what quality Utifa was of, and had fome account 
of Ciindttce\ and finding her (elf inclined to a groat 
cfteem aKd aftdfcion for both, Ae would put off. 
DO longer the return of a civility which ihe con- 
ceived ike ow'd them, and going out of her 
own Chamber, with her own Woman Camilla^ 
flie went to that of Elija, The two Princeflc!? 
quarrelled very much at her for that ftridncfs of 
ceremony, and feemed to be very rhuch troubled, 
that .ihe had taken fo little time to reft, coHfidcr- 
ing the great troi^ble and hardlkip (he had under- 
gone. But ftic made them Anfwer, that the reft 
which her Body might require; was not fo con- 
fiderable to her as the obligatioti ilie thought lay 
upon her. to. return their civilities, nor lo deaf 
lo her as the honour to ^fvait on.t^em^ which ihe 
ivas not able to difpenfe wi(h any longer, after 
ihe had been deprived of ch(ir Hghc wi^h fomucll 
|>rccipitacionr - : . * 

The two Princefles made her anfwer with 
equal civility \ and whereas Candact was already 
paftionately in love with her« as well out of a 
coniideration of her excellent endowments^ which 
inighc produce that effeiSl in any one, as iipon 
thie ac<y>unic of Gafyrj^i and: was very defirous to 

be 
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be more intimately acquainted with her, looking: 
on her in a moft pauionate manner $ * As fot 
the fair Princf fs of the Partbiansy faid Jhe t0 
bery whofe extraordinary Merit makes an im- 
mediate affaalt on all Hearts, and whofe . il* 
luftrioiss Birth is known to yoti, &e may with* 
out any unjud prefamptioa claim fome placd 
in your Friendfl)ip» and there are few Souls cat^ 
(land out longagainft her Charms, if fhe thinks 
fit to make u(e of the battery thereof. But for 
one whom* yo» have no other account of, .than- 
that (he is a Perfoir of fome Quality born ia. 
jEtbicpia^ and cannot afpite above a^mediocrity 
of Pares, (he cannot rationally hope forthe(ame 
advantage, if in (bmt meafure, to balance th«(e 
wherein EH/m fo much excekher, (he cooM noe 
prelend to fomething, that mere particularly 
recommends her to your notice. For maner oF 
recommendation, replied- tb& Prinafsy fmiting' 
at tbi tnodefiy of bor IMfeourfCy there is & 
much legible in your Face, that it were fupere^* 
ro^ory in you to look for any el(ewherc ^ anil: 
as for your being born in /Etbhpia^ you are 
never for thar, the \tk wonhy of our afledionr 
and our refpe^. I am not, I mud confefs, 
made ab(blutely acquainted wich your Birthi 
though I have undcrftood fbmethiug of k^. 
but befides what I have obferved of the Princeft 
Eiifa*s familiarity and behaviour towards you» 
there are many other arguments whence 1 in^ 
fer, that your Quality muft needs be of the- 
highefl, and I Uiall haply know more of it» 
when you {hall be (b well acQuaiuted with me^ 
as to think I may be trufted with a (ecret of 
that confeqiiena. i know not, rifped fbt- 
Queen^ whether I can jftth xivility diftruft 
you }. bat^befides the bent of my own indina- 

* tion,. 
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* tion, which naturally engages mc into a very 
« great confidence of you, I have haply fomc 
« very panicular Reafons to difcover that to you> 

* which I have not to any but the Princefs of the 

* Partbians. And therefore to begin withfbme- 
< thing, 1 fhall make no difficulty to acknow- 

* ledge my fclf to be Candace^ Qaeen c(JSibi$pi/tp 

* whom Fortune hath been pleafed to cad oi| 

* chele Coads, and that difpoflened of a Kingdom^ 
** which ihe hath fince recovered by the afliftancq 

* of a Perfon unknown to y6u. 

Upon this Difcourfc of Candace, Cleopatra 
asked her pardon, in cafe, through an ignorafice, 
of her Quality, (he had been wanting as toj 
point of Civility towards her, and gave her manyi, 
thpiks for the confidence Ihe was pleafed to re- 
pote in her, with a proteilation that fhe ihould' 
ihake no other advantages of that acknowlc<^« 
menc of her, than fuch as might give her the 
bccafions to (erve her, if Hie fhould be fo happjt 
as to find them. And thereupon refie^ing oi|^ 
the laft Words that fell from her, whereby ihe 
tonfefled her fclf obliged for the recovery of her 
Crcwn to a Perfon ofTier Acqoainrance 5 * Maj. 
I pretend to fo much happincfs, /Jr/Vyib^ to Ber^ 
as that there fhould be a Perion within tlie. 
reach of my knowledge, that may have dbne 
you a fervice of fb great importance as that yot; 
jJ^tcU me ©f, and can I beg his Name of you with* 
6at ptefuming too far upon the c()nfldence yotv 
have honoured nle with? 1 Hop^, it will noc 
be long, replies Cattdace^ ere 1 ihall make yoa^ 
far greater difcoveries of him than that of his. 
Name, and, it may be, renew your afifcdlionatp* 
inclinations towards a Perfon upon whofe ac- 
count I prefume -fo much upon your Friend.- 
ihip ; but till that happen^ give me Icaye to ask 
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you whether you did not fee Cleomedofr^ in the 
Houfe where Prince Alexander made (bme 
liccle abode upon his at rival near Alexandria. 
It is very true, replied Cleopatray that 1 have 
feen him in that Hou(e, where I (laid one. 
l^ight and fbme part of the next Day, till fiich 
time as I was carried away thence. Alexander 
procured me the (ighc of him in Bed, which 
he was^ confined to by reafon of (bme Wounds,. 
£b that I could not (ec him with as much ad- 
vantage in that condition, as^ noque(lion» L 
fhould haye done in another. But do meafure 
him by that little observation I then made o£ 
him, I perceived as well in his Countenance as 
bis Difcourfe, fomething that argued a certain 
Grandeur, much beyond the ordinary rate of* 
Men \ and it now comes into my mind, that 
my Brother procured me that fight of him as a* 
Perfon of a great and noble Fame, and told mc 
withal, that his Name was much cried up in 
Mthiofia{oz many famous Yiiflories. Alex- 
ander^ replies Candate^ hath told you np more 
of him than Truth will juftify 5 but I am in 
hopes that he will bring both you and Alex* 
ander^ thofc tidings of a Perfon whom you 
once thought very dear, which may prove very 
advantageous to me, and very much further th& 
defign I have to purchase your.Friendfliip \ and. 
it is for (hat only reafon^ that tasked you whe-9 
ther'yourhad feen hint, and that 1 am defirou< 
to give you another fight of him before this 
Night be quite pafled, if you give me the Li- 
berty to do it. It cannot be, replied the fair 
Princefs,, but too great fatisfa^S^ion to mc, 
to fee a Man fo confiderable, both upon 
the account of his own worth, and the great 
fervices he hath doue you> and I think m^i 
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* feif Co much concerned already in whatever re- ! 

* laces CO you, chat I can hoc but with much more > 
' inccreft than beretofbre, look on a Man to { 

* whont you arc obliged for the recovery of your 
'^ Crown. Not, Madam/that any confideracion 

* of his PcHon, or the hopes I may conceive 
' wichin my (elf, of him, can add any thing to 

* the rcfpcdl which 1 have already for you ; and 

* affiirc your felf, that if the Friendlhip you arc 

* picafed to defirc of me, were any thing of far 

* greater value than it is, I fhould gladly ofler ic 
^ you by way of Exchange for that which I de- 

* fire ot you. 

Candace, extreamly fatisficd with this Di(^ 
courfe of C/eopatray made her anfwer in terms 
{6 aficdlionate, that the fair Daushrer of Anthony ^ 
as well out of confiderarion of gratitude, as for 
<he remarkable Excellencies of that great Queen, 
felt in her a ipore than ordinary inclination to 
Love her as much as lay in her Power, and be- 
gan to give her the greatcft afTuranccs ihc could 
thereof. Which E/ija, who had been filenc all 
the time, very much ob(ervine, and not able to 
•endure it any longer without feme difcoveries of 
herjcaloufyj ' Whatj Madam, faidjhe to Can- 

* diiccJhtUtftgy you are, it fecms abfolutcly rcfol- 

* vcd to cngrofs the Friendlhip of the fair Prin- 

* ceCs to your felf, and would not fuflfcr me to 

* have any place therein, though poflibly my de- 

* fires of ic are not inferior to yours ? If yoii 
' difpute it with me, replies C^ndacey noqueftion 

* but you will clearly carry it from me j but if 

* you do, you muftlookon it as the pure eftdl 

* of your Merit, whereas I have feme rcafons to 

* pretend thereto, which you cannot any ways 

* alledgf. 
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Cleopatra perceiving this obliging 0)nte(latk)a 
of the two Princefles, found ic no g^ceat difficulty 
to give chem Satisfadion \ and indeed they were 
both of them fb amiable, chat ike was eafily in- 
clined to aSbrd them thofe demonftrations of her 
Afie<5fcion which they defired, that i(, fiich as 
could not well be denied them. 

But the difcourfe of Candace^ whence ihe mighc 
.have inferred} that ihe mud needs have fomeching 
of News to acquaint her with, raifing a certain 
Curiofity in her, die could not forbear xli(cover- 
ing to her the defke £be had to be (bmewhat bet- 
ter informed than ihe was, of heir AfEurs, as al(b 
of thofe of the fair Princefs of the Parthians, 
Which they were no fooner fqifible of, but thef 
were both very xeady to afE>rd her that Satisfadi- 
en, and having obliged her to cad her(elf on the 
Bed, upon which they fat by her, Candace gav« 
her a more brief Account than die had done to 
Eiifay of the Advencuces of the greateft ConCe- 
quence that had happened to her ,* out in her DiT- 
icourfe fhe difcovered nothing of the Birth of C£f 
JariOy and calling him all the way CUomedon, 
represented him only .as a Prince come for refuge 
into her Dominions. 

Cleopatra having admired the ftrange accidents 
of Candace*s Life, and exprefled how much fhe 
was moved theteat, with no fmall a£diou, gave 
hearing afterwards to what fhe was yet to learn 
of thole of Slifa \ I fay what fhe was yet to 
.learn, for the greatcft part thereof was alreadf 
come to her knowledge from the common repot* 
tcr of all Things, Fame, who had divulged the 
mod memorable of her Adventures. By the(e dif- 
courses of the two PrincefTes, Cleopatra became 
better acquainted than fhe had been before, with 
both Artaban and Cleomcdon^ and looked on them 

as

as the only two in the World, whom ihe miehc 
fMy compare to her own Coriolanusy and na* 
viiig underftood from chem the defign they had 
to have them reconciled that Night, and to oblige 
them to foi^ the great difterence that had been 
between them> {he very mach approved their re- 
iblocion. And being farther fatisfied, that Clto^ 
meJon^ for very good Reafbns, could not come to 
•vi£t Candaccy till fuch time as all other People 
"were in their Beds, ihe aflured the Qneen that ihe 
would gladly return into their Chamber at thac 
time,.if ihe thought it fie, that (he might take 
better notice than flie had done before of two 
Men Co particularly obfervable, as alfo to under- 
ibmd from CUfimedifn^ what the Queen had put 
her in Hopes of, concerning him. They conti- 
tuied tl^eic Difcouries of this nature till Supper- 
time drew near, and having difcovered their de* 
fires to eat together, all Things were accordingly 
prepared in a Parlour, not far from their Lodging 
iRooms, whither they were conduded, and imme- 
-diately after Supper, returned to C/eopatras Cham- 
ber, to pafs away the Evening with fuch as ihould 
come to vifit them, and whom, by reafon of their 
xank, they ooald Hot deny that Civility, with a 
-Refbltttion withal to meet together ^t E/i/a*s Cham- 
ber, when all wete withdrawn. 

Immediately after they were gotten into the 
Chamber, as they had imagined, they were vifi- 
ted by Marcelius and ^grippa^ who had fuppcd 
•together at Agriffa'Sy Cornelius having, as it 
ihould feem, fpent that Evening with the King 
of the Medesy with whom he had contradhd a 
Ftiendihip, and was engaging in fome Defigns 
of his. Marcelius, whole Company was infi- 
nitely pleafant, when his Mind was in a fcrenity 
free from the Tempefts of his difcowcnrs, enter- 
tained 
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tained the Princefles for fome Time, with an Ac- 
count of fbme panicular Obfervacions he had made 
in his late Voyage ^ when in the mean Time 
Agripfa^ finding an Opportunity to fit by £/^» 
£o as that Candate was not fo near her as ihe was 
wont to be, that fair Princefs could not avoids 
but that he might fpeak to her, yet not be over- 
lieaid, and confequencly that he might acquaint 
her with his Love. She would have called Can^ 
-dace to a Relief which they nuitually afford one 
the other, by a mutual combination againft boch 
Agrifpa and Cornelius^ could ihe without inci- 
^vility have done ic \ but Agrifpa was a Perfon of 
that Rank, and. withal, of fuch worth in bimfdf, 
that the Princefs, not without fome Reafbn, was 
afraid to difoblige him, and thereupon was re- 
iblved to endure this Pi(courfe, as beiog out of 
l^ec^fCry forced to do it. 

Agrippa having thus broken the Ice, and re- 

^moved the firil diiEculties, he found it fo muck 

the kfs to carry on his Defign i and after Come 

.Difcourfe of an iiidifierent Nature, perceiving thac 

he might fpeak without any fear of being heard : 

* Is it pouible, faid be t9 bery that, in a Place 
. * where I have the honour to wait on vou at any 
/ Time, I have with much ado got the Advan- 

* ta<»e of this Utile interval, ; to give you fbme 
:* aliiirances of that fubmi^ve , Paflion which I

X No doubt but Eli fa was lufficientjy troubled at 
thefe words, yet would iKe not difpleale Agrippa^ 
whom (he thought her felf obliged to, whofe 
Power [he was afraid of, and whofe Vertue Ihe 
highly eftecmed. Accordingly, rejoining to his 

Pif* 
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Difcourte with an accent full of mildnpfs and 
modefty : *• I hare bat too great tficcm, /aid Jbe 
t$ him\ both for yoar Worth and yotir Ptr(on» 
to ihun yourConyeilation, and therefore if yoii 
find any repugnance in me as to that pointy ic 
does not ptocttd from either of thoie two Cau- 
fes ^ and I ihonld both fee yon and hearken to 
you with very much Satisfadion, had you fo 
nvudi goodnefs for me, as to make fomethine; 
elfe the Subjcft of your Difcouric. My Di5 
courfe (hall be of what nature you fhall ap- 
prove of, rtflies Agripfa^ but I cannot with- 
out a great violetice to my felf, forbear telling 
yoU| that I die for your fake, and that, though 
you ihould forbid my Mouth to tdl you fo 
ffiuchy it were very hard for my Eyes to afford 
you the fame Obedience, and mat they fhould 
nor, in fbme mea(iire, expeft the£f&ds of what 
you have caufed in my heart. I am eafily per- 
fwaded, replied the trincefsy ihat you do not 
feel all »that you would have me believe ; and £ 
cannot but hav^ that confidence of your genero* 
fify, that infhad of what your Difcourfe mighc 
"very well put me in fear of, I itaU find only 
where you are, a Sau^ary againft that Per^« 
•cation which 1 have run tfaroagh fb many dan- 
gers «o avoid. I fliould think my fHf the mod^ 
-unforranate Man in the World, replied /Igrip'^ 
pa, if you Ihould look with the fame Eyes on 
the Love of Tigranes^ and that which I have 
/or you, and call that by the name of Perfecu- 
H90y vfhich is on the contrary, a Paffion lull of 
nfjpcA and veoeration, fiich as mine is, as you 
-do the violence of a Prince, who, by force and 
tyramity, hath fought that which he iliouki 
have patien ly expe6^ed from your own good 
iiking. I knoW} Msdam^ that dbc Eocerprfze 
Vol. YIl.

that tran(bendency of Joy whkh then poneded 
htm, otherwi(e than by eonfufcd and broken 
Words, the fair Prinoefs thought his Love more 
Iq^ible in that diibrdet) than it had been in a 
D((bour(e well couched, and anions proceeding 
from the greareft tccoQcfkion. The prefence ot 
Vringe (for Cefbifa was walking upon the Tcr-

for it. . To me refiied ibe Queen^ fimewbat afte* 
nijhed at tifiat be fali} Even to vou Madam* 
[aid kt9 more than any, other \ ana had it noc 
lieen for that generous A<^ion which you did in 
fetting Zenidoruis ^hip on Fire, that Adion, I 
(ay, which carried in it a more fhining demon- 
Ilcacion of your Virtue, than the Fire yoa kindled 
on the Watei;, 1 had infallibly lofl a Life, which 
1 could not long have made good againft the vio* 
Icnce of the Waves^ being armed all over, my 
Buckler hanging abpuc my Neck, and ^iag ac 
too ereat a di{bnce from the Shore, to recover ic 
hy iwimming, even though I had had nothing of 
Armour about me. Their weight had once already 
forced me to the bottom, where I had rolled my 
felf for fbme time upon the Sand, when by vio- 
lence of a. Billow L was again brough; up rp the 
top of tb^ Y^acer, whq^, as good Fortune would 
.have ir, I met with a Plank, half burned, of 
Zenodormy Veflel, which (truck againfl my H^, 
^nd, not long afier, touched againft my Hand. 
Though my condition was fuch,«that I had bur

Being tn t1ii$ extrcrtjity, it -plcarcd tire Gods t<y 
dired cettain Filher- boats, whereof there are a 
miny upon that Cosrft; lowards'th^e place -'whetc . 
i was, which was not very far from the fliore^ 
Thofc that were in them, rakine notice of the 
gliftcring of my Head-piece, and perceiving^ the 
tf^P of my plame of Feathers all wet, imagming 
vrnzi the matter might bci came up with one of 
therr Boars to my relief^ and indeed it came juft 
at the point that 1 ftood vcry'tnuch in need of ir^ 
and was reduced to my laft Shifts, They took 
me into their Boat, disarmed me, and at the 
fame time made me caft up the fah Water I had 
drunk, and when they fawl had a little reooverecL 
my ftlf, they took me afliore^ and brought roe ta 
one of their Cottages* There was I fotced, by 
veaibn of the hardfliip I had undergope, and the 
fad condition I was in, to reft my felf for feme 
Hours, as being fo fpent, that I was hit Ay able 
fo ftand on my Legs. 

I had not been there long, ere the memory of

I fhall not trouble you, Madajn, continued big 
addrejfmg bimTeifto Elifa ahne^ with a rcpctitioii 
of thofc Words, which fell from me during the 
violence of my grief 5 and you may judge by the 
greatnefs of a Pa(G6n which you are well acquaint- 
ed with, that there was, in the effcds it pro- 
duced} bi^t very little moderation. The Night 
was now drawn near, when having reoovertBd 
my (Ircngch an<i fpirits jti fomemeafure, I called 
for my plbaths, which, the Fillier-men had takea 
off to be dried, and begin to find my (elfin fuch 
a condition, that^f ^oujd not by anyDerfwafions 
be kepTfhcre any longer ; when good fortune, be- 
ing tpen my Friend, dire^s to the Cottage where 
I wa^s, a certain Man,, 'whom I knew to be 
Telamon, a Perfbn that. accompanied me in the 
quality of an £fqu ire. I immediaccly called him 
by bis Name, and the faithful Efquire^ traufport*- 
ed with joy runs to me, andembradng my Knees, 
asked me. thoufands of Times by what miracle I 
Jiad efcaped } bur inftead of anfurering him, % 
pretently asked him what was beeome of the 
Princefs ? Te/amon, perceiving witl; what earned* 
ntCs I preflcd that queflion to him (everal times ? 
\ My Lord, faid be to mc^ afloon as the Pirate, 

* by the alliAance of his Men, was taken up out 

* of the Water, and brought into the Vcflcl, find- 

* ing himfelf in a podure able enough to purHie 
' tlie deHgn he had undertaken, as having been 

* immediately recovered out of the Water, he 
< gave orders co be (ec afbore at a certain Place 

* he appointed them, and leaving the Priuceis 

* under the Guard of his Lieutenant, he left 

* the Ycflcl wiih a fckd number of his Men, 

* to 
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to fcek out, as chey faid, a Perfbn chat had 
made an cfcapc the Night before, -after ihc 
had (et the Veflel on fire i he commaxided his 
Lieutenant to have a care of the Priuccfs;

To which having further en- 
joined him to bring them me aflbon as he poffi- 
bly could, and to ^ive notice that Night to the 
Prxcor of jflexandrta, of the arrival of the Vy- 
rates upon the Coa(l, and the carrying away of 
the Princefs, I difraifled him. 

Te/amon y with thefe Orders, rook his way to- 
wards Atexanttrtay while I remained, with lome 
little hope to ^o (bmething, among the Fiflier- 
men, who would needs force me to take what 
poor Entertainment thev could ' afford me \ and 
certainly, that Night's rcK was ho more rhan necef- 
. fary for me to recover, my Strength, and put me 
into a Condition to be able to deal witn tho(e 
Enemies which 1 fhould meet withal. But why 
ihould I f^in out my Relation to fuch a length I 
In a word, the next Day about an hour after Sun- 
rifing^ 1 (aw te/amon coming with two Horfts.

With thcfc Words, thcCg two great Per(bfis 
embtaoed one .another, upon tbe commands o£ 
the two Princeflcs ( the Rcfpgi^l chcy had for them 
not permittine thtm to take that Liberty in tbcic 
preieucc } and a lictle after, chey looked xrnc opooL 

and- 
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anochcr with a mutual admiracion, and were both 
equally (a isficd as to the Friendlhip which (bey 
hadcoiitr^£led. Candaecy who was infinitely plea.- 
fed with it, fpoke co them therein } and Elifa^ 
who was extreamly {enflble of the adiftance which 
fhe had received from C^fariky joined her follici^ 
tations with the other's, coeftablifh a perfe^ union 
between thofe two great ~Men. But they,mighc 
terj well have fpared their endeavours to that pur<- 
pour -y for the behaviour of thefe two great Souls 
was (b mucually ingenuous and cordial, that there 
was (iich a perfed^ confbnancy between their words 
and thoughts, that it might be faid, their Friend* 
ik\^ was truly confum mated before they had iu 
a maimer made the firft overtures thereof. 

Thefc four illudrious Ferfons, all fatisfied, 
though with (ome inequality, would have [fallen 
cither together, or (eparately, into (bmepleafanc 
Ditcourfe, had not Candace bethought her {elf, that 
the Princefs Cleopatra was not gone roBed, out of 
an Expedlation to hear from them,' and if flic 
bad not had a great Defire to make her acquaint- 
ed with C^fario that Night. Upon that Refledion, 
having taken the Prince a little afide ( and at tlie 
fame Time left p/z/i with Artahan in an affcdio* 
nate and pleafant Difcburfe ]' fhe difcovcredto him 
her Defires, that he would make himfelf known 
to the Princefs his Sifler, to whofe Prudence it 
,were not unfafe to commit Things of the greateft 
Importance, and repeated to him all the DiUourfes 
which fhe had entertained her with,. to prepare face 
thereto. 

Citjarh very willingly condefcended to thePro^ 
pofition o^ Candace, as having already found k 
no fmall Difficulty to conceal himfelf from fo 
amiable a SiQer, and having forborne it upon no 
#:bcr Accouqt tba» the SubinilGon he had for the 

Queen* 
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Queen. Candace would have fcnc Wor<l to dec* 
pafrd of it; httc fhe was a little troubled that Jy . 
#tf^4f» fltonid be prefeoc, as not conceiving, that 
C^riV would, before him, declare a Thing, the*" 
leaft Difcovcry whereof would infallibly^coft hini 
liis Life. She acquainred him with herllioughts to 
that Purpofe, and adviied with him what Courle 
thould be taken to have things fo curried as that 
Artaban might not be pre(cnt at that Adion. fiut 
Cf/irr/VsSour beii^ too great to entertain the leaft 
Diftruft of fiich a Perfbn as Artabany and upoa 
the firftt)i{i:ovcry thcQpcc" m^t of her Jealoufy, 
ilighiinspthat Precaution, and lifting up- his Voicej 
purpeteiy^ that he vavsjax. be heard by aJl that were

This Di(cour(e of Ariahan\ little expelled by 
Cdfarloy riiii&d in him fome Adonilhment, and 
might have J>uc Candka into fome Jealoufy of 
B/^; had Jbe not immediately calkd to Mind 
ibme Words which Artaban had (aid to her, wheu 
fhcy met at Tirtdates\ Tomb, whence (he might 
bavc imagioed, that tlfc Birch and true Name of 
Cffn-io were pot imknown to him. Tbe Prince^ 
upon this new Ezprcffion of true Friendfliip* cool^ 
not bilt ladmire the great Courage of Artabdn, 
\rh6, noiwithftanding the (Irange Averfion h^ 
hsd ever di(covered towards himy and chat in an- 
Agcwhicl) is tx>t much included to the Moderation 
ofthe. mod. violent PaiHons, had (lighted the op- 
portunity he had to prejudice his Enemy, and 
obferyea that ' fecrccy tovi^^rds hi"), which he 
would kiot, .without fome DilG.cuhy,. have founds 
treti ambnjg tiis^f riends. ' And certainly liis Aflor

The(e Words rai(ed no fmall Aftonilhment in 
the Children oi Anthony^ and Alexander coming 
up cloie to C^fafio^ who was purpofely got near 
the Torches, Cleopatra and he looked on him a 
long Time with much EarneAnefs. It was about 
(he tenth Year of their Age, that C afar to depart- 
ed from Alexandria^ and about the fourteenth of 
his own ; fo that, by ReaCbn, as well of the In- 
fancy oi Alexander and Ckopatra^ as the Alcera- 
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cion, which ( more reroarkably than in any other 
Degree of Man's Age) happens in the Countenan- 
ces of Men between that of fourteen, and rhac of 
(bar and twenty, which was then the Age of Ca^ 
fiirio, it might well happen, that the Prtucefsaiid 
the Prince her Brother, could not, upon the firft. 
Sight, di&over rhe Face of their Brotner, in chac 
ofc/eomedon, whofe Speech, proportioiiably to 
the reft, was altered, by growing bigger fince 
their Separation. Yet Was not all this Alreracion 
(b great, nor their Memories (b weak, but thac. 
after "wh^C/eomedonhzd faid, and the parciculac 
Obferyation which he had obliged them to make» 
they would have known the Prince, had they noc 
been carried away with the general Opinion, thac 
he had departed this World.

coofinnnj the reconciliMion they had made, by 
Words full of the ^reatefl eiprefllons of a real

|>o(lure of thcit Fotiunes, ihcy fhould be able to 
'affbid one the other. The two Ptinccfles they 
fcivcd, were czcreamly fa'isfied thereat, and vrbett 
they wctc afonc, ihe Daughter of Anibeny paC- 
Una to hct own Wgings, thry went into thcit 
' Beds, to crown the eztraoidinacy Accidenii of 
ihai Day with a picafant reft.

ing, infomuch that chofe wlio knew not anything 
o^ her long fitting up, would not have a little 
wondered ihc had flept Co long, had they not ima- 
gined that the Trouble and Har^ip flic had gone 
tnroogh, fbr (bmc Days before, might require a 
more than ordinary Repofe. 

*Tis a common Obfervation, that, it is ordina- 
rily at/our waking in the Morning, we make the 
mod natural Reflexions on the Conditions and Ac- 
cidents of our Lives. She accordingly had no (bon^ 
ct opened her Eyes, but the Idea of her late Ad- 
ventures prefcnted itfclf toher Remembrance, and 
as Oic was of an excellent cpoi Nature, fo that 
Sympathy whidi her meeting with Csfario had 
raifed in her Mind, was the firft Effe^ that was 
produced there. Her Thoughts were, with np 
unall Satisfadion, taken up wi h that fonunatc 
Rencounter, as looking' oh it asaThin^cxtream- 
ly advantageous, to find a BVoiher, whom ihc 
tnonght dead fo "many Years before, changed inrp 
a Brother fo grear, fo Unliable, and fo confidcra^ 
ble, as well for his Virtue, as theGreatncfsof his 
A^lions. Sh^reSeded on the noble Accident's ot 
his Life, the Grange Fortunes he had run (hrough^ 
atid fixed her Confideratioii on the prefentl^dfture 
of his Artairs, which in all Probability was (licBi 
as prdmlifed him a fafe Harbour, againQ: all; thofe 
Tcmpefts whereby he had been tolled up an4 
down for the Space of many Years, and (ecine4 
to be anEJflabliihment, fuch as gave him not any 
Occafion to envy that of his Aiiceftors. TheCon- 
(ideration of her Brother's Concernments had that 
E0C(2: on het;, which it m'ight be expelled they 
might have on the bcft Sifter in the World, and 
flruck her Thoughts with fo much delight, that for 
fomctime (he could hardly make any Rcflldiou 

, on 
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on her own : But at lalt ihc could not keep (hem 
ofF any longer, but chey muft needs do a Vio- 
lence CO her Memory, and the Idea of her unform- 
iiate Coriolanus prelenced^ ic felf co her in the (ame 
Pofture as {he bad.(een him the Day before* Her 
firft Imaginations reprefented him co iier in that 
terrible Polbire, wherein he had forced out of the 
Veflcl, chofe that fought for her Deliverance: Buc 
there being not fo much Satisfa(5lion in this, as ia 
the Refle<S!ion on the other Accidents chat fucceed« 
ed ir, ihe loon quitted ic^ and imagined co herlelf 
a Sight of the Prince in that mortal Surprize where- 
in he was upon his firft Knowledge other, and fell 
imp a Swoon upon the Deck) as al(b in chat 
undaumed Pofture wherein he had defied cheRin^ 
ofArwinia, and was engaged himfelf alone, againft 
(6 great a Number of Enemies ^ and laftly, Ihe 
thought on him in that fiibmidiye Pofture, where- 
into he had put himfclf before her and Marcel" 
iusy to clear his Innocency. Twas upon this 
laft Reflexion, that fhe faftened her Thoughts 
nibre than any, as defiring not Co much any Aflu- 
ranCes of the Valour of C^r/Va^ftfj (whereof ihc 
had fufficienc Experience) as of his Innocency> 
jir hereof fhe had been Co long in doubt, and where* 
of either the Ceruinty or Uncertainty occafioncd 
all the Happinefs or Unhappinefs of her Life. She 
had fo well engraved in her Memory^ all the. Words 
vhich fell from that poor Prince, that, iiotwichf- 
ftanding the Diftutbaiice Qic had been in, while 
he had fpoken them, there had not fo much as 
one flipped out of bet Remembrance. And find^ 
ing them all very pregnant and /uU of Convidlion, 
ic was a certain imaginary Pleafure to her, to \^ 
in a manner perfwaded, chat it muft needs be In- 
nocence and Trutii chac put them into the Mouth 
of thaC Prince, tof convince her of chac Error, 

whcrciii 
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wherein fhe had paflcd over Co niatiy fad Days. 
Alas ! with whatSatisfad^ioa, and with what Tcu-- 
dernels did fhe repeat them over and over, and 
ho w did ihe make it her main Bu/lne(s to heighten 
chofe Circumdances that any way made for him. 
AH indeed were very f^rong for him. From the 
time that 0ie fird opened her Eyes to truth, and 
the Difcoveries of that pretended lufideJicy ; saxd 
ihe could libt but acknowledge her Credulity, in 
having coo cafily been pcrfwaded ro a behef of 
Things that were concrary coKeafbn and common 
Senfe. She could not find the lead favourable Ima- 
gination to perfwade her that Corhlanus fliould 
fall ip Love vr'nh Julia y being then ablent from her, 
when, even in her Prefence, and during thcLTime 
that flie expieficd a great Afledtion towards him, 
be had ever (lighted her ^ and that the Prince fhould 
fo much court the Friendlhip oli Auguflus^ .ihe 
thought yet more improbable, aud that he ihould 

Eroficr himielf to Be Tributary to him, when he 
ad by open Hodility recovered a powerful Mo- 
narchy \ when he had refufed the iame Friend- 
lhip, at a Time when he was not Mafler of any 
Thing but his Sword» and could not ezpe^ any 
Thing but by his Means and Ailidahce. She called 
to mind in what Terms he had vindicated himfelf 
with (b much apparent Reafon, and found fb much 
Evidion in all, that there needed not much abfo- 
lutely to juftify him in her Apprehenfion* 2 

During the(e pleafanc Intervals fhe opened her 
Soul to give Admiffion to that Joy, which, of a 
long Time before, could never h^ve the leaft En:cE- 
tainment there, but it was ac the fame Time very 
much abated) by a cold Reflexion on the mifera- 
ble Condition, to which that Prince was reduced, 
as having loft the Kingdoms he* had conqucrrcd, 
and being deprived of aU Support andRelief in tUe 

World, 
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World; tiirough hcf inflexibility towards him, 
Thcfe rcfledions, equally divided* bctvtrcen grief 
and joy, drew man^ a figh om of her Bread, and 
this was the entertainment of her Thoughts, all 
thetimje flie lay in Bed, after het awaking, and 
while £he was dreffing. 

She was juft upon the point of going out of 
her Chamber, togo into that of Candace (whom 
flie now looked on as a Sifter to whom ine was 
nigagcd for Life and Fortunes of her Btother, and 
who, as well as the Princefs of the Tartbians^ 
had lain longer in Bed than (he had) when Prince 
Marcelius comes to ervc her a gbod Morrow. 
Chofatra entertained ^im as a beloved Brother ^ 
but what confident fbever flic might have of his 
prudence and gen^cfiry, yet did ine not think ic 
fit to truft him with the fccret of another, though 
flte had with her own^ and fo made not tb^ 
leafl: mention to him of CdfariOy though ihe bad 
not the lead jealoufy, rkutt any confideration 
whatfocvcr might induce Marcel/us to do him any 
ill oiEtc. This Prince, after the firft civilities werie 
paft, being fat down by her j * Sifter, /aid be 
to ber^ I am to acknowledge to you, that dur- 
ing all this Night, the Idea of the difconfolate 
Ctrriolanus never forfook me, and that I have 
(pent the grcateft part of it in finding out, as 
well in Jiis Anions, as his Words, an mnocencv 
whereof I am mort than half convinced. This 
Prince,*' Hvho was fbftie time lb dear to me, and 
whom it is not yet ii\ tny Power to haic, comes 
and engages my Hearc with the fame Arms, 
whereby ne had fo well maftercd it before, 
and methinks I find ^g^in, iidt only in his 
Words and all His Adion^, that, greatnefs of 
Soul which wccvef obfctvcdinhim, and withal 
that confidence which ne^r appcttts where 
' ' there 
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• there is a certainty of Crime; and of all this 

• I am fo nmdi aflurcd, that I cannot, without 

• an exrraofdinary violence, be perRvaded he 

• hath been really unfairhfnl towards us. 

Chofatra^ in whom whatever were favourabfc 
to Corio/anus had already taken place, could not 
l^ea^ this difeourfc of MarceltuSy without being 
moved to fb^nuch compafCon, that a beautiful 
dew began to break forth ac her Eyes, Where- 
upon, having continued filent for fome Minutes, 
in fuch a fuipcnfc as eafily difcovered the diftur- 
bance flie then ftruggled with j « Brother, A/V 
' pje to Marceltus^ the acknowledgment yon nave 
made to me is fuch, that I conceive my fclfob- 
fbhitely conformable to yours, and that I find 
(b many demonftrations of innocence in all the 
procedure of Cori$lanus^ and fb much reafoa 
to fortify what be would have pcrfwadcd u& to, 
that the opinion we had conceived of his infide^ 
lity, hath now with much ado any probability 
with us. Cortolanusy ^ddid the Vrhce^ can- ^ 
not be juftifiable in your apprehenfions, but he 
muft be (b in mine too^ and as we charge him 
both with one and the fame Crime, wherein 
we are both ^ually concerned, To can he not 
be innocent as to what relates to you, but he 
mud be fo too as to what relates to Marcellus* 
Ah Sifter ! if this falls out to be true, what 
rpmotfe ihall I not feel within me while I live^ 
for being (b ready to hate a Prince fo worthy 
the affci^ion I had for him, and one, that not- 
withftandingthe cruel di(coverics of hiy hatred, 
feems to have continued his inclinations towards 
roe ? What reparations am I not obliged to 
make him, if he be innocent j or rather, what 
BJopd can wafliofFche dime I have committed 
agaiaft him ? 

Clto- 
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Cleopatra was going ro inake the' Prince fbme 
reply, and their Converfaoton might haply have 
been more earned and tender » as being engaged 
upon a Subjed wherein both thought themielves 
much concerned, when Cornelius comes iato the 
Room, and drew near them wicb a CountenaQoe, 
intimarine that be had fomeching of News co 
acquaint them with. iS'^ti the ordinary falutati- 
pns pafled .between them, * I am very glad, faid 

* be to tbenty that I have found you together, for 

* I have charged my felF with a rcqueft thur is 

* made to you borh, which is* that yon will be 

* pkal^d to grant an Hour of private audietice to 

* a certain Man I have left in the outer-room, 

* and one whom the fad Condition he is in rhighc 

* well have difpenfed from coming hither, if cJie 

* Things he hath to acqiuint you with, were oo( 
' of very great Confequencc. 

This Difcourfe of Cornelius njade Cleopatra 
look on MarcelluSy as it were to ask his advice 5 
and Marcel/us by another look Teeming to leave 
it to her what Anfwer to make, ihe told himi 
that he might bring in what Perfbns he thought 
fie, and that the Prince, her Brother,, and'herielf 
Hiould very readily afford him the audience he 
defircd of them. Upon thcfe Words Cornelias 
went out o( the Room, leaving the Prince and 
Princefs in fome impatience, and withal (bme 
diftucbance ^t the Adventure ^ and not long after, 
he returns leading a Man whom he helped to 
walk, and one that feemed brought v^y low . 
through (icknefs, or by reafbn of fome wounds. 

Cleopatra and Marcellus knew not, upon the 
fird appearance, who it might be ; but afterwards, 
having looked a liftfe more earneflly on his coun* 
tenance, they, without muchdif&culty, knew him 
to be VoluJiuSi who had fomctime been Praetor of 

Mdauri' 
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Uaurltania^ before ic had been recovered from 
him by Coriolanus^ the Son oijubay whom that 
Prince had generoufly (ent back, after he had oi^er- 
come andcaken him Prifoner, and who, upon his 
coming to R$me, had ruined the Fortunes of that 
Prince, as to Cfeopatra, byaciquainting that lyin- 
cefs, Marcellus^ and all Cdfar^s Court, with the 

Sretended infidelitj of Corhlanus^ and the de(ign 
e had for Julia^ and prefenting to the Emperor 
a Pcrfoh of eminent Quality, very confiderable in 
Mauritantay who gave out, that he was come 
thence £zprc(s upon that Negotiation. Marcellus 
was a little aftonifhed at the dgbc of the Main 
whofe mifchievpus Repons had brought him, to 
very fad extremities : But the Princels was put 
into fuch a difturbance upon the return of a Man^ 
who had been the-de(lru6lion of all herHappinefs 
and Enjoyments, that, ^having not the power to 
rife off the Chair whereon ihq fat, though Ihe 
ihould in civility have done it, out of a confidcp* 
ration of the i^ualities of Cornelius and Volufiur^ 
fhe fat fiilly as it were in a ftrange faCpenfe and 
difbrdef. 

Voiufius took very much notice of her deport* 
inenc, and the perplexity (he was m \ but being 
well acquainted with the occafion of it, he was 
not at all aftonifhed thereat, and thereupon taking 
a Chair, by the order oi ^arulluSy who was fcn^^ 
$ble of his indifpodtion, and during the trouble 
Cieapatra was in, thought fit to do the civilities 
of her Chamber, he made a fign to Cornelius^ 
whereupon, knowing his meaning, he weni out 
c^ the Chamber, to give them the greater privacy, 
and withal thought it not amifs to diven the vi{its 
of Elija^ Candace, and other Perfons that other- 
wife might have diflutbed their Converfaciofi. 
Vo/ufiuj, being in fach a Condition, as required 

fome 
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ftmc reft, continued filenr for tome Time, though 
Cleofatra and Marcellus fcemcd ro be in cxpe(fla- 
tidii of what he had to fay to'thctn. But at lafl: 
having prepared hibifclf to fpeak,'and "feeing About 
the Princcfs only Camiffay who had olsriged the 
Ttft of the Women to withdraw into* the Clofet, 
and who might be admitted to heat the Difcourft 
fee was ro make j * Madam, faid 'te\ fpeaking 
" to the Frincefsy I ihouU fpeak tb you and to 
Prince Marcenus in anorhcr poflure,. than that 
I am now in, and coming to ni^ke ah acknow* 
Icdgmcnt bf the Crime 1 havccojftmirtedagainrt 
you, 1 Ihould c^ my (t\i at yottt Feet, to beg 
a pardon from you, which \ nc?ther hope nor 
dcfire ta obtafn, were 1 nor difabled bv two 
Wounds 1 have about me, fiich as have nardly 
left me the ftrengrh to come to you^ and whicn 
will prove, fat oc^ht 1 know /a certain cevengt 
for the injury I have done ytfd. XMy my ith 
tnorfc, and tht ptotoifi 1 ha^ made to do it, 
force mc to difcover to you HiiDgs that ought 
rather to be ooirceakd from kU tht^ World } and^ 
though I mud introduce into. my Djfcourfe, 
Perfons, whofe power is much to be /eared > 
yet ftall I not forbear, fince thait in a few Days, 
I (hall either be in a Condition not to fear ir, 
or if the Gods think good to continue my Life, 
I am more willing to fee it cxpofed to fomc 
danger by my Cbnreffion, than oe ptrbeiually 
pctKcuted with remorfe, Which mase it much 
more infupportable to me. Be pleafed to afford 
mc your Attention to the Diftoutfe I have to 
make to you, and it is my carncfft prayer to the 
Gods, that it may in fome meafucc repaii: the 
L mifchief I have done, and reftore that Happi^ 
ncfs and Fonunc wrhich I have unfortunarelv 
difturbcd. ' To this Efi^d was the Difcourfe 

of 
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of Vc/iffiits i and pcrccrving, tbar, inftead of 
making any Aofvircr, Cleopatra and Marceltus 
bcarkencd vtry attcntivdy to him, he re-afTumcd 
fJic Difcotttfe iu thdc Terms. 

Tbt Hijhry •/VOL US J US. 

WE are fatisfied by Experience, that both the 
Remembrance of good Turns, and that 
of Injuries, have a dificrent Operation, according. 
to the different' Chara^flct or thofe Souls where 
they arc entertained, and thit, as there are feme 
minds wherein offences make but a very light tm- 
preffion, much lighter thain that Which goodOffi*- 
QKS might mike in them j fo, oh the other fide^ 
there are fome, in whom the greatefl Benefits 
caimot fmother the leaft Injuries, or to fay better^ 
who, not mudi (enfible of Obligations laid upoi^ 
ibem, have neverthelcfs eternal Refentments for 
Iljjilries^ That I have been worftcd and difgrace^ 
Ky l^tivKC'Cofiotanus^ I muft attribute it nieerfy to 
]iis Vaiour and my own Unhappincfs, and that \ 
was Nobly treated by him, it was the Efteft of 
kh pure Generofity : And yet the Impredion of th^ 
Injury filled my Soul in fuch Manner, that it leaves 
Hot any Placd for that which thfc generous Enter- 
tainment fhould have had there, and oppoied the 
Jtefeotmeot it fliould have conceived thereof, that 
fo 1 iniehr be the mofc abfolutcly hurried into- 
comnrty Refohitiops. 

I 'dopbt not. Madam, but you have heard, Jio w 
that, haying been federal rimes defeated in the 
Perfons oiFnly Lieutenants, I was at laO; overthrown 
in my own, and, through the Valour of the Son 
etjubay having loft a Battel, which in all Pro- 
bability I ihould have gained, I was by the fame 
Valour caft to the Ground, and taken Pritbu'er.' 

Yoi* 
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You have alfo further ondet flood, how that afict 
feme Days imprifonment^ fuch as was fweetned by 
fill the kind Entertain menrs which I could have 
teceived from a Brother, or theb^fl Friend I had^ 
the fame Prince, whom by all mai)ner of In]uries 
I had obliged to treat me with Cruelt;, forget- 
ting all, but of an admirable GeneroHty, and com- 
forting <ne in my Difgraec with the ^moflobligh^ 
Words could fall from Man,' gave me my Liber- 
ty without any Condition, loaded me with Prcfcnts 
of great Value, and furnifhed me with Ships and 
Men to bring me to Rome, or any other Place 
where I would myfclf. It might in all Probabili- 
ty be expedledy I fhould have been fcnfible of this 
Treatment, as much as I had been of my Mis- 
fortune 5 but having, through myDifgrace, befides 
the Fame I might have acquired in my former 
Years, loft, the Govcrnmcwc of rwo. great Kin^r 
doms, (a very high Fortune for a private Man) 
and the Hope of Ending again amotig the Rotftais 
an Eftablilhmcnt comparal^le to that I had loft, the 
Grief I conceived thereat, h?d fo cankered my 
^ul, chat I was not able to emcnain tkole £z« 
preiHons of the Goodncfs and Clemency of the 
King o? Mauritania^ with the kaft Difcovery of 
Gratitude. However, I pretended to be extream^ 
ly fenfible thereof, as I ought to have been, of 
a Favour I fhould not have expeded> and I re- 
ceived, with my Liberty, the other EfFeAs of 
the Magnificence of that Prince, with the Dt- 
znonftrations which ipight well petfwade him that 
I was not infenfible thereof. 1 went aboard with 
a Soul half burft with Grief, and I carried with 
inc into the Sea an Affliftion grown fo violent^ 
through the Change of my Fortune, that there 
was nothing able to afford me any Satisfiidion. 
And yet I am ape to imagine^ that my Grief nrould 

have 
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Save been farisfied in being only a Torment to my 
fclf, wi.hout producing any Eifcd prejudicial to 
the Forcune oF my Conqueror, if lomething of 
Cliange, and the Soil icications of other Perfbns bad 
noc furniihed me with the Occafions todoic, and 
that at a Time wherein my Sufferings were not ag- 
pavated by any Defign of Revenge. 

The third Day after my Departure, I was over- 
taken by a Vcilel, that came after me from Mau* 
rjtanla, and he that was Commander qF it being 
<k>me aboard mine, to give me a Vitit, was knowa 
po me, to be a Peifon of very great Quality among 
th^ Moor Sy named Tbeoc/esy whofc Father had had 
ondcr King Juba^ the Father of Coriolanus^ the 
greated Places in the Kingdom ^ and the Govern* 
mcms'of ^reateft Importance. But it happening 
tfpon the Death of King Juba^ that Tbeocles re- 
volted ro' the Rtmnnsy and (^ed very particularly 
with me, as having not the lead Remainder of 
Love for the Royal Blood, and that further he 
had expeded till the IfTue of War, without de- 
daring himielf for his Prince, a$ the greated Part 
of'the Moors had done, young Jubay coming to 
the Throne, had accordingly flighted him^ chough 
he had not any lyay difobliged him, nor taken 
away any Thing he was pofleded of, and in the 
diftribution of the Gcvernments and Charges which 
he beftowed on tho(e whom he thought mod 
worthy, and had expreflcd moft Afledion towards 
him, he conceived himfelf not at all engaged to 
prefer Tbeocles^ whofe Pretenfions were great, fuita- 
blc CO his Quahty, and the high Rank his Father 
had dived in before him. 

Dbf<?r/(px, thinking himfelf hardly dealt with, 
and taking it very impatiently that nis Sovereign 
fhould prefer other Pcrfons before him, fuch in- 
deed^ as wpre inferior to him iu Bitch, but much 

more 
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more confiderabfe Aan he, by Acir Services, and 
their Fidelity to their Prince, would needs lea«« 
Mauritania, and liirk among the Eoeinies of bi& 
JCing, and briiig over with hiiii> among the S^ 
mans^ his Rercncmencs andDeiire of Revenge. S% 
chat having taken Ship the fame Day chat I de* 
parted, the third .after he comes up to me, and 
coming ouc of his own yeffcl into mine, he gave 
me a Yifit, making the greacefl ExprcfGotis he 
.could of the Affc£lion lie had for vdc» Now this 
Man being he that of all the Mo$rs I had Held the 
gteated Corretpondcnce with, and his Difconcents 
ibeing noc unktiown to me, 1 was extreamly glad 
CO meet with him, and having underQood fu>m. 
him, that the Refentments he had agaiuft his, 
Prince, were the Occafipn'why hp left ;hc Coon-^ 
cry to follow me, and ^^^ along with me co 
Kome^ this Confonancy of Thoughts nude mc chie 
more confidecvc of him> and railed in me a cer*- 
tain Affedlion for him, and engaged me to pro- 
mifc him all the Friendlhip and Amftance axnongfl 
che Romans^ thap 1 could poflibly help him to. 

Thus rcfolvcd, we continued our Toyage to- 
gether, and in the fame Veflcl;, though we made 
his to foflow us, and that very Day Tbeacks ac- 
' quainced me at Iarge„ with all I kticuff noc, chac 
related to his Affairs, and disburtbencd him&lf of. 
all that lay upon his Heart; but with fb muck Ag- 
gravation and Animofiry againft his Prince, chac* 
chough I were really his Enemy, and well plea- 
fed to meet with a Man that loved him not, yet. 
could I not in my Soul approve the procedure of 
his Subjed, and chat of one that had no ground 
giv^n him of difcontenr. However, I dtilcmbled 
chc apprehenfion I had b£ it, as thinking it not 
arnifs to encourage him in thac exafperacion, 
againft a Mau I loved noc^ and fo mucually com« 

municaing 
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jHOnicatii^ our tefencmcnts one co another, ^ire 
kept oil pur Voyage, aiid, having very good wear 
ibcr, came acjaflt to Brundufiumj where we land* 
cd. Here it wa^ tb«c I thought fie to make (bme- 
abo^, to make Tome difcovery what pofture my 
Affairs were in at Rome \ au^ knowing well 
enough, that the kifs of M^urit^ima happened 
partly through my £uilc, as ha?(ng not only by 
Tyranny aiiid Mir-goTernmcm« but al&t by i\c 
jfberty 1 had given the Sddiers to do ^em ThQQ* 
iands of injuries, giy en the M4>$r» Occafion to riif ,- 
in the behalf of t&xr Prince^ and partly by jEU«^ 
Ton of my ncgleil of preventing chat revolt in ch« 
.€tA eruptions thereof, and by that negligence, 
^iveu Coriolanus leifure to fortify, and put bimr 
feif into a Condition ' to re-a(cend the Throne, 
which he would have found very much dtffiicaity 
to do, |iad I ufed all the diligence I ought* tos 
fmothcr th^ evjl at its firfl breaking fjorth ; ike 
Confcieuce 1 bad of xhis Truth troubled me ex* 
treamly. 0y which, put intp a fear of the dif- 
pleafurc of Augj^uSi whom a lofs ib confidera- : 
ble as, that of two gF^.^^ Kingdoms raieht very 
much eza^er^e againft nie, and not doubcing 
but that theie were a many Pcr&ns about hini 
both very ready, and very l^y^ to do mc any 
ill office,, I thought it notjtrudeoceto.gotojl^ixrfp 
till I had before Ixcu aflui^d what I was cithec 
to hope or fear^ upon vay coming tbicher. 

To thai end> 1 feoc one of iiiy Men with {me- 
ters to tbofe Friends whom 1 had at R»me^ where* 
in I intreated them to (end me word truly aii4 
without flattery, how 1 flood in the £ivour of 
Cr/tfr, and what entertainment 1 was to expcdl 
from him, after the misfortune that had hapjen* 
ed to me. The McfTcnger got to Romcy and fome 
few Days after, xeturnBd cheuce with Come of my 

friends,^ 
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Friends, who capic to fee me at Brundufium, and 
thefe did noc oiily heighten the dUlmfl I was in 
before, but withal told me poBtircly, that there 
was no coming for me to Ucw^,, where I was 
cxtteamly ill fpoken of, till I had in fome naea- 
furc vindicated my fcif, that the Emperor was 
ptepoflcffcd with an Opinion very difadvantagcous 
to me 5 and that if I did not employ certain power- 
ful Pcrfons that had much Interdt in him, there 
was not only very fmall hopes I lliould ever reco- 
ver my former Fortune, but they thojjcht there 
was no great fafcty for my Per(on, and accord- 
iftgly adviftd roc, till the Temped were laid by 
ii)me Perfons I ftiould employ to do it, to con* 
tinue at Brtindufium, .where 1 had the advantage 
of the Sea, if I Ihould be "put to any extremity,. 

: ThisDifcoiirfc, made to me by Perfons whom 
I Could not any way (ufped, and whofe Friend- 
fhip 1 had great experiences of, put me to more 
than ordinary diftradiohs, infomuch, that 1 re- 
f<»lved not to leave Brundufium, or look at Rome^ 
till the Emperor's indignation ^ere appea(ed. To 
effe^ that., I writ a large Mariifeftoy in order to 
niy jtiftification, wherein I laid down all the rea« 
fens thlt niade any way for me, and endeavour* 
td to Hodv allWctufatfotis that were put up againft 
rae; aiid having d<liy<*rcd it to my Friends^ they 
rifturn^d^^o Romty to <ct on* work all thofc Per- ' 
fons wh6 we were in- hopes might prevail any 
thln^ with* Cdfary' aiid thofc fuch ds bad inoft 
Power and Authority with him. I dutft not cx- 
pedlrafty' Thing ftom either Ofiavla or Marcelius^ ' 
as -being not ignorant that there had ever been a 
v3fry gt\:at- Friend Ihip between that Prince and the 
King of Mauritania, 1 had as little confidence 
ai the niediation of ^griffat whom 1 had ever 
obfetved an Enemy \o thote Govcrnours, who by - 
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^€ic mifcarriages had exafperaccd the Nations 
rhcy were to govern, againft them, and fo thought 
it my only courie to-aodrcfi my felf to L/V/'/r and 
Tiberius^ who- had ever been Enemies to Cor to* 
hnusy and vrhofe inteccA with C^far was not 
inferior to that of any other whs^^focvcr. 

I thereupon imagined, that my Friends, by 
tl^c means of Ttderius^ m\^t fet the Emprefs on 
work, who could, do .any Thing v^ith Auguftus^ • 
and it was altogether thtt way that I advifcd them 
to ufe t4icir utmoft cndeayoucs, ?Thcy. departed vx 
order 10 the'Defign, and I remained ftill at Brun^ 
dufium very much difquicted, cndcavdiiring what 
I could to ihake ofFmy Afflidion by the Compa- 
ny of Tbeacles^ who wbqld weeds ftay there witk 
xnc, and exprcflfed a very great Engagement in 
lay concernments. Some Days were paflcd fiwc 
the departure of my Ericnds, whtn one of theirl 
returns to me, to affiirc me, that -he had not only 
juana^ed the Bufinefs with mu€h Succefs widk 
Tiberius^ and had difpofcd him to engage the 
Emprefs his Mother, to endeavour my juftifica- 
tion i but alfo, that th<? Prince, after he had. with 
much Satisfa<aion embraced the Occafton to do 
me any Javour, had fcjiit him ro difpatch me from 
Brundufium^^nA to bring me privately toaHoufc 
ihat belonged to a Friend of Tiberius\ in the 
mid- way, h^^zwccn Rome ^ad Brundujt urn » where 
1 (hould meet with Tiberius himfelf, and wheoe 
lie would difcourfe with roc more freely, concern- 
ing the ftatc of my Affairs, and exprefe^thc ear- 
neltncfs he had to fcrvc me therein. I received 
<his News with no fmall Satisfaaion, and though 
J could not but attribute this carneftnefs oi Tibe- 
rius to his envy agamft Corioianus, much more 
vthan to any Friendlhip he might have for me, yec 
«iuft I needs embrace this Occafion of rccoycrine 
Yor. VII. K - ; ' xny 
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j^y (ctf/very iferiouftyi- i>ever exHinimRg out c^ 

I left '.Brundufitm in :tihc Ni^ht, .jficcom^aFifcc! 
by TJteoe/es', who woifld 'by aff means g© along 
with irit, giving oik, ifb«t I ^»tm arfefhcr way 
quite different (torn rhat n^dikh 1 lodk ; nay, to 
make it the more fctedible, ieilt forffe p«t of my 
Equipage that way, left it might 'have been difc 
copied, that I had 4ioy iwerview Widi Ttbe^tusi 
who hsui indeed ^t me ilffltuaions t<i th^t ^B^ 
by my Eriends. 1 am^xotsiunium, which rs ilwr 
Name aS thkt Hoofe, fea»ed ih.^ folii^iry Place, 
ftich as a^Maia ^might tvilfe'fcT a fectdt interview, 
Tikrw-camc'tbither 3^he,feme Day, having only 
a fingte iJerfon lyith Wm, and left Rme in the 
Night, and that with fo much ftcrecy, tliat cherc 
•was not Ae leaft tmct taken of his departure. 
The condition 4 am ih, -dnd the dcfire I have not 
to abufe your attcmion; obliges me to- cofittadt 
Kvy relation, and therefore, lo be as brief as 1 can, 
1 -Ihall only 'tell ^oU, that JibWius, whofe fubtte 
wit bends itfelf to any Thing it would be ar, 
tntcrbined me with exraprdinary Careflcs, and 
•Very kindly received Tl^^o^iJpJ, after I had acquaint- 
«dhim with bis quality, and the mifunderftand- 
ings that were between him and CorUktnus. 
W&reupon, fairing into a Difcoutfe about mr 
wisfonunc, "he comforted me with the kmdeft 
Expreflions^ihat could be, by inftanciirg in many 
great Perfons'to- whom Fonune had been as malt- 
lious, and telling me, that I ought to have this 
•Satisfaaion in my difgrae^^ and what difcourles 
-foevcr my Ertemies might raife agamft me, yet 
was there not any durft charge me with any want 
'Of Courage or Valour.' Then did he cxprcfs Uic 
infinite defircs he had to fcrvc me, and to makfe 
my peace with Q^far, and rcftotx: me to my for- 
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met Favour aad Fonune, to employ not ooly the 
kctle luccred tbac he had hiinfelf', but aUb that of 
the Empre(s his Mother, which, whatever People 
ipight ulk, was far greater than either Agriffa*^ 
oir^ Alarce/ius*s i teUic^ me withal,- that he was 
confideot) upou the aocouot of that Friendfliip 
irhich ihe had for him, that ihc would tiot onljf 
do what iay in her Power, but that flie would 
cf&(5laally prevail wi:h Amguftus to condefcend to 
what ihe 4^fii^d. 

I made anfwer .10 .this t)ifcour(e of Hberiut, 
and his uoble profFerfi, with all the difcoveries of 
a kind re(entment I could polTibly give him y and 
after I had told him feveral Times, that 1 had not 
^efieryed thefe demooftratioDS of hisgoodnels, I 
made a proteflation to him, that Iivould (acrifioe 
the Life and Fortoties, which I ihould be obliged 
•to him for, to ferve .him, and that no conOdera- 
dou in the World ihotild make me quit his inte- 
reds. After 1 had (evecal Times repeated this Dif" 
^ourle to him ; W do not doubt, faiii he to me^ 

* but {hat in a noble Soul, iheScnfeAud Acknow- 
^ ledgment you are to have of the ^rvice I am 

* to do you, will j>toduce the Qf&^ vou promise 
' me ft ihall ; bendes that, (here is fome Reafon 

* our Intereds ihould be joined together, fiiice wc 
( ^ have one common Enemy that hath ruined our 

* Fortunes, and hath ctofled all che'liappineis and 

* en|oyments of my Xife> by all the Ob(lacies lie 

* could lay in my ^way. I conceive you are not 
^ now to learn, Voiufius, what misfortunes .have 
' happened to me, through the means of tliis 

* Ajriean^ who, not content to have difputed 

* C/eopaira with me, upon the fcore of his own 

* good Fortune, rather ttfah any other advanta- 

* ges, hath bafely actempred my Life, and almoO: 

* reduced it to the lad gafp, by a woOnd he 
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* gave me unawares. It is my bufinefs to be 

* revenged on him, and I cannot do it better than

This Di(cour(e oi Tiber iusy inftead of putting 
me to any Trouble, taifed in me no fmall Joy, 
by Realbn of the Conformity which 1 found there 
"was between his Semiments and mine at that Time, 
9nd accordingly, r-eturning him an Anfwerj'with 
a certain Alacrity, whetxie be inferred how tcady 
1 was CO do him any Service that he ^outd poc 
me upon : * My Lord, faid Ito bimy I Ihall rhink 

* my Happineis much greater thati I could ever 
' hope it would have been, if, to the Advantage 
' which f expedl from your Protedion, you add 
« that which I ought to cxpoCl from any Em- 

* ployment wherein I may fervcvyou. For, though 

* the Prince of MauritMnia were itpt mine Enemy, 

* yet fo much am I engaged ta yidr Gcnerofity , 

* that there is not any Thing which I (hall not 
^ undertake, to facilitate both your Revenge, and

Coriola»us had forgotten her» i-iow that he is 
gotten into the Throne, chat matters of Policy 
have fli&d hi$ AiTe^ons, and that, to fecurc 
his Acquefts, he (eeks other Alliances than thofe 
of a ruined. Houie, fuch as is- that of Anthony ; 
but the{c things muft ihe be perfwaded to by 
authentick Proofs,, and fuch Circumilances as 
ihall not leave her any thing to doubt of. As 
for the Means how it ma^x ^ done, I come to 
advife with you, as a Per(bn whole Teftimouy 
in this ca(e. ftie cannot midruCl, provided ihe 
hear nothing of our Interview^ and 1 find there 
.is yet much Icfs Di&uliy to tSt^ it, than I 
. had at fir(l imagined, by the Account you have 
giVen mc o£ the Difcontcius of Tbeodles, Ms 
Quality among the Moors ^ and the Defire he 
haih CO be revenged of Corhlunus, 1 can aQUre 
■ you, [did /, interrupting bintj that Tbeoc/es 
ihall do any ching that we fhaH put him upon» 
.aiKi that he is To (Iraugely exafperated againH: 
Coriolanus, that there is not any Confidcratioci 
ihall (lave him from doing that Prince all the 
il^ Offices that lye in his Power. 
Tiberius recollcdcd h'imfclf a little upon this 
Difcourfc J but ac laft rejoining to it j: * If what _ 
' you (ay be true, reply d hi, I Ice an^ infallible 
^ Expedient tado that efiedually, which I had 
^ projc(acd. ThcDcfign, at fitft Sight, you will 
^ chink, requires much Confidence, efpecially as 
' to Tbeoclesy whofe Afliftanec and Agency in it 
^. is aj^fblutely neafls^ry -, budvhen you look far- 
* ther into it, you will find there's nothing of 
^ Danger, and yet the Adion, as t^ us, IhaTl be 
*' ib meritoiiousi chac allpui Houfe and Relations^ 
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ihaii pcrifH» before you be ezpo&«i coany In* 
coovenienoc, for having done me this Service. 
^ Know rheii) that Corhlam/f hatbbeen Came 
time, heretofore, very dearly loved bv rhc Prin- 
ceis Ju/ia, infomuch, tfaar it was me Ferfwa- 
' iion of many People, that Cerrolanut was not. 
tnfeiifible of that Aflt^liom AiareMis himfelf 
grew not a little jealous of it, f<> far, that it haJ 
almod madie a breach in thacFriendftip, which 
hath ever been fo prcjadidal to my AfFai rs. When 
we have once facilitated yo^r. Accefs to C^Jar^ . 
and brought yon into the fame Reputation with 
him, as you were in before, you may reprclciit 
ro hhn, that C^rhlanus hath noc fct you at Li-. 
becty^ and treated you with fnch exrraordinar/ 
£iidiBarmenTs, 'but upon Condition that you 
iliould do htm ali the Fayour yon could with 
Csfrr^ in Relation to the Design he had to de- 
mand the PrinccGi y»i*»'y ^^^ preftnt IBeocics^ 
(whoft Rank and Quality mignt weH fuitwicb 
an Embafly,) to him' as a Pnfon commiffio- 
nated to that Purp(^. To that Effcd, Tteocks 
in an Equipage conformable lo thar Employ- 
ment, wherein there ihall be nothing wanting, 
as to roacrer of Ezpcnce, may addrcTs himftif 
loCsfary with credential Letters under the great 
Seal of Mauritania, which it will not be hard 
ro find at Reme^ »mong thofe of divers odier 
Kingdoms, that have been brought thither after 
their Redu^ipn imo-R0rfum Provinces, andpro- 
pofe ttmo him in the* Name bf his King, that if» 
wirh the Peace which be Ihould' be defirous to 
have with him, he wionld alibbeflowonhimtfie 
Priiipels yuiia^ m Nfarriagr, he would fubmirto 
him, as ail other tribatafy Kings did, and wouM 

tf t3tkc- hi9^ Kinedowf aes dependent of the Empire.. 

* This Propouciou muft be made with all the 
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-SoktmnicieS' ro^wiite ce fb great an Embaffy : 
And in regacd w« are at a great diftance from 
Mauniumyty fo chac there is nee any Commerce 
bet«Bee»i.ittaii^thar€oi}fftry, and.riiat as things 
ftat^at the p^fetie, there> &rfe Hope we fliafl 
hate any, kb impoffible we ilvMild be difcovcrccf. 
Alii chough it may be thought fomeirhat ttn-

- rciuh, Md thet^ mH>bt(f»>rc whom it will not 
be hard to. perfv*«ide, that his Ambition hach 
»ad< him f(*rgct his tc^f, and chat in the Coa- 
viicion- hei^now atrived to, dei'iTOOs of a reft he 
never yet met with, he cou!d m> way better ef- 
ib^ tc ^an by mafeirig'al?feacej and courting the 
Alliance of oySrr, of whom he mkht cxpcd 
ch«6>tflier upon (he Conditions propofed, thongh 
iie took him not into the htecer. And we ihall 
find it a maveer of (^ mneh the Ie(s Dificufty to 
raak^cnof^frakti(ihh oflm In€de}ity> for that 
Hbave it from very goodHands^, thati fincehis 
Dc^rnii«, (he bath -not heard any thing from 
hin», atid that ihe hath already conceived no

I hearkened with a great de^l of Baciencetothi^ 
Difcourfe ofTihriuSy aiid found in it naany things 
not eaiiiy digefiible, as fuch as roufl needs bring 
us into many Incoiiveniencies i but I overcame the 

treated part of the Diificakies I ihould meet.with« 
y the great Defire t had to purchafe his Friend' 
ihip and Procediou. Whereupon, afiiiming the 
;Di(courfe when h^ had given over fpeakii^g: ^ My

* lutely for us> we ihall reconcile a^, it being to

Tatheie, Tiberius added a many other Reafons 
to eticourage me to engage in his Defign. \ ib thaic 
there needed not much to enflame the Difpofiiioa 
I was "already in to ierye him, into a Relolution 
to do at\y thing he would have me ; and by his 
own natural Eloquence, and the Inch nation i had 
of myfclf to be perfwadcd, he took off all the Difr 
ficultic^ I could make to my.[^lf, when he fird 
made his Propofuiou to me*

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Ah r I hstd reitccarci the Protcftation I had 
made to bin»^ wc OilkiiTbeocfesy to wHbm 27^^- 
mi^l^peatcd all thofcTKiirgs he had faid to mc, 
and wtchoac any Dff&culty brought hfm toaRcfb- 
kctoo to undertake any chiwj^, vrhrch he the fboner 
was pcrfwaded to, as weH by reafbn he was natu- 
rally mifekierous and revengeful, bur wirhal very 
indiicrcct and mconfidcratc, as by the Hopes he 
was put into by Tihrhs, of great Fonanes and 
A{Ii(tances^ atnotisr the Romans, At !aft, he rc- 
folred to endeayoar any thing lliould be proposed 
to htm, md made no Difficulty to perfonatc the 
Amba^octr of his King, and totaKe all hislii- 
ftrudioas from Tthritts, We ftayed together all 
ihat Day, and ihc beft part of the Night, to take 
all the Order requifite in out Dcfigii ; and when 
we had fetled all Things, and thought ourfclvcs fully 
inftrudted, Tihrius deparfcd fronri that Houfe to go 
and endeavour my Peace with Auguftas^ having 
^ti\x^d Ds tkot fa ftir thence, till wc had heard 
from him j but with as much Secrecy as might be,^ 
left there ihoCfld be any Snf|»:cton of our Interview. 
We accordingly ftaid there, as he had ordered 
Ks, while in the mean Time, Ttberhii having trtadc 
a full Ditcovery of his DeCgn to theEmprels, and 
leprefented to her, that all the bappinefs of hjs 
Life confifted *n the Hope he was in to enjoy tlic 
Princcfs C/r^i?fr<« ; Livla^ who had a very great 
Tendecnefs k*;him, after fame few DifncStics 
were fatitfied, engaged in our Defigii upon you, 
and promifed him all the Affiftances me could 
a£>rd him to ^ed: it. He thought it not fit to 
make the leaft Difcovery of it to Kis Brother Dru- 
fus^ as knowing him to be a Priace of a candid 
and open Difpofition, an^-l confequently would not 
have approved thofe Artifices \ fo that all the Pcc^ 
Tons acquaimed with, and coDCCcacd hi our Plot, 

were 
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were only L/w/y/TO^f/ziij, Theocles^ and my 

ftlf. For as to the Pcrfons we were to make 

ufc of, vre cafily pcrfwaded them to what wc 

would have had ali others to believe, ^L/tr/^fbl- 

licited my re-admiflioo imo^the Emperor's- favour 

^ith fo much fucccfs, that Ihc (oon difpcllcd 

thofe clouds of reproaches atid accufations, which 

my adverfaries had railed a^inft mes s^nd yet fo 

ordered a]l things, that Tib^erius was not any 

way fufpedted to have any hand in it, pretending, 

that what fhe'di^V- ^^ tipon the importunity of 

(bmc of 1137 friends, who were Pcrfons of vety 

tontiderabte quality in Rom^- So that as fbon as 

'Tiberius underftood that 1 might have acocfs to 

the Emperor, he fcnt me by a trufty Ptrfon,. eveu' 

the very fame that had aecompanied him in the 

interview, ihar f ftouM jJome.ro Rgm^t and 

withbut any fear; prepare Ay fclf to put iu exe-' 

cation what we had undertaken. We departedi 

thtt}cCf Theoc(^Sj and my fclf, an.d, got thither 

mticH iibout ^ht Tsfrtie jirfic^s oti; rctinije ai]d 

ecjuipage, whicii we^hadTditfor to Bf^ndufiumi 

but before I pr^fcnred my fclf to Ckptr^y wc had 

dndthcr Ccdrti confluence wit)i "tilerius^' znd hav- 

ing*linderflood from "him, how ftrong out party 

was, 1>y reafon *of the Emprefs's being" 6f rt, he 

furjher acquainted us; hovr that * he had in hii 

^ands the great Seal oT the Kings of Mauritan^ay 

'and the order he had taken for the Liveries 

6f the AmbafTadors, and for all other things 

that were rcquidre to our defign. The next 

Day, 1 waited on the Emperor, who, fuitably 

to the hopes that Tiberius had put me iuto, 

entertained me with abundance of courtcfy, im- 

piting tny unhappincfs to fortune only, and 

feeming to be facisfied with the reafpns which 

had been given him in order 10 my juftifics^tioii.

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And though he difcovercd nothing Co much in 
his difcourie, as the vioknc aveifioii iie had for 
CorioIanuSy , yet' did 1 ftill give him. the. grcateft 
coi^n^cndatioiis imagiuable, ceiebratino his Va- 
lour, and a'cknowledging the excraor4inary civi- 
lities I had received from him, in fuch terms as^ 
cafily difcovercd that 1 was far from beino^ his. 
Enemy. For thus had T/^^rf«j and my fcl? or- 
dered the bufinefs to \)t carried, it being rcfblvcd 
tiiat tbeocles and I ihould ,{peak w.ell of him eve;y 
where, Co to take oS all fafpicion Men might 
conceive pf any evil defigp that' wc might have 
s^ainCi him. The firft time I was brought ta 
the Emperor, I gave him only an account of my 
pwn affairs, asalfo tbofe oi Mauiitanla ^}it in. 
the fecqnd audience I had, which was w)ien all 
things were .ready and ripe foL , Ijf^^r/ftf/^ de- 
n^n, I had fbme difcciurfe witn .him \ aboi^ 
Tbeocles s C^ommifGony and demoded audieuce 
fox him. , . , '..11 / vi i >Hi 

. But hercj &Ia)dam> and ycju niy Lord, conytujpr 
cd V'$tufiuSf,\ookvSghx\ Cleopatra iad. Ai^rcellus^ 
I am no\v come to that part of my relation, 
which,. 1)eihg to give yoUj^. account .of things 
you are* but too wcjl acquam:cd with aWdy, 
will accordingly -be troublctom^ to you, F^t you 
know as, weli.as. niy (elf ho w? we were e.nrcrtainfcd 
by. C^f^t\ as ahb with what contempt he looked . 
oa the Embafly o£ Tbeocles, and in a Word> all 
the particular circuml^ances of cur Negotiatioa. 
You alfo bed know what influence our.dcfign 
had upon your felves, in fome meafure anfwering 
the cxpedations of Tiberius ; yet fo, Madam, as 
that, ra his misfortune and my unhappinefs, he 
made ■ not that advantage thereof he wajs in hope 
^t migKt have produced, iincc that though yoii 
ccafed to love a Pxiuce whom you conceived ia- 
/ ' ' conftant 
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couftant to you, ycc did it not occafion the leaftr 
chan'ge in you as to what thoughts you had of 
Tiberius; nav, on the contrary, tht averfion ypu 
Kad had for nim, (cemed to be far greater than 
It vvas before^ upon this accident. 

Ac this pallage Volufius made a Hcclc ftop, as 
if he had gone through the tfrft part of his Re- 
lation 5 and Marcellus ^txcns'iuZy thiatthe Prin^ 
cefs, having fummoned all the forces ofher Refo- 
lution and Coriflancy,. to keep, up her Spirits at 
this re- iteration of her cruel afHi£^ions, was> never- 
thelcfi, forced to give "pailage to certain Tears, 
doing himfelf a lutFc viorence to avoid cxprcfling 
the fame Weakhefs j * \i is but too true, faid h^ 
to Volufius ^ that your barbarous Combination 
produced cfJFefts but too deplorable 5 and that if 
the crafty Tiberius made no advantage of \t^ 
through the Jufkicc of the Gods i who have ever 
a panii|imenc for fijch treacherous' defigns.v he 
drcvir. ncverthclefs thi^ faiisfadlioh ironi it, thajc 
he jilled. out Souls wich a mortal Grief, and 
that it did'me more mifchief than you expedecf 
it'ftiould, in regard of that flrangc influence it 
had qn the difpofition of ihe.incqn(l:ant Julin^ 
which it might have had on that of the generous 
Cieopfttra. \Th jTie, Volufius , whom you have 
not yet Juftined, though you have afTured us of 
the fidelity of C(?nV/j»«x, and though T/^«r/ftx 
and your fcrf have over-reached us to ihe pre- 
judice of that poor Prince, who, you tell us, 
had hot really fb much as thought oi Julia j yet 
hath thatunmindPuI Prinpefs appeated fuch upon 
that dccadon, asfhehad done upon divert others 
before, aqd the feigned expr^flions of the Love 
and pretended defign of Cgriolanus^ drew from 
her very earned ones of the reflux of that af- 
fei^iou which llie had fometimes had for him. 

* Ah I 
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Ah I my Lord, fays Yolu(?us, reaffuming the' 
Difcourfe^ cntcr.ain not any fech tliJoaghc, and 
aflufc yonr (elf, if you dare; credit a Man ac-. 
knowledgiiig himfclr gaifcy of fo great a Chear,* 
that Julia hath ihewn her iflf upon this cracN 
gciKy, no lefs conftant than Cono/anuSy and 
that Ihc entertained with abundance of Contempt 
wlut we would have have perfwaded her to, as 
to the affe<^ion of Coriolanus, The Gods are mj; 
wicnefTes, that I have not in the lead contribu- 
ted to die occadons of your jcabufy, but wa$ 
told by Tb'eecles, after he had rc(Hvcd ordeci 
from the Emperor to leave Rome within fome 
few Days, that Tiberius^ who had made hin\ 
his abforute creature, and had promiied him 4 
tecurc refuge, though he faw him but very pri- 
vately, and that in publick he pretended no( 
the lead acquaintance with him, would necd^ 
out of an extraordinary fuggcflion of Malice, 
have him give you ftme occafion of Jealoufy, 
the more to cnflamc the reftntmenf you hvlght 
have againH: the King of Mauritania, Tni$ 
was to be done i>y the means of one of Julians 
Womci), who', being cotfupted by prefentSf 
was to give admittance two NigJiJts lucceffivcly, 
imo the Lodgings of that Princcfe, Co to pi;t 
you into an . imagination that/ he had fecrct 
Conferences with her. But hie hath proteftc4 
to me,, with many imprecations, that ne nev^ 
faw the Princefs, and that he bad not fpokencp 
any but. that only Woman, whofe name is 
Acilin^ if I miftake it not, with whom he ha^i 
pafled over fcvcral Hours in the Prince(s*s 
Wardrobe, and whence he never came but at 
fuch Hours> as there mud needs be noiice takqi 
of him. , 

' Cleofdtra 
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C/eopatra having wiped her Eyes, looking on 
Marcel/us, with a very fcrious Couiwtnancc, 
I know not, BroihcTy /aid JJie to him, whether 
yoa dare traft me as far as you would Volufius* 
But if che lace difTacisfadioiis whieh you have 
cxpre(lcd your fclf to be in as to yulta^ proceed 
mecrly from chofc ftcrec interviews which fli^ 
hath been fufpe^led to have had with Tbecctes^ 
they arc very unjuft ; and bcfides chat the Prin- 
cefs coming co underftand it after your depar- 
ture, hath fufficieiuJy cleared her felf in m« 
rtcfence, as. alto by the acknowledgments of 
Matcetla and AMonia yout Sifters, who fpent 
thofecwo Nights wirh her, I can, for my own 
part, aflure you, that during the repreientatioa 
of all this precended in fidelity of C or to Ian us ^ 
Ihe cxpteflcd nothing but a very great difplca- 
fuce and indiguation againd him. I ihouM 
have acquainted*, you with as much^ had you 
not. been ,gbne from Romey without taking aaiy 
leave from iis, and muft further let you know, 
that according to my apprehendons of it, ybu 
caun^t any longer juftly charge with lightncfs. 
a PHnctfs," who in your abfencc, though fFi^ 
had reafon to take it very much arailT, hath 
evcr^expreded a firm and faithful afedion tor 
wards you/ At thefe Words of Cleopatra^ 
MarctlluSy who repofcd no fnaall confidence in 
any thing came from her, feemed to put on ano* 
cher councenance, and looking on net with aji 
Adlion, wherein (he might difcover ^e change 
they had wrought in his Heart : * Ah Sifter I 

* fai^d be to ber^ how much does the aflurauce of 

* a Pcrfpn (uch as you arc, fortify that of J^<?/ii- 

* fius^ and what fuffcrings and afSidlions had I 

* avoided, if I had been acquainted with what 

* I now hear from" your Mpuch J and which I 

• cannot 
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* cannu buc give Credit lo, by reafo'n of the au- 

* thority which you have over my belicF, with 

* as much confideace, as if I had ic from the re- 

* lation of Volujluu For my relation, replied 
' Volufius^ you liave no more reaCbn to r^fpe^ ic 

* as to this particular, than you do as to the other. 

* truths which you have received from me: And 
' if you will but afford me your patient audience 

* to the end, vou fhall find, that confidering the 
^ intered which makes me fpeak, it is jmpoAlble 
' I fhould entertain you with any thing but 

* what is true.* The Princefs ^iid the Prince 
having, upon thofc Words, exprcllcd their readi- 
iiefs to give him the attention he dcfired, he thcrc- 
Vipon.re-afTumed his difcourfe, \vhereof Af/?>ff //iri 
hearkened to the (ecjuel with much more fere- 
tiicy of thoughts than he had .done to the former 
part. 

Wlieh Ttberlus {[rft engaged me, with Theo^ 
cksy to be' . inftrunicntal in the cheat he had re«» 
felved tp put upon- you, my readinefs to be'dtawa 
in, proceeded not fo miich from the di.lTatisfaflory 
Refentmehts I had conceived againd the King of 
Mauritaniiiy as the iieceHlty I then flood in of 
his afliftance, to be re- admitted into favour witk 
Auguftus4 and the expedation he put me into, of 
the protedion of Livia^ his own, and that of all - 
his Friends, for the recovery ^ofmy Fortunes 
which I had'^loft, with the Government of Maw 
ritania. He pur me intd feme hopes, that,, by 
the recommendations of Uvia^ I might be cn- 
truftcd with other Employments, not inferior, 
or lefs confiderabk, than that, nay haply with 
the fame again, if -the Eoiperor brought thaf 
Kingdom under fubjcdion. 

He performed ihefe promifes lie had inaclc to 
me in fome part, and; as 1 have told you, h^ 

maJji 
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made my peace with Ctfar^ befoce he goc me co 
do any cbing in ihe dcfigo, wherein I was co ' 
(erve him. Bm,,.whep he perceived chat the ar- 
tifices h^ had made u(e of, anfwered not his ex- 
pectation,, and. that thoogh they had 'proved (b 

' fortunare as to fatKfy yaa both of the infidehty 
of Corhlanusy and coniequeutly deftroy or divert 
the afFe&ioD you have had for that Prince, yet 
would not that dtverHoQ prove any way advan* 
tageous to himfelf, nor raife in the Princefs's 
heart, tho{e inclinations which were loft as to 
CorioUnusy he immediately grew cold, notmind* 
ing my concernments at al(> or the great hopes 
he had, not long before, put mc into. I was 
(enfible of that change^ of his difpofkion by many- 
circumftances, and took notice o^jt wichuofmalf 
diiIaiisfa£lion. However, at the fir (I I took all 
things with abundance t^f Patience as not chink- 
ing It very (Ica^ge, that the didta^ion Tiberius^ 
was in, wjiich wa$ foch as n^ade him kCs carefut 
of him(clC might well.m^ke him reH^i5^ biK'licrlc 
on his Friends, and that, conlidering wiih hirnfcH. 
whac l^tck foffibility he was iu .to gain your af* 
fedtionSy Madam » at a time where he was in a 

-.manner confident not to m€c^ with ahy difficulty, 
as having no Rival to ballance his addrcfles ta 
you, his humour (eemed to be (b me what dianged* 
from whac-it *was, ai^ difesyeied Tome remiflion 
'pf th^t earndJUitt^ which he had before expreflled, 
to do me all (he fa'^ur I could expedt.from him. 

> jBur vfrhqa I faw.that his coldnefs ^ncteafed more 
and more, and that the Emprefs did-m^ not any 
good office with C^faty I began to be tibubled, 
and to give emercainmcnt to that remorie- whieh 
ever attends guik» when a. Man reaps not the Be- 
nefit which had eiKOuraged him to che commiilioi^ 
pf a Crime. , '...'-* 
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HowCTcc, Tiberius thought fit, o«r of PoKcy, 
ta flatceo me dill wkK (bare (Ught remainders of 
liope« and held h not prudence to' make ad acMb^ 
Utte breach witb me, oat of a fear that >tbe dRcotf* 
tern I roighc concerve thereat, (houldcr^age me 
t«> difiovet the>csach' of what had pftft# Upon 
Aeie conffdesaiions was it, that he, oetBg prodi- 
gal' enough of hiskindneis and eaieiles, whtB 
mere i% oa^y thing of ieoncernmefnt to himftH^ 
enoercained me with civilities, Aich as in appearance 
were rbemoft obliging in the WopW. But I per* 
ceived that, in eflfed, he thought bur Httle of me, and 
minded: me no more than as an Acd>mplk^ rn . ehc 
h^(k trick he had^ put upon you, and one that he 
cmtld gJadty have wrfhed cmi of i^*t WbrW, fb 
to be ridr of a fear «f bemg fomc ttwie or other 
betrayed. His c^riage was not the (ame to w^erds 
TkffoclUy and knowing him to>be a Per (be of 
miicbicvous indinarions, and one fie to be pnc 
Mpon any £nte«pri»e, he ha^ held him in a ter^^ 
fair cocrefpondence to be m«kie tt& bf in a ckfign 
he. had^ and'to be emplbyed^, as I have tt>l([f yotr, 
to pe&fwadie Prince MarceUitu that the Pfinceft 
Jutta treated privately with him upon the Ne- 
gotiation, he was firiK thither upofi, from Corith' 
ianus. When the Emperor had ftm him ati 
order to foave Rom^^ he fent him to a Hottfe of 
his own, within a Day"fe joiilrne^ frdm the City, 
and there kept him (ecrcrly, riU' the tnne of his 
departure, which wa« wichrn few Days after. Yoq 
know how he left K«>ii^, in a mahner jilane^, 
without any attendance, and weilt hi$ ways; (b 
obfciirely, thacic was noth;nown what defign he 
wasgoiu upon, iior what way he had cakerr at 
his departure. .^He gave out, feme Days before, 
(as I alfo heard my (elf) that hn intention wad 
to find out Coriolanus in the midft of his &omt'- 

uions. 
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nioiis, and to be rerenged by his Death, fbt the 
Wound he had received f^om him, fince the 
Emperor had denied him al! other ways of fatif- 
fadliOH) and thought not fir ta trail him with the 
Command of that Naval Army which he had 
fent s^inft him, under the Conduft of i>^itt»- 
ths jEf^obarbus \ and I was confirmed in the 
confidence I had that he was gone away upon 
that refblutiorn when I underftood that he had 
taken Tbe9cUs along with him, who was well 
acquainted with the Country, and might accordingly- 
very much facilitate the execution of his £nterpri:se. 
The departure ofTihertas ptit itie into rtoftnall 
^oniiiinient, as being a thing that came not 
within my expectation, for I found my felf, hy 
that means, much" to my difcomforr, deprived of 
chat licrk aiCRance which I was yet hi hopes ta 
rtceive from him. That ^hich put me imoa* 
greater rieeeffity of ir, was, that by the concern- 
ment I had in Tbeochs*s Negotiation, I hact 
drawn upon me your difplcafure, my Lord, with.' 
tkat of all your Houfe, and chat of Antbonfs^^ 
wiifich are the moft powerful of the Empire, and 
aeainft which I could not hold out bng, but by 
tfc intereft of Lsvia. Not, my Lord, that I 
ever received any difcourtcfy cither from your 
felf or the Prince(s, or that you did me any ill 
office that ever 1 could hear of; but it was not 
hard for me to take notice, that you were all but 
little plea^ with me, and I. was not ignorant 
that you were in a capacity to do me a Difplea^ 
fore, whenever you had a mind to do it. For your 
port, my Lord, ypu foon put me out of that fear, 
by your departure fome few Days after Tiberius^ 
which was almoft after the fame manner, and as 
moft I^opic were of Opinion, with the fame dc- 
fign: 'but. the PfinccTs O&avi'a ftaid behind, as 

alio 
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aJ(b the Priiiccflfes your Sifters, and divers other 
Perfons of great tred it with C^faVy who were 
all very much diilacisfied with me. Livia and* 
Drufus were indeed^ able to couuterl^alance that 
credit of theirs ^ but Livia countenanced me no 
longer, when Tiberius once forbore his foUicita- 
lions on my behalf j and Drufus, sl Perfon of 
a more than ordinary Virtue, finding haply 
little inclination to any fqch thing iti- me, and* 
haviiig at my firft coming conceived a prejudice 
againft me^ ezprefled not the leaft fciendihip to* 
vlrards me. . . 

; Thu? was I, in^ nianner, diCcardcd by alU lit- 
tle eftcemed by C^faVy who had not entenainedt 
me but upon the mediation of Livia^ a^id abuf^d 
by ihofe that faw me falletv, through my owa 
ucgligcnce, from that noble employment, and- 
f^vpur of Fortune, wherein I Teemed tp haye been 
lo well fettled. . My ancient Friends, nay my owri^ 
Relarions began to flight me> and not to endure 
my Company. witliout fomc violence j. (b that in- 
dead of continuing iii the hopes 1 had conceived 
to be reftoted to my former Condition, I found. 
my fclf in a probability to wafte a^ay my Life». 
not only in the Condition of a private. Man, but 
withal, in that of one of the moft unfortunate o£ 
Iviankind. The reil6<f3ion I made on this altera- 
tion filling me with melancholy and defpair, be- 
fan to re-inflame thofe regrets in my Soul, which 
might well ix)naive for the abufe I had done (6- 
great a iPrincc, and made me look on my prefenc 
portUne as a vifible efFed of Heaven's jullice, whom 
I, had incenfed againft me, by an unreafbnabic 
defire of revenge, and the carrying on a bafe and 
unworthy project.. I made all the Friends I could 
for feveral Employments, which were all denied 
me, rfhough they jvcre fuch as I might wdl pre- 
tend 
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%end to \ and F found at laO; that there was no 
living for me in Romcy but with the contempt 
cveii of th*6fc Pcrfons who tjad fometime adored 
my greatntfs. This confidcration ftruck fuch ar- 
rows in my Heart, that at laft, being no longer 
able to hold out againft my Affliftion , I fell into 
a long and dangerous (icknefs, which I was drug- 
ling with when Cafar left/ Rame to go that vafl 
progrefs he intended through the Empire, and 
irom which he is not yet rcmrhcd. 

1 fhall not trouble, you with the particulars of 
my fickncft, whiich kept me faftencd ro niy Bed 
in a manner ever fince that Time, and during 
which there have happened very ftrange and great 
xevolutions, efpoeially in Mauritanhy which up- 
^n the ab(cnce of its valiant Prince, whofe prc- 
ft (ence mieht have mainraibed it aeainft- all the 
World, is fall^ under the Power of Augufius, 
Hearing this News at Romey Grief ftized mc 
afrefli, as refleding on'^the ofomifc I had been fed 
with by TiberiuSy to be TctVored to that Goverii- 
menr> if ever it were reduced. At laft, after a 
long and dangerous (idsne(S| I make a ihift to 
leave my Bed, much about two Months (ince ^ and 
conceiving, that change of Air might contribute 
fomewbat to the recovery t^f my Heakh, I depart- 
cd from Rime^ and went to fpcnd (bme Time in 
certain Houfes I had ftill left me in Itaiy^ When 
I was grown to Tome competency of itrength, I 
would needs take a further progrefs, and after I 
had fpent (bme Time in vifits among my Friends, 
tif I may fay that in my Misfortune I had prefer- 
v;rd any) I went to a certain Hou(e belonging to 
Mummius^ diftant from Brundufium about ad* 
.hour's riding. There had Iftaid two Days, when, 
by (bme that belonged to Mummiusy who went 
almoft every' Day to Brundufium^ I under ftood' 

chat 
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xhac Tiherius was newly arrived there I was a 
licde furprized at that News, nay, fo far, that I 
-was- in {ufpenCe wharcoui^fe I fhould cake, as not 
knowing w her her ic weie then a fit Tmie for mc 
xo wait on htm, to put him in mind of the pro- 
jnifes he had made co me, and ^> acqaaint him 
wich the fiid Condition 1 was reduced to, or fit 
iiown in the perfwafion I was of, that he had 
HabfoIuteJy forgotten me. Bnt at 1^, fome little- 
(cantlings of hope;, that he wonid in fbme mear 
fure .perform what h< had ptomifibd', -eocotiraged 
sne into a |le(blQtion toiee him, Aaxt^^y^ 
I went to Brundtfium^ and prefenced my felf to 
liim, ac a, Time,, that -in all probabtHty he was 
iK)t much taken up wich.aoy Thoughts of me. 
^Tis generally known what a great Maftec he is 
lAi the sa^,of difliilaulation, yet-^ould he noc Co* 
difguife himfclf at my fitft appotfrance, but that 
I could €a(ily perceive he was forocwhat at a lofs 
to fee me there,; and that I was not fhe welcomeft 
Jerfon in the Wodd to him* , But after a while 
recovering hitnfeJf and his artifices, he enter- 
tained me tvifh ; abundance o<f .(beming Obliga- 
tion, even to the -makang of a many exctiles 
to me, that he \yzd }tk Rcmf^ :\t'i:hQUt giying 
jne notice of it, .arid fwcaring that that injury, 
( if it were any) was no tDOt^ than he had done 
fo alJ the World bcfidcs,. <hofe only excepted 
■ivhom he had taken along with khim « and chat 
lie had concealed his Dengn from all, that Co 
it might not be in the power of any to prevent 
it. 

Finding him in fuch a poClure of civility to« 

, wards me, 1 thought it a fit Time, in plain Term», 
to acquaint him with the miferabk Condition 
I was then in as to point of Fortunes, and did 

* iikutly repooach him with a ocrrafn ba&aefs, in 

that 
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that he ha$l ibr(aken me, sfsa: i had upon hi^ 
acoounr engafpd my ielf man adion:, wiHch hail 
raifcdme Enemies. among rhc fcof^vowerfDl Pcr- 
fons aboot if he Emperor. I alio roek Occafion te 
put him in 'mind c!f cht; pioitiiie he had made me 
foe my 'recovery €f( chc Governmcnc I had loCt^ if 
it came within M power of Auguftus, 

V r/^^r/ffx /iiffembled the vezauon which this 
Di&om^emaftneed&fuc him into, and affirming 
thac Jie ftiU -perfifted in the fame Rcfotu^ofis, he 
rold me char rhe K.ea(c>n of Irk Hay at Brundu^^ 
fium^ wsls, -t^ karn by'cho(eth^i\c had fent to 
Itome^ ia what* place he might meet with the £m'- 
pcrori who, as he had undcFftood, was Co far 
MK to his ^ProgYef^, as ikio Afia^ one of a Dcfign 
he had to vifit the Provinces of the Empire. That 
as ibpn as hi* People were returned, his Refok*> 
tions were to pot to Sea again to ovcrcake Au- 
guflut^ Court, where he promifed me ro endea- 
vour «((1 that ia^ in his poWer wich«thim and the 
£mpre&,'torefetfe me in Muttrittmitty in the fame 
Cotftdiiioti I had been in before. 

Seeing him in this humoor, though Idurft not 
be over-confident of his promifes, I entreated him 
thac he would be pleaTed ro take me along with 
him in chat Voyage, and give me leave once more 
to try, whether 1 could recover my (elf out of the 
wrcrchedneft of my Fortunes by his protection 
and afllftance. Tthefius entertained that requeR 
%fth a Countenance wlterein ic was vifible thac 
he thought me a trouble to him. Ycc durft he 
not deny it me out of a fear, as I have had good 
'ground to imagine iince, led fuch a difappoint- 
ment might oblige nic to difcoverthe Combina- 
tion and the Dcfign we had to circumvent you 5 
which it fccms he was very loatli fliould rake any 
^ix, though he had not made that Advantage 

thereof 
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thereof which he ezpedlcd. He thecefote was con- 
tent I (hou\6 accompany him, infomtich that hav- 
ing fomc thsee l>ay« after received from Rome the 
Account he expeded, and the. Accommodations 
he (em for, in order to his Retinue, I went abroad, 
/ by his permilHon, taking along with me but a 
fmall number of Servants that had attended me to 
Mummius's Houfe s and (b we dire^ed our coarCe 
^ towards Alexandria^ whither he had underdood 
that the Em^peror was to come within a ihore 
.Time, and to make {bme (lay there. 

I .had forgot ,to tell you, that I found Tloeosles 
witjn him, .in very good. Terms, a^ ta matter of 
trod and intimacy,, which I was at firft vety glad 
to fee : But not many Qiys after I perceived, that 
xhe good inclinations which that Barbarian had 
iometimcs exprefled co me« wece in a manner loft, 
iiiid that I was much more an eye-fore to hiiti than 
to Tiberius. I undcrftood from, both, that they 
liad been ii^Mauritaniay Co. endeavour, by any 
means they could, the Disath ofCoriolanuSy it be- 
ing, it feems, the Judgment of Tiberius^ that he 
might com pafs it any way whatfoever, without 
any Prejudice to his Honour, .after the Treatment 
he had received from that Fringe in Rome, and 
the cour(e he ha^ taken to be fatisfied of him bjr 
Of her ways, if the Emperor had thought it good 
to bedow on him the Command OtiTthe Naval 
Army which he had defired. They further told 
me', what Trouble it was to him that he had not 
met with him in his own Kingdom, pnd that 
after they bad fought him up and down in ocbecs 
the next to it, he thought it bcft to take his way 
back again to Romc^ out of an Imagination he 
might be fecietly returned thither to fee the Pria- 
csS CUofatra^ 

Though 
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Though I was do friend to Corloknusy .2S I 
^Ink I had fufficiently made ic appear, yet this 
fetfidiotttiiefs of Jbeacles cguld I not but conceive 
a horror at, perceiving ic to be fuch as egg*d him 
on to compa& the death of his Prince j and chi; 
troubled n\e fo much, chat I could not forbeac 
difcovecing ic co him, (b far as chat I could noc 
any way approve of it. It was no doubt an im- 
prudent adliou in me, and the Barabrian con- 
ceiving bimfelf difoMiged, noc only forebore all 
further correfpondence with me, butraifing fufpi- 
<clons in Tiberius of me, he had ever and anon 
private conferences with him, which I muft not 
l)e admitted xo, and accordingly gave me occafloa 
to miftruft there was fomething a- brewing agaioft 
me. 

.Thus we kept on our Voyage, which proved 
pVofperous ^enough, till chat ycfterday we landed 
upon this River, at a htde Cicy which is diftanc 
about three hours riding from this place. Tibe^ 
r]us, ic (eems, being unwilling co come up into 
the Port of Alexandria^ out of a defign, as he 
told me, to come into the Cicy undifcovercd. la 
order co that refolucion, he cold us, that we mufl: 
be divided into fevcral parties, che better co avoid 
going in fuch a number and equipage as mighc 
occafion any difcovery, and chereupon ordered 
me to go before wirh Theoclesy feven or eighc of 
his Men, and but two of mine, adigning Tbeo^ 
(les a -place in Alexandria^ where it was appoint- 
ed we ihould all meet at Night;. We got on 
Horfe-back (I all this time noc having the lea(t 
miftruft of the wicked defign they had upon me) ' 
and rode a good way difcourfing of indiflerenc 
things, che diftancc which was between Theocles 
and my felf being not come tp that (height, as to 
hinder us from difcouriTng together. At laft be- 
Yoi.. VII. L iflg 
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iiig come into a Wood, which from the Rivcr- 
iide reaches fbme Stadia inrp the Neighbourhood, . 
Tbeocles began to. rip«up the former dilcoUrlc 
wc had together (bme Days before, concerning 
the Service he would have done TiheriuSi in ihc 
deiign he had undertaken to be the death of his 
own Prince i and told me he very much won- 
dered, 1 ihould difapprove his proceeding, being 
guilcYof an a^lion thac was no becter, ^nd had 
my (clf engaged him in a Cheat, which he had 
iicvcr been drawn into but by my Advice and Efi- 
cduragement. Though I. mignc well imagine. 
thzt The^cks fell not upon that di£cour(e, but 
with a dej[ign ro quarrel with mc, and &id a 
pretence, without infamy 'to Ttberiusy to pnc . 
in Ezecutjou what they had bafcly plotted againft 
me, yet did 1 not Tcflc(fl on it loon enough, 
and accordingly could not forbear telling him, 
that there was a yaft dijfcrMicc between an Action 
tirherein we had been jointly engaged {thooeh 
trtily confidercd, it were very horrid) and the 
defign to murthcr a King in his own Kingdom} 
and that there was a greater difference between 
thofe two Anions, in regai;d of us, by as mOch 
as that 1 was a Roman^ and he a Subjed to Corio^ 
tonus. 

' This barbarous Wretch, who, what anfwcr 
fcevcr I had made, would have found thc.prc- 
tcnce he was fo dclirousof, pretended to he iran- 
fportcd with indigtiation at this difcourfc, drewr 
his Sword, and ran at me with all the fiuy he 
could. I fhould have been but little frightned ac 
his adion, if all thofe that were about him had 
not done the like, and with the fame labour 
fatisfcd me, that Tiberius had not beftowed that 
Guard on me, but to give me my death. Of my 
two Men, the more afiiiflioDatc loft his Life ac 

my 
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;]fly ¥cec, and the other frightned faved him- 

ftlf by getting iat6 the Wood, (b that I was 

forced «o ftand alone to the fury of tho(e cruel 

Butchers, who came about me and gave me two 

^cat Wounds. No queftion, but a thoufaud 

more had followed to difpatch me ^ut of this 

World, and I faw it was to no purpofe to think 

to lengthen my Life by a fruitlefs rehftance, when 

it pl^Ced Focnine to dired into that part of thQ 

Wood a Man armed all oyer, mounted on a 

very (lately Hor(e, and attended only by an £(quire« 

He made a halt to fee what was done, and per* 

reiving he had but little time to lo(e, it he 

would fave my Life, after he had anticipated his 

•oomiog by a great om-ay, and in few Words 

reproached my Enemies with bafenefi and cowar- 

.dife, he ran in among them with a fiuy to which 

nothing can be compared, and having with the 

ibock of his Horle overthrown the nrfi he met 

with in his way, he (et upon the vefi with fuch 

eagemefs,^a$ Ihewed he was nothing daunted at 

their number. And whereas they, is well as !» 

bad no other arms than their Swords, he fpenc 

very few blows, which either carried not death 

along with them, or made thole he met with 

uncapable of fighting any longer. Theocles ado- 

nilhcd at this rftiraculotis relief, and perceiving 

there was no poflibility to make an end of me» 

till he had Hd hands of the Stranger, endeavoured 

with the afliftance of his Men to difpatch him* 

But as it happened, he ran upon his own death, 

for chat valiant Man having received upon his 

Buckler the blows he made at him, tan him clear 

throogh the Body, and fo he fell down to the 

Gfoufid, and immediately breathed his lad. His 

Companions were but weak in their endeavours 

10 revenge his fall, and fihding*themfelves re^ 

L a duccd 
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duccd CO one half of the number chey made at 
firft, and chat by the fame htod, they were quite 
difeouraged, and placed all their fafecy in their 
flight. 

Finding my fclf refcutd in that manner from 
chofe unmerciful Enemies, though very much 
vreakned by the two Wounds I had received, I _ 
made a ihifcto come nearer my deliverer, to give 
bim thanks for his afliftance ^ and it happened at 
the fame time, that be, fceline himlelf very 
much heated, either by teafou ofthe fulcrinefs oif 
the Seafon, or the Adion he had been in, puc 
up the Vizor of hi» Head*picce to cake in a little 
frefli Air. I had hardly fauened my Eye^ on his 
Countenance, but 1 was in a manner dazlot 
by the ludre and goodUnefs of it, and there- 
upon looking on him a little more earneftiy^ 
I knew him to be that Perfon to whom I Jiad 
been (b cruelly perfidious, the valiant King of 
Mauritania. 

It h jmpoflible I (hould reprelent to you the 
confufion I was in, to find my (elf obhgod foe 
my Life to a Prince whom I had (b balely abuftd, 
and to (ee that Fortune fhould, after (b ftrange a 
mapner, diredl to my relief that Perfon from 
vhom of all Men I had leaft reafon to ezped it. 
An adventure fo uncxpcded codld not but tie up 
my Tongue foe awhile, and (lifling the difcout(e 
I intended to disburihen my (elf of, by way of 
acknowledgment for the deliverance I was obli^d 
to bim for, 1 ftood (ItU before him, mute, im- 
kioveable, and in the poClure of a Man whom 
an ezcefs of remorfe had deprived of all cotifi* 
dcnce. And it was cenainly from my temor(c» 
rather than any fear, that this proceeded, as not 
knowing whether the injury 1 had done him 
was come to bis knowledges but if I was ado- 

oithcd 
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niihed to fee him> he was no lefs to meet with 
mci and calling mc^o mind by the Ideas h6 had 
ftill tn his menttury of my CoHncenance, and 
haply confirmed by the aftoniihmem heobferved 
in it, he ftood (till, as well as my &\£y like one 
*l.i{l in fufpenCe and irrerolution. At laft, the 
PaOSon which produced that tSc^ in him being 
much diSerem from that which had put me into 
fo great difturbanoe, he foon recovered himfelf, 
and haying viewed me with much more earned- 
nefs than before: ^ Ave not youVblufius, fa id be 
' to mey fbnte time Praetor of Mauritania ? I 

* am the very fame Volufius, anfwered /, who 

* am now obliged to you twice for this wretched' 

* Life, as having once received it with my Li* 

* berty, as a demouflraiion of your gencrofity, 

* and being obliged to you for it now, by the Re-* 

* lief I have received from you, when I was reduced 

* CO the laft extremities. You might have added 

* to thztyfaidhfy that you are the tame Volufius^ 
^ who being once before obliged to ine for youc. 

* Life and Liberty, have never tbelefs made me 

* the mofl unformnate Man in the World, and 

< by your per£biioufners Have occadoned me the 

* lofs of Qltofatta\ afFc^ion^ my Kingdom,' 

* and whatever ihould make me in Love with Life. 

This reproach puc me to fuch a lefs, that I 
knew not whsu anfwer to make; whereupon j 
casing my Eyes on the Ground, with an action 
expreffing the grcarnefs of my confufion, I faciC* 
fied the Prince that I had nothing by way of jufti^ 
fication to fay for my (elf. When he had looked 
on jne for fome time in that pofture: ' Whac 

* injury foever 1 may have received from youj 
^ faid he to mCy it troubles me not that I have 

* been the occafion that you are yet alive ; buc 

< cerraiuly^ 'cis a vifibie example of Heaven's 

L 3 judice^ 
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' iuftioe, to zefove che revense of your perfidi- 

* otifn^fs to me, who have oeen moft iiijqred 

* thereby. Re-aflume che confidence whkn the- 

* confctcnce of your crime (eems to have depri?e<if 

* you of, and unce I have feen,you defend your 

* Life with €Otttagc enongh againft divers Mei» 

* at the fanae time, mufler up ail yott have, to 
^ defend ic againft one Man aboe, and give me

liian a Combat: ^ My Lord, /aid I to him^ If

* without any difficulty uke them \ nay, thougti 
^ I wpre mudi more in Love with it than I am, 
^ yoQ ihould never fee me defend ic againd you •

Nor indeed is it. from the ruin of a Peribo in- 
famous foe his perfidioufiic& and^ treachery chac 
you oughcco took for any glory, yet will it not 
be any reproach to you, though you IhouM 
without any forcher Combat, run your weapon 
through a Bread which I lay open to yoo, 
and whicH I ofEer up ta your itidign^tioti^ with- 
out any other regret thah that of an iocapadcy 
to make you better fatisfa^on for the nnCehitS^ 
i have been the occadoiv of, and the injury I 
have done you. 
While I fpoke to this ef&d, the Prince per- 
ceiving my CQuntei>ance [gcew more and more 
palcy and that my Blood ran- down along my 
Cloatbs*iti abundance, not only moderated his 
juft difpleafure, which would have arm«d him 
agaiaft me } bu^, pafling from one extt eam into 
aumher, with a gencrofity rhat is never met with 
in ^y Soul, but luch as his, he Teemed in aman- 
Ber*^ftihanied that he had been fo ready to engage 
a Man to fight that was weakued by Co great 
Wounds^ Whereupon, compailion forcing its 
pailage ioVo that truly-royal Heart, through tkofe 
, barricsKioes of Paflion which for (bme time h^ 
Oj>po(€d tic, be became tenderly moved at the 
^rc!«hedne(s of my Condition, and, looking on 
^e with a CoMHtebaocc* whecein there was not 
'ttuy thjing legible pf his indignation : * V^hfiuiy 
*- faid be, to me^ the injury you have done me, 
< is of fuch a high nature, that, it is not to be 
. * fmshed with light reparations ^ but it is not in 
*- the condition you are now in, that I can take 
/my i^vehge on you $ uoi indeed have I been 
* wont to fight my Enemies, when they arc

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* weakened by Wounds, and incapable to defencf 

* thcmfelves. Far be it from me to take tho^e' 

* remainders of Life yon offer me, fince that 

* thoQgb you had many whole Lives to give mc, 

* *t were bit little by way of reparation for rhofe 

* cruel lodes whkh I havt •fuffered by youc 

* means. 

With thcfc Wofdj, out of a flfiiracorous excels 
of goodnefs, he commanded his Efquir^ to hefp 
me off my Horft, to vkw my Wounds, and to 
ftop my Blood, if it were poflible. The oflidous 
Efqaire immediately obeyed his Maftcr's com- 
mand, and having torn oflTfome Itnnen from his 
own Cloaths, he endeavoured to ftop the Blood 
which ran in abundance from my two Wounds, 
and to recover me fo far, as that I might get hi- 
ther, being not diftant many Stadia's, 

After I nad received that afOftance from him, 
turning to the Prince, who looked -on the good 
office he did me without any cxpreffion of anr- 
mofky : ' My Lord, /aid I tobim^ this kniraco- 
lous goodne(s of yout s docs in a manner mul- 
tiply my Crime, and forces a grief m^on me, 
fuch as I fhall not be able to (hake os, but by 
the hope I am in, that the Arrovs^s which Ac 
ftnfe of my crime thrufts intd^my Breaft, will 
ere long put a period to my Life. The Gods 
know, that the remotfc I conceived at ehar, 
was the only thing whidh brought it into the 
hazard wherein you have feen it, and if I \M, 
not difcovcred to Ttberiuf^ a regret for the 
offence I had committed, and to li€ocleSf a 
horroor for his perfidioufnefs, they had ntver, 
plotted that againft me, which no doubt buc 
this latter was to put in execution, as well to 
fatisfy brsownrefentments, as to obey cheorders 
ofTihrius,

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The Prince interrupting me at thcfc Words, 
ehcrcated me ro dear up a lictle.more, chat which 
1 had faid (bmewhac ob{curel)r. Whereupon, to 
(atisfy him, I made him a brief Relation of what 
I have repealed to yOu more at large, as well in 
Relation to the In(lru£lions we had observed in 
the carrying on of the treacherous Delign we had 
upon yoi^ as to what had happened to me from 
my Deparmre out of Mauritania to oar then meet- 
ing. And when I was. come to the clofe of my 
Dilbourfe, I ihewed him the petfidious Tbeocies^ 
who had newly breached his laft, and whom the 
GodS) by the Miracles of their Providence, had rc- 
fecved to die by his Hands, as a Reward of the 
horrid Attempt he had made upog his Life. 

The Son of Juba was very much aftoniilied ac 
the Wickednefs of Tbeociesy whofe Face be knewy 
though fomcwhat disfiguied by Death. At laft, 
when Iperc^ived chat he was, what by my Words, 
what by my Deportment, perfwadcd, 1 was truly 
(brry for what I had done, ' 1 am very unfor* 
' tunate, faid I to bim^ that 1 can do Co little in 
order .to any Reparation for my Crime, and all 
the Favour I defire of the Gods, is, that they 
would continue me the light of this Life, hoc 
tiU fuch Time as chat I have acquainted the 
Princefs CJeopatra, and Prince Marcel/us^ wieh 
the cruel abule we have pnt upon them. I ihali 
give them an Aaoilnc of the whole TranfadH- 
on, and iwill acknowledge it to all the World to 
my laft gafp. In a Word, I lliall endeavour to 
reflore you to chac Innocence, which I havebeeii 
the Occasion chat you have lod in the Opinion 
of Men, ^ud I willi my Blood fpcnc upon no 
jufler an Accounc than chat of reOoring you to 
that Kingdom, which I fomecime maintained 
Co poorly againft you. Accepc, from a mifcra-

Thcfc Words were accompanied by fo many 
Exjirefiions of a real and fincere Repenrvice> that^ 
the Prince, abfolutely facisfied that I was truly fen- 
fibic of the Heinoufnefs of my Grime, was cx- 
treamly moved at k himlelf, by the Difcoverics I 
had made thereof. Thereupon havme continued 
filenc a Iktic while, as it were to recoiled kimfelf^ 
and to confidec what he had to fay to me : * Volu' 

* Jius, faid bCy I heartily forgive you the Mif- 
^ chief you have done me, and am fatisfied witb 

/ * the Death of this perfidious Subject:, whom the 

* Gods, by a mif acubus Condud of their Judice, 

* had re(crved to perilh by my Hands, when l 

* Icaft expeded it. I refufe not the proffer you 

* make me to give an Account of my Innocence 

* to Ck<fafra and Marcel/us, I am confident 

* they have already entertained fome Apprchenfi- 

* ODS thereof, and it will be your bufinefs to rid 

* them of all thofe which may be ftt remaining 

* in them of the Infidelity wherewit)i I have beea 

* charged. I imagine not, but that my }u(lifica* 
' tion is of as great Concernment to me, as the 

* Recovery of my Kingdom. I have made a fliifc 

* to live without a Kingdom, alEircd of the AflEcc- 

* tion oiCiecpatra; but I would not be burchen- 
« ed with the keeping of a Kingdom, when 1 have 

* been abhorred by Cleopatra, I fhall intreat yott 

* to tell both the Princefs and Marceiius, that I 
« had defcrved they fliould have made a fl:ri<!^r 

* Inquifition into ray Crime, and confequently 

* been more concerned in my Vindication, before 

* they l|ad condemned mc with fo much Severity ;.

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and that they Ihouldbqch df them have debated 
the bufioefs a little on my behalf, agaioft Ap- 
pearances uncertain enough. How do I ackn0w- 
ledge myfelf obliged to the Gods that they have 
ordered things fo, as that, before my Death, I 
may let them know, 1 have not been perfidious 
either to my Miftrefs or fay Friend, and that, 
fincc I have recovered. my fclf from their Re- 
proaches by trorh, they (hall never hear of thole 
which I Blight make to them, meerly out o£ 
tht Love and Refpef^ which I (hall have for 
them to the very laft Breath. Only you will 
be ptealed to enacac the Prina fs, to remember 
herfelf, that, nocwithftanding my Innocence^ 
notwithflanding myJa(lification,'Iam no long- 
er wonhy to ferve her, and th^, though I mighc 
hope the Recovery of her Amnfiions, ycc dnxft 
1 not prefume to defirethey (houid becafl away 
on a wretch, pcr(ecuted by Heaven, and a aou 
Fortune, and one who hath not, allover the Earth, 
any. Place he may call his own* Further, chac 
Time hath been I might, through the Friend- 
ihip and Aflidance of C^r, have hoped to be 
redorcd to a Condition not much di£ferient from 
that of my Ancellors •, that after I had lod C^« 
far*$ Friend (hip,* I had recovered 2,K'uygdomt 
wherein ihe (honld have reigned, had the God$ 
and my cruel Defliny been to p]ea(ed : Bui thac 
now, being difooflelGrd of all, all A(riftance> all 
Proteftion, and all Hope, ic is not fie I (houU 
lift up my Eyes on a Princefs whom the greatdft 
Kings upon Eareh would think it a Glorv to 
(erve, nor indeed (b much as wifh myfelt be- 
loved by her, fince (he cannot aficdi me» faubup- 
on a Condition of her own Unhappinefs, by in- 
volving herfelF in the miferable DefUny of the 
moft unfortulkare of Mankind: That all I have 
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* to do now, is to dye, fo to put a worthy Period 

* CO this Tragedy, and that I fhall be able to do» 

* either by laying violent Hands on myfclf, afrct 

* the Exampb of the King my Father, or by C^^ 

* y^ir *s wrath, whereto I ihallexpofe myfeifwtth- 

* oQt the leaft Fear, after I have offered up to my 
' ill Fortune a Yi(!!tim, which I am obliged to fa- 
' crifice to her. That after that A<5Hon, whatever 

* may be the event of it, I ihall endeavour to for« 

* bear didurbing the Enjoyments of a Perfon that 
'^ is a choufand times dearer to me, than the Li^ 

* which I beftow to funher them *, and kfcly, that 

* 1 make it my earned Suit to the Gods, that they

thefe Words, reaching forth his Hand to me, he 
bad me Faiewel ^ and having commanded his 
Scjaire to help me up on Horfe-back again, td 
come for Alexandria^ in order to the cure of my 
Wounds , he took another way, and left me, much 
more troubled at his Difcourfe, and the Adion of 

' it, than I was at the Danger and Paia oT my 
Wounds. 

Being gotten on hdtfe-back again, by the AA 
£ftance of his Souire, I took my way towards 
this City, much at>out the Setting 6f thcSun, and 
came into it before it was quite dark, io weak- 
ned, that I was hardly able to {hmd. As to what 
hath paflfti fince, I (ball not trouble you. I was 
kindly entertained by Cornelius^ who was my 
Ancient Friend, and (o:med to be very much trou- 
bled at my Misfortune; but it was not in his 
Power to hinder me, out of any Con/tdcrarion of 
Health, which he prei&d very much, from leav- 
ing my Bed, as foop as eyer 1 underftood, M&- 
dam, 1 might have acccfs to yoo^ . to acquit my- 
fclf 
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jfeif.of the Charge I had taken upon me : And co 
clear co you and Prince Mat'ceJ/uf,^hc Inno- 
•trncy of a Prince, who was never gtiiky of any 
Thingv but by the Artifices of Tiberius and otir 
tCombinadoo, and wbo can ooc judly be charged 
with^ a^y thing eicJicr as to bis Miflrcfs or his 
. Friend y but as the inoft conftanrj and the mod 
gpneroos of all Men living.^ I acknowledge tlie 
iGoodoefs of the Gods, in the Favour they have 
•doiie nie» to ac<]uaicKyoa with this Truth before 
I di^i a»d humbly beg it of them > that this- Dlf- 
covery,.i«{htcb> proceeding fcom i real Rippetiltance 
I. now. make to you> may in .(psne Meafure be 
thought a Reparation of my Crime. It hath pro« 
'duceS Effe^ too too important, and tpb too de- 
plorable for me to hope any Pardon from you, 
though 1 ha^ve obtained it from him> who hath 
been the greateft fufFerer thereby, and .whom I 
had pffended moft; but I fear me,. I havereeeiT- 
cd my Pun.iihmenc from thofe that were my co- 
, agents in it, and thait I Ihall not long furviye the ^ 
Difcovecy of an Ai^ion which mufl needs make 
. me abominable in the Sight of all che World. 

Thus did Volufius put a Period to his Difcourfe ; 

and though that towards the end of it, he obfer?- 

cd in the Coumenance oi Cleopatra and Marcel* 

lusy more Comp^/lion aod Grief, than Refentmenc 

or Indignadon againd hini, yet» were it chat he 

. could not ai^y Jonger enduie the Prc(cnce of Pcr- 

. ions, whom he had fo highly injured, or th;a; his 

Wounds troubled him, he would not^make any 

longer llayjn the Chamber, and, with fome d\i(' 

. iiculty, making a ihifc to rife off the Chair he was 

. fat in, after he had, by a Geflure fiiU of Humi- 

< lify, and che ExprdTtons of his Grief, taken his 

. Leave of the Prince and Princefs, he pafled into 

. ch^.outefi Room, where he found the Pcr(bns 

which 
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which Cornelius had IdFc there co bring him back, 
CO his Lodgings. 

It were no cafy matter to repf eieat what Poi^ 
ture Martellus and Cleopatra were in, upon this 
Relation ofVhlufins. They were at the (ame Time 
fubjcd to fuch a Diftradicm of Thoughts, that it 
had been fome Difficulcy totmravehhem^ and to 
make their GDnfufion capable of (bme orden Yet 
. ir is certain, that their ficft A^prehenfions were 
tbofe of Joy , and that neither of them toold^ with- 
out being infinitely glad, emertain the News, that 
€orhhnus had even been a connam Lover, and 
a faithful Frieud, and^tbat they cocild not any 
longer doubt of il>at Innoenice which they fo 
much wiihed. They looked one upon another 
daring this firft 'ApprehenHon, and in their Coun- 
ceoaiKes exprefldd their mutual Saci^fa^ion. Cie^ 
patra^ as the mo(l concerned in the bafine(s, fpoke 
firft, and letting the Prince read in her Eyes, whkt 
her Heart wJis fo fuH of : ' Well BroAer/yiitf 
^ pe toti^y yoa fee that Corhitfnus'vs innocent, 
^ and that it was not without fome ground that I 
< was fatisficd of it, before I had uhdetftood (a 

* much from the Mouth of Voiufins. I acknow- 

* ledge the Indulgence of the Gods', replies Mmr* 
*^ cellurt as grHt towards me in ^his, as in the 

* greated Favour they ever did me s and 1 rake 

* them to Witrieires, that what yoa and Viflufius^ 

* haVt pepfwaded me to of theOmilal^ of y«- 
^ /IWi hath not cauled in 'me fuch' ^ Sarisfadibn 

* as what I have undcrftood of the Fidelity of 

* Ceri$tanus» How, reply dthe?rincefs^ with a 

* certain Tranfportation not fititahle ti^ berorelh- 

* nary hfoderationy is it then infallible, that Co- 

* riolanusy whofc pretended Infidelity cod me fo 
, * many Tcaris,' hath ever hecn conllant to his C/m- 

* paira^ and chat Ptincefs, who, by hci Mifap- 

* pre- 
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• prchcniion , thought hcrfclf condemned to eternal 

* AfHidions, may now rc-alTumc thofe Joys and 
^ Hopes (he had before broke ofFall Acquaintance 
*• with? 

Here would (he have taken Occadon to open 
her Seal, for the Reception of a Paflion, which ^ 
of a loin; Ttme» had not had any Entectainmenc 
there : But that Joy was fbon ecftpfed by an Ift- 
lerpofition of Grief, and a certain Rede<^on which 
filled her Heart with all the Sadnefs it was capable 
of, when (he thought on her cruel Dcportmefic 
towards that Prince, the deplorable EfFcd it had 
produced, as having proved the Occafion of the 
iols of his Crown, and of all her Hopes, and that 
fataJ Refblntion which he had cxpreflcd to Vofu-" 
Jfus, that he intended to rake, and whereof he 
had given her fome Notice at their lail partings 
lu a word, being thus convinced of his Fidelity, 
ihe could not call to Mind the cruel Entertain ment 
llie had made him at Syracafi, when, cnflara- 
cd to the highcft Pitch of Love, and thinking it 
a thoufand times more glorious to be her Servant, 
than that fo noble 1 "Conqueft, and the Recovery 
of his Kingdoms had made him, be had pafled 
through (houfands of Dangers, to come atid ofici 
Lcr thoft very Kingdoms 5 Ihe could not thiDk- 
on the cruel and injurious Speeches wherewitlv 
Hie had received him, dnd' the fed * Conditroti 
wherein (he had left him, without a ftfortal Wound 
in that Heart, which nothing but the Love of that 
Prince could c\'crmake any Inifttffion in. 

For that doleful Reflection calling to Mind, 
how flie had met him in the Woods of Alexari- 
drtay the Day that he relieved her with greater 
Valour than Succefs, againft thofe that afterwards 
carried her away, and laftly remembrii>g the meet- 
ing five had Kad with him in the King of Ar^ 

tninift*s 
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menias Ship, whetcof (he reprefeiited to hctCcH 
all che Particulars, after another manner than, they 
had appeared to her, while the was (li!l prepo^ 
(efled of her cruel Miflake, as well out of aCon- 
iideration oF that long fwootiing, into which her 
Sight and Words had put him, as the Difcourfct 
fuu of a generous Confidence he had made to her, 
and the admirable Refolutiou be had taken and 
gone through with, by figliting alone for hec 
Liberty, againft fo great a Number of Enemies, 
with to prodigious >ulour, and by the laQ: Words 
he had ipoken lo her at their parting, wherein, 
as well as in his Adions, his Innocency was but 
too too apparent. And from thefe Things, where- 
.of her Eyes had been but too too faithful Witnefles, 
diverting her Though's to others that were of no 
lefs ConCcquence, (uch.as the lofs of a great King- 
dom which he had conquered for her, and jwhicb 
he negleded to maiutain, through, the Defpair ihe 
had reduced him to^ that which he had exprcf^ 
fed when he cad him(elf into the Sea, becaule he 
would iiot furvive his Difgrace, and the ihame he 
thought it, that he was not able to re(cue her 
from hec Ravifliers i the miserable Condition he 
.'was brought, to, having no Place of Refiiee, no 
Relief, nor any Comfort in the World ; andladrj, 
the Resolution he had difcovered to Volujius and 
'her(elf, vf his unwiliingnefs to have herany long« 
er engaged i^ his Misfortunes, and to feek out the 
.Remedies thereof only in Dea:h, which, for a 
Courage, fuch as his was, it (hould not be hard 
to Hud ; fhe could not fafVen^ hec Thoughts on all 
thefe Truths, which were but too importunate up- 
on her Memory, without giving way to fuch a 
Grief, as neither all her own great Con llancy, nor 
yet the Joy ihc conceived at the Innocence of Cc- 
riohnusy were able to abate.

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After flic had iot fomc Time fmothered the dif

AfKdion, which had at firft taken in 
my Soul { and yet, linfortunare Wretch that I

Feet, and never could be moved at it ; and I have 
at laft reduced him to fuch Extremities'i as have

It was by my means, 
that, zt Syracu/iy thou wctt reduced to thofe 
Extremities that brought thy Life into danp^r j 
upon my account haO: thou lod a ICingdom, 
which thou dicid defign for me ; thou haft fpei t 
^hy days in wandering up and down the Wotld 
with much mi(ery ^ thou haft (ought deaib 
>imong the Waves, and thou zxt ftill refolved to 
run thy (elf upon death, meerly becaufe thou 
wonldlr not, cither by thy prefencc or memory, 
diftarb the enjoyments rhou wi(hen: me. Ah^U 
CoriolanuSi 'tis in thatR^folution thou aft un- 
juft and cruel, no lefs than I have been, and 
thou oughteft not, by lofing thy own Life, 
imagine to add any Thing to my Happinefs, 
£nce it is from thee alone that all the Happinefs 
of my Life is derived. Thou haft but lictle 
acquaintance with Ci^opatray if thou cand 
think the Io(s of thy Kingdom able to abate 
any thing of the value I fet on thee *, I have 
ever preferred thy Perfon before all the Monar- 
chies of the World, and, fuppofing the Condi- 
tion thou art reduced to as mi(erable as can be- 
imagined) I would run Fortunes wjrh thee wich> 
no lefs Satisfadion than if thou h^lV the Uni- 
verfe at thy dirpofai. Do not therefore court 
thy own Death, Corhianus^ if thou doft it

With thefe words flie as it were opened the 

flood-gates to that grief^ which was ready t0 
over-run her, and caft her (klf on her Bed, after 
a mod pitiful manner, infbmuch that Marcelius^ 
who had never ieen her fo- unable to command 
her pafllqnsy being aftoniihed at ir, and riiingfrom 
the Place where he far, came to her with an en- 
deavour to cecovef and comfort her. * Is k poffi- 
ble, SiCler, faid be to her, tbat {o unreafonable 
a grief ihould have fuch a powerfid influence on 
your imaginations, whoni 1 have known, with 
Co much cpn(latKy refid the afTauks of a jufl: 
afflidion ; and ca^inoc you encettain an account 
of Coric/anus's innoceiicy *with fome modera- 
tion, who have fupponed his infiddity with Co 
much feclednefs and refolucion ? Can it podlbly 
come CO pafs^ if the afTetSkions of tliac Princer 
were ever dear to you, that you Ihould not with 
joy entertain this change of your Condition, 
and that the remorfe^ou conceive at the mis- 
carriages that have happened through your mif- 
appreheudonSf ihould have a more powerful 
operation on you, than the alTurances of a fide- 
lity which you have wiihed with more earneft- 
iiels than you could have done any Thing relat-^ 
iug to your own Life } Ah Sifkr I if thcie mufl; 
be the effe^ of your segrets, let them fall only 
upon me who am over-bnrthened with Crimea 

* by the En^gement I have had in your midake ^ 

* for that k was upon my folhdtation principally 
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that you came to hate a Fnend> who Icfvcd mo 
beyond himfclf. It was I that travelled up and ' 
down (evesal Kingdoms, and croi&d many SeaS| 
to find him out, purpofely to difparch him, 
when in the mean time I was dearer to him than 
his own Life^ and that was it that all my at* 
tempts were bent to cut ofF, even while, by the 
force of his Friendihip, he contribvted to the' 
execution of my deiign, by prefencing his naked 
Breaft to me to (atisfy my Cruelty. Let there- 
fore all thofe Arrows of rcmorfe be ftruck in 
my Breaft, with all the care of the reparation 
we owe him, and take heed you do not incenfe 
Heaven, by not entertaining, with the acknow- 
ledgments you ought, a ravour you have put 
up Co many fuits to the Gods for. I encertaio. 
Brother, reflied the Princefs this favour from 
the Ccleftial Powers, with all the refentments 1 
ought to have for it, and cannot but acknow- 
ledge, that there is not any Thing could be more 
dear to me than the innocence of Cortolanui : 
But Brother, after what manner would you have 
me confidcr the miserable condition whereto he 
is reduced, for my fake and upon my account, 
and with what conftancy can I hear of the 
fatal Rc{blution Mrhich he (ends me word he 
intends to take, to run upon Death meerly to 
prevent his being any way a hindrance to my 
felicity ? For what concerns his Fortunes, replied 
liarcellusy what lowncfs foever they may now 
be reduced to, it is not impoiTible but that they 
may be recovered to their former greatncls, by 
fuch another Revolution as tha^ whereby they 
were ruined ; and that either b^ open Hyftility, 
or thofe other ways he prai^HlV formetjy, he 
may yet re-afcend wo the Throne of his Ancel^* 
tors* But fuppofing all this wecc aothing but 
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* pure matter of lmagiuactoi}> and ftouM never 
'.come to pa5,- he hath chofe Friends who will 

* never have any Thing of fortune to diQwfe of, 
' which they ihail not .divide with him, and will 

* difclaim ail they can pretend to iu the World,' 
V if all be not common among them. For his fatal 

* Refolutions^ we muft endeavour to divert him' 

* from them ^ and fihce that he is not far from 

* this Place, hovering hereabouts, in hopes to 
*. meet with Tiberius y 1 am in fbme confidenoe, 

* that, feeking him out diligently, he may be 
' met with. That care OQ^^ht to be mine, and I 
*. accordingly take it upon me^ and in order to 

* that deftgn, 1 immediately take my leave of you, 
'. with this proteftaiiou, that I will tiever return 
'^ while I live, till I have itiet with Corhlanus^ 

* till I have obtained his pardon for the injuries 
'/ 1 have done him, till I have acquainted him 
^ what favourable apprchenfions you have for 
' him, and have brought him to thefe Terms 
*: whetein you woul^ have him. 

. The fair Daughter of ^i^i/bt^fr^ being extream- 
ly ea&d and comforted by thefe kind proffers and 
c;^>refnons of MarcelliiSy would have made him 
fomc reply, when Queen Candace and Elija came 
into the Koom^ and immediately after, tne Prin- 
cess Artemlfa^ attended by Alexander, Adboa 
as this Company was come in, Marcellus who 
was out of all patience to put the Defign he had 
midertaken in Execution, withdrew without Cpeak« 
ine ought to any one, andfo, that the Printels her 
ftlf could not orherwi(b than by a caft of her 
Countenance, exptefs how infinitely fhe thought 
her felf obliged to him for thofe good intentions 
of his. Though* (he had wiped her Eyes, yet 
could (he not hinder but that the three PrinC(fles 
perceived ih« had beea'U weeping t and in regard 

the| 
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they all had' a very great AfFc<ftion for her, aird. 
iKai Candace ind Artemifa did not look dn her 
otherwifc than as an adinirabte Siiflcr, and the 
Ptiuccfs of the Partbrnnsy as a Pcrfon /whole in- 
^mpariiBle perfcdions had powerfully forced hec 
heart and inclinations towards her, they difco- 
vered a certain emulation in expreding how much, 
they were troubled for the grief ihe was in, where- 
of they faw the marks very frcfh in her Coun:c- 
nance, and with much precipitation would needs 
kbow the Res^fon of it. Cleopatra returned them^ 
many thanks for tho{e kind demonflrarions of, 
their afiedion, ^ and after fhe had in few words 
cxpreflcd the reftptments Ihc had thereof, turn- 
ing to the Princefs Artemifay who was more par- 
ticularly acquainted with the pailages of her life 
than the other two, and had fometilne feenCpr/V 
lAnus^ and pleaded very much on his behalf, and 
conceiving (he might fafely tell her what it was 
that lay (b heavy on^hcr Heart, even before the' 
^ two other Princefles, whom fhe had not the leaft 
fdfpicion of, and who were informed, though 
Ibmewhat more confusedly, of the raoft impor<» 
tant Adventures had happened to her -, Ah Sifter ! 
did ihd to hct, yet not without a little violence, 
to^feep in the Tears that would otherwife have 
accompariied her Words ; * Ah Sifter ! how much 
*-werevou in the ^jg^U when you maintained 
' againft me, that Coriolanus was not inconr 
^ Itant, and with how much Rcafbn did you 
'take his part againft an over- credulous Perfon, 

* and one whom her imprudent credulity hath 
**made guilty of irreparable mifcarriages ! Tis 
••very certain, Sifter, he is innocent, and hath been 
•"cleared, even by thofe that were the Authors of 

• the Calumny railed againft him. All the crime 
*'*;ind all the remorfe darh now abfohitely fall to 
"t * « my 
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*4iiy fliare, and if you have made" any difcove- 

* ries of grief in my Councciiance; it was.tlic 
^ cffe<5l of thofc juK regrets which 1 could hoc 

* but conaivc thereat. 

. /irtemifa feemed to he very much moFed at 
this difcourlc, and made anfwcj: cothe PrtncelTs with 
very much carneftncfs: ' But I pray Sifter, faid 
*Jl}e to her^ what certainty have yottX)f the ncw^ 
< you tell me % wliat flronger arguments can you 

* have reccivjpd of it, than thofe you might nave 
*. derived from the di[couries and a^ons of Co- 

* riolanus himfclf 5 and in a. word, what is^ it 
^ that hath fo (Irangely convinced you of a thine, 
^ whereof you would not before admit of any u* 
' tisfadlion V Candace and~ Ellfa^ who, among 
other remarjcable adventurjes of Coriolanus^ ha4 
alfb heard of the pretended infi4dity laid to his 
charge, thought themfelves concerned in his jufli- 
fication, no lefs than Artemifa was^ and AleX' 
mder^ who had ever had a very great Friend ihip 
for the Perfbn, and abundance of refped for the 
Virrue of that Prince, Teemed to be no lefs ded- 
rous to underfland thp truth of that Bu(inefs« • 
The fair ,C/^(7/>iz/ra thought it but juftLce,to fatisfy 
them X all, and perceiving there were on^y ihoft 
Peffons in the Chamber, flie gave them a brief 
relation of all fhe had heard torn VdufluSy in- 
lifting more particularly on thofe paflages that 
were of greater coniequcuce. So that having by 
that difcourfe fatisfied the noble Company p re- 
lent of the innocency of Coriolanus^ tl^ey wei.e > 
all extreamly troubled to underftaud, what a de» 
plorable couditiotv that Prince was reduced to^ » 
and the fad refolutions he had taken thereupon^ 

* The Gods have the Praife, cries out the Prin'^ . 
*, cefs Artemifa, for that, they have been plcafed . 
t CO confirm a truth which I have ever main* 

' taioedy 
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' tained, and whereof all virtuous Pcrfons were 

* obliged to wifh a perfed difcovcry : .1 had ever 

* obfcrved i« all the Adions and Words of that 
« great Prince, what remorfe never permits in 

* guilty Souls, and I would have hazirded my Life 

* upon the confidence 1 had of his innocency. 

The Queen of jEthiopiaj and the fair FJiJa, 
•^ifcovercd for the vindication of CoriolanuSy a 
joy and (atisfaftipa not inferior to that of Arte^ 
mifa, though he was, as to his Perfon, utterly 
unlcuown to Eif/a^ and that Oandace had not 
fcen him, but for fomefew Minutes in the Corn- 
tat wherein he had fought with Artaban againft 
the G)mpsiiions of the Pirate Zenodorus* But 
Alexander was abfojutcly 6ver- joyed, as well out 
of a confideration of his Sifter, as that of a Prince 
whom he had ever infinitely cftecmed, and hav- 
ing underftood from 'his Sifter the dcdgu whick 
Marcel/us was engaged in to find him out, and 
fo to divert him from his tragical Rcfolutions, be 
fioffeied to go along with hmi, and intreated 
Artemtja to give him leave to accompany Mav- 
€ellus ill fo noble an Enterptize. Artemija was 
content he ihould, though fhe could not took oa 
his departure without fome regret; fo thsxAlex^ 
4tndeY immediately went out of the Room, witk 
an intention to find out Marcellm^ and to joia 
endeavours with him to recover Goriolanus out of 
his defpair, and to refcue that Prioce out of tho 
danger which he might fall in^o by coming to« 
near fo powerful an Enemy as Cdfar was. 

The three PrincelTes, remaining ftill with 
Cleopatra r, endeavoured to per f wade her out of % 
^riet whereto ihe fecmed to be inclined beyond 
all reafou or moderation, and to coinince her t^c 
flie ought to be more fatisfied with her ocmdicioa 
as ii now ftood, than as it was fome Days before,

fincc thac the caufc of her moft jud and fenfibl^ 
grief wa$ taken away. . To which when £hc 
would rcprcfent to them, how it troubled her to 
the very heart, that Ihe had treated with Co much 
rigour a faithful and innocent Prince, and had 
brought him from a Throne, into which he 
had recovered himfelf, to the wretched conditieu 
he was then in ; Candace ailumingtlie difcourfc, 
Madam, fat4 Jhe to beVy the Vtry Tegret you 
difcovcr for your harfli treatment of the King 
of Mauritania^ is no doubt, reparation enough 
to him, and there needs no more to fatisfy him 
and all the World, than to cotrfider the appear* 
ances whereby you weje deceived, and which 
might indeed have deceived the mod fubtle and 
and circumfped Perfons upon Earth. And for 
his condition in refpc<^ of Fonune, which yoa 
{cem to bewail fo much, befides what you may 
promise your felf from the Friend{hip which 
Marceilus hath for him, I dare prpfler you 
both in Mtbiofiay not only Sanduary, buc 
abfolute and Sovereign Authority. For when 
the Prince, whom you know, fliall once come 
to reign there, al I ;ira much in hopes he will» 
I am confident he will not think it much to 
divide with you, the Power he fhall have there, 
and think it not impoflible, but that with the 
afliftances of his Men and Perfon, he may put 
Coriolanus into a condition to get once more 
-into a Throne, which he had made a fhift to 
recover without the helps of his Friends. 
Clefifatra made anfwer to this obliging dif- 
courfe of Candace^ with the grcareft acknowledg- 
ments that could be, embracing her with ttie 
greateft affection imaginable. And the Princeft 
of the Parthianst who could not make her fo ab- 
folute a profier in the Dominions of her Father. 
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till ihe^ were &llen uaiet her power, made a 
piocenacion to her, ihu if cvec it lliould pteife 
the Gods cbac the had ihe Sovetciguty [here, Ihe 
migbc alTure hcE felf of no Ids Aothoricy in ho: 
I>oiniiiii>iis than in ihofe of Cam/act- 

The incomparable Daughter of Anibeny was,' 
not without much cMfon, yety much raifed up 
and elnaied b/ the dilcoucfe and pro^s of thole 
fiiir Ptincdics, and they woald t^tcupon haw 
fallen into a long convafatton, if Agrippa bad 
.not come into the Room, after he had bcfoie 
&nt in his dedtes of Admiffion. Being come in, 
he lofl them, that, by a Letter he had received 
from Cdjai; he undcrlload that be would be the. 
next Da^ at AlixanJria, that atl things were 

EDttitie in order for his enter cainment, thoi^tt 
c had not fent ^ny notice that he eipe^ed a more 
iban ordiaaty reception. He told Elija in par- 
ticular, that the King oi Media, was gone lo 
meet' him the Day befote; and that he wasjuft 
'getting on Hotfe-baclE with the fame intention, 
»[ended by all the Roman Nobility, that came 
along with htm to Altxandria. . Whereupon be 
tooklcaveof them, and pariiciillary of £/>/«, bya 
faiGonate look, as having not, in that Company, 
ihe oppotiuoicy of a mote prtTace rauverfation. 
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Agrippj, alKtidei by mtft cf tht Illuflrimi ?tr-

Monuments of his Anceftots, aftcc he had ackiiow- 
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ltdg*d the Civilities of MegacUs (uitably to the Ac- 
coaac he had recciv'd of his virtuous Inclinations 
from the Relation of Artemtjay who had given 
a very advantageous Charadkr of him, conceiv'd 
the cnange had happened in his Fortunes^ no 
Pifpenfation foi his waitings on Augufius^ who(e 

"^Power he was, upon fome Coniiderations, obliged 
to \ and to whom be thought himfelf bound to 
make acknowledgment of what he had receiv'd* 
from his Predeceflbrs. He was the more ani- 
mated to prolecute that Defign by the Remon-^ 
ftrances of Prince fbiladelpby (a Perfon he now 
convers'd with no otherwife than as a beloved 
Brother, their noble IncUnations having oontri- 
bured very much to the cementing of an indifib* 

^luble Friendfhip between them-) it being alfb the 
de(ire of that Prince, to go along with him to 
iaiute C^fafy before his Arrival at Alixandria. 
There was a third Per^n, who would needs make 
one wich them, and was encercain*d with no fmall 
Satisfai^ion : And that was the gallant Artuban\ 
whom the Inconvcnieucies that ftill hung upoiv* 
him by reafon of his Wounds, could ix>c divert 
from undercakitig that fmall Journey, nay, he 
thought himfclf^thc more eiigagM thereto, as 
well to render to the Majcfty of a Perfon, wha 
had made himfelf Mailer of the greatcfl Pare 
of the World, what from the whole was but due 
to liim, as out of the Neceffity he flood in of his 
Protedion, both in Regard of the prefent Poduro 
of his Affairs, and the DeHgn he had to difpute 
Elifa againft the Pretentions of Tigranes^ and the 
Cruelty of Pbraates. But what moft prevail'd with 
him, was, that Ttgranes had prevented him in it, 
and might haply by his Prefence and Applications 
pre^odeis Auguftus to his own Advantage. Yet 
paflcd there not thcfe Ttanfa<5lions in his Thoughi$ 

^ without 
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vriihout a certain Afcrfion, not much diffcrcnc 
from what which he had for tho Perfbn of Cs' 
faric : Bur not finding much ground to entertain 
any fuch, he with the more ea(e over<^me it, and 
fo got on tiotCt'^A^ii with th» two Princes his 
Friends, to dofe with Agripfa^ upon his Dcpar- 
furc out of Alexandria, Marcellus was gone 
feme Time before, but with much different Refo- 
lutions, and Vimct Alexander had followed him^ 
with fomc Intentions not unlike his 'yCorneliu^s con^ 
tinued in the Ciey^ ta put all Things in order foe 
the Reception- of the Emperor, it being his pare 
only to come out, the next Day without the Gate* 
wich the Inhabitants, whom he had accordingly 
|HH into Arms. The Emperor had given Order 
before- hand, that he would not be received into 
Alexandria with the fame Magnificence as he hadr 
been in all the Cities of AJia^ out of a Confidera* 
uon, that it was in that very City he had ruinU 
the uafoTumsite^ Atttbony ; but out of the Refped 
&e had for thofe of his Children that were abouc 
)hm,. and paciicularly for Ofiavia^ who had been 
his Wife, , he would not make his Entry with 
fuch Pomp as might revive in their Minds the 
Memory of their Misfortunes, and would in fome 
mealure argue an Infulcation on the change of theic 
Coiklition^ 

After the Departure of the- Princes, and tho(e 
orher Illuilcious Perfons that had left Alexandria^ 
Qleofatra^ ElUay Candace, and Artemija, afcec 
they had dined togethet, would needs give a Vi(ic 
CO Oljmpia and Arfinoe, whom, after his Depar- 
mre, they were in nope to find in the*Lodgings ot 
the King o^ Armenia^ when looking out, they fpy 
tho(e two Princeflcs, who it (eemshad been more 
diligent than them&lves, and having taken theic 
Leaves of Arkbarzane:s and Pbiladelfb, vici9 
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purpofely come lo the Palace to fpctid the Re* - ' 
riiainder of the Day with them, it might hsTc 
lyeen faid with as little Flattery as Ufitnith, that Foro» 
tune had, by at* Grange fort of A<*cideticsy l»dughe 
into chat Place fix the gceateft Ikauties upon thk 
Earth ; or rathef that the Sun thfougk the vaft ex- 
tent of his coar(c favr not To mtich Beauty, as he 
could have done in Clwpatnis Chamber alone. 
It muft indeed beacknowlcdg«4> ^^^^ thatadmira- 
ble Perfbn had (bmevirhat the Ad van age of theF" 
tcft, though in that of Elijahs thttc were a greajt- 
er Delicacy, and iii that of C<i»^<fc^' no Icfs Ma- 
jefty : That of Arfinee^ whom^ -fbey could not 
forbear to call fViH by thc'N&ine of Delia, was 
fomewhat inferior thereto, and yet the Earth 
could afford, but few Beauties that had (b fbdden, 
and fo irrefiflible an Influence as that of De/isf t 
In that ofArtemifay there was a certain MiUnefs 
extreanily delightful ; an^ notwichilanding the 
Alrcratioft that had happened in that ofOfympkty 
yet was it not hard to difcover, that^whcn it 
Ihouldhave recotcrcd all its Adyanrages, the Worki^ 
wouI4 have afforded but few with whom fhe might 
cot difpute precedence. 

Among Perfons of (uch exti;aordinary Quality, 
there could not but be a Convcrfation fuitably ex- 
cellent, which yet became (bmewhat the more 
plcafant by the Admiffion of Ov/W, who having 
fio great Inclination to ride abroad with the reft, 
ftay*d behind in Altxdmiriay as preferring an At* 
tendance on the faircft Ladies before any Thing 
in the Wory bcfidcs. He told Agrippa, that he 
fliould fee Cdfarthc next Day,' and that he hoped 
not to want the Sight of him while he lived j but 
for what was at that Time to be (eenin Alexan- 
dria, 'twas a Qiicftion whether any Pjirt of the 
"World could parallel. Virgil would alfo needs 
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Aay behind, as oik inrimately acqdaintcd with 
Corneiius GailuSy a paffionatc Lover of Pocfy, as 
may appeat by thofc Remnants of his that have 
reach'd Poftcrity in thofc excellent Eclogues, where- 
in under the feign*d Names of Tttyrus and Me^ 
HMhas he celebrates the Friend Ihip that was be- 
tween them. He came that Day with Ovid to 
wait on the Princeflcs, though he were of an In- 
cltaatioii much more fevere than that of Ovidj 
and fpent in other Employments the greatcft part 
of that Time which Ot^w/ faaificcd purely to his 
DivcrcifemeDrs. 

This NoWe Aflembly was (boir augmented by 
tj« Aocefs 9f divers other Perfons j arfd whereas 
tnc. tefonagc, the Name a»d the Birth of Cleopa- 
tra ^ challenged a certain Veneration in AUxandriUy 
as having been the Royal Seat of her Anceftors, the 
Place of her Binh and Education to the ninth or 
tenth Year of her Age, all the Ladiss of Quality, 
whereof the Number was very confiderable, caine 
to vifit her. Cl^ptttra entertained them with that 
attradive Sweetnefs which all the World ador*d in 
her ', ztxi it b:ing not imaginable, that thefe Viiits 
4s6uld be either given or received, without rcviv^ 
ing in the Princefs a RrlkdHon on her tender 
Years, and, confequemly on her Fortunes, and 
the lEUiine of 4ier Houfe, that Converfation mu(V 
needs prove the Occafion of much Sadoels to her, 
and force many Tears from thofe Pcrfons who had; 
.fecn her brought up , as it were in their Bolbms, 
with fo much LuOxe, and could not refled on 
tho& Things but as freih in their Memories. She 
indeed did all that lay in her Power to fliift off all 
Difocnicfc of that Nature, and thofe who took No- 
tice of hCTDcfign, endcavour'd accordingly to find 
out £bmc other Things to talk of. 
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When it was grown (bmewhac late, the Priii- 
cedes finding the Seafon cool and fair enough to 
lake a walk withoot any fear of being incomnoo- 
daccd by the Sun, would needs fpcnd the reft of 
the Day, in the Garden, the Beauties whereof 
were anfwerable to the Magnificence of the Pa- 
lace. They accordingly went thither, attended 
by a great Number oT Ladies, who could noc be 
entertained in the Chamber, and with no fmall 
Satisfaction walked up and down the fair and fpa- 
cious Walks thereof. They had taken (bme few 
turns when they faw coming into the Garden 
three Men, whofe amiable Countenances rais'd a 
little Aftonifliment in iall that were prefenc, a^d 
the Sight of them prov*d very pleafant to the Prin- 
ccfs Cleopatra, when flic pcrceiv*d them to be, Dr»- 
fus^ young Ptolomy her Brother, and his Friend 
LentuluSy wha out of an impatient Defire to (ee 
her, would needs give her a Vifit before C-^far's 
AriivaL Cleopatra entertainM Drufus wftb all the 
Difcovc ties of the real Edeem (he had for both his 
Perfon and his Virtue : She received Ptolomy into 
her Embraces, as a Brother ihe had ever dearly lov- 
ed j. and treated Lentulus as a Perfon of high Birth, 
of great Merit, and an intimate Friend of her Bror 
ther's and her Houfe. Drufm and his Companions 
rendred to the Princef&s, to vthookCkopatra ^iZ' 
Tented them, relhng them wixhal their Names, 
what was due to their Quality, and might be ex- 
pedled from Per(bns that undcr(leod very well 
the Pan£kilio*s of Courtfhip. Which done, be- 
ing again return*d to the fair Daugliter oi Anthony^ 
they ezpred the trouble they could not but have 
conceivM at the Accidents had happened to her, 
and the Sacisfadion it was to them to find her fe 
well, after an alarm that had ipMt AuguftussCtaxtt 
iii:oDiro£der, but parcicuUU/ chcmldves into the 
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^eaceft Perplexity imagioabie. Cleofatrn haviug^ 
thank'd chcm for that Ezprcffion o\ their AfFcc- 
lioD, aod fhereupou ask*d them what had occa- 
fioifd the haftcDipg of their Arrival: ' Drufus^ 

* tQ t9bom Jhe more particuiarfy addrefsd ber 

* Difcturfcy reply dy Madam, faid be to ber^ 

* the Injury you do us in that Demand, is not to 

* be di(Iembled| (ince you might well imagine 

< that nothing ihould prevail with us ro leave the 
^ Empecor, but an Impatience of the Honour to 
*- wait on you, after yeu had run through tho(c 
^ Accidents wlKreby we had in a manner given you 
^ over foi loft. The firft Account we had there* 
*• (>f, was not till the lad Night, and I can afiiire 

< you, that the Emperor, the Emprels, the Prin- 

* cefs Juliay and all the mod confiderable Pcrfbas 
*' that are of their Retinue, were in£uicely trou- 
» bled thereat. Por the Princefs 0/Z«v/Vf , and the 
« Princcflcs her Daughters^ *cweie not neccflary 
^ we ihould give you any Account how far i)lftj 
*• might be conarn'd therein : Could their Sex have 

< difpeufed with their coming the fame way, and 
^ borne with the inconvenicncies of (b-hafty a Re- 
^ moval, you (kould not have feeu us before them, 

< and it is only the hopes diey are in to fee you 

< on the morrow, that havelatisfkd their Impa-*' 

< tience in the mean Time. 

Cleopatra anfwer'd this di(cour[e of Drufus^' 
with the civility it dcierv'd, and perceiving tha& 
he prepared to prelent her with his hand for her 
more commodious walking, (he intreated him to* 
tender that fervice to the Princefs of the Partbians^ 
and Queen Candact^ and having made a fj(;n to 
Ptolomy^ to do the hke to. Oljimpia zn^ArJinoet 
£ie recommended her felf with Artemifa to thjc 
condud o^ Lentulus^ Ovid was gorten among 
the Ladies of dlexandrU^ and minded nothing 

fo 
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f> much as to profFcr his atteiKiance to th€ faireff 
in his judgmcm, and to wait o'i> her for the tc- 
maindei? of that Day. The Walk thejr n^ere got 
into bein^ very fpacioiis, the fix Prinoefles went 
aH a-bceaft, and Clevpatray who was "hot, only 
*dc{iroirt, bat thoaght her (elf oblige to cntcrtainr 
Drufvfy walking next to Candace, whom he had 
i>y the fight haiid, and addi^efling her fpeech to 
him with that afrraftive gtace, againft which the 
tioft favaj^e hearts had nothing that coold fccurc 
hem : ' Now fhat you hate fo well expreft, /aid' 
Jhe to kim, how far yoti thought yout ftif con- 
cern*d in my affairs, wiK you not give me leave 
in my turn to dilcovcr my concern mcnc in- 
youcs J aftd do you not conclude me guilty of a 
little tardinefs, that 1 ha?c no (boner demanded 
of you (bme account of Antonia? Antonia^ 
repihs $bt Son of I^via, *with a certain air of 
Gallafttry^ is ftUl the fame Antonia ; and as I 
think that expreffion enough to tell.you that fhe 
is ftill bne of the mod accomplilhed Pctfons 
upon Earth, (b I conceive you need no more to 
infer, that Ihe is withal the Perfon the leaft 
compliant in the World. Nor indeed can I 
imagine, Madam, nddedhe Jmilingy that the 
rmall time paft (ince yotir (eparation con(idered> 
you Ihould conceive there can any great change^ 
happen in a Soul Co conftantly fortified, as 
that, in which I can hardly believe the over- 
turning of the Univerfc were able to Work 
any. 

The fair Prince(s could not but (mile at that 
^ifcourfe of Drufat^ and looking on him with a 
more chearful look than (he had Ihed that Day 
before, ' You (ee, faid jhe^ I make no difficulry 

* to engage you upon that difcourfc before thefe 

* great Ptincellcs, now that your dc(igns are 

' known 
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• kiiovrn to all die WofM, uadt bac you are noc 
goilty of MXf procee^iitig- you woold jconceiL 
And tjiercforc', (ince we are gfoitc (b Far, I ihall 

' reJl you, that t am indeed very much perfwaded 
you are in ihc eighty when youthiok Autonius 
Sout incapable of thofe alterations whereto many 
others are fubjedv but char, as to the po(hire 
of' your Affiurs in relacion to her, I do not con- 
ceive you youf^ (elf wilh Ike ihould be ^ and as 
being of opinioii) thac ^^ff/^iiM is muck more 
fxirdurable to you^ than I ever expeded her 
humour coqU have been prevailed with to be, 
which yec you know I am the bed acqaaioced 
with of any- in the World. I muft indeed 
coofefsy replied Drufus^ that I have much rca- 
fon to be (atisfied wish my Fortune, and that it 
were to be unw^tcfay of it, not -to acknowledge 
it far exceeds, not only my deierts, / but even 
my hopes. ThePrincels An$9ni» is plea(ed, out 
of compliance with their di^pCal to whom (he 
acknowledges a fiibminiony to give me leave tct 
hope ihe will not oppo(e my ultimate Felicity* 
when thofe Peirfons inall tliii»k it cimeitihould 
be confommated : But certainly I am indebted 
for this Honour to tiie duty ihe conceives kec 
/elf in^ged to upon the account of her Virtue, 
without the interpoficion of any the leafl fa- 
vourable refle^on of her's upon me. And 
wherels {he, wkhoiit any the Ical^ repugnance, 
fubmks tD d|>e difpoGd of O^aviay as to what 
I may erped from her, I am accordingly con? 
fident,"thar, ihould my Fortune happen robe 
otherwi(e tlian it is in the appreheniion of the 
Prinafs her Mother, ihe would without any 
regret receive from her a command never ro fee 
me again, and would with as lictlc difficult)^ 
obey k. Nay, I may further a&m, chat ihe 
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never lee fall auy of thofie Speeches which are* 
the ordinary txf refllons of a tender beacc, nor 
could I ever receive any of (ho(e Fa^oars, wherc' 
by the hopes of a Lover tozy be- improved. I 
may fay the faime of chofe flighc one$» which iv 
would not derogate from the greateft fevericy ta 
grant : And yer, all this fuppofed, if ic may be 
lawful for me to tetrad, 1 quarrel not at my 
Coadicion -, and as we receive trivial pf efcnts 
from covetous Perfons with more acknow- 
ledgment than the pcofufions of the Prodigal ; 
Co do I imagine this lit(le> coming from a Per-, 
(on very thrifty of her FavourS) ihould amount 
to as much with me, as all I were able' to re- 
ceive from aPerfonofa more liberal- inclination, 
who did her (elf lefs violenoe in beftowing much, 
than Antonia ihould in parting with what 
were moft inconiiderable* Tbete Sentiments, 
replied young Ptolomy, 'vnUb a jhukeof bit 
Heady are very much confident with Prudence 
^ and Virtue, and ^lam confident the faic Prin- 
^ oe&s, and haply fome others, whole minds are 

* dtftorted by thefe pernicioiis Maxims, will noc 
^ ftick to approve thenri : But, for my patt^ 
' (ince there is a difference between my indina^ 

* tions and your», as being one ezcreamly taken 
^ with -mildnefs and <x>mpliance,. and haveana^ 

* toral averHon for troubk) and whatever ma/ 
^ prove the occafion of. any, I cannot but hope 
' your Pardon, with that of thefe &ir Ladies, if 

* I cannot dofi with your judgment, nor yet 

* with theirs, as fuch, if I am not midaken, as 
*' difiers not much from yours. I think it no 

* prefumption in- my feif to aftrm<, I have as 
*■ great a love for Virtue as any ether, and 
•^ that I infitiircly eftccm it iu thePerfbn laffcft-j 
^ but I expcdl ic ihould bp a Virtue moderated by 

* a ccc- 
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a ccrtainr ingredient of fweetncfs, and that it be 
not of rho{c favage Virtues chat admit of no 
Civilizaaon. In a Word, Severii), palliate it 
wi^hthe faireft Names yoapleafe, is a qaalifica* 
tion I do not find thofe attractions in as haply 
you do } and am of Opinion, that Ovid, whom, 
in the -zn of Loving vre are alt to look on as 
oiir grand Mafter, wiH. rather confirm my 
Sentiment than yours, and that if he hach dif- 
covered the (everal inclinations of thofc Ladies 
among whom he hath difpofed himlelf, 1 dare 
engage for htm kje will not make his addreflcs 
to the moft fcvcre* 
Ovid comity up to tbtm upon the hearing 
of his name mentioned, and having heard the 
(everal di(cour(es of DrufusSLttd Ptohmy^ thought 
himfelf obliged to engage in the Conveilation, and . 
thereupon addrefling Himfelf to Ptolomy^ ' Nei- 
' thcr you, nor I, faid ke to bintj fhall well be 
able to edabliib our Maxims here ;. and if thcfe 
fair Ladies mod be admitted judges of the dif^ 
ferences, 'tis out of all douot they will give 
Sentence rather on Drufus's fide than ours; 
And indeed, as I find not my felf furnilhed 
with fulEcient Circumfpedlion to be a regular 
obTcrver of tho(e Maxims, (b am I not on the 
other fide fo deftitute as that I would abfolurely 
follows yours, as conceiving that between both 
there may be a nKans found our, wherein 
fuch Perfbns as are not over hard to be pleated 
may meet with fatisfadbion. 'Tisnot to be de- 
nied, but that Wifdom, Modcfty, and Refer- 
vediiefsinthe Pctfon beloved, have a vety power- 
ful influence over a mind pafIiona:eIy devoted 
in Virrue, and that they imprint in it a re(pc(^ 
whereby a fincere Love is excreamly fortified : 
But the obliging Cacefies, the attia^kivc Favours, 
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♦ and thoft other' dcmonftratiops- of Affcdion 
-* which wc receive from the Perfbn beloved, aA 
attended by a certain nliraculons. Virtue to im- 
prove a buddiagXovcJ to Maturity, and^Iri* 
vate an affedion already arrived to (bme growth. 
And as, according to the Judgment you have 
given of ir, I fccm to be wrote incHned to Ais^ 
party than the other, I mod needs, to make it 
the mo(^ plaatible I can, add tO' what I havefaid, 
that if Love, ftiitably to the rate of things 
Corpora!, ftood in need of any thing as 
NouTilhrnent, in order toi» its Augmentation, 
it is in what we call Favours, that it would find 
iv% or it is in them at Icaft that it is wont to 
(cek it «, ^nd that as it commonly (tibfifls in 
fomc Hope of HappiiKfs, no left than in a^ 
confidence of the Merit ^ich gave its firft 
IHrchj'fo i^ it infallibly confcquent, that what- 
ever entertains and enlivens that Hope, affords 
it^hote ailiftances without which it cannot 
grow to ; perfedkidn. Now they arc only Fa- 
vours that arc able to work that cffx6t 5 'tis from 
them we derive thoic flatteries and infinuations 
whereby we are infenfibly immerled therein. 
But however I may plead for Favours, [ (hall 
advance nothing derogatory from Prudence and 
ModeiVy, and fo admit of this regiihzton, that 
as to the Favours we are to be ddirous of, they 
ought to be fuch as may be attendant oti rhe 
qualifications aforefaid, and not inconfiften^ 
with Virtue. 

* And where, I pray, Jays Arfinoe, interrupt 
ting bimy will you find there may be fuch Fa- 
vours granted in Love as Virtue can admii ? 
Not indeed in the inclinations of the cruel 
Deiia^ replied Ovid, onc,ihatinfteadof the Fa- 
vours which the Viccuous Prince thax ador'd her

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might but too jaMy have c^pe^ed> hath' 
weaiied him wich a ttBoafand dircovcries of her 
Ccudty, which ireacmecL u cmaot be (aid ' Die 
was U]»OD any ooo&derauoa of bet Victue obliged 
to. I am very confidcot) replied su roundly 
:^fino€y that if I bad been ever £q little too li- 
beral of that which ^ou call Favouts, towards 
the Prince that lov'd mc^ bis afiediotis which I 
ever dearly efteem*d, aiid was cnterrain*d by 
that little diicrction which I had recciv'd from 
Heaven, wodd never have bceo (b 'violent as 
to iiidkie him to marry roe, and to offer me 
with himiclf the Crowa of his Fathers, at a 
time when he had no reaibn to look on me 
other wile, tfaaii^as a Wretch calV u^on his Ter- 
ritories by a Tempeft} and mote probabiy one 
iffixd from the dregs of a popular Eztra^ioo, 
than of a Rank equal to his own. What you 
fay may poflibly be true, replies Ovid \ but if 
-your Seventy abfolatery wrought this effedl^. 
k having been your sood Fortune do have rodo 
with the mod Coouant and moft Amorous- of 
aU Lovers, 'twefie but fit you withal refle^d 
on all tbofe others which it wk like to have 
produced, the dreadful misforrancs whereto 
you have cxpofed him, and that particularly 
wherein it is not impofiiblehe might have fpeoc 
his whole Liie, if Hazard, and not your Pru- 
dence, 'bad not put a Period thereto by his. 
liappy meeting - with ' you. So that when your 
have fumm'd up'<ail,'yott tvill give me leave to* 
tell you, th^re is a generous and innocent kind- 
of Favours, which might have foared you both 
many a (brtowful Day^ and which you might 
*" lafcly have granted him without any prejudice 
ro your Vittue. Ic is of thc(€ onfy that I in-» 
tended to fpeak^ jiot only beoiufe the featiments. 
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oonfequenc thereto are the mote nobk, but alfb* 
that it Is really my judgment they are the more 
proper to eiKcitaiiY Love, thair thofe that pro- 
ceed from an ezcefs of Liberality (lo keep the* 
ejiprcdions of Drufus) for beiidcs that I thinkr 
it but neoeflary for the Perfon beiov'd, to keepr 
her (elf iit (he. eftcem 'fhe ezpeds from the 
Lover, i» order to the continuation and con- 
fervation of his Love ^ I am eafily perfwadeit 
that Satiecy foon fmotbccs Defire, and thar 
the ab(bKite poflcnion of wjkat might have bceir 
wi^hM, not admitting any further obje^l of 
wifhing, takes off the edge of that Padion 
whence it fitft (pcung.' There are many things' 
which I midit,. from this ^ueftion, take oc- 
casion CO inufl on, were it not that it is to bcT 
debated before fuch Judges as are not kkely to* 
prove mod favourable to Ptoiowys Party : Bnc 
I ihall not prefs it any further, and think it 
enough, tor maiatain, that, as there are a fore' 
of criminal Favours, Cuch as catmot be <de(iccd' 
of the Per(bn beloved, without tunning tkc 
hazard of her difpleafure, fo there is alfo z 
kind of Favours (which I could particularize" 
were I commanded to do it ) levell'd only cor 
keep iu the flame of a virtuous Love, and con- 
/iflent with Prudence, thongh not with Severity .- 
Ovid could have (aid much more upon the* 
prefcot difierence i but he thought fiaer to forbear,' 
as knowing, that the greaceft part of thofe tHat* 
heard him would not have favoured his opinion ;* 
and imagining withal, that, in the prcfenoe of foe 
great Princedes, he could not be too referv'd and- 
circumfped, thought it enough to whifper PtvU'^ 
my in the Ear, that he would have maintained* 
his Cau{e afcer much another rate, had the Bafi- 
acfs been to be debated before y«fti* 
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. There was upon this a (mall interval of gene- 
nil filence, which Ptokmy taking advanuec of, 
whifpers C/eopaira in the car 5 • Sifler, jaid he 
to bety you are excreamly inqaifitiyc into the 
Affairs of Drufus and Antoniay and have not 
thought it worth your asking what poftare 
mine are in with Marcia. You betray fo much 
iudiferetion this Day, replies the Princefst. 
/peaking fimetohat huder than bt bad done to 
her, that I am loath to ask you any Thing, left 
I fliould engage yottitKo the difcovery of tnings 
that fhali ipeak as Hccle reafon- as tho(^ have 
&Uen from you already. 'Tis therefore to be 
revenged on yoir, rephed' the Prince, that I 
tell you I am much more in her favour than, 
you oould have wiftied me, if I may meafure 
your wllhes by the humour you are in at the 
prefent : And if I could but be perfwaded never 
to depart out of her fight, or would ad the 
mufing and melancholy Lover, i think it would 
be taken as a great figu- of the earneftnefs of 
my AfFedion. * Ckvpntra made no othtc Ani- 
fwer to this Difcourfe of Bto/emy, than that of a 
fmile, telling him withal, That it was not hand- 
(bme to whifpcr fo lon^ before fuch high Com- 
pany 3. and at the fame Time putting fbme quefti- 
ons to Drufrs and Lentuhs^ about what had 
pafled in Auguftus's Court finoe her departure 
thence, they both gave her (bme Account thereof, 
and thereupoiT entred into a Converfatton, where- 
in LentuiuSy who till then* had* fpoken very litde, 
took Occation Co- to difplay the riches of his Wtc 
and Judgment, that it was the general acknow- 
ledgment of the Company, that Tie was a Perfbn 
of very exceltent Parts. Artemifa having view'd 
him a long Time, and hearkned to him with' 
much, attention, being come up ilong with the 
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Company to a Place where chcre were Cc2tSt and 
where all were preparing to & down, cook the 
Princefs CUopatrasi liul& afide, and whifpering 
ber in the ear fo as no body could hear, ' Sider, 
faidjbe to ber^ I ha^e fccn the Faces, and 
"kiiow the Adventures of Drufus and PtQUmy , 
bu': I pray tell me whether this Lentu/us be the* 
iame you made mention of in your Diicouric, 
who by a Arange Accident fell in Love with 
Ciarus DsLVLghxet i ihsktTutiia, who, after fhe; 
had by heK Cruelty o£ca(ion'd the banishment 
oi Julius Ant4iniuiy fell in Love with P/«/(Wfjr ? 
Qieopaira \i9s'vAg told her that it was the very 
fame, and wdtbal given him the Charadec of 
A Vjerj; confiderabk V^£on among the R^mans-^ 
in regard as well of .his l^irth as^ Meric^ Ah ! 
.^//?^r, added the jfrmiHtM* Prince($/are you- 
not deiirous I Ihould know the Conicquence and 
the Succeis of that Love whereof you acqaaiiued 
me with the firfl Eruption, ana whtrh by ic9 
drange beginning hath railed in me no fmall 
Curio&y ? I do not knpw To much of itrrepiies 
the Doidgb^^ of Amhoiisy, as that I dare pcor 
mife you any great Satisfadion by the difcourCe 
I might entertain you with thereof i and i am 
abfoiucely igaorant o^ what may have happened 
to them (iiice our departure from Rome, whert 
we left th^m, and whence he came within the£e 
few Days, which haply is of grtaceft Confe- 
qaence : But if you are fo defitous of if, I am - 
, confident you may promile your (elf Satis^i^iou 
from Lentuiuf himfelf, and 1 think I may pre^ 
fume fb far upoil him as to make the propoii* 
rion to him. ^ ' . 

With that ihe calls Lentuhs to her, -while the 
ether PrincefTes weie .taking their Seats, and hav* 
ipg in few Words acquainted him how char in. 
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thcDifcxnirfc fhc had made to ArUtnifd of the 
AfFaifs 6f thcrr Family, ihc had rtot forborne to 
give her fome Account of his concetnmcnts in the 
Adventures of Vtolomy^ and that having informed 
her of the original of his Love to Tnllia^ an Ad- 
venture fo much befidc the ordinary rate, had rai- 
fcd in that Princcfs fo great an earncftnefs to know 
the Succefs thereof, that fhe tliought her ftlf oblig*d 
to intreat him to fatisfy her as to that particular, 
in cafe there were nothing he would Jbc defirous to 
conceal^; afluring him further, that bcfides the 
Obligation he fhould put upon her, 'he might 
abfolutely trufl: hinrfclf to the Difcretion of that 
Princeft, as one that had very much the facniry to 
conceal thofc Things, whereof the ^ifcourfc or 
diftovery might prove either regretful or prejudi^ 
clal to hirti* Lentuhs^ at the firft dart of this 
Difcourfe of Cfeopntrn, (eem'd robe a little Itir- 
pfiz'd thcrear, btit it wa<? not Iftrtg ere he reco- 
^er*d himfelf 5 and bemg one that had abundance 
of refpcft and compliance for her, he proteftcd it 
would be no fmall fatisfa6tion to him(elf, that he 
ihould endeavour lo give het aH the drmooftr^ 
tions fhe^could dcfirc of his Obedience : And that 
(incc the Princefs Artemifa was defirpusof thfe 
Hiftdry of his Afflidlions, he v/ould fansfy het 
Defires whenever ihe pleafed to commatid hirn 
to do it, af>d Ihruld be very glad to take- that 
Occafion to exprcfs the RefpeiSs he had for her, 
and which be was ambirious to render a? well to 
bcr Merit as her Frieudil^ip, and with that to the 
^fFc^lion of Prince Alexunder^ whom he had 
*cver had a very high eftcem of, and of whofe 
Advenrnres he had heard fo'me part in his way 
towards Ahxanetrta, Artemifa made a civ?! re- 
turn to that obliging Difcourfe of Lefi%ulus\ and 
having •cxcufcd her Curiofity, by ailedging het 
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cODartimencs in die Advcnmrcs of a Pcr(bn of 
his worthy aod a good Friend of AlixaiHhr\_ 
they confiilccd together about the time wherein 
this relation was to be made, and having re(blvVi 
that it muft of ncaflky be done that day, becaufe 
of the arrival of the Emperor, after which tbey 
jhould have fucb leifiire, as they then had, it was 
condaded it ihould not be put off any longer than 
to the end df their walking. And whereas the 
PrinceCs Cieopaira was ignosont of (bme part of 
the Adventures of Lentulusy and thofe, as ihe told 
him, the moft inpponant, they refolv'd that Arte 
mlfa ihould recutn along with her to her Chamber, 
wnere, after they had defir'd that liberty of Cy»- 
daee and C///tf , they would ftay with Lentutus^ and 
hear the relation he was to entertain them wttbaL 
The budnefs was ptu in Execution, as it had been 
jefolv'd, aod the fair Princefles having their re- 
jcreacion in walking an hour longer, thofe chac 
M^ere lodg*d in the Palace returned thither, taking 
Artemifa along with them \ Cieofatrst having per- 
Xwaded Olynffia and Arfinoet that it was out of a 
Defign ihe had to bring her to the acquaintance of 
a Brother of Alexander's* In a Word, they were 
iu> foontr gotten into Cleopatra's Chamber,whichec 
they were followed by PttfUmyy Drufus^ and Len» 
tulusy but ihe accjuainced PtaUmy how much thcic 
whole Houfe was indebted to Artemifa for the (afe* 
ty oi Alexander i and the extraordinary Obligation 
which ihe her (elf flood in to that Prinoefs ^ and 
the young Prince, who had undcrftood ibmahing 
of it, finding in the Perfoti of Artemifa all things 
worthy his Rcfpcdls and the Love of Alexander^ 
jcndred that fair Priocefs whatever might be due 
to her from his Brother, and exprefled the refenc«- 
muit he had fftr her goodticTs, and the Honour 
Ihe did their Houfe, with all imaginable acknow- 
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kdgtncnt and civility. Which palled, he grew 
very impatient to know whatwas become of ji/ex" 
'ander^ whom he thought to have found in A/ex* 
Mndriay (ince that Artemifr wis there: Bat Cleth' 
fatra told him, that he was gone thence with 
Marcillusy and that fhe was in hoocs of his Re- 
turn thither that D1E7, or at .forthcu on the Mor- 
row. 

After this Diicourfe and fpme othet, whereby 
Aritmifa and Puhmy mutually di^vered the 
ReTpeds tb«y had one for rhe other, the Prinoefs 
despair a acquainted Ptohmy with the Defigii 
they had to undctftand the Adventures of Lentw 
iusy upon which Notice he took away Drvfus 
along with him, and left them alone vi'vi\i LentU" 
ius. Cieopatra^ going to Elifn and Candace, in- 
treated of them an Hour's Liberty to fatisfy tbeCu^ 
riofity o^Artemifa^ promifiug them to return im- 
mediately afeer Supper, and to pafs away the Even- 
ing with them* Being, after this Precaution given, 
reiurn'd into her Chamber, where Ihe had left 
Ariemifa with Lentulus^ thc^ went all together 
into the Clofet, taking only Camilla with them $ 
where being fat, and naving fcsLttd Leniulus near 
them, when he perceived they gave him Attenti- 
on, be began his Difcoarfe (which Cleopatra 
ordered Kim to addrefs to the Princcfs Artemifa^ 
as the lead acouainted with his Adventures) and 
^oke in thefe Terms. 

Tie Hijlory i/LENTULUS and TULLIA. 

IT was no (light Enierprize that I engaged up- 
on when I undettook the Service of Cicero'^ 
Daughter ; and had 1 examined Appearances, I 
could have cxpeded but fmall Su(9ftfs in the dif« 
pute of a Heart pzepofl^d before-hand by a ftrong 
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Fallion and chat raif'cd by a Mate fucb as that of 
Pta/0myy a Pcrfon illuftrious and, rccommenda- 
ble for his Birth aiid Virruc, and, one amiabk ia 
all Things. Nor indeed was it any EflFe^l of my 
Will thac inclined roe to pCQlecuce char Refoluti- 
on, buc I was dragged to the Putfuance Ehercof 
by the importunity of PaffKHr, to abate which, 1 
all the oppofition of Reafon proved ineffectual, as 
being fo ftrong, that difarming me of all the 
alHdances which the other might hayc fiipplied 
me with to fortify iny.{clf. agaiuft ics violence, 
Mz me no other Liberty than that of iighing, a»(i 
coniideting, co my grief, the fad; aiid fadden , 
change of my condition. Certain ic is, that I ; 
.went out of LucuHus's Garden, a place fatal to me 
for the lofs of my FreedoiQ, as really,, and as 
pafliunately in Love, as I could have been» bad I, 
for the fpace of (everal Years, fuffered under the 
inHuence of TulHas attradion, and chat I was as 
much Metamorphol^d during thofe few Minutes, 
wherein was effcdcd that engagement upon my 
Soul, as if I had (^ent a conlidcrable part of my 
Life in the (crvicc of that Perfon, to whom my 
Deftiny had but newly enflaved me, Tbofc 
things which ihouid have fecut'd me ag;iinfl:that 
growing Pa^on, contributed to, my further eiH 
gagcmem therein : For however -it muft be ac* 
)cnow led g*d> thac the fair TuUka wa^.in^iucly 
amiable, and really able to. raife loyc in.PerXbnt 
much Icfs inclined thereto than my fclf, yet is it 
my opinion, ihar, of a long time,;! Choiild not 
have fubmicted to the ycke' ihe hath forced upon 
iBe, if, iRchat firal-infiam, her Ikaary, though 
of a Virtue to Work a. far more niiraailoas 
cffeft, had not received -a certain fupply ftom htt 
grief chat made it more aitfra^Sbivc thaoorv^iuary,' 
and :a£^orded it thofe Foice9^.again(l :wM^i my 
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-ideate CDu}d isoc make the ieaft refinance. Tho^ 
'462fs, whereof all her conftancy could not obftruA 
khepaflage, gliding from her fair Eyes down 
4ier beanriful Face, and which (contr«y to their 
^opinion, ' who would attribute that effe6i rather to 
daughter and joy) gave a new luftre to her Beauty ; 
•the languifhing fweetnefs was fo remarkable iti 
iier Eyes ai4d all over her Countenance; tht 
graccfulncfs of het Singing, performed with much 
;Arr, and heightened by an admirable Voice; ihe 
-Words, wherein, nowichftanding the cdiftc of 
Jher Paflton, Ihe difcovcred Co much Prudence, 
«nd fo great Virtues in a Word, fo many fevc- 
Ta| things having confpired together to give my 
lieart the fatal aflault, wrought it in the firu 
f lace into a certain tencfernefs, grief, and com- 
faffinn, and afterwards reduced it into fuch a 
pofture, as chat it was in an abfolate incapacity 
K> make the leaft c^ofition againd the imperious 
Paffion th^ poficfs'd- it felf thereof. In "fine. 
Madam, I was in love, nay, in an inftanr ivas 
eagerly in love with the beautiful, the affliacd, 
and the faffionare TuHia. Pto/omy, to "whom I 
difcovcred my af&flion, at firfl made fport at it, 
but afterwards bemoaned mydeftiny. From that 
Very Hrft Day was 1 grown a great lover cSf Sdli- 
mde, and 1 thought all Company infupportablc, 
but that which 1 had then left. During the Re- 
mainder of that Day, and the Night followiiig; 
I imagined to my (elf that Tu/iia was perpetually 
prefent, in the fame condition I had fecn her, a< 
wcl* engaged in the Converfation fhe had had 
with EmUia iu the Arbour, at my laft meeting 
with her, when I had het fwooning in my Arms, 
and faw hcp bteathlefs in Emilia's Lap. The 
Night, which for that time had drawn a Cunain 
ever her fair Eyes, and the palcncfs which during 
Vol. VII. N tholt 
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thoCc few Minnces (f read it ieif ovcf btc Couate- 
iiaoce> feeiccd ooc co tne eo have cakai aogbt 
from hei Beauty : So that wlienevcr I icprc(emcd 
lier to OK in chae pofii^e;. and tbac it came ioco 
my thoughts it was k>t PuUm^y an uugratefol 
obiUnate young Man» who had Teen her in cfaac 
ftiEi^lioQ without .being moved to the leail coni'- 
padion } ^ -O ye Gods, cried /, is ic pofliblc that 
*' Titiiki% theobjci^ of jcny adorations, Ihould be 
^ ledHced.to thpfe £xcremitie« for a Per(bn*s fake 

< who i$ HOC in th^ kafl fcndblie of her Safe- 
*' ings? And that be who is. ceady to. die for her, 
^' dares uochope for any part. of. chat whichi ano«- 
^ (her To ungrarefully difiiatns I. O Tulliay what 

* cruel Deiliny reigns over rhee, that thou mnft 
^ Idvc him that ihuns thce» and art fo infenfibic 
^ of his devotions that die^ for tlM^el Ofto/^mf, ts 

* there any necelficythat ihoM IhouIdA be pofieflor 
' of a Good thou doft coaKfDD, and that thy 

* unfortunate Fcknd ihoUld derive from that 

< Good, which chou dopdveft him of without the 

* kaft Enjoyment to thy ft^f» aU his hopes, and aU 
^ the happinefs of his Life I O Lentulus^ muft 
' thou needs fall in love with Tuiiiaf whofe Soul 

* istn&fteptibleof all impreflioof other than what 

* it hath received ior Piehmy ; or fiKmkidb thoo 

* hate Ptolim^y .who, though not chargeable with

Such and the Uke expfedions did iay firft agt<t 

tation break forth it fclf ib \ whereupon making 
fomc reflections on the change of my Fortune, f 
liimmoned all (he affiftances of my Reafen, the 
better to fortify my (t\i againft it* Not that I 
could hearken to any coaftderatioo that ihould di^* 
vert me from continuing ray addre(les<o TuUIm^ 
if my owa inchoations engaged me cherao> iavo 

only 
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ouly that of the Love iLe was prepoflcf&d wkk 
foe Ptolomyy which misformoc only icmoved» 
all things cl{e (eemcd to encourage nie in the 
Services I had for that exoellenc Pcrton, as iveli in 
regard of her difpodcion, as her Birth, and the 
quality of oui Conditions, which gave me much.' 
rcalbn to hppe a fortunate iffiie of my defign $ 
hxit that one obllacle appeared (b formidabje and 
(b cruel, that npoa the kaA refledion I made on 
it, 1 fell into a kind of irrecoverable affli^bon. 
There had been herecdbre a very great Etunky 
between our Families, upon occauoo» that one of 
our Houfe and Name had been unfortunately en* 
gaged in Catalifies Coofpiracy, which Cicero^ 
/during the Time of his Coofiillhip, bad di&over- 
«d \ infomuch, that Lenfulusy with Cjeik^vsy and 
divers of the nobled Faniiilies in Rome^ lofl their 
Livss-Jbr it : But fiut» Ckera^s death, the(e 6rri» 
iions had beeti appealed i • aiid though the fiuni-' 
liarity becwceji ok And his Son was not very 
greait, it proceeded rather ouc of the imradahle- 
•nefs of his di fpo^icionit than any letctitmem might 
. be left of our dif{ere»ces. So that looking on my 
felf as of a coofidcrable* R^nk amoi^ the RomMns^ 
and (ufficien^Iy. a^vt^a^'d .as to all thofe things 
chat come inqo th& con^deratioas of Marriage, I 
might with rea(bn etttenaia a confidence, .thac 
Cicero and all TuHia's f ricuds would tioc have 
flighted me, had 1 acquainted them with the de- 
fign I had to ferve her, (incc they had before, al* 
lowed of the addreflcs .of Cecinna, who (I nuy 
fpeak it without fiaciery to^my. felf) could not he 
preferred before me. But \ ihould rather have 
fubmitted to the abfoltMC defeat of ail my hopes, 
than endeavour the aittaiiunent of my Felicity by^ 
that way : And ^loUg^ I had (omc reafon to tma- 
gfixe^ that CicSxH f^ldf the more to oblige me, 
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liaye forc*d his Sifler to a compliance, as on&thaci 
, ootwithftanding the pre difpofal >of her affection, 
would have, out of Prudence, fubmittcd to_ his 
dcfircs 5 yet Ihould 1 have chofcn rather to con- 
tinue unfortunate all my Life, than make a Con- 
queft of Tu//i4f by any other difpofal than her 
own, or owe my happinefs to any thing but her 
&ee inclinations. 

And this manner of proceeding I thtjught very 
lational -y for if, after I had applied my iejf to her 
Brother, Tul/ia her fclf fhould have ^efufed to 
comply with his •inrentions, or that her Brother, 
fenfible of her averfion thereto, would not have 
Ccercifed the power he had over her to my faiif- 
fai^ion, I mim have borne all the Qiame atul regret 
of fuch an ovenure ; and if, on the contrary, Tv/Iia 
csonforming her Iclf «o the will of Cicero ^ would 
have con&med to my pretetiiions, as it might be 
hoped from (iich a prudence as iht was owner of, 
I mud needs, with tio fmall Tegret, be aflur'd, 
as being fatisfy'd of her af&dion tor Pto/omyy that, 
to profeeute my own contentment, 1 ihould make 
a Pcribn I 4ov*d beyond my felf, the moft un- 
fonunate upon Earth, and u> might juftly fear, 
that notwithdandingall her Virtue, I ihould never 
have the abfohiie pofleflion of a H^art which 
lay (b ilrongly engaged eKewhere. This Heart 
therefore was that 1 refolv'd the conqueft of, oc 
rather to difpoircls it of the Love it was for- 
tified with for Ptohmy : And this refblucion I 
faw well enough could not be eSeduated but 
through a many diffimlties, it being no ordinarjr 
S^after-picce in the An of Love, to force out of 
^ Soul an impre(!ioti eo^aven therein by an 
excedive merit, efpeciaUy iach a one as that 
oiTuiHa, who had cxpreiKd foch a height of 
conilancy in the generous oppofitioii ihe nUkie 

agaiuft 
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tgainft the Loye of Juiius AntoniuSy a Prin« 
truly great and ihining in all thofe qaalitks that 
make a Perfbn amiable. 'Tis tnie, 1 could not 
but eoMceive a Heck weak glimpfe of hope frotQ 
the aiFurance 1 had of Ptohmf% backward iiefs co 
meet iicr Love, or rather from the profeflion he 
had made co me, that he would never love hec 
while he liv'd $ and accordingly infer thence, that 
the great Courage of Tuilia would at laft be tir*d 
out by the difdain oT that young Man, and that 
ihe would endeavour to break thole bonds, which 
could not but make Cometh ing for my advantage. 
Bac, Madam, be pleafed but to fivour me with a 
flight reflexion on the (Itange po(hire of my 
AfiairS) and confider how much I de(erv*d com- 
paflion. No <|uc(lion, but ic mull needs be a 

treat (atisfa^ion to me, that Ptolemy would not 
>ve Tullia^ and that i grounded not my happi- 
nefs on any thing fo mach as the avetfion he bad 
fof her : Yet were there certain intervals wherein 
the fincere aj9e£lion I had for her, put me upon 
willies much againd my fclf, as fuch as wherein 
\ Hionld be far from defiriug he might n6x. love 
lier : For^ loving her beyond my fclf, how ad* 
vantageoQs (bever fxt might prove to me, I could 
not wifh her perpetually unfortunate through the 
averfion of what jlie (b much afFc^ed. During 
thofe refle^ons, 1 knew not how I ought co de- 
mean my (elf towards him ; but certain ic is, I 
durd not, without a great violence to my (elf» 
have intreated him to continue his cruelty towards 
a Perlbn whom 1 ador*d ; and thpngh I iliould 
have been much troubled to fee him earne(\ly 
fallen in love with Tuliiay yet had I fuch a ten- 
dernefs for her contentment, when my own was 
(b much concerned, that I never made it my re« 
queft to him, that he fhould not love her. 
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' Id tbc mean time^ I choaght it lone ro hare 
anochcr fight of thofe hk Eyes that had voundkd 
Hie (b deeply ; but having no great acqnaincanoe 
i|t Cfctro'$ Hooif, biK being well known co 
Efit/Jiay and her Husband Scipio, of them it was 
that 1 expeded feme affiftance, and ooRfeqnentlyto 
them was it fit I flioald addrefs my Ceif, The 
firft vifit I made to EmiiU^ I intended not to 
make any mention ac ail of TuUU^ co prerenc an 
iroagination llie might conceive, that I viHced 
htt only out of (bme defign I haidopon her. Bae 
fhe rpoke of her firft ; and whereas the accident 
that had happeiied to her in our prefenoe, gave 
lier occafion enough ro bring her upon the Stage» 
llie Toon engag*d me upon that difcourfe, and 
put me into no fmail afBidion, when fhe told fne» 
that ever fince chat &tal Day fhe had lain very 
fick, nay, that her ficknefs was not without fbme 
danger, as to her Life. Had Emiiia taken notice 
of my Countenance, when fhe gave that account 
of her, fhe might haveobferv*d in it fuch a change 
as would in feme meafure have acquainted her 
irith what pafled in my Heart. That I was ex- 
treamly troubled at the misfortune of het Friend, 
was a thiog I could not diffemble, as what might 
have been attributed to pure civility, and the 
Xefpe^ I had for her; whereupon 1 took occa- 
lion to tell her, that f had concciv'd an infinite 
cfkcm for that excellent Pctfon, and ihould take 
it as a great obligation done me, might I be ad« 
mitted to wait on her in a Vifit to t^at diftrefled 
Lady. Emilia told me that might eafily be done, 
whetiT»//rVs iudifpofition were a little remitted, 
and that fhe would take me with her, when fhe 
were to be fccn 5 but for that time her condition, 
was fuch, as that fhe in a manner Taw none but 
her felf^ and hardly bore with the convtrfation 

of 
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efhecncatell kindred. Inf la^ Word^ Madam, ic 
is not eafily imaginable what (Irai^ tbingft 
faded in TihlUss cfaoughcs at that cime^ and 
luicemy relation is to. enlace it (elf into an hifto* 
rical Account of her, as well as my felf, I tliaU 
acquatm 70a widi tkit part thereof) which hath 
fijBoe come to my kngwledge* 
\ That excellent Perfixi, in irhom a Paffion rai«^ 
fed by the indignation of Heaven . .might well 
diilurb her enjoyments^ bat neither alter her 
Yirtae, nor abate her Courage, had been (enfi* 
Uy mov'd at the infuking behaviour of Pt^hn^ 
towards her. tAnd whetcas there could nothing 
611 from him, bat inufi be levell'd right ar the 
Heart, ch« dtfdain he had exprefs'd cowards her; 
f rqv^d nor only the occafbn of her fwooning, 
and the weakness confequent theretio» bur aUo 
kfr in her mind an impreffion. of grief, which 
xnade the.body feel ibme pan of the iadifpofition 
of the mind : lafemoch^ chat tfhe was no feonee 
fctir*d wick Emiiia^^ but Aie was pat into a Bed 
with a viofenr Fever, - and for ibme Days after 
was in &me danger. I have been iuform*d, thae 
the danger flic was in, as to point of Life, (uch 
as not a litrle alarm'd her Fiiends, ftem'd ro be 
▼ery welcome to her, and that fteing her (elf 
fallen imo a mtsfortime, which (he look'd on no 
odierwife than a cilme, (he thought her felf un- 
worthy to live, and was dcfirous to fee the period 
of her Life, that ihe might fee the end of a Pa& 
£on, which, in her judgniCBr, edipfed all the 
glory of k, and muft have darlxned her memory 
with Ihame and confufion. Her indifpoiition 
therefore, producing in her mind an Hfe<5l wholly 
contrary to what it was wont to do in other Per- 
ibns, brought her a double &tisfa£(ion, partly 
by fcafon of the convenience fhc derived from' it 
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CO humour her melancholy thoughts without the 
jidurbanoe of conver(ation and company, and 
the opportunity (he had to difguiie the difeales of 
her mind with the appearances of thofe Qfhcr 
body- 

Hence came it, tliat during her Stcknefs, fhe 
admitted few vifits, and unlefs it were.tho(e 
vrhom (he tmud of necedic^ (ee» only Emilia had 
accefs to her. And whereas fhe.was the only Per* 
ion ihe admitted into the Cabinet of her moft 
lecret apprehenfions, , to her alone was it that (he 
made net complaims, and disburchened her af^ 
fiidion, and of her alone did lhe.expe<Stan abate-^ 
mcnt thereof. * You now fee, /aidjhe to ber^ 
' you now fee tne reduced to the condition I have 

* fb often wiihed my felf in, ever fince that in^ 
^ fopponable misfonane befel me, which hath 
^ blafted all the laftre ctf* my Days, ' and where* 
^ with you only are acquainted. You fee Death, 

* which only can furniih us • with neceflary re« 

* medics, comes in to my a(E(lance according ta 
I* my wifhes, and the need I ftoodiin of him j 

* and I hope that by his means you will be de- 
f liTered from the fhame which you may iufier 
^ through either my weakness or want of Courage. 

* The infblent Youth, who triumphs over my 

* Heart, and all the glory of my life, ihall never 
*' knpw his Vidory, and ihafi not have the fk* 

* tisfaf^ion either to • laugh at. my weakness, or 

* hug ^mfelf in his own . revenge^ This Life, 

* which continued, had expofed me to fuch mi& 

* carriages as might have difcovered tor him thy 

* misfortune, aud his own advantage, now draws 

* towards its period, and it is already growa too 

* infupportable and odious to me, not to enter- 

* rain the approaches of Death with abundance 
^ of Comfort* O Tuiiiay had it been the good 

* plcafiiro 
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* pleafurc of the Gods to Ihoncn thy unfortunate 

* thread but fome few Months before, thou hadft 

* dy'd in the hci<>ht of an unblcmiihcd Glory i 
' But thou wouldO: not haply have wanted (bme' 

* defircs to live, whereas -now thou art ready to 
^ lofe iCi with a fatisfadlion equal to what other 

* Perfons are (enliblc of in the Meridian of their 

* beft Fortunes. 

To. this. effect was the difcourfe fhe made to' 
Emilia^ who, out of the iincere Friendihip fhe' 
bad for her, difFolved into tears to hear hecipeak, 
and forbore not to make-chofe remonftranccs to 
bcr, which ihe thought any way likely to divert 
her from that aver (ion which fhe feemed to have 
for Life. But her di(courfes wrought litrle on the 
apprehenHons of TuUia ^ and whexeas, not with- 
landing the greatnefs of her Coiirag^, the wound' 
fhe had received gali'd^he jrery bottom of her 
Heart, Ihc could not "piltouc of herthoughrs, nor' 
indeed forbear to fpeak of. him that had given' 
cither J ' Ah I my dear Emiiiayfaid jhcy lookjng 
on her 'witb a certain infinuathn ofPaJJion, 
could the cruel Adverfary but have gueiled at 
the true caufe of the accident that's befalkn mc, 
how confident and fiery had he been, and, if 
I midake not his humour, how infolently 
would he have trampled, on a wretch, againft 
whom he is exafpcratcd for the difgracc of y«- 
llus Antottius ! With what /corn would hci 
have aggravated my unhappinefs, had he but^ 
known the advantage my cruel Defliny had' 
given him over my heart j and with what pre-' 
fumprion would he not have looked on this* 
deplorable change of my Humour and Fortune !

Though TuHU could noc abfolutely believe what 
Ihe faid, yet for fome fmall Time fhe hearkned^ 
with Satisfadton, to what' flattered her Humour;

Thus did TullU pa($ over (bme Days, during 
which, through the HttleLove fhe had to life, fhc 
ccaHy brought it into (btue Danger : But fhe was 
opportunely relieved, a|id by the continual Atten- 
dance and Confolations of Bmilta, her Body aud 
Mind receiving fome Rcfrefhment, fhe grew fonnc- 
wbtt better, and witlttii a fmall Time gave Hope? 
of a per&d Recovery. From the Time that 1 nrft 
Uttdcfdood from Emilia that (he was fick, I either 
ic^t, or went my felf every Day ro Emilia^ $ ro in- 
4piiEe after her Heakh : And Mmilia having feveral 
Times acquaiiKed her with it, Ihe flattered her felf 
into an imagination, that ftplemy^ whom I daily 
converfed with, might be fomewhat concerned 
. in that Civility^ infomuch, rhae I have beeti told 
char ima^iaubn^ wbciein Bmirta cot>firmed het 
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. all chat lay in her Power, contf ibated noc a little 
to her Recovery. 

. As foon as any were permitted to vifit her^ Emf' 
Ha J whom I daily follidted ' to that Piarpofe, <tfyok 
me along with her, yet reprefenting k to mc as ^ 
very particular Favour, and making me believe that 
Tallia as yet fuf&red biu very few Perfbns to come 
to her. Sheftill kept her Bed, asbeii^not tbougbc 
ftrong enough to get up, though her Fever had 
left her (bme Days before: Bitt even in the Ck>n* 
dition ihe feemed to be in > though Ike were yfnj 
pale by reaibn of her Steknefs, yee my Lost en^ 
lightening my Eyes and Imagination, reprefiutced 
bet to me niore beautiful than any Thing that pre» 
tends to Beauty. The Sight of her raifed a little 
Difcurbance in me» and her looking on me, bring* 
ing Ptolomy into her Mind, it might be perceived 
ihe was fbmewhat troubled andfurprized* Com- 
ing near the Bed, EmiJia^ who prcfented me cd 
her, alHiming the DLfcourfe : ' Lentulus, fiadjh&

I had afforded her in Lucuilus's Garden, as the 
-Tendernefs I bad exptelled towards her during- her 
SickneG, andfthe Pains I had taken tovifithcf. I 
reply 'd to heii DiCcourfe, in the Complements or«- 
diuary upon fuch OccafiouSy and which I repeat

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not, becaufc that kind of Enrertainment dcferves: 
HOt 1% be brcmght upon the Stage a fecond Time, 
not indeed any Thing of the Converfation that 
paffi^ between us at that firft Vifit» which was 
fMily about Things indifferent. Only I am- to tell

I bethoughf my- 
fclf, therefore, to maiiyfeft my Intentions by other 
ways mote folemnthan thofc of Difcourfe j fo that 
the- Day being come on which is celebrated the 
Birth oiAuguftus by divers magnificent &|lttacles> 
wherein the young Nobility of Rome WvtotiX. to 
appearwkh Abundance of Splendour, and toadorn 
their Perfbns and their Equipage with the Liveries 
of the Ladies they (crvc, I rcfolved to make my 
Appearance in the Shews withthe Liveries of T«/- 
//4, difpofing of them all about, as well on my- 
felf as my Chariot, and all the Perfbns of my Re- 
tinue. Imay prefumctoaffirm, that I was not to be 
fiumbred among thofe that made lead Appearan- 
ces there 5 and it Dru/us^s Magnificence had not ob- 
fcared alt that was to be fcen that Day, I might 
haply have^bctti obferved as ive!f as tUvers ochefs. ' 
. * ' The 
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The Colours of TuUsa axe whice and greeo» 
which I interlaced all about wich her Chatn^teiSv 
dilpofing chem as well upon my Arms, as upon 
whatever beloogVi so me, incermingled wich Moc* 
to's aod Devices which as chejr eipre^ my 
Gallantry, So y^ece they alfo in fqme manner the 
Demonftracions of my Paffion. I Ihall ooc oeot 
to trouble you, Madam, with any Rdatictti tbefe* 
of, becaufe I doubt not but that <be Princeft C/eo* 
fatra hath given you a parcicukir Accpum of the 
Magnificences of that Day« fiiKe .iks -bach ac<^ 
quainted you with the Lovei of Drufits^ wbo car- 
tied away all the Glory of it. Ptttiotlijf', who was 
prefent when I put on my Cloaths, and took or- 
der for all Things that Day, and who only knew 
what none el(e could imagine, of what I bad it» 
my Thoughts, coold not, though be withal be* 
moan'd my cafe, forbear laughing at the £arncft« 
ne{s I di(cover'd towards a Per&n that was at 
fuch a DiClance from, the AfFe^kion 1 might expe^ 
from her, ^md in whom haply he» by rea(bn of 
his averfion, b^ not obfeiv*d thofe EstceUenctes, 
V^hich have prov'd Charms and Chains to me. 
many Perfons took Notice in the Solemnities of 
that Day, that my Appearance therein was in the 
Quality of Setv^t to T^UU ; though they were 
igucM:ant whetl^v ic proceeded fron^ Love> or was 
a pare piece of Gaikntty, as it might have hap« 
pened. 

But the next Day going to EmiMsy whom 1 
conftantly vidted, and whofe Favour it wais my

No <]ae(lioa 
but Ihe is of your Acquaintance, reply' d J very 
firiouflyi but you were not very familiar with 
my Intention, if you call that Gcncrofity w}}ich 
ptoceeds from a far more powerful Caufe j and 
1 may very well have endeavour^ to beftow one 
Day with the greateft Solemnity on her to whofe 
Service I have devoted thofc of my whole Life. 
Arc you in good Eanicft, rep/Ies Emilia, oir is 
it yet a fmail Remainder of Gallantry", whereof, 
to the Honour of my Friend, you made fo great 
Oftcntation? I fpeak to you, reply d 1^ but wirli 
too much Sincerity ; and as I dare acknowledge 
myfclf to you guihy of a Taffion full of Love, 
Innocence, and Virtue, without derogating front 
the Refpcdfc I owe you, fo I defpair not your 
Pardon, if I tell you, that I am and fhall be 
while I live, infinitely in Love with Tutlia, 
Upon that Exprcflion, Emilia putting on ^ (c- 
ious Countenance, * I think my Kinfwomaiv 
very hsifpffjaid Jbe to me^ to have gain'd the 
Afhd^ions ot a Perfon equal, as to Worth and 
Extradion, to Lentulus; and certainly I could 
* not have wifli*d any Thing more to her Advan- 
tage. But (ince the Efteem I have for you is 
extraordinary, and that I am truly tender of both 
your Fortune and Satisfadlion, I couccive my- 
felf oblig*d to tell you, that TuUia's Mind is 
much different from the Apprcheufion you may 
have of it j and it is much my Fear, that as things 
ftand, you will not make thofe Advantages of 
your Merit and the Demonftrations of your Love^ 
which he could wifh you might j and confe- 
gucnrly, though I am as much as may be a 
' * Friend 
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*" Friend to Tul/ia, I would advifc you, if it be 
• poflibic, to difpofc your Affedions clfewhcrc/ 
This Di{cour(e of Emilia added nothing to the 
Difficulty I had forefeen myfclf, and afluc'dof the 
Sincerity wherewith &r fpake to me, I was the 
mote inclined to make a further Difcovery of my 
Condition to her, and to be^ her AfliAance. 

While Things flood thus between us, comes in 
Scipioy of who(e Friend tliip having a more than 
ordinary Confidence, I made no Difficulty to pro- 
ceed before him in the Difcourfe 1 had begun co bis 
Lady^ and having repeated to him what I had 
already faid of my Inclinations for Tullia^ and 
protefled to both, that that Paflicn fhould iifver 
expire but with my Life, I begg*d their AffidatKC 
in a Dcfign wheteat their Friend could take no 
offence, and to further my accjueft of her Hearr, 
which was the only Thing I wilhedin the World, 
as being refblved not to make any Application co 
her Brother, till Jlvr fhouki approve my (b doing, 
and favour my Pretenfions herfelf . 

Emilia apd Scifio liQcned to my Difcourfe with 
much Attention, and (cemed to be troubled at the 
knowledge they had of my being thus engaged v 
but not both equally, in as much as Scipio, being^ 
ignorant of Tu /lias Paffion foiPfoIomy, and fore- 
feeing nothing might fo much oppofe my Intenti- 
ons ^sTulJias Severity, conceived a hope that with 
Time and a CouQaucy of Addrcdes, ic might be 
overcome: But Emilia ^ who knew much more 
than her Husband, judg^ed ocherwife of the BuH- 
iiefs, and was almoft at Defpair of all good Sue* 
cefs. She allcdg*d to me all the Rcafbns fhe- 
could, concealing only thofe which llic knew to 
be mcft prcffing and pcrfwafive, to divert mc 
from that Afre(^ion. 1 knew them as uell as 
beifelf, but thought it not fie co difcover fo much, 

cu: 
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out of an Opinion that (he had* not acquainted^ 
her Husband with that Secret of her Friend, and 
a conceit, that ir was yet too foon to give her att 
Accoant of the knowledge I had of ir. In £ne,^ 
they promised me all the AlTttlance which their 
IntereU with JhlUa could procure," thoiigh Emi* 
Iht fufEctently difcovcred that, it was with, hrtle 
hope of Succefs that (he made me that Promife, and 
chat it was apparent in the Carriage ofScipiOy that 
ihe tinfonunare IfTue of the Detign he had been 
engaged in to ktve Julias Anfenius in his Addrefles 
to that inexorable Beauty, had much deterred hint 
boKt undertaking the. like' £]zipk>yment for any 
ocherihac (hould psecend to hor AfFec^ious. t And* 
jrer, they might both very ^cli undertake to do* 
snc (bme. Favour in my AlFairs, without any In-' 
|ury to the Friendfhip they had for Tuil'ta >* and* 
if I may be allowed to (hcak.it myiielf both as to^ 
Birch, and whatever is tiik of Importance in order 
CO Marriage^ the Advantage of the Matcli lay ta-* 
ther on my £de dian TulUa^ $ nor pould Emitia^ 
though even fo much coooemed in her A^irs, 
do any Thing more truly «lFantageous for her 
Friend, than by endeavouring to w^an her outf 
of an Afiedion contrary to her Content, Glory,- 
and Eftabliihinent, to engage her into another; 
wherein ihe might find whatever ihe loft in. ther 
ether. * 

From that very Dayi did ihe endeavour to re-* 
preleut, as a very great Obligation, that I hac^ 
done for her Honour at the publick Shews, anc^ 
to petfwade her^ that it was not, as Ihe would 
needs interpret ir, an Effed of pure Gallantry; 
TuUia was as earned in the contrary Opinion^ and 
maintained very ftifly, that there was yctlefs pro- 
bability it ihould proceed from any Love to her, 
and that in all likelihood I could not have fallen* 
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in Love with a Perfon J had no oFcoor* Aen, and 
whom, when I bad, 1 had found in a^Conditioa 
nore likely to rai(e CoiTipa(rioa chaa Lotc. Af- 
i^f a long Cooteftation, wherein EntUia thougke 
it noc & CO acquaint her with theConieffion I bad 
made to her ; M fhould be very glad, 0^hdfi}e;, 
pretending .to camtfly wtb TulliaV fttdgmenty^ 
my Opinion ihouM prove &l(e, and yours true ^^ 
and whereas Lentuius is no doubt a Per (on of 
very much worrh, and deferves a very good For- 
tune, all chat know him are obliged to wtih fee 
his.Sake^ that he would not .adiicc6 his A&c* 
cions where they aie (b flighdy^eotermittitd. You 
arc much iiihthe tight, nnfmers TmiJm, and te 
is the greateft Mis^rtutie could iiavc happenecl 
to Lentuitts^ tp love an mifonunaie Wretch' thj£ 
ihall never be capable oFany Sentiments foe him^ 
other than the Efteem due to his Merk, a$id oner

With the(e 
Words (he fo burd forth into Tears, that Emilia^ 
deploring her Condition, was obliged to fall upon^ 
fi>me other Difcourfd 

Whilst 
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While Tuilia cootinu'd thus in a fraitlefs con- 
(umption for Pulomy^ I might be truly laid to 
die a giadual Death foe Tuilia i and what was 
vord, i lay flill dying, and dorft not open my 
Mouth to di(cover to her the diieaie that ha{len*d 
me to my Grave : Not that I am naturally a- want* 
ing as to Confidence, or thac I was afraid fotifFend 
Tuilia^ by acquainting her with th^pafHon ](^had 
for her j but the knowledge I had of her unfor-? 
tunate prcpodedion, benumb*d my Heart upon 
the kait rcfblve or refle£lion to that pnrpofe, ai 
knowing hot in what matwcr I could difcover 
my Love to a Pcr(bn whom 1 knew pre-engag*d 
in another Afi^'dion, and fo far from being in a 
Condition to entertain that which I had for h^r. 
Upon this coniideration I palled away feveral days 
to alangniihing Condition, and I think I (hould 
have kept (ilence yet a while longer, ^f chance had 
not befriended mc with that which I could not Co 
(bon haveexpeded from my Refohition. Tttllta .

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hct (bmctiroes of the Difcovcries he made iu hu- 
man Affairs by the help of his Science.

A (uddcn redne(s immediareljp 
fpread it felf over her Face, (lich as fince her (ick- 
nefs was not very ordinary there, and fhe was'it> 
fuch a confufion' of ThoushtS) chat fhe was ab(b« 
lutely at a lofs what to fay, or what Anfwer to 
make Thrafyllus, I know not whether the notice 
he cook or it occa(ion*d his parting from her ^ 
but leaving her, he comes up to Hortinfia whom 
I was in difcourfe with, whereupon (eeing Tullim. 
disengaged, I went to her, and kft Tbrafyllus with 
hortenfia.

But without mcdling with chc other part 
of his DifcOurfe, wherein I find little likeli- 
hood, or at leaft, little juftice, I fh^ faftcn 
only on that which I- have undertake to ex- 
plain, and accordit^ly affure you» that I a»i 
thp Perfon meant hyTbrafyUui^ by whom you 
are paffioiiately beloved j but I (hall withal pro- 
tcfl CO you, by whatever I thiok tnoft facred, 
nay by your felf, whom I rcligioufly adore, 
that nothing (ball ever hinder me from being 
yours to |hc laft gafp of my Life. 
This proteftation I made trcrabJing, and by all 
the a(^ion thereof, difcovering the reality and vio- 
lence of the Padion that ft)rced me to fpeak \ aikl 
Tuiliay who had heard ii .with a Counteqance 
more ferious than Ihc exprcfled before, rejoining 
to my Difcourfe with an exccfs of Modefty : * I

fioorfc) biHM^all tell yon, rfaar, having thofe

Whac 
Afli<^ion> xeplied I tuitb an accent fubmiffive" 
iy feffionate^ can acenie to you from an Affec- 
tion full of lUTp^d, InnocetKeand Vertuc j and 
^hy will* yon envy mc the glory, to fervc yoa, 
a Relation I prefer before the Eoipire of the 
World ? You know, replies Tullia^ that accord- 
ing CO; the Dilcourie of Thfafyllus^ I am only 
ddtin*<d to make People unfoicunatc, and know- 
ing you to be a Pcrfon of exoelienc worth, as I 
do, nay fuccher., being much obliged to you for 
che gcod Offices you have done me, I fhould 
be .oMich the more crottUed. that unhappy k>t 
. ihottM fall on you* rathcc than fome wnrched 
^ pQrQ>n» who^e Fotrnmes and Enjoyments I 
S Iho^d be kfs render of. Ah 1 Madam^ refly'd 

* </> i)ewail .noc my £)e(liny, (ince it is in your 

* power to make ir what you pleafe ^ and call to 
^ mind, )kai Thrafy i/us ^told you indeed, chac 
^ you mftke fome unfortunate, hut not that yoa 
V Cflyinoc btit make them unfortunate, i am that 
^ i»>fortttUacp Man, .aod no doobc Ihall be fuch, 
^ while my addxefTes are direded to you wicbonc 
' any hope of acaptauce ; but if compafSon, and

Thcfc Words were aacnted with (b* preding a 

Paffion, that it was with much ado (h« kept her 
lair Eyes from giving but too too evident marks 
of her AiBidion, and the Moiftnefs which 1 per- 
■ceiv^d cad a certain Cloud inefs aboat them, 
wrought fnch CompafOon in my Soul, as that, 
xluring that Interval I defired Things prejudicial 
to myfelf, and wiihed P/^/^my loved her, thacfb 
ihe might be the lefs miferable* The fad Refiedi- 
on 1 made on that cruel CircumClance of my For- 
Cune, ty'd up my Tongue for a Time 5 and when 
1 was preparing to rpeak, Hortenfia snidThn^Uut 
came up to us, and /or all that Day after I could 
not fauen on any private Difcouric with Tullia. 
1 was not, I muu conftfs, a little farisfied^it what 
1 had had, as imagining I had broke the Ice of 
my AiFairs with much better Succefs flian indeed 
} could have expeded. And though TuUia, by her 
:Anrwors, had endeavoured- to put me oat of all 
tope I might derive from her ptfbourfes, yet had 
I not heard any Thing from her which 1 knew 
not before, and methought Ihe had without any 
Indignation, entertained the Difbovery I made to 
her of my Affection. In fine, I flattered myfelf 
into a Perfwafion, that my Condition might be 
better than my Expectation ; and the very fame 
Day having vifitcd tmiiia at her own Houfe, af* 
ter I had given her an Account of all the Difeourfe 
had paired bccweeu Tuliia and myfetfy 1 endea- 
voured 
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vourcd to make her comprehend, that, contrary to 
her Opinion, I mighc entertain (bmehope. Emilia^ 
who knew^ what the other concealed from me, and 
what I knew as well as fhe, would not flatter me 
any longer, and thought it enough to fay, thac 
flie heartily wiihed me in that Aficdion, all rl\e 
good Succefs I could pro|>o(e to myfelfy and which 
ihe darft not promile me. . - 

While Things ftgod thus, Tuilia and I were 
e^aal in this, that we both pafled away the Time 
in languifhing and penfivencfs, according to the 
Prediction o^Thrafyllus^ To as that neither being 
happy, we were both in a roiferable Conditioor 
Only I might be faid to have more Freedom of 
Fallion, and moreSatisFadion than TuUiny in thac 
I was not obliged to the fame Refervednefs as (he 
was, but at Liberty to bemoan myfelf, and to 
discover a Grievance which The took fo much 
Pains CO conceal. Ptohmy only knew it, but no 
further than chance had informed him, but he 
Jiad concerned himfelf fo little in ir, that he hard* 
Jy remembred any Thing of it j and whereas he 
neither vifited rif///« at herHoufv, nor came muck 
to thofe Places where ihe frequented, and thac 
Tullia herfelf, desirous to conceal from him above 
all other Pcrfons wharfoever« what ihe fufiered 
upon his Account, avoided all Occasions of meet- 
ing him i his Presence could not afford her that 
Abatement of her AfEidion which (he might have 
received from it, and which Ihe made it lo much 
her buflnefs to avoid. 

Thus were we both in a kind of a Love-coQr 
fumption, TulUa without Hope, and without Oe* 
fire, I with much Dedre and little Hope. TuUia^ 
who had a certain Efteem for me, though it lay 
not in her Power to allow me her AfFedion, yet 
cxprefled noc her Averfion ocherwife than by avoid*' 
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Irtg the Occafions of being wich mc alone, and 
ihc did k in fuch manner, that, knowing her En- 
gagement, as I didy I could not quarref at her 
Carriage towards mc. Yet did it happen one Day, 
that being at Emi/iaSy who was flill inclined to 
io me alf the kihdnefs fhe could, I ti^as fat all alone 
wfth htr on her Friend's Bed- fide; and being an- 
villing to let flip that Opportunity, as fuch as I 
Ihoold not e;vfily hive recovered, after I had look- 
ed on her with all the Infinuation of a refpedlfQl 
Pafli6n: * Is it poflible, fitd I to bery that in 
^ the DifcoTtry I have made you of what I fuffcr 
for your Sake, you Ihould find any Thing (b 
'criminal as to dcfervc the PunilLment you in- 
flidV on me j and fliall 1 not be allowed further 
Dlfcourft with you, becaufc in what I have (aid 
I have fpoktn too truly ? The Opinion 1 have 
of yon, rep/yd Jhe, is fuch, that 1 cannot ima- 
gine you guilty of the leaft Oiflimulation or FatC- 
hood J and you might oh the other fide have 
obferved, that in what I told you, I have noc 
difguifcd the Truth. Ah! Madam, replied T^ 
I have but too too well obferved it: And might 
it picafe the Gods, that, in the Predidiouyou 
have given itieof itjy Misfortune, you had fpdken 
left truly'. But O Heave'ns 1 is it poflible, that all 
the Aflbrances I give yon, and may be able to 
give you, of the mod confummate AfFc6tion that 
ever was, fhbuld not any way move youj or 
am I borti with Defeds fo odious, as that I 
may not hope any Entertainment of the Ser- 
vices which I Ihall rerider you while I live ? 
Lef2tufus,faldfje to tney witnan Afped where- 
in appeared nothing difbbliging, as thougii it were 
^aid, it is not to be attributed to your Defedls that 
i comply not with your Hopes, fiuce I mufl ac- 
knowledge all things in you coufiderable enough 
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CO de&ive a bettec Fortune than what you ima- 
gine to yoorfeir in my Affedion : If jrour not* 
advanan^cuc in your Defien oroceed from De^ 
(cds^ they arc in my Dilpomion, noc in yout 
Perlon ^ and 1 would increac you to be (b far 
afTured it is Co, as not to hate one whole Inca- 
pacity to love you as the pure £ffe6b of her Mis- 
fortune. Ah I TuUiuy cryd U adorable, and 
cruel Tui^ia ! if, what you (ay be true^ the whole 
Predii^ioQ of Tbrajy/fus muft alfo be fuch, and 
you will give me leave to be your Remembran- 
cer, that he faid not, )rou were pa(&onatel7 
beloved^ till after he had uid, you were paffio- 
nacely in i*ove. If it be fo ( repUed jhe blujb-, 
jngy ^nd putting one Hand over her Eyes) I 
think you \6 much the more unfortunate $ for if 
my Soul hath already received another Impreffion, 
you will find it no funall Difficulty to efface it.' 
If Tbrajjlius be creditable in the whole (repHed 
I) I Ihould noc defpair tbb doing of itj for ic 
is evident from his Difcourfe, that that Affec- 
tion was not mutual, and that it is very unlike-^ 
ly, that wich all the Merit and Courage you own, 
you can always obdinately love a Pcrfon by 
whom you are iiot beloved. And there indeed I 
fufped (here may b^ Tome Falfhood ; for I ihaH 
.iKver be perfwaded there can beany Man what* 
{qever b happy as to be loved by you, without 
having purchafed ypur AfTedlion by Demonftra-. 
tioos of his own ^ nor any (b injfenfible, as being 
. loved by you, llioold not padionacely love you 
again. I am not ( replies Vuilia ) (o well opi- 
nioned of myfelf, as you feem dcHrous I ihould 
be, and if I could lovq Peribns of whole Affec* 
tion I had not received any A/Turance, it may 
alfo happen that the fame Paribus would noc 
< love me, though chey were loved by me \ and 
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chac much more probably, if they are fiippoied 
ignorant of my Afitdion. And is ic Co eafy a 
martet widi you, [replied!) to conceal yoac 
AfFe^ion from a Perfon you can iove, and (bt 
without any Neccffity, do yourfelf fuch a Vio- 
lence as would make you truly unfortunate ? If 
it were (replied Tullia) to a Per (on, who might 
lawfully claim ic, both by the Demonftrations 
of his own, and the Confent^f thofeco whom 
I am to fubmit myfelf, I fhould make no great 
DifHculcy to let him know what were or ongbt 
to be approved of all the World-: But if through 
the Malice of my Fortune I had conceived aa 
Inclination which ought not to be approved, and 
which I Iheuld condemn myfelf, there's nothing 
fo certain as that I ^ould conceal ic while I 
lived, though that Violence lo myfelf fliould coft 
my Life. 1 hope {added J) the <jods will be 
more merciful than to (buffer that to happen, and 
proteft to you in their Pre(ence, that this wifli 
proceeds not (6 much from any G)ncernment of 
mine as yours, that your Sufferings would be as 
iufupportable to me as my own i and that I 
ihould not be more unhappy in the AfHi^*- 
on it would be to me to love you without any 
Hope of being loved by you, than in what I 
(hould fee youTuf&r in loving a Pcrlbn by whom 
you (hall not be beloved again^ Thcfc Senti- 
ments (faidjhe) fpeak Abundance of Good- 
nefs : But there is a Thing called Juftice alfo» 
and if that Misfortune (hall befal me, you would 
have much more Rea(bn to bewail my Condi- 
tion, than attribute your own Misforranc there- 
to. I ihall, what lies ifti my Power, endeavour 
to prevent it, that 1 may not put you to the 
Trouble of that Obligation. Ah! Madam, {fiud

At lai]^ 
endeavouring tt>di(fipate or difTemble foice part of 
che Confufion (he conceived tiiercat ^ / 'T would 
very much trouble me (fMid Jbi to me) the 
World ihould think of me as you do ; bat it 
the Opinion you are of any way furthers yout 
Recovery out of the Misfortune you fuKr, con- 
trary to my Defires, far be it from me to ht 
difplealed thereat. And indeed it may well be- 
come your Prudence fb to fubdue your Pa^n, 
as to forbear further Hoftilicy againft a Heart 
which you belfevepee^ engaged in another Affec- 
tion, and that a Heart wherein ImprefHons are 
not (b cafily cither entenained or removed.

Our Converfation had cootiuued Tome time lougf 
cr, had it not been interrupted by the Arrival ot 
OSiaviay who came to vifit EmUiay accompanied 
by the Prinoefles Antonia and Marcia^ Drufus^ 
(whofe AfFcdion ^01 Antonia "v^s publickly kfloiw^ 
and ap|>rdy*d by all) ainl Prince Ptolomy^ who 
could not deny, his. Attendance on MarsU in chat; 
Vifit, though he knew Emilia to be very much 
Tullla% Friend, apd that he was in fome Danger 
to meet her thcte. 1 cannot well repreient un^co 
you how much I was fur priz*d to (ee Ptolomy comc^ 
into a Room vihtitTuliia was: But 7itf///Vs Dis- 
turbance was much greater \ and if all prelent had 
obfcrved it, as EmUia and my (elf did, who knew 
the Caufe thereof, 'tis to be fear'd, fhe would 
have been at a (Irange lofs what to do. Her do- 
lour chang*d twice or thrice in a few Moments, 
which was fcoonded by Agitations and cxtraordi^ 
uary DiQurbances ^ but ihe recover'd her Spirits, 
out of an Opinion fhe had, thaif ,tho(e who might 
eblerve it, would have attributed' it to the Averfi* 
on Oie had fufficicntly expreded for the Children 
and whole Hou(e of Anthony » Yet did ihe not 
(eem any way deftrous to leave theRoom, as well 
out of a Reipefl to 0£lavia^ who for her Raiik 
and Virtue was generally honoured no lefs than 
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the PerfoQS o£LMa and C^r himfelf, as oac of 
the Satisfaflion (he could npt but take ( though, 
much againdher Defircs) in the Sight and Pre- 
fence of her amfable Enemy. Bat if her Soul» up- 
on this Accident, notwithftan<}ing the Refinance 
ihe made againfl it, gaye Entertainment to cer- 
tain Morions of Joy, which forced their Pa{&ge 
through her Refplutions, Ihe prelcntly after found. 
Occauon enough to render herfclf up to the Mer- 
cy of that AfRidion, at whofe Command (he for 
feme Time before had abfolbtcly been. For Pfo^ 
iomy that Day forgetting even natural Civility, 
whether out of a Fear to difplcafc Marciay wha 
continually eyed him, or fuicably to his own In- 
clination, which was much at a diftance with 
Tui/ia, gave her not (bmuch as a Word or Look» 
nor engaging in any Converfation where ihe was 
concerned} and indeed fo behaved himlelf towards 
her, that tbpugh I were more jealous of him than

* to love her while I live.' I was going to 
make him {omft. rrply, ivhen upon the fuddeti- 
he was caUed'toatcend the Company that bronghc 
him tliicher. I returned into the Chamber with hi^, 
aud making no ftay, took my lea^, obferving 
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Gxch a Cloud of fadnefs in Tuilias Coantenance,; 
chat I concluded ic ik>c fit for me, while ihcconiinu*<l 
in thathmnoui, to importune herwirhmy vifits. 

About this time, Cicero her Brother flood for th6 
Dignity ofEdiU, one pf the moftconfiderable places 
oFcrud among the Romans y and imployed the interefl : 
and fbllicitations of all his Friends to obtain it. Na 
auediou but bis Rank might warrant his pretence 
tnereco } but be/ides that, his Peribo lay under (bme 
conrempt, by reafon of certain impcrfedionsof bis 
under (landing, and that he was not generally be- 
loved, there v% ere Cooipeticors that were more powei^ 
ful than hic, as fuch as were more confiderable ac 
B.ome for their worth and (everal other reasons ; Co 
chat it wa^ commonly believed be could not deiifl the 
ptofecution of that attempt wirhouc (bmedinionom: 
to him. I thought my fclfoblig-d ro lay hold on 
that occafion tofcrvehim, though 'twere meetly to 
do fommhing chacTtf//rV7 might take kindly at my* 
hands ) fo that 1 reralv*d to take his pa^-tagaind all 
pretenders, though at {bme other time I lliould hare 
been more like to (erye tho(e that oppofcd him. I 
fbliicitedall my Friends, whc reof upon that occaflcti 
I found a conHderable niunber that ftuck clofe to me, 
and profecuied the bufinefs (b iuird my {ttfy that Igoc 
the medmtioos-of Prjc/tfi, Afarcei/us, nay of^grip* 
fm himfelfco the 'Emperor and Senate, and it-ith 
their afliftance things were carried on with fuch ca- 
^«rnefs, that notwithftaoding the Credit of our Ad' 
ver(arie$, and all the rubs we met with in our DeUgn , 
it came co a Glorious Period, and Cicero was aeatcd 
Edile, contrary co the general opinion, and tatheic 
Gonfuiioa thatoppoled it. This Honour bred a confi- 
cierable quarrel between hiln and MefelluSy the mc^ 
powerful of his Competitors, who no doubt was o£ 
greater Credit than he, aod would have carried the 
huliuefs by the Number of his Friends, had 1 ntic 
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over-powefd him with mine, who in all the Briars' 
of chat difference were coo hard for thole of Metellus^ 
and forc*dliim caan acoommodarionwich C/rrriTt 
who by that means got the better of the Day, 
both as to his pretenfion to the Edile-fhip, and 
the difiecence. He was foon made fenfible, that 
all his good fuccefs was theefitdof my appearance 
for him ; and though he was more tndin'd to 
FleaHire than any thing that was Noble, yet was 
he not wanting in point of gratitude, and omitted 
nothing whereby he might exprcfs his refeni- 
xneot of (he good of&ces i had done him, and' 
which raifed him to a more con^derable Rank ia 
Rome than he had been of before. He was not 
ignorant of the affedion I had for his Sifter, 
chough I bad never fpoken to him of -it j and 
having obferT'd without any di(&tisfadion the 
£rft di&overies I had made tnercof, finding aftei> 
wards the advantage of my Alliance, he, after 
that obligation, was veryearneAlydefirous ofir, 
and would gladly have offct'd me, if he dur (H 
what he knew I Ihould have dcfir^d of htm in. 
relacion to Tui/ia. 'Tis true, (he took kindly 
the Service I had done her Brother, and Houfe, as 
much as could be ezpcded from a rational Per- 
Ibn, as (he was i bat it is as certain, it was not 
without afHiftioH that (he thought hec feif oblig*d> 
to a Man (he could not love, and that fhe figh'd, 
out of a regret that ihe could do fo link for oae 
to whomihe imagined her felf fo much engaged. 
In all the difcourtes we had upon that occafion,. 
fhe'exprefTed abundance of gratitade and defires to 
acquit her felf towards me by all the ailuraucesof 
a high cQeem (he could give me j but {he con- 
fined het felf to thofe terms, infomuch that 1 hadt 
no great hopes ever to raifc in her any other lenr 
timeius foe mej 

For 
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For fome time I- (upportcd this unhappincfs or 
itiy condition, and oppoftd the malice of mf 
Fonanc, with all' the Courage I- could command ; 
but at ladr I began to flag, or, at leafl, grew (b- 
&x unable to beat the weight of my Love, that 
all the afliflance he couM afford me, was not 
enough to fecare me againd the cruel attempts of 
my Pa(fion. I fell' into a (ad and' melancholly 
humour^ and my Friends vainly expeded in me 
chat chearful Li?eltne{s which they had fbmetime 
affedcd me for» and which made me one of the 
firft in all difvenifemems fuitableto Persons of my 
Age. The Companies I had been fo much taken- 
with, grew bixthenfbme to me, and now was I- 
for Silence^ Solitude^ and Obicnriry : 1 was nor 
to be (een at the £mperor*$, or OStavia*s^ nor at 
the Princefs Julians, or any of tho(e noble Aflem- 
Uies whereto 1 wtts wont to run } nay it was with 
feme difllcttky that I could afford a few Minutes 
tn- the Compariy of CraJJuSf Sefviiius^ Aibinusi 
and Ptohmy-j my mo(V intinnite Friends. They 
all bcwaird* my mtsfonune, which as to fbme 
part, they were acquainted with, and did** all lay 
in their power to dilengage me from that fata^ 
Mifllony wherein I had fo loftf my^frH*. The 
Emperor bim(elf fpoke to me of it, and empbv- 
ed others to da the like feveral times, and toe 
Emprefs, the PritKefs Ju^a and OStavia^ did all 
they could to diffwade me from loving one whofe 
. Cmeky bad already wrought too too< fatal effe^b. 
There was a (Ironger reaion that> all thefc, which 
riiey might have alledged to me \ but they knew 
ki not, and I did- al^ I could to conceal it fiooi 
the World. In fine, the Borly began to participate 
"of the indifpofition of the Mind, and my Counte- 
nance fuffered a change (tiitably to th^c of my 
JMimottT. Ix was a oertjtin (ausfa^a to me to 
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obferve the palene(s of ic, as conceiving ic might 
have fome operation on the inexorable TuUia : 
But when I thought to bake my advantage of 
that change in my Face, fhe made me observe as 
much in hers, and would peifwade me. by thac 
{ight and her difcoutfes, that I (honld not with, 
fuch obftinacy pcp{ecute an afic<^ion Ux her, whea 
ihe was upon the point to deflroy all her Beautjr , 
and whatever ihe might have bad that were ami- 
able either in Body. or Mind. Her difcourfcs, and- 
the (incerity I imagined to my felf therein^ yery 
n^uch aggravated my;. afBiAion ^ and many jimes 
the compafTion I had for her misfortunes qiadc * 
me fufpend all (eutiment of my own. Durinf; 
. the(e intervals, I was (everal time^ ready to dif- 
cover to her what I knew of her loveco FffiUmy^^ 
and co.niidering the Extremities I was redq^ed (o^ 
I conceived there was not any re^Ubn could oblige 
me to diflcmble it any longer : But (he fear I was 
in to difpleafe hcr» had in my Spol the Maftery 
and Command of all other Confiderations. And 
calling to mind that I had heard her fay, in the 
fatal converfation that pafled in Lumllns*s .Gar« 
den, that Ihe would run upon her own death, 
if ihe thought her PaHiion were difcovered, I had - 
Tome ground to believe, that a diCboutie of that 
nature mud needs reduce her to the utmoft of 
AfBidion, efpecially if I ihonld tell her thac 
P/o/0i»y himfelf had the knowledge thereof, which « 
of all things was that ihe (lood moft in fear of. . 
During the time I wa$ yet in (ufpenie how I • 
ought to behave my felf as to that circum (lance, 
1 went one Day to fee her at her Brother's Hjuic. 
Having all the freedom I could defire to come 
thither, and that with the con(ent o£ Cicero ^ who- 
entertained me as the beC^ Frien4 he had, I went 
up (Iraight ioto ixfr L^dgii^gsi ajiid haying pa^Tcd 
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chrotigh the outer Room, ami gone into her 
Chamber, yec not mcLwith iter, I went into hct 
CJofet, whereof the Doer war half opeii, where 
It unaginei fLe moft neeck be. I ituieed accor- 
dingly found her there, (at in a great Chair near 
the Table. Tiiough I had made ihmc noife ac 
my cominz in,' yec did Ok not 3ook about to 
ice what, the matter wa«, or (Hr from the place; 
w^ch obliging me to come 'nearer iier, atleaft 
fb as thar I might take* a view of her Face, t 
ferceiv^d (be was fallen adeep in 'her Clvzir,' and 
thai (he was writing,^ becaufe ike had the Pen 
ftHl in her Hand, and a Letter half writ lying by 
faer, which it (eems drowfrncfs had not fufllered 
lier to finilh. The poflnre i found her in, raifing 
in me a greater conHdenoe rhan I ihould have 
been guilty of, ha J fhe been awake, 1 came up 
do(c to her, and fooking very carneftly on her 
Face, I perceived -a inoifturc over her Cheeks^ 
nay obferved that under the Eye-ffds, that fecmed 
to be ihuc; the Tears found a paffagej nothwith- 
&nding her being aOeep, and fcfl into her 
Bo£bm, attended ever and anon with certain fighs, 
and they interrupted by cerraiti words obfairely 
pronoonc*d, which made me coficltide, that even 
during her fleep, her mind had* not that red and 
ierenity which others are wont to derive from it. 
That Spc£lack wrought fuch a teridernefs in 
me, that how much foeyer I might Hand in need 
of Pity my (t!f for my own Sufferings, I could 
' not but forget them at that inftanr to be the more 
fcnfiblc of thofe of TuUia^ and could not forbear 
the {hedding of fomc Tears, as it v^rere, to accom- 
pany thole that felJ from her. Then I fafteiiM my 
ilght, not without a mortal Afflidion, on the pale* 
nefs of Iter Countenance, and the change wliich 
chat malicious Pa({ien wrought cherein ; anci the 
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fiience obierv*d in that Place affording mcche op- 
porttttotty ro mkke even the faddeH: RefledHons i 
oould, I was (b o'cfbitrchened'therewiih, that iipr 
able to make any further Rcfiftanie againd m^ 
Af&i<^ion, andhanng hardly the (IrengcTi to (land, 
I fell down abng a Chair at one end of the Ta« 
bk, whence I could not eafily faiciate my Eyes 
with the fight of that beloved Countenance, where- 
of the palcne&V smd the change happened therein, 
had not, to my apprehcnfion> drpriv'd it of aughr 
that rendered it amiable. Whereupon fixing mf 
Thoughts .on that fad Ol^ed, I accompanied with 
a (ign every Tear that fell ffom her, and not able 
to reEed on their cau(e, without engaging.at the 
(ame time an over-violent AfBid^ion ,. ' ]?recious. 

* Tears {fa id I to^myfelf). hut uujuftly andiin- 
*- gratefully fptlt, muft.you fattxo the Ground with

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of it I then (elt» was not enough to hinder mc 
fix>m taking a freedom which I never had done, 
(b chat feeing TuUias fair Hand not far from me,. 
I had not that ccfmmand of my Paffion as to for- 
bear patting it to my Mouth, and' kifGng itTwith 
much earneflnefs. All this did not awake TuUiay. 
as I had much, reafbn to fear tc might, and it was 
my happinefs, as Things flood, that lier for met 
patchings had been fo great, as to pot her into 
a founder deep than ordinary, and that ilie did! 
not furprize, me in an Adion, which no doubt but 
fhe would have been difpleafed at. * Wo is me \ 

* (faid I to toy fi/fy having recovered' out of the- 
^fiar I bad been in ) What a flrange Condition^ 
^ am I in ? I tremble for having ddkn this inno-

chink of, encouraged my Curiofity to venture on 
that which could not be done without violence to> 
dtfcrecion, and- made me ca{l my Eye on that 
which was .written. I did it without any diffi- 
culty, and drawing the Letter gently to me> fo* 
as TulUa might not awake, I found therein thefa

Thus far had fhe proeeededi and it is proba-> 
hle» that dcowfinefs had furpriz'd bet at that paf- 
(age of her Letter, and that it was thfongh her 
precedent watchings, whereof £he complain*d, that 
ihe was now fallen fo faft aOeep. I feveral Time$ 
read over her impcrfcd Letter, whereat I was ex-? 
creamly trpubled, and yet when I had done^ I 
knew not whence it came, I felt a fecret infpira- 
tion encouraging me to finiih her Letter according' 
to my apprehenfions, cpntinning where (he had 
icftg^ and. by that oceans di&ovci: to her, bet-^ 
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ter than I durft prcfume to have done by Dify 
courCb, that I was not & far igaorant of the (late 
of her Soul as Iht imagined. In fine, without 
much realbning on the xnotiYe might incline m^ 
thereto, or a rigoroas Examination, whether { 
flid not by that AcHon in feme meafure jcxogatje 
from the refpcd 1 bw'd her, and had ever ob* 
ferved towards her, I took Pen in haad, and oon- 
tinued immediately after what fhe had wrltceii> 
not leaving any dif^ance, oo more than if it ha4 
been finiih*d with her own Hand> cn^i^vouriag 
wttbalto imitate her writing as mucJi'as lay in my 
power.

. 1 writ down tbeife words r t<h9ugh I coidd n«t 
jny (elf imaguie. to wbac.codj cid it:.Aiu) in. 
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fegard there had not pafled anv Letters betweeit 
Tu//ia and my felf, and con^eqaencly that iKe - 
tiras not much acqaaintcd with my hand, f 
chooght (he might oc fomc tinic to ftek whoft 
it ihould be. And (b, c^eftrous to know what 
would be the EfFc^ of this Adventure, I return' 
cd the Letter to the Place where it was bcforci 
and rifing without any noife, I went out of the 
€le>{et as (bftly as I poflSbly could, and went away 
wift) as little notice taken of me as 1 had come 
in. For Tui/ia*s Women being in a Wardrobe; 
where they had locked themfclvcsin, when Tu^ 
I'm retired into her Clofct, it being their cuftoni 
ID leave her to the folitude (he was (b dedrous 
of, I ^taway without being obfcrved by any but 
rhe Servants of CieerOy who had nothing to do 
with Tit//ta. 

Some time after my departure, as I Underdoocf- 
fince by Emilia y fhe awoke, and chat in fome 
difturbance by reafon of eertaiiv Dreams (he hacT 
been troubled with during^her deep. When &t 
had fhaken ofi* all (leepinefs, Ihe remecfibred that 
Ihe had left her Letter unfinilh'd, and being id 
sn Humour to make an end of it, (he takes the 
Pen in her Hand, and cad her Eyes on^he Plac6 
where (he had left off:' But when fhe was going 
€0 write down what was then eome into het 
Thoughts, (hie faw that without any difeontinu- 
ancethe Page was full, with feme what that cook 
up part of the othcc fide. At firft (he thought Q\t 
had been deceiv'd^ and fcttgot that (he had finilK- 
ed her Letter before (he Ml aOeep y but having 
better obCerv'd the writing, (he was (atisfy'd it 
could be none of her own, though I had endea- 
your'd to imitate it as much as lay in my Power. 
This the was fo furprix'd at, that (he feem'd to be 
ttncenaia whether (he were awake or no ; and 
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^robbing her Eyes to fhake ofF the remainder of 
her drowfinefs, fhe look*d on it with moie eau> 
nefliiels, and found that indeed they had noc dc- 
cciv'd her : But if that fight pjit her into fomc 
difordcr, you may thence imagine, Madam, what 
aftonifhment. Ihe was in when Ihe had read the 
words I had written, and thcrcisy underftood» 
that the fccret of her Heart was difcovered, or at 
the Jeaft, that it was not unknown to the Perfoa 
chat had finiflied her Letter. Once reading ihc 
thought pot enough, but looking over tlic words 
cme after another with attention, ihc found them 
fp luitablc to the ftate of her Soul, that for fomc 
Moinents fhe was of opinion, that her good 
Genius had written them, to raife her out of the 
mifery wherein ihe was, and put her into the 
xourfe ihe was to take.

She might haveoontinu'd longer in that imagi- 
nation, had ihe given lefs credit than fhe does 
to vulgar Opinions, and the perfwafion which a 
weaker miud might have conceiv*d upon this 
commerce of the Gods with Men : But ihe, be- 
ing of a folid and iharp-fighted judgment, foon 
quitted that conceit, and put out of all doubt» 
^ . that 
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cfaac her Letter had been finiihcd by the hands of 
a. Man. This a/funince pat het into an extra- 
ordinary »f!lidion } and as by all the Words the 
Perlbn of Pto/omy^was pointed ar^ though I liad' 
DOC named him, (6 was ihe fully &tijficd that 
the Writer of them was dc^iiaimed, even to the 
lead circumflances, with her misfortune, and cer« 
tainly knew that it was for Pto/omy that fhe 
languiAied and fufFeted. all {he did. O what a- 
Torment was this perfwafimi ro4ierl And what 
confufion and grief was it to find the Pa (Son fhe 
was (b defirbus to Another, and whieh fhe firft 
of any cdndcmtied with fo much fe^verity, er- 
pofed to the knowledge of Men ! The AfBi^ioa 
ihc conceived thereat drew from her thofe com- 
plaints, which, out of a fear to importune you 
with a frivolous relation, 1 forbear to repeat ; 
and when fhe had disbotthencd her fclf of alF 
her grief fuggefted to her, returning to her Letter, 
and attentively examining dl the Words I had 
written, Ihe drew from it the moft l^tal confe- 
quenccs imaginable to her quiet and fatisfadion.

Having beftowed fome time on thefe penfive 

fccollcdions, fhe bc(ct het felf to find out the 
Author of that adventure : By the Charafters of 
the Writing ihc foon conchided it could not be 
Emilia^ whom fhe could with left difturbance 
(lifpe^ to have done it than any other whatfo- 
cver. From the fame reafon fhe alfo infaircd it 
vras not her Brother, who was the Perfon of all 

. the World Ihe ftood mod in fear of: And after 
thefe twb, reflecting on me, flie imagined, from 
the advantage it was to me to perfwade her to a 
compliance with what was written, that it might 
proceed from me rather than from any other. 
Yet could fhe not make that jadgmcnt without 
fom'e difficuly, as well out of the rcfpedl and 
diftance 1 always had obfcrved towar'ds her, which 
fecmfd in fome mcafure to plead againft the free- 
dom I had taken, as out of a confidence fhe 
liad, that I knew nothing of her (ecret, and the

In this .perplexity was ihe^ vfhca Emilia enters 
lier Clo(ec, whom (he no fooner caib her Eye on, 
Jbat commanding her Women to wichdraw, ihe 
gave her an account of her adventure, and ihew 
ing her the Letter as far as her own writing 
reached, (he afterwards made her read what I 
had written, and pat her to fuch a furprize, that 
Emilia for a good while was not able to fay ooe 
word to hec. She had often feen my hand, and 
rhougli I had at that time a little difguifed it, 
yet was it not to much, hut that at lafc ihe dif- 
covered it> but not without much aflonifhrneat 
at the words I had written, whereby Ihc con- 
cluded, as Tullia had done before, that I was 
not ignorant of her Friend's Paflion. She would 
not acknowledge to her, it was of my writing, 
uoc did (he To deny it, but that TuUia had £bme 
fufpicion it might; fothat ihe left her in a doubt

In the mean cime, I was cpme home to my 
own hbule, o'erwhelmed with affli6Uon no le(s 
for Tuilia*s AiHerings than my own : And I was

How great 
Friends foever' we might have been,- I could not 
look on him that Day but as the author of my- 
Misfonaiies, though I was not unucisfied of his 
innocency ; and he had not faict fnany Words to 
me, but interruDting him with fome prccipitai- 
cion, Ftoiomyt J aid I t^ bim^ there is no longer 
any means iot me in the extremity whereto I

.one Thing I had ftilly reiblv*d, never to appear

Death 
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Death thac'iho^M prove much lels cruel to me 
than the Life I was fo weary of. 

As 1 rode along taken up with Thoughts, I call- 
ed to mind the Dcftiny of Julius AntoniuSy who 
fiat or (even Years before had taken the fame 
courfe for the fame Tulliay and left R^tme with 
fuch another intention as mine, and had not been 
heard of ever fince. Having made a comparifbn 
betwixt his Fortune and mine, and cefleded on 
•the conformity between them j * Well, {/aid 1^ 

* Jifting my Eyes to Heaven ) fince it* is the Dcfti- 

* ny of thc(c that love Tuliiay to go and (eek in 

* Death the determination of their AfHidions, lee 
' .us fubmit our felve^ thereto without repining, 

* and be not much troubled to meet with a For- 

* tunc fiiitable to that of Julius Antonius* * 
"While my Thoughts were entertained with the(e 
fad reflexions, getting dill further from the place 
where I bad left my Friends, I was furpriz'd by 
a violent ihower of Rain, which in a flioit time 
aiade its way through my Cloaths, and wet me 
as far as that liquid fubftauce could find a pafTagc. 
The condition 1 was in took off much of the re- 
fleclioQ I Ihould have made on chat inconvenience, 
as to the Body : But at Jaftit grew fo great a Tern-. . 
peft, together with Thunder, Lightning, and impe- 
tuous Showers of Hail, that it was impoffible to . 
follow ^y way^ fo that infenfibly flraying outof 
chat whicn I was in, and not able to get into it 
again, I followed another, which inftead of carrying 
me farther, brought me nearer C/V«o's Houfe. Ac 
lafl, not able to go any further, and my Horfe being 
in a manner tired by reafoii of the Hail and.Tempelt 
falling heavy upon Kim, I was forced to turn into 
certain Houfes, which I perceived not much out 
of the way, to (lay till the violence of the Wea« 
thet were ovec : 15ut it continued till Night came 
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oil, and then it began a little to abate. I was forcc<I 
to cake up my Lodging in that Place, and the People 
of the Houfe haying me to iied> offered me of vrnac 
they had, and very carefully dtied my Cloaths. The 
lemcmbrance of my Misfortune, the perpetual 
Torment of n^y Memory, kept me awake aU 
]>}ighc, and falling aflcep about the break of 
Day, through weapnefs and diftradibion, or rather 
jny Deftiny Co ordcrfng it, 1 rcfted msny hours 
together withptit ever awaking, and it was grown 
fo late when I opened my £yes, that ere 1 could 
Ijet my Cloaths on, and be ready to take Hor(e, 
the beil pare of the Day was pa^Ted. In fine, 
liaving enquired out the way I had rnidcd, 1 
found my fclf extreamly ftray'd , and that to re- 
turn into that which led to Velliumy I muft go 
a vaft way about, which took up my thought 
for fome time longer. But it was the Gods and 
■my good Fortune, that thus ordered things, for 
that whilfl I was yet at a fmall dillance from 
«he Place where I had lain, having heated the 
iioife of Hotfes behind me, atid turning about to 
fee who were coming, I perceived Scipio and 
Cicero riding for Life after me^ and wlio had 
almoft come up to me ere I had difcovercd theth ," 
,^Twere hard for me to cxprefs the confufion I 
\ns in at their arrival ; nay, I fuffcred my two 
Jriends to embrace me feveral times, and tell me 
many things relating to my Pa^on, ere I could ' 
xccoYcr my fclf fb as to make them one \^ord of 
Anfwcr. At lad, Cicero ^ fliakingofFthe diforder 
ivhercunto thej^ were put by that which they had 
caufed in me; *•'. What LentutuSy jjaidbe to me) 

* can you with fo much Cruelty abandon the 

* dcareft of your Friends ? Nay, you forfake 

* jaddcd Scipio) the Perfonyou moft adore, T«///<y^ 

* that TfiUia who dcfircs your p.rcfcucc, artd'ftii^s 
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■* after you. It is my perfwafion [reflied^ /> 
^ mitb a vay doleful Countenance) that my 

* Fciends may haply be troubled at my depar^' 

* ture; butfbrTtf///^, I think her rcfentmcnrs of 

* it are fuitable to what (he conceived ae all the 
* -Other efFeds of my Misfortune: And if you 
-* have no other Anifice to perfwade me to a 

* value of the Xife I am ready to caft away, 
^ your attempts will prove inefieflual. Lentuius 

* (replied Cicero) imagine not there is any Arti« 

* fice either m our procedure or difconrfes 
^* TuUia is of fuch an humour as you would de* 
'* iire her to be of ; and fhe is not only fenfihie 
** of what (he- owes you, but alio refolved to re- 

* turn it you without any violence. And where- 
'* as (added Sctpio) we do not haply deferve you 

* Ihould give credit to our difcourfes, we bring 

* you greater aflfarances of a truth which yo« 
•*• would not abfolutely believe upon Our report/ 
With thefe words he prcfented me with a Letter, 
.D^hich I received, and opened without being able 
xo utter one word, and which 1 prefently knew to 
be otTuUia*s wrimig. My Mouth was upon it 
.as foon as my Eyes, though I knew not yet 
what it contained, and a little after, in a trembling 
:po(hire, and with an adtion fo amoroufly paflio- 
natc, that my two Friends were moved to pity 
thereat, I read it in thefe words.

. It would be long, great^ Priiicefles, ere I ihould 
ipake an cud, fhould I repeat all that my diSecenc 
PalTions put into my Mouth upon that occafion. 
And bccaufe it is now time to conclude this tcdi* 
ous relation, I (hall only tell you, that my two 
Friends, having borne with my tranfports and 
firft diffidences, both proteded to me, that Tuliia\ 
Letter was the efre<5t of her own pure inclinatioQ } 
that it was indeed true, that Cicero had fpoken 
on my behalf, and had expreflcd to her the detite 
lie had to (ee me better treated and (atisfied^than 
1 had. been i but that in his difcourft he had - 
employed perfwa(ion rather than authority ; 
That Emilia and Scifio^ fince their arrival join* 
ed with him to convince that inexorable Spirit, 
and thkc beyond all hope, they had obferved to 
it thole diipofitioos ivhich they looked not foc^^ 

chat 
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that it was much in fufpenlc upon the very rcaipt 
of my Letter, and upon the reading of it fomovcd» 
that they could hardly have defired a greater cf!e<S 
in a mind as much inclin'd to love, as that of 
Tul/ia had ever been averfe fro'rti it/ So that they 
were ac ho great pains to perfwade her to do 
what they would, to write that Letter, and to 
promife ihc would entertain ray ftrwkts for the 
future as fiivourably as I could defire ihe ihould. 
In fine. Madam, they by their difcour^s rcduc'd 
mc from the 'Extremity of afflidion to that of 
joy, and forcing out of my mind all the dreadful 
refolutions 1 had received in there, they brought 
Bie back to Cicero's Houfe, fo changed, that I 
was b^dly taken to be the fame Man. I faw 
again my faired Tuilia, with a joy it is impof- 
fible for me to exprefs to you, though not ablo* 
lately free from confufion ^ I embraced her Knees 
with Tears and Tranfports, which the pretence of 
Co many Perfons could not oblige me to forbear $ 
and the Gods were pleafcd I fhould ob(exve ift> her 
the change my Friends had perfwaded me to ex' 
pcft. She bore with the firft difcoveries of my 
Paflion, without exprefling her acceptance there- 
of, otherwife than by looks full of mildnefs sand 
when (he could fpeak to me without being heard 
by any but Emilia^ * You (ee, Lentuius^ (faid 

* jhe to mt) the cfTed of that Compadion which 
« 'the Gods have bad on us, and which I gave 

* you fome afTurance of upon the firR fentimcnts 

* I had of it I My mind is now delivered, through 

* their afOftance, from the torment it was before 

* onjuftly expofed to, and 1 fhould tell you that 

* I nave reduced it to an acknowledgment of your 

* virtuous AfFedion, as 1 ought to do, could I 
' believe you have forgotten my weaknefs, and 
' cootinued your efteem for a Perfoti you have 

Q3 ? fome*' 
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^ Comt time thought in (bme meafiine worthy it, 

* I Ihall think it an Obligation^* if you attribute 

* it to the difpolal of Heavcih pt to (bme extrar 
^ ordinary Misfortune, rather tlian to the natural 

* current of my inclinations ^ and^ I am apt to 

* hope, you will make no other judgmeot of it, 
' when you ihall have known me better. 

I made fuch anfwec to this difconrfeof T«///ji's 
as whence fhe might be fatisfied, That the know- 
ledge 1 had had of her unhappioefs was fo far 
from raifing any imprcflions in ay mind that 
were prejudicial to her, that it had given me ra- 
ther an admiration of her Virtue, feeing htt op- 
pofe and fubdue, with fo much Glory, an Enemy 
chat any other would have been cruib'd by : And 
I prevailed fo far with her, that ihe quitted all 
the fcruples ihe might derive from that imagina- 
tion. Whereupon 1 perceived, that from time to 
time her mind became more and more free from 
that malicious pafHon, till at laf): there was not 
the leaft track left of it, {he being> without any 
repugnance, willing to fubmit to her Brother's 
difpofalf which was to put a Period to my fuffer- 
ings by a Marriage. In fine, all things became 
as favourable, as they had been contrary, to my 
defigns i and my Felicity had been confummared, 
bad it not been thought fir, for many important 
confiderations, which I could not except againft, 
chat we ihould defer it till the return of jiu* 
gufiusj and Tullia told- me Ihe was very glad of 
chat delay, to the end^I might be the more fully 
fatisfied in that interval^ whether there, remained 
in her any thing of her a^dion for Ptolofny* 
Since that time returning to /?0»?«, I fpent my 
time with as much Plqafure and: Enjoyment as I 
had had afflidion before that happy change : And 
when I was grown Co c(M)fidenc of my Fotfoue, 

as 
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as to defy all anoertaincy of ic, . I thought my (elf 

. obliged to take a journey after the Emperor, to 
lepair my paft neg!e6ls» aud appear befoce Jiim 

. in a condition faitabk to my Birth, and the Rank 
I' had lived in I)efore. 

Thus did Lentulus conchide his Relation, to the 
great fatisfadtion of the two Princedes, who could 
Bot, without czpreiSnc^ their gladnefs thereat, 

' crnderftand the happy ifKie of his Loves; Efpeci- 
ally CJeopatray to whpm^ the worth of Lentulus 
was known» congratoiated the hapj>y change of 
his FoRune, and intreated him to afford her a 

,f lace in TullU*s Friend&tp, w^ofe Virtoe fhehad 

- €ver bad an efteemi for, though fhe had through 
her Cruelty loft a Brother. Lentuius anfwer^ 
that obliging diCcourfi of the Prince^ with much 
refped, and not long after perceiving the PriiH 
cedb ready to go to Supper, he took his leavir, 
and went to find ocr Drujitj znd Ptolomy at the 
Praetor's, who entertained them that Night. That 
Evening they again vifited the Princefles, who 
received their vifit in Elifas Chamber, whither 
prefenrly after came (Uympia and ArfinQt^ to 
fpend the Evening wifh them. 

After their departure, and at the accuftomed 

, hour, Cufario made his viiit to Candaety with 
the fame circumfpe^ion as the former Nights \ 

' and this time Cleopatra having taken a more par. 

. ticular knowledge of her Brother, and obferved 
in him thofe many marks of greatnefs, which Ihe 
could not at the ficft have done, entertained him 
with all the Friend ihip he could expe£bupon the 
account of either Blood or Defert. He was de« 
firous to leave that fufpeded Country, and to 
take his fair Queen along with him ^ but Cleo' 
t^trMy who was loach to lofe him fo foon, after 
ihe had beyond all ezpedlaiion met with him« 
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reprefeoted to him^ chat (ince C£fiir was to coiRe 
in che next Day, 'twas fie Candace ftafy*d h\s 
arrival, and difcovered her felf to hitn, finee thac 
there was no reafon ihe ihould fear the Emperor's 
pre(ence, with whom neither fhc nor any of her 
Prcdeceffi>rs had liad any difference s and that it 
might be dangerous for her to depart fecrctly, 
after fhe had made an unknown abode there thac 
might have raifcd a jealoufy of her, and caa(e her 
to be ftay'd in her way \ (ince it was not to be 
doubted, but Cornelius would, out of revenge, 
oblige the Emperor to purfue her, if there were 
iny apparent reafon for it. Cefario and Candace^ 
to whom the Friendfliip ana Pre(ence of C/eO' 
fatra were bat too dear to be quitted, without 
grief^ complied with thefe confiderations, at>d 
tnae the more, freely, out of a confidence thac 
Cafario could not be difcovered in Alevandrtt^y 
where the report of his Dtath was credited for ^ 
the fpace of ten Years, and where he had not 
been known by his own Brothers, y bcfidcs the 
care he took to conceal himfelf as much as might 
be. Chapatra thought not fit that I>ay to make 
him known to 'Biohmy^ conceiving it would be 
time enough fbme Days after, upon a more fa- - 
vourable opportunity. After a vifit of two Hours, 
be retired, and the Princefles being gotten to Bed, 
devoted the reft of the Night to Sleep, as far at 
leafb as their different refleSions would give them 
leave to eutcrcain iu

SHE next Day by Sun-tifing, all 
1 ihe Inhabitants of Alexandria 
ff were in Arms ready tt) march out 
S to meet the Emperor, who was to 
S make bis Entrance into the City 
p cteiluDay were too far fpent; and 
though, out of the Rerped he 
hii foi 0/iavia, and the Children afAntbony, 
he was not defirous any Solemnity Jhould be 
Died at his coming into a Place where the un- 
fortunate Anthony and the great Queen Cleopatra 
had, afietthcy had teen chcRuiiie of iheit Houfe, 
loft both their Lives ; yet did it not hinder but 
that'Cef«E/iHi ftt himfelf in the Head of what 
Hotfe there weie in Alexantlria, and difpofed the 
Infantry without the Gates under the Command 
of his lieutenants. All other Things that were 
ufuaDydone upon the like O«afions were pnrpofc- 
ly omitted, lo thai there was little to be fcen of 
thatPotnp which had been obfErvedinalltheoiher 
Cities of the Empite, where Ctftr had been re- 
ceived after hi5 Departure from Same. All the 
great Prineelfes that wete in Alexandrin-, behav' 
ing thcmfelves uppii this Occafion, according to 
the Advice Agrippa had gt^eii them the Day be- 
fore, and which they had leceived from him, as 
firoundcd on the Infttudions he himfelf had feuc 
nim by the Emperor, expedled him all togethec 
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in the Palace, with a Refolution to receive him in 

theCourf, and falute him as foon as he were alighc- 

cd. Drufusy Ptolomy^ and LentuluSy kept thenii 

Company in that Attendance \ bat it proved not 

long, it being hardly Neon when Augujius was 

come into Alexandria* Heaven rung again with 

the Acclamations that were made at the Name of 

Cstfar^ and yet the People who were the Authors 

ihcreof, could not behold his coming into their Ciry^ 

without rcfleding on that more dreadful Entrance 

•he had made ten Years before, on that fatal Day, 

wherein Fortune decided the Empire of the Uni* 

vctfe on his fide. 

The Day happening to be very fair, the Em- 
:peror, parpofely to prevent the Emulation ani 
•Difcontent that might have rifen among fb manjr 
;grcat Princes, who equally pretended to places vx 
his Chariot, came on Horfcback from the Place 
-where he had lodged ihe Night before, and ia 
-that Pofturc was attended, or environed by the 
moft cclcbrious Company the World had ever be- 
held. The Majefty of his Pcrfon was no doubc 
confbnant to the Greatncfs of his Fortune, nor 
could it but raife a certain Veneration, to look 
oil the greateft of Mankind, or, to fpeak modeft- 
•lyy the Mafter of the greateft Part oftheUniverfe, 
-a*il one that bad made himfelf fuch, by the Aflif-, 
tance which his Fortune had derived from hisTru- 
dence and his Sword. Yet were not the Eyes and 
Obfervance of the Spe6^ators fo abfolutely faften'4 
on him, as not withal to have direded them on 
the Countenance, and indeed the whole . Pcrfon- 
. age of a Prince that rode on one fide of him, and 
whofc attradive Afped carried with it the Admi- 
ration of all that faw him. Befides the Beauty of 
his Face, and the Goodlinefs of his Deporrmcnr, 
which might jnftly contcft with whatever had 

come 
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come moft accompliih'd from the Hauds of Na* 
rure, his Perfoa was remarkable for (bmechine 
above the ordinary Race of Men« and not sni£ 
becoming the Charader of one af the Heroes^ or 
Demy>Gods of Anciquicy. But if the Excellcoce 
of his oucwardr Perfon drew the Eyes of all up- 
on him^ che general Aftoniihment was muck 
greater, when ic was given out, that it was the 
great Alcamenesy che Monarch of che Scythians ; 
a Perfon fo famous, that not wjthftanding the Dili 
ranee and litcle Commerce there was between his 
and other Nations, his Adventures and glorious 
Ad^ions were confufedly fprcad over theUnivcrfc, 
and could hardly be credited by thofe that heard 
them, as being more fuitable to the Fables of the 
Greeks y than any Confidence with ordinary Evems. 
Cafar^ conddering in him the Greacnefs of his 
Anions, with chat of his Dignity, and the Obli- 
gation he had puc upon him, comrarjt co the os- 
dinary proceeding ot fuch Kings as were not Tri« 
burary to him, to come and vifit him after (b ob- 
liging a manner, and to afford him his Company 
pare of his Journey, did him che Honour which 
be had never done to any> and treated him in all 
things as his Equal. Nor indeed had he reaibn 
to do otherwife ; for that, not to exprefs the ex- 
traordinary Worth of Alcamenery ic was buc juft 
i^^zx. Auguftus ihovXii puc fome Difference between 
one of che greateft Kings In the World, that had 
not che leaff Dependence on che Empire, and thofe 
Princes that were his Vaflals and Tributaries. 

After Alcamenes^ rode along about dtfaty but 
tvtthouc any order, Ariobarzanes the new King 
of Armenia ( one more confiderable for the Sweec- 
nefs of his Perfon, and his admirable Qaalities. 
than for his new Dignity ) Tigranes King of the • 
Medes^ Arcbelausl^f^goiCapfadociay Pbiiadeipb 

Prince 
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Prince oFC///c/tf, Polemon King of PontuSy Mttbri* 
datesYiitio of Comagenes ; and among all cheCeKiugs 
a Man (o remarkable, that che wane of Crowns 
abated nothing of thole Marks of Greatnefs, which 
were more obfervable than the Royal Dignky. 
'Twas the Great i^r/tf^/i», whole Perfon wasnvade 
up with fuch a confommate Perfeiflion, aiid in 
whofe Countenance, notwirhftanding the natural 
Fiercenefs of it> there was (bmething Ibactra^ive, 
chat the Eyes of all were faden'd on him, and that 
not without Exclamations and vifible Difcoveries 
of ACloniihment and Admiration. Nay, the Em- 
peror bimlelf was fo ^ruck therewith, that he 
was not able upon the firft Sieht to deny him what 
all (he World acknowledg'd due to him 3 and 
having underdood afterward, that it was the fa- 
mous Artaban^ on whole Sword depended the 
Pates of Empiresv and whole Noble Reputation 
he had (b often heard of, he looked on him as a 
miraculous Perfon, and entertained him, not only 
equally wich, but indeed as much beyond what 
he had, thole Kings that were of his Attendance, 
as his Virtue was above theirs. He difcourled with 
him almoll all the way, but with no fmall Dif!> 
covery of the EHeem and Refpeds he had for him, 
caulbd him to ride clofe by him all that Day, and 
by all manner, as it were of Familiarity, he rnani* 
felled the Refped he had foe his Virtue. The In- 
dignation, Madnels, and Confu lion which T/g'rif- 
nes conceiv*d thereat, was apparent in his Counte- 
nance, infomuch that he del par 'd of any good Sue- 
. cefs of his Affairs, though the Emperor had en- 
tertain*d him wich much Kindnefs before the Ar- 
rival oiArtftbany and had promifed to do him all 
the Jullice he could exped. King AriobarzaneSf 
whole Virtue, Excellency of Perfon, and great 
Qualuies, were not inferior co thofe of the moH 

ac- 
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flccomplilh'd Perfoiis, and of whoie Noble Ani- 
ons the Emperor had received an Account fh>m the 
Mouth of jigrhpa^ had been enrenainM by him 
with all ezpreUfons of Efteem and Friendfbipt 
Nay, Crfdr having confiderM him* not only as 
one of the mod valiant, and mod amiable Princes 
««pon Earth, but as one raided up from the Grave^r 
and that had efcap*^ a Death, which according to 
the general Opinion had fnatch'd him hence, as 
he was, upon his Orders, coming to Rome to be 
brought up near him, he had received him wirh 
-more than ordinary Kindnefe, and congratulated 
his Arrival to the Crown, by the Death of a Bro- 
ther who(c late Adlions had incenfed him, and 
proraifcd him the Protedion that he afforded thofe 
Kings, who, being his Allies, he had moft Re- 
•Ipcds for; 

• Prince Pbi/adepht whofe Advantages were not 

• inferior to thofe of the rcftj and who, for the 
noble Adventures of his Love to Delia, whereof 

-^g^'fP^ ^^^ ^^^^" ^^^ ^^^^ to give to C4efar an 
Account, and his gallant Anions againfl: ^rtaxut 
•and the King of Ptirthtay had dcfcrved rhe Love 
and Eftcem of all the World, had alfo had his- 
'part in the Catcrtcs of the Emperor,, and with no 
fmall Satisfadiou, heard from his own Mourh, 
that he would be his Mediator to the King his fa- 
rther, for his Marriage with the Princcfs ^r^wt?^^ 
or would openly prote(fl him againft his Violence, 
if he could not gain his Confent. Arcbeia us und he, 
out of a Consideration of Neighbourhood and the 
'ancient Friendj'hip that had pafTcd between them, 
' could not one fee the other again without much 
Sacisfadlion : And whereas rhc King of Cappado^ 
■ da was a Prince of very great Worth, the Fricnd- 
Jliip that had been between them, fuffcrcdnot the 

Icaft 
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kaft Breach of Violarton through AWcncc, or the 
feveral Paffions their Minds had undergone the 
Didradions of. All the Princes rode along with 
defavy without any Order or Rank, and with 
them the great Agrlppa, the virtuous Meeanas^ 
and divers others of the moft confiderable q{ Aw 
gufluCs Court, and among all the Romam, The 
Empreis, the Princefles, and all the Ladies that 
were cotne along with them, followed at the dii^ 
tancc of fome Stadia, and before they were got 
near Alexandria^ the Emperor was come into the 
Palace, and alighted at the Foot ofthc great Stairs. 

He was hardly gotten off his Horfe, but his 
Eyes were dazled with the nobleft Objc<a the 
World could afford, in the Sight ofthc fir admi- 
rable Princefles that came to falute him : And as 
there was nothing that could come into Compe- 
tition with their Beauty, he was accordin(;Iy Co 
amazed at it^ that he had for fome time lofl all 
the Advantage of Motion, and was in a certain 
Sufpenfe as to the Reception he fhould give them. 
During which, Agrippa^ coming up to him, di- 
reded him to the fair Princcfe of the Parthian f^ 
whofe Hiftory he had entertained him with, and 
whofe Interefts he had very much recommended 
to him } and the Daughter of Pbraatesy thought 
ihe might difpute for precedence with all the Prin- 
cefles upon Eafth, yet fen Able how far ih,t flood 
in need ofCafars Protcdion, againft the preten- 
fiomofTigranesy ^nd Cruelty oiPhraateSf would 
caft hcrfelf at his Feet j but the Emperor perceiv- 
ing her Inrentipil* prevented her, aiid having held 
her up in that Adlion, he faluted her as the Daugh- 
ter of his Equal, and a Monarch who had never 
fubmicted to the Roman Power. Eitfa having 
entertained Cafars Civility with Abundance of 
Submifl!ion, and a Swcctncis particularly recom- 

mcndabic 
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mendable in her, lifting up to view his Counte- 
uuicc, thofe fail £yc», which out of Modeftj ihe 
bad till then kepc faftenccT on the groand : ' My 

* Lord, (fald Jbe to bim ) there now ftamls be« 

* fore you a Priucefs of the Blood of the Arfa- 

* cldesy caft by a Tcnapcft upon youi Tcrrltodes, 

* and whom cne defire offalucin^ the great C^e/^* 
' and the defign of begging his Protedlioi] hack 
^ ever dnce detained. I am oppofcd by, andftrug- 

* gle wirh a malicious fortune, and (uch orhec 

* Powers as a^aind which it il only yours chat 

* can (ecure me. *Tis at your Feet chat I call 
*' iu> fell tor Sanduary, and Ihope you will noc 

* deny it me, fince the Intereft of my Country, 

* and the Houfe J come of, could not diflwadc 

* mc from dcfiring it of thofc who were thegreat- 

* efl and mo(l powerful Enemies of both* 

With thofe Words {he o&red again to <k> her 
SubmifHons to C^far : But the Emperor, who ac 
the Sight of thofe admirable PrinceHes had fhakeo 
offall the /?om^» Gravity, not permitting it, * Fair 
' Princefs, (fa'tdbe to ber) yoa Ihali receive front 
^ tt^ all you have dedred, fince all the Monarchs 

* upon Earth are obliged to attend you with thek 

* Services and AfliHiance againCl thofe Powers that 

* oppolc you. Fear not any thing, now that For- 

* tune hath dircded your Addrefles to us, but be 
*• confident, that not wit hCbnding the bloody Warst 

* and the Enmity between oar Nations, you (hall 

* find among the Rontans that Quiet and Security 

* which you have noc among che Partbians^ 
Thcfe tew Words were all he fajid to her, nor 

had Eiifa the time to make any Anfwer thereto^ 
by rcafon that Cleopatra, deiirons it (eems, upon 
Candace% Iiitrcaty, to prevent Comelius\ Dclion 
to prefcnc her to Cafar, comes up to him with 
that fair Queen by the hand. The Emperor was no 

Icfg 
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lefs amazed at the Majefty of Candace than he 
had been at the Beauty of Elija ^ and going to 
turn ro Cleopatra to be inTormed of the Name 
and Quality of that excellent Perfbn, the Queen 
her (clf, after (he had faluted him, as Elifa had 
done, looking on him with an action not unfui- 
able to the greatnefs of her Courage » ' My Lord, 
{/aidjhe to bim) there is not any one can ac- 
quaint you with what I have not discovered to 
any ; but it were unjud for me to conceal my 
felt from the great Cafary al&er the refuge and 
fafety I have found in his Dominions. I am 
Candace^ Qi}Atno£jEtbioptay whom atravcrfe 
of Fortune, ii^Tupportablc as that of the Pgncefs 
of the PartbianSf caft upon the (^oaft of/1/exaa' 
driay and who, though by a happy change, 
reduced to a condition to return into her own 
Country, yet thought not fit to leave yours be* 
fore (he had rendered to the great Emperor of 
the Romans^ what he juftly may, upon the ac* 
count of his Dignity and his Virtue, ezpedl 
from all the World befides. 
C£far was a little furprized at the fird hearing 
of Candace's name y and though Apippa^ when 
he gave him an account of all the remarkable 
trania<^ions in Alexandria^ had not forgot to ac- 
quaint hiij^with the adventure of that excellenc 
Queen, and particularly to give a defcription of 
her Beauty, as one that might pretend as much to 
it as any in the World, y^ could he not give him 
her Name, as being indeed unknown ro hrm. 
Cornelius was no lets adoniihed at that difcovery 
of the Princefs whom he adored, and could noc 
without a pafTmg grief reflect on her being of 
fuch a Rank iti the World, as in a manner blafted 
all the hopes he had conceived of obtaining her. 
All thoKe who had all this time been ignora:nt of 

Candace\ 
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Candau\ Dignity, were not a little adoniihed to 
underhand it from bcr own Mouth 5 bnt the Em- 
peror, having (bon overcome that which at the 
firft apprehension he had expreflcd thereat, and 
. returned to the Qiieen what he thought due to 
Her upon that difcovcry of her qcrality j * Madam 

* {fatd he tober) I am extreamly glad at the (cr- 

* vices that may have been done, by any related 

* to me, te (b great and fo fair a Queen as your 
^ felf, and no Ie(s, that I am in a condition to 

* offer youj as well in AiexandrUy and throngn 

* the whole extent of the Empire, whatever yon 

* can dcfire of art Allyi whofc grcatcft fatisfadioA 
.* it fliall be, to tender your what your merit and 

* dignity may }uftly challenge. 

Having fo faid; he turned towards Cleopatra, 
whom he had not ytc faluted, and embracing her 
with all the cendernefs he could have expreflcd, 
if yWw'had been in- her place, he by the moft' 
kind and obliging difcourfes in the World, dif* 
[Covered the joy he conceived at her return and her 
liberty, the afflidion he had been in for ber 
lofs, and the refolution he had taken topurfuc' 
(the King of Afmenia to the end of the World, 
and to bring ucter defolatrbn by Fire and SwordL 
into his Country, if the juftice of the Gods had' 
not overtaken him. Ciet^patra perceived by that 
difcourfe, that Agrlppa had given Auguftiis an 
account of (bme things that had pafV, and ac- 
eordingly imagined, as indeed it was true, that 

* he haalo ordered his Relation, as to attribute all' 
to the adiftance of Marcellus and Ahxnndefr 
without making any mention of Corinlanus; 
-^grippa had not been a wanting as to that point 
o^ Circumfpcdlion, and by p^fwading Ctfar, 
it was by Marcellus*s valour xh^a Cleopatra had 
been recovered om of the^bands of Ariaxusy he 

had> 
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kad over-burchened him with joy by the tidings 
he brought him, of M(irctllus*% (afe return. 
CleofMtray ha?ing entertained the carelles of th^ 
-Emperoi) wkh all fubmiili^n and acknowledg- 
ment, made place for Olymfia. Arfinoe^ and 
Artemifry who were prcfented to hinT by Ario'- 
ksrzaneSi fbiiMdelpb^ and by reafon of the ab- 
ience of Alexander ^ Pieiomy. His admiration 
continued dill at the fight of fo many excellent 
beauties, though the chiefeil the World ever af- 
.forded had been bred up ar his Court, and he 
rendered thoie fair Prinoefles, wboie Names were 
told him, and whofe principal adventures he had 
"been informed of, whar a Prince high-born, and 
lull of gallantry, as he naturally was, could have 
done upon (iich an-occaiion. He took occafion 
CO celebrate OJympia for what ihe had done and 
ii]£G:red for ArMarzanes^ to chauk Artemifa 
for the (afety of Alexander, and dire<^ing his 
di(cour(e particularly to Arfinoe^ the Hory of whofe 
4oTes he had been extreamly moved at, to fay 
many plcafant things to her, to the great reputation 
of Velta, 

When he had rendered to thele fix admirable 
Perfons, what he thought due to them, turning 
towards King Alcamenes^ who (landing near him» 
looked on thofe miraculous beauties with an afto- 
nilliment he could not not exprefs ; * You have 

* fuffered fo much (/kid be to him) and done 

* fuch extraordinary things for a hand (b me Wo- 

* man, that it muft needs be concluded, that 

* Beauty hath no mean mfluence upon yon. If it 
^ be (b, as no doubt but it is, you fhould not be 
' a little (atisfied with your coming hither, there 

* being few places in the World where you might 

* meet with' Co much Beauty, as you now find in 

* Jiexandria* I am not only pcrfwadcd {replied 

* the 
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the King of the Scythians ^ v^bo Jpake the Ra- 
man Language as ferfe£ily as be did bis o'wh\ 
that the whole earth cannot parallel what now 
appears to our Eyes, but am indined to be- 
lieve, that putting all the paft Ages togerlier, 
it hach not produced any things comparabk 
thereto, and the Gods expreG the care they have 
of your glory and grcatoefs when they make tt 
fb much their budnefs to glean togahcr ^om 
the (everal quarters of the World, «f hacever k 
hach chat's moA fair, to adorn and embelHik 
your Court withal. 
They were in ihcfc terms, and the Emperor 
rayifhed at the objeds that in a oianner captiTated 
his Sieht, had not yet bethought him of going 
up the Stairs, when came into the Court the 
Chariots of the Emprefs, and thofe of the Pria* 
cedes that accompanied her. Ltvia was in her 
own, with the Priocefs O^avia^ the Princefs 
jintonia her Daughter, and Terentia, Mecdnat 
bis Lady, whom the fubcile and politick Livia 
pretended abundance of kindnefs for^ though ihc 
was not ignorant of the love which Auguflm 
bad for her. In the fame Chariot was alio the 
Queen of Cilicia, who not many Days before 
was come to Auguftus*^ Court, having brought 
along with her the Princefs Urania her Daughter, 
and the virtuous ^^//r^m^//^ her Daughter-iu law. 
After that came in Julia* % Chariot, wherein was 
that Princefs, and with her the discreet and fair 
Andromeda y the beloved SiAet of fbiladelpk^ 
Urania Sifter to Aycbelaus^ who had (bmetime 
been a deigned Wife for fbiladelfby and the 
excellent CipaJJisy whom Julia treated with no 
Ie(s ceremony than Ibe did thofe were born Prih- 
cefTes. Then came in ihzi of Oflaviaj wherein 
lycre Agrippinay^arcella^ and Marcia, and with 

them 
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them Sabina and Sulpitia, In thAt of Terentia^ 
vhich came in next, were Helvidia^ Virginia^ 
Hortefifia, and Servi/ia; and after theCc came 
in icveral others i wherein were the mod confi"' 
derable of the Roman Ladies, who would needs 
accompany Livia in her progrefs. 

As foon as the Eihprcfs was alighted out of 
her Chariot, the Emperor went towards her, 
Icadine in one hand the Princefs E/ifa^ and in 
tbe^other the Queen of JEtbhpia. Livia was no 
lefs aftonifhed ar their beauty, than Auguftus 
had been, and Mecanas^ who had helped her our, 
having acquainted her with their Names before 
cbey were come up to ker, (he entertained them as 
Persons of a quality equal to her own, and gave 
chem a reception full of civility and obligation : 
And having not permitted the iubmifli&ns which 
they would have made to her, ihe reiterated the 
proffers which the Emperor had already made 
CO them, with a grace and infinuation paniculac 
cnly to her. That done, ihe received Olympia^ 
Arfinoe^ and Arumifa^ whom being prefented 
to her, ihe was made acqnaitited with, and enter- 
tained with an equal mildnefs,- and (everal times 
embraced the Princefs Cleopatra^ the more to 
ezprefs the fatis&^ion ihe conceived at her Liberty. 
y«r//tf , QSiaviay and the Prtficefles her Daughters, 
entertained them with no lefs ceremony \ and 
though Julia might with (bme jealoufy look on 
thofe Beauties, which in (bme meaiiire edipfed 
her own, yet being naturally of a mild and 
rpriglitly difpoiition, ihe was not clouded with 
the leaA melanchoUy or diAurbance at this in- 
terview, and entertained thefe illuftrious Perfons 
with the greateft freedom and kindnefs imagina<f 
ble : And her carefles were more particularly 
ditched ^to (he Piiiicefs Cieopatra^ whom ihe- 

fcvcral 
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(bveral times embraced, cot^atolatiog hethappf 
recovery, with a]I ihe demooflraaens of a rev 
and true Friendihip. But (he was forced to re- 
iign her co the embraces of O/fapiay AntonUf 
and her Sifters, who by thoafaods of kiiles, aod 
words accompanied with Tears of joy, difcovered 
to her, what afflidion they bad conceived at bet 
misfortune, and how dad rhey were at the happy 
ifliie of hk Shipwreck and Captivity. O^avh 
kept her a long time in her Arms, with exprcf- 
(ions of tender nefs and afiedion, equal to thofe 
fhe might have found in a true Mother $ and when 
ihe had done, j(he left her to the fair AntwU^ 
for whom Ihe had had a very particular aftdion. 
and whom fhe had trufted with the koowkdgp 
of her mod important (ecrets. 

But if Friendfhip produced the(c eftds be- 
tween thofe admirable Pcrfons, with much mote 
reafon might it be expeded in the meeting of 
fbiladelpb with his beloved Sifter, the amiable 
Andromeda: And if the Prince of Ciikla was 
Turpi ized to fee her, and with her the Priocefs' 
Urania y^'wYick. afFedions he had ilighted, to ad* 
drefs himfelf to Uelia^ the prudent Andromtim 
was no lefs aftoniihed, fo much contrary to her 
expedation, to meet with that (b much defiied 
Braher, whole abfencc ihe had bewailed with ^ 
many Tears. The iiift eruption of her ^y wat 
in a (udden out-cry ; but when (he began to ex« 
prefs herfelf incarefles and words proceeding from 
the tranfcendency of PalCon, ihe £nds her fclf 
embraced, and turning towards the Perfbn ^om 
whom ihe. received that kindnefs, ihe perceived 
wich an aftoniftimcnt much beyond the former, - 
that ihe was between the Arms of Dtlia. Her - 
furprifal had been much lefs, if ihe had been the 
Night before with Auguftus^ when Agrifps gave 

Dim 
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him an acoouut of -what was mod rematkaUe at 
AJe9C0indria : Buc having noc had the lead notice 
.of ic, chat unexpeded iutervieur raifed fach a 
Diftarhauce in her, cfaac ic was a long Time ere 
ilie could find words to exprcfs her Thoughts of 
it. $he thereupon qnicted her Brother, to return 
Delia the expreffions ihe received from her of her 
TriendlLip ; and when the aCloniihnaent flie was 
Jo permitted her to (peak, * What mean the kind 

* - Deities (faid Jheto ber) xo make mc To happy, 
*' as not only to meet with that Pbiiadeipby whom 
-^ Deiia had taken away from us.$ hut! muff 
' with Pbiiadelfb, find that D^lia whom he had - 

* loft as well as we \ You- are not miftaken, Si(- 

* ter, (npiied tke Prince) yoii indeed fee that 

* inexorable D^//^, and which is more, you will 
^ find her fuch by birth, as that you will think 

* it no lefs honour to entertain her alliance, if • 
^ you may obtain it, as you fome time cboughc 
* ' you did her in the proffer of yours. 

Arfinoe and Andromeda were going to make 
ibme reply, but they were interrupted by thof^ , 
that thronged in, and were forced to expedfc the 
mutual account they were to give one the other, 
at fome more convenient Time and Place ^ and ' 
Fbiladeipbf after he bad fainted the Princefs UrS'* > 
wa with very much refpe^t, went to do his Duty . 
CO the Queen of Cilicia his Step-mother, who, 
;fiotwith(landing the antient qiurrel (he had againft 
him, received him with expreffions of a cordial 
Affed^ion. « 

The Palace of Alexandria^ whicH (bme years 
before had been the Royal Seat of the Ptolomies^ 
enriched and embelliflied by the magnificence of 
a long feries of great Monarchs* was one of the 
ii«oft fumptuous, and moft fpacious Houfes the 
farth was cycr proud of; io tnat all rhe Court of 

AugufiuSf 
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AuguJiuSy ac lead all chofe PerloBS who out of a 
Confideraciou of (heir quality might cxpedLodg* 
ings in the £mperor*s Palace, found conveniencics 
CQoiigh here. The King of the Scythians^ and 
after him, all the Princes that were about Cdjkr^ 
had fumptuous Lodgings appointed them, and the 
King of Armenia y who with the Princefles his 
Sifters, and Prince Pbiladelpb^ had taken a Houfe 
in the City, left it, upon order from C£far to come 
and lodge in the Palace. EUfa and Candaccy be-, 
ing unwilling to pact, had kept the Lodgings they 
were in before ^ bat Cleopatra left hers, to be near 
Oflavpt<t whom ilie was wont not u> be at any 
great di(iance from, and it was taken ud by the 
Queen of C'tlUia and the two Princeues, her 
Daughter and Step daughter. 

The numerous lecinue of (b many great Prio' 
CCS was difpofed up and down the great City 6f 
Alexandria^ which (eemed then to be rather the 
Metropolis of t^z tJniverfe, than the principal 
City of Bgypt^ and more proud of the Abode of 
C^far and fo many lUuftrious Petfbns, than of 
i^t of fo many Kings as had reign'd there, and 
the glory of iis Founder^ ^ People immediately 
refort thither from ail parts of the UniverCe, and 
the repoxt which was fcatter'd Abroad of Au» 
gvftus's intention to continue there (bme Time, 
brought thkher (bme out of all Natiotis upoa 
Earth. The Emperor finding himiclf accompa- 
ny *d by fo great a Number of the moft confide*- 
rable Perfons of botk Sexes, that the World could 
afford, and particularly by the King of the Scy^ 
thiam^ whom he bad more than ordinary refpe^s 
for, the Princefs of the Fartbians^ and (he Queeo 
of ^tbiopiay who(e Territories had not any de- 
pendence on the Empire, re(blv*d to treat them 
with ,all Magnificence, and cntcccaio (hem wirh 

thofe 


ahoCc Divcrtifcmcnts which the Pomp of the fio- 
mans had invented, fiich Has Races perform'd by 
Horfe alone, or with Chariots, and Duels (ought. 
by the Gladiators among themfelves, or with Sa- 
vagc Beafts, which he caufed to be brought every 
where after him, and whereof there was already ' 
xome.a great number to Alexandria, 

The very fame Night there met a Magnifianc 
Allembly at the Princefs Julians Lodgio^s, where 
to the found of a great number of Inurumcnts,' 
rthat lUufttious Con:\pany danced all tho(e Dances^ 
which, from, the Greeks and other Nations, had 
been derived to the Romans^ and which for thac 
Time prov*d the chiefeft of their Divertifements* 
Julia appeared more chearful than ihe would have 
Ibeen at that meeting, to comply with the Order 
ihe had received from C^far^ though that by rea- 
son of the abfence of MarceUus^ her Soul feemed 
tp be in a Mourning Podhire -, bur a Mourning 
indeed fuirable to her Humour, which was not 
over (hfccptible of the moft preffing griefs. Thoa- 
foids of Torches convert Night into Day, to com- 
ply with the enjoyments of the nobled Compamr 
that the Sun through all the Period of his coar& 
caft his all-fearching Eye upon. The King of 
• Armeniay and the two Princefles his Sifters, wene 
difpenfed from being there, bv reafon of the late 
Death of Artaxus^ though the whole Aflembly 
were extreamly defirous ot the pretence of Delia^ 
Thefe Famous Beauties, the chiefeft haply the 
Earth could afford, appear'd that Night with aK 
the advamag^ they could derive from either Or- 
nament or Dreding \ and whereas Elifa and C#«« ' 
jace hod not at Alexandria all Things requifitr^ 
jTuitable to their Quality, the officious Cleipatra^ 
whofe external Beauty and internal Excellencies 
were beyond aU emulation and envy, made pr^o* 
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vi/ion for their Drefling, and furnilVd chcm with 
all they could defire, to heightjui that by Foreigu 
iirttamkm^ and Aa:omniodatiQn$, whereof Na> 
turc had been £b liberal to rl\em. Nor was their 
afpearanec in that admicabk Company » other- 
^ife than a^ that of two bright Stan, ndfine ao 
admixation not only in tho& chat had feen them ' 
Ixfore, bnt cvrn in tbofe that hgd feen rhcih aa 
another Condition, though with (bme Inequality, 
Xli/a's fairnels jgiving ber fome advatuage over ^ 
cheComplexion of Ctiniact^ to whom the Torch-' 
Its were lb mUch the lefs favourable. Julia in- 
^d wa$ the mod glcxious Objedi there, as weit, 
\sy reaibn of her Nauiral Beauty, as the Orna-. 
Stients whereby Jhe bad ^s9Xi€A it, and adding 
m the luftre of her Cooptenance the fprightliueu 
of her Eyes, the rrcedofn* Gallantry, and Infi- 
siuation of her Aiftion and D^orrment, ihe &r 
a long Time inhanc*d to her lelf the obfeivance 
of the whole Afl<^aib)y, u4ntoniay though with 
lefs Arc, appeared no lefs beautiful than like, and 
hy the command and modefty/of het looks, fhe 
fu:oduc*d as great £ffe^ as Jmiia had done by 
all the fiirpnzing Management of hers. Never 
ivas there any thing (een that ezprefRd more Mop-' 
iieAy, and ac the lame Time more Aitradion ^ 
iior y<c was ever Virtue (b well di&over*d and ad- 
cd in external Appearances, as in the Conntenanoe, 
gizf iiideed the whole Perionage ofAntonia.

iedwith (b many Advanti^, that there were nard« 
iy in chat miraoilotts 'Company, and^con(e<]aenc- 
iy not in the whoje Untvene, above tu^o or three 
&amies that could he jprcferred before hers. Sui^ 
fiiia^ Sabina^ H§¥ilKnfiMy^iAA divers other illaftti- 
XMi Reman La^eg, difeovered, both by theirCoun- 
rlenanoes and tkcit C^oai^s, abundance oFMaeni* 
iioenoe and Beauty^ %ox that, what was moft re- 
markable in this Co famoos Aflembly, how beauti* 
£il or admirable foever it mi|ht be, was darkened^ 
•or at lead edipfed by the &k(liai Beaury of the 
incomparable C/(Mf<NfVs, was the general acknow* 
Jedgnkent of all \ havtug that Night, upon the 
Command of 0^avia\ put on Cloaths far richer ' 
<han fhc was ordinarily wont to wear, though 
there were but little Conformity between the Po& 
tore of her Soul at that Time, and thofe external 
Di(coveric8 of Gallantry. She heightned theLuftre 
4o£ the Cloaths, by fcattering about them part of 
ihofe pceeious Scenes which theQoeep her Mothec 
iiad fometiflEie eiade ^Mentation of with fo much 
8BaiptQoufiie(s and Prodigality. But they added not 
;fi> muok fo her Bfaucy, as they loft of their own» 
by being fo ntsar her, it 'being the general Opini- 
von of the whc4e Aflembly, that the Fire ot her 
Diamonds was much lefs (par kling. than that of 
iter Eyes'. Her Pcrfbn and Deportment {eem*d 
to be wholly dire^ed by the Hands of the Graces, 
it being ifnpo(Iible an Eye fheuld fafien it felT 
on that delightful Obje^, widioac raiftng in the 
Soul a Joy whereby it was heightned and tranf^ 
portad. Thofe-on whom ihe darted her dircder

fa, appear*d there aU Goid and precious Stones, 
and heightning the Sweetnefs and Majefty of hit 
Look, by Ornamencs, Co far different from the 
.ancient Meannefs of the Scythians^ he raifed A& 
tonifhment in tbofe^ who, though well acquaint- 
ed with the Pomp of the Romans ^ had not (een 
any Thing equally fumptuous, and gave all that 
!were prefent Occauon to rc£e^ on what they had 
^eard related of his iniracuious 4bdyeni;u]:es. The 
amorous Vrufus prefented himfelf with a Magni- 
ficence nothing inferior to th^ of the Scythimm 
King*, and as to property of Perfbn, exadnefs of 
jcarriage, and indeed whatever was taking and amia.* 
,ble, there being few with whom he might not 
.difpute ]^ecedence) the Company look'd on him . 
with much Delight and Approbation. Agripfa, . 
who for (bme Years before icem'd to have IhaKen 
Hands with that Kind of Gallantry » the more to 
jnind matters of War, and the Government of the 
^mpire, ^e-aflTuming* out of the Love he had foe 
fHiJay his more youthful Inclinations, ihew'd him- 
felf amoned the moft magnificemof the Aflembly, 
^nd added to bis high jmd marcial Look the Or- 
.. namcflc 
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Bamcot of (hat Gold and Diamonds he had before 
6ontemD*d. Arcbelaus came in aMb fumptuoufly. 
elad) and chough the Memory of Antonia had* 

Srov*d a great Affli£libti to him^ and had cau fed 
im a lonpfTime to neglfd hi^ Perlbn, yet had he' 
for fbme Days before mitided himfelf more than* 
he was wont to do, -and fuffex'd hittifelf to be' 
' o*er€ome by the lodination he felt growing in 
bim for the fair Prince^ Andromeda^ Sifter to Phi-^ 
iade/pb'. Tisanes J in whom RefentnKnt and In- 
d^nacion were more powerful than the Love of 
Gallamry, cametothe Aflembly witRouc any thing 
extraordinary as to Ornament, and would not have' 
been there, naditnot been (or Fear of dift>Iea(ing 
the Emperor, who (eem*d' tO' have denred his- 
Prefenoe. Mithridatns King of C^mif/eff^/, groan- 
ing ftili under the Grief he had conceived at the 
k£ ofAntonia, yet made his Appearance among^ 
(he reft pompoufly enough -, and P demon. King 
of Pontus in a Condition not much diftereut. Do- 
mitius prefcnted himfelf clad to the height o£ Ro^ 
man Magnificence, to the Eyes of Agrippina, whom 
he fervid, and was upon the p'^int to marry : And 
young. Puilomy^y as much to pleafe his own Hu- 
mour^, as to honour Marcia^ who palfionacely loved- 
kim, had not aba:ed any Thing of what the 
Riches of Habit and Deportment could add to 
that of his Countenance and Perfon.

upon this Oocafion moderaced* by fuch an attradite

under the Name oi Akimidon^^ entertained him, 
to the Confufton of tho(e that envy*d him, witk 
as much Rcfped and Acknowledgment, as if he 
had been King of a Monarchy cc[uai to his own s 
and after many Word$> whereby thole two gretc 
Souls alTur'd one the other or an indifibmble 
Ffiendflu'p* Aicamanes taking him by the Haadf

at, as he found it no fmall Difficulty co diflemblc. 
^fn^tfif anfwered fo noble a Proffer with the Re- 
,iped and Submiffion he had fpr virmous Princes, 
by whom he was not (lighted > and, by the after- 
converfation he had-wich the ^^M/V» King-, made 
him fenfible, that all he had received from Fame 
of the greatne(s of his Courage, was below the 
Truth. Nor is it hard to imagine, chat all tho& 
Perfbns of Co many different Nations that then 
vretc in Alexandria y could difcoutfe together, 
jiotwxthftanding the difference of their Languages, 
^nce that it was a general Ambition in all Kin^ 
doms, efpecially thofe that had any Com mace 
with the Empire, to learn the Roman Language, 
and that there were few confiderable Perfbns in thr 
JlVorld, who were not very skilful in it. 

This Artcmbly, how admirable (bever it might 
alreaiJy be, would have fccmed much more noble 
ro the Emperor, if Marcelhs had be^n there, his 
Abftncc being only that, which in his Apprehen- 
sion hindred it from being complcat. Livia haS 
rhe fame Reflciflions ^oiTiberius^ whofe Prefcncc 
out of a miternal Defire ihc could not but wijQi j, 
' and Cleopatra and the Queen of jEtbiopiay having 
tvith juftice commended it in her, whifpefd one 
aiu)rher in the Ear, that that AfTembly would be 
ablblutely confummated in the Prefcncc ofCoria^ 
ianus and Cefario^ could their feveral Fortunds^ 
have permitted it. The Emperor had been in- 
formed o^ Marcettus's Return, and thence ima- 
gined, that fiflce his lafl Departure, whereof hie 
was not able to guefs at the Occafion, he could 
not be gotten &r, and the Princefs Cleopatra^ 
having that Evening had the Opportunity or feme 
Dir«)urle with Julia^ aiTur'd. her, that UflraUyi 
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was not far from Alexundria^ and chac he had 
fliaken ofF chac Jcaloafy one of which he had lefc^ 
her, upon- the Confcffion olVolufiusy whofe Ar- 
rival ine gave her an Accouac of» as alfo of chc' 
Artifices of Tiberius, and the Innocence oiCoriQ^ 
ianus. Yet choughc ihe uoc fie ca cell her, thaC 
that Prince was (bme where about Aiexandria^ 
though he was confident, that upon her kuow-^ 
ledge of it, fhe would not do hitn the lead: ill Office i 
and ihey together concluded it unfcafonableas yet 
CO make any DifcoTcry of the ba(e Artifices oi 
TiberiuSy by reaibn of Livias being conccrn'<I

' During the Entertainments of (b gallant an A(^ 
(embly, wherein fo many illuftrious Perfons en- 
deavour*d to «zpre(s their Courtfiiip and noble 
DifpofitionSi no lefs than their Magnificence, 
AgrippaksLvrng cominu'd feme time at the back- 
of £/fJa*sChziTy and none prefulning to interriipit 
the Difcourfe he had with her, oue of thcRefpe^^- 
which all bote him, had the Opponuniiy to erf-

(everitj of her Virtue would pernm. Ptolam^ 
was very obferrant towards MMreia. Arcbehus 
waited on the Princess Andr^mtda ; nay Tigrams^ 
thoogh with mudi yiokace 10 himiclfy hsul foine 
DiicourCe with Urania, 

The bcft part of the Night was fpcnt, when 
they gave over dancing, whercapon this illuftrioas 
Company (eparatcd to go ro their (everal rdh. 
They all went to their fevcral Lodgings, ont of 
the fame dtfign, yet did not all equally find that 
which they were fb defirous of* Moft of the' 
Princes went along wkh the Emperor, to fee htm 
a»bed ^ and after they were all departed, and that 
there was only Agrippa, according to his ordina* 
fy Co{l<mi> kfi; with him, Auguftus looking ar- 
tentiycly on him, and obierving the yifible change 
of his Huinour, his Countenance, and all his Bc" 
havionr, could not conceal from him his thought^ 
of it.

hue you had refigned that employment, had yoi> 
not been too much concetned in it: In the 
change L have> obferved in your Countenance 
whiJe you were fpeaking to her, in your amo» 
roufly paffionace took, in the- gallantry and mag'^ 
ntiioence ofyourGIoaths beyond what^you were 
wont to afledl*:' To be- Ihort, in all- the al<<

This^ Difcourfe of the Emperor put J^gripps 
fbmcwhat to a lofs, as not beingrable without ft 
certain confufion to^reBedlon.the notice he- had 
taken of his Pa(Iion,.and that at a Time, when 
he had disburcheuedhimlelf uppnhis Shoulders 
of the Govcrnmcuc of the Empire. But being 

con- 
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confident withal, that he could not but have an 
indulgcnoe for a Paffion which he was Co much 
fubfcCt to himl^f, and imaginine he could not 
long conceal from him that which was fo great 
t torment to .him> he refolved to acknowledge it 
with the beft countenance he conld, and encourx- 
ged by the aflurance he was in of his af&<flion ^ 
My Lord, {/did h^o bim) were the refped t 
haye for joa cohfiAentwith Ehifions and DifTi^ 
mutation, I fhould haply endearonr to conceal that 
which your diicerning Obfervatton hath but too 
too eafrly difcovered ; nor is it without ibmecou- 
fu/ion I am forced toaTow, that, ar a time where*- 
in it was moft requifite fome affiftance of Wif- 
dom fliould have fecuted me againft the Paffion 
which you have by fo many marks difcovered, 
I have been o*er*come by it through too weak 
a refiftance. Tis true, my Lord, fiiice I muft 
of neceffity acknowledge it, I afm ii» Love, 1 
am defperately in Love with the Prinocfs of the 
PartbUnsy and my Heart hath* fubmined, con- 
tralry to my intention, to thofe Powers which 
upon the firfl fight difarmed it of all its flretigth:

chonght unwonhy thebonour he defigned him for, 
lie tcfol^ never to fte BHfm again, and to et»-' 
deavour by an Eternal abfence, nis owti Death 
•r Retovery. But C^^f^r, knowing he eottid not 
take any fuch refblution without doing too great a 
▼idtnee to himfelf, fiieh as hapty might have 
proved fatal to him, wBOld by tio means hear of 
that prcmficioft, and thereupon tclhne him that 
he flionld be no iefs in his aifedion, if he nuvried 
BUfSf than if he wcfre matehed to yitiUy he laid 
his Commands on him, to foin eitdeavonrs whh 
Isim in order to the parch«e of his own ijuiet, 
and to hope all ehi»!gs with his affiftamse.

this while iain fo.heavy on his Heart. He in the

had to feive him> as he in doty ought, and the 
fubmiifion he had foe his Commands, as weO in 
the Dif{^rtn«BS tbefie had pafled between him and 
the King of Armtnia^ as upon all other Occafious 
chat hao ofibred themfelvcs* Then he comes t« 
compiain of the lopftice^ad been done him, by

heard : ' (Madam, fiid be to her) the hfj Thing 

* I did, was to plead your tight againfl the pte- 
< tentions of Ttiranes^ I have crufhed the fllong- 
\ efl of his Hopes> by tellinjg him, chat you were 

* free and at your own difpofal in our Territo- 
^ ries, and I am confident I have thiis Day loil 
^ 'one of my ancient Friends for your fake. * 

This Difcourfe of Auguflus could not but be 
very much to the fatisfadion of the Princefs, in- 
fbmuch, that defirous to ezprefs the refentmene 
(he had of his fevours 5 * My Lord, (faidjhe t9 
' bim ) though I ought to have hoped all Things 
from your Juflice, I am now to acknowledge 
my Obligations to be abfblutely to your Good« 
nefs, nor can you make a greater demonflra- 
tion thereof, than in your procedioo of a Piin- 
cefs, Daughter to an Enemy, againfl a Prince, 
who bow UDJufl foevcr he may be, hath better 
deferved your favour and fupport than Ihe bath. 
There is not any in the World [replies the Em* 
fetor) can better defcrve the RefpecSt and Ser- 
vices 0/ all Men than your felf, and therefore I 
ezpedl not the leafl acknowle4graent from yoa 
of a Thing I ought to have done, and whick 
no doubt I fhould have done, though you had 
not been the mofl accomplifhed Princefs in the 
Univerfe. Not, [added be, after ajhort inter* 
val effilence) but that the rcfcntment you cx- 
prefs thereof raifes in me a great Satisfaftion, 
and that it were my defire you ihould think 
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your felF obliged to mc, chat I may with the 

f rearer cctifidcnce beg a Favour of jou> afier I 
ad done you a Service. My Lordi (fiy^ *^ 
Prineefs to ktmy fom$v)bat i^onijhed at bis 
DifcQttrfi ) you may Jay what commands yoa 
pkafe on thole Terfons that are in a capacity 
to obey yoa ; but I cannot imftgiue how a Priu- 
ceG^ whom Fortune hath not £ft any thing but 
what flic receives from your geodncts, can do 
any thitig in order to your Service or Sarisfa^li- 
oa. Tis Ml your power to do much (faith ike 
Emf^ror to ber ) IxKh as to what concerns my 
quiet and my happinefs, fiace you can by your 
compafOon preserve me a Friend that's dearer 
to me than my own life, ^d that one that dies 
for yon. Wonder not, Madam , continued ffe^ 
[obferving in ber C4funhnance the dipurbance 
which his Difcourje badraifedinMcrTbMgbts) 
that I fpeak co you Co fpon with Co much free* 
dom i the inconvenience is very preiCng iirhea 
it .{Irikes at no other place than my Heart, 
which makes me the more impatient to tell you, 
that i^grippay by making yoo a present of him- 
felf, hath prefoiced yoa with one half of defar * 
Were the af&6kion I have for him k(s than it is, 
or were he not my other fclf, I ihould never 
have had the confidence to (peak to you for him, 
to the prejudice of the generous Artaban^ for 
whom I have an efieem as ^eat as his own 
yinue. I cannot but acknowkd^ aU things fb 

S;reat in him, that I think nothing above his 
e£tt$ ; but if out of that tranfcendency of cou- 
rage which he hath npon lb many occafioos ez« 
preiled, he could comply with the Forrone of 
my Ftiend, I fliould taVe fuch care of his own^ 
as to put him into a Condition aboye the envy

czpte(s her (elf, and fo continued mute and ioH 
snoveablc, with her Eyes faftoed on the GcoWKk 
The Emperor perceiving chedifordcr flie was iu, 
and conceiving he had made a fait (lep inco the 
Bufinefs, would noc prels her any farther, noc 
Hay for an anfwer from her, whidi upon choiie 
firft diflnrbances of her apprchen/ions he could 
fioc hope would be very »vottrable. ^ S9 $kaf 

* re^affimtng the di(iinirfi% 1 do noc ezpe£l (am^ 

* tiUMed hi) yon fhonld at the prefent acquaint 

* me with your intentions, bur having here all 
^ the freedom and command you can defire, yoq

* intreat you» noc to let Agr^ipfn know any thing 
^ of the Diftourfi; hath pafled becweeti us, finoe

* ierenicy of Thoughts again, fliould he once come 

* to know I had npoken to you on his behalf/ 
Which having fatd, the Emperor left her, and 
coming to Catuhce, diicourled with her (bme 

S 3 time, 
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time, that the Icfs notice might be taken of ao]^ 
private conyerfacion he had had with Eltfa* Hav- 
ing done with Candnce^ he went to Arfinoe^ and 
from Arfinoe to Ofympia^ whom he^ found cx- 
ccHent good Company. 

In the mean time £///2r,;^^opprefled with grief^ 
and not able^ out of any confideration of the 
great Pcrfons then prefenc, to (mother it, no 
looiier peroeiv'd Candace diCeiigaged, but wring- 
ing her gently hy the hand, and by her carriage 
diUx>vering*ine had (bnicching to impart to her, 
prevailed with her to leave the Room, and to go 
into their own Lodgings, whither as fbon as they 
were come, Candace reading the diftradion of her 
thoughts in her countenance, very haftily asked 
lier the reafon of it, and EJiJhf who on the 
other fide was as tmpacieni to tell her, and to ask 
her advice in that emergency, acquainted her 
'Word for word with what the Emperor had faid 
to her, and ditcovered Co much grief with the de- 
livery of her difcourfe, that it was not hard for 
Candace to imagine her almoft at the k>we(l de- 
cree of afHid^ion ' * It was indeed my perpetual 

* diftrufl {added the fair Princefs) that Fortune 

* would not continue me long in the condition 

* you faw mc in theft two laft Days •, nay, from 
« the firft dilcovery of i#/r/p^*s anedtion, I fbrc- 

* faw the Tempell it wa^ likely to raife againft 

* me. There could not any thing more dreadful 

* have happened to me, fince that, where I was 
' in hope co find harbourage, I -am moft to fta^ 

* a wreck. Affift me vow wKh your advice 
' faire(k Qiieen, not in order to a deliberation 

* whether 1 ought to comply with the delires of 

< Auguftus^ (tor to that point I am refolved 

< what to do, that is not robe ihaken with prof- 
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' fers far greater than any he hach made) but to 
' in{lru6l me how I ought to behave my (elf, Co 
*• as not to exafperate the Power whereto our 

* Fortune hath fabmitted u$» and toaflare Jrta* 

• tan of what he may expec!^ from mc» without 
« difcovering theaSe^ion 1 have for him to Mi 
« the World. ^ - 

Candaciy who thought- her (elf nearly conoe'f- . 
ned in all the traverses of Fortune her Friend was 
engaged in, was txtreamly troubled at this lajl, 
and after a fmall interval of iiJenoe*, ' Faireft* 

* Princefs, {faid jhi to her) what s happened to 
' Day I do not at all admire; and, all thofe who 

* know what place Agrippa hath in the efteem. 
*■ of Cafary do. not much doubt he will leave any 
*• thing undone wherein he mayferve him. Yoa 

* mud therefore oppo(e his authotity with a - 
' mild redftance, and fo elude his hopes as not 

' . to exafperate him, in* expe<5kation that eicbec • 
< he may change his humout, or tlfat fortune may ' 
^ find out i way for us to get out of his power, * 

* without falling into that of Hgranesy which by » 

* his protection you fo much avoid. Meantime^ 

* I advife you, to acquaint Artaban truly how - 

* things (land, and not to conceal from him any 

* longer a thing he muft know> and may luiply ^ 

* find out forae remedy for. 

Elija^ who approved Candaeis difcourfe, was ' 
gping to make her (bme reply, when Artaban 
comes into the Room. He had oblerved their 
depattare from Livias Lodgings, and was glad of 
that occafioQ to fee his PrioceUy out of that prefs 
of company wherein (he had perpetually been ever 
fince the arrival of Auguftus. He came in very 
confident upon the hopes he had conceived from 
C^fais kind eatertainment of him, and the pub* 
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Ikk prdHenct he ina<k ef him hcfott-Tlgranes-^ 
and it wa9 wftb maeh ado that he had- that com- 
mand of h» medefty, as to fbrbear the diCcovcry 
of his adfanrage before hi^ Prtocefs. But his. 
feff-fiitisfaAfon mfleted aftrattgeab^tementy \rheiit 
be faw m her conntenance the (jrmpioms of atir 
apparent grief, which raifed a cruel mqaifition m 
hk theo^ts, yet without once refle^ing on what 
"Waa tht tree caofe thereof. He was dill in 
fufjpeofe jrhen that Princefs perceiying the trouble 
lie was in, and having already taken up her re» 
Ibkition, endeavoured to remit fomething of her 
aflidion, and definxK to moderate the iH news 
ihehad toteD htm, by thejoy he would conceiyc 
at the di&ppoinHnent of Ttgranett * Arfaban^ 

* ifaidfk to k!m) it is the plealiire of Htaven ta 

* order ns a neifficude of happinefl^ and mif^ 

* fonimes, that we may from the latter learn a 

* moderation in out joy, and from the former 
' derive a comfort id our aMi€Hons ^ I hope we 

* have not moch to fear as to the perlecations of 
' Hgranes i but there are at the &me time others 

* rifing agatnft us that are much more dreadful,^ 
' which J am to give yon an account of, accord- 
^ tqi as I am adrifed by the Queen, who is not 

* oiuy acqoainccd with al^ my thoughts and re{o» ' 

* lation^, but hath withal the goodnefi to concera 

* her felf in my Fortune. 

Whereupon ftc repeated to him all Avguffut 
had faid to her, as well as to what concerned' 
llgrtMis as Agrippay and if it raited in him a 
tranfient joy to hear that be was fecure, as to the 
pteiettfions of the Kingof iWtf////», ic gave him oa 
che other fide a mortal grief, to underftand, that' 
he had in the Pcrfon of Agrtfpa the moft power- ' 
. ful enemy he could have feared, a Rival whofe 
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intcrcfts the Emperor was already eogaeed tapr(^> 
mote witk oo iefs eanieftiic& tkao if chey had 
been his own. In effect, he feemed ftruck at 
this tievSy as it bad been a Thunderbolt, infe- 
muchy riiacthat grear courage which nothing could 
ihake, feemed to entertain this laft aflault of For- 
tune, with Iefs conftancy than he bad expiefled 
in all the other accidents of his Life. He vss 
liulc troubled a£ thofe traverfes of Fortune which 
Tigranes mighc engage him in, out of die afluc- 
ance he had of her favourable inclinations : Boc 
the powerfulnefs of j^i^a was formidable to 
him, and raifed in him die greateft fear that his 
heroick Soiil was capable of. Yet was it not the 
authority of this new Rival that mod aifiided 
him> and it being noc difiicnkies aiuL dangers 
that his Heart couQ he daumed with, thcmi^r- 
tune was the more infuppoicabk to him that IbouM 
raife him a Rival, whofe virtue he had conceived 
an eflees^foff, arid to whom he thought himfelf 
obliged for the alliftance he had recavro from hint 
. againft Jtgranes. 

The grief he was expofed to upon this etue! 
turnof his a&kspothim tQfuchan.afioni&metic 
and fikocc, as chat chc Princels haenog thusbvoke 
ibroudi the fitflr difBcoky, aequaimed him with 
what be littk fsfpeded befece, the dilcoQrfes bad 
paftbeiwcefthcK and AgrippSj and tbedi&overies 
he lad made hec oi his afie^ioo. At hd, 
faClenii^ bis Eyes oo the fait countenance of his 
Prinoefs, ^* Madam» (fiMbi ta btr) the news 

* you tell me is very erocl andinluppoftable, and 

* among att. the misfortunes i could ezpeA frofti 

* a mafidons deftitty> I cannot imi^ne any fm 
« great as what I am threatoed with in the Love 

* of Agrifpt: 'lis a Rival whofe powec is ab- 
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folate in the Empire and Favour of Aguflus -^ 
Ycc am 1 much more afraid of his virtue than 
nis imerefl, nay 1 could wiHi him more poweir- 
All, fo he were Icls virtuous. Tis to me the 
mod dreadful unhappinefs imaginable, to en^ 
gage againft a Rival, whom furntllied with (a 
many ezcelkncies you cannot contemn, and 
whom for the greatneis of his worth, and the 
afliflance I have received from hiim, 1 Ihall ^xki 
it nofmall difficulty to ha^e. In fitie, Madam» 
fear looks at me on all fides, atid certainly in 
this kft a^ of jxiy misfortune, I lliould fear 
every thing, were I not a little relieved by the 
confidence I have in your favour, and if I may 
be but allowed to hope till that' fails me, I ihall 
never think my (elf roiferable. You do well 
(replies the Prineefs) to build* the greateft hopes 
you can on tl^e a£Eedion I have for vou, finoe 
you may aflure your feJf, that thougn Agrippa 
were much more coufiderable by his^ authority, 
and more eKimable for his virme than he is 
ack^iowledged to be, neither the one nor* the 
other (haH work any thing on my heart to 
your prejudice. I may very well be able, upon 
your account, to oppofe their pretentions, 
whom Heaven hath not given any legal power 
over me, iince I have pre&med; for your fake, 
to oppofe the will and difpofal of my Father 
and my. King, whom i* had not fubmitfied to 
bat through violence. And who can afTare os. 
Madam, (replies Artaban) that the fame, or a like 
violence, will not be pra^ifed againft us now, 
fincc you are expofed^o the mercy of a Man 
that hath an abmhite power over t he greatefl 
part of the Workl, tn>t governs the Empire 
with a great deal, of Leuicy, now that he is 
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gotceii into a peaceable undifpuced pofledlon 
thereof, but one chat hach (lighted no advan- 
tages, nor boggled at any thing where he met 
with refidance. You fee. after what manner 
he rakes to heart the quiet and concernments of 
Agrippa^ but you may withal perceive, how 
chat through the ezprefOon. he exprefles to his 
Favourite, his defigns have a further reach, and 
that it is muchlefs hisbufinefs to make j^grippm 
happy in the enjoyment of f///^, than to bring 
into fubjed^ion to the Roman Eagle the proud 
Empire of the Varthians^ which hath (b long 
(lood out againft: its nfiirpatioo. I am of youc 
opinion, as to that particular, (replies Eiifa) 
and it is to confult with you about fome remedy 
how it may be prevented, rather than to afHi^ 
you, that I have been the author of fuch bad 
news to you. To think you can oppo(e Cr/^r's 
authority (replies Artaban) while you Iha^i 
continue in his Court, or be within his Domi- 
nions, is an imagination raifed upon very (lighc 
grounds, and if the temped ceafe not of it (elf, 
it will be hard to avoid k otherwife than by an 
. efcape, to fiod fome retreat out of the jurif- 
didlon of the Roman Empire.. I ezpeded \fajs 
the Vrincefsto him) to have been more (ccu^ 
here than in any other place, as conceiving there 
were not any other Monarch upon Earth bcfidcs 
Auguftus^ that durd protedl me againd the 
power of the King my Fathet : But this mii^ 
fortune tells me, that all my hopes are defeated^ 
and did I but know where to nnd a refuge, ac 
how to feck it with reputation, I (houid make 
as little day here as I podibiy could. But kt 
that defign I met ivitb difficulties ivbich J can- 
not viithout horror think on : For befides that 
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' it is much to be feared that the King of Lybia 

* my Uncle, where I had propofcd to my felf a 
^ retreat, may be afraid to draw againft him the 

* Fotoes of Pbraates^ dt indeed that he is too 

* weak to (huid out againd him ^ if fo be he hath 
^ that Friendfhip foi me as to oppofe him upoa 

* my account, I know not by what means, and 
^ in what condition Lihall undertake that journey^ j 

* nor to the condud); of what Perfons I fhoal4 \ 

* trtift my (clf : For in fine, Jirtaban^ imagine 

* not it can be honourable for me, sifter what the 

* World now knows of our inclinations, to wan- 

* dcr u|> and down with you, and^ to give mine 

* enemies occafion to report every where, that I 

* fhuu my Father and my King, to run Formnes 

* wkh aPcrfon whole pretentions and' love to me 

* he doth not approve of. Be not aflonilhed at 

* at this DifcoUrfe (continued the Frittcejs^ oIh 

* ferving in the Countenance of Artaban the 

* fffeSi it 'mr ought in bim) it proceeds not from 

* any iiidirciSt intention, or abatement of the af- 

* fedlion I have for you, fiiice that after the af- - 

* iiirances I have already given you of it^ yo» 

* may wel!expc<fl ail thofc whith 1 may, without 

* injury ot virme, afford you for the future. Nay, 

* I ihall for your fake go even beyond whatyop 
' can lawfully deftre of me^ for I fhall not on^ 

* oppofe rfic authority of Auguflus, what effcos 

* focvcr his friendfhip for Agripfa may p-oduce, 

* but alfo ever while I live defy all fubmiflion to 
' that of fbraatesy while his intentions (hall be 

* prejudicial to you. You ought not to preft n^c 

* any further, nor will, if you (ct any value on 

* my reputation, but reft farisfied with the aflii- 
• • ranee I give you, that I will be yours, when I 

* honouraHy- may, whcrhct it happen upon the 

* change

Artaban hearkned to this difconrfe of Elifm 

with fuch a reladancy of ^^ations, as might 

well raife in him different reftc£kions on ni» 

affairs, and was going, though with the refpedl 

her ever obferved towards her, to urge fomething* 

againft what he thought mod inmpportablc in 

her refolution, as to what concerned him, when 

Candace^ who withdrew from them daring their 

Difcourfe, though Ihe nfcd not that rcfcrvcdncft 

out of any jcaloafy they had of her, came up to 

rhem, and mewed them the King ofSeythray who 

t^ith Druftts and the Kings of Capfndocia anj 

Comagener^ were coming into the Room. The 

two Ptincdfo received with abundance of civility 

the vifii of' thefc illuftrious Pcrfons; Artaban^ 

linking nothing fo burthcnfbmc as Company in 

the affi6tion that poflfcffcd him, pafTed. through 

the Throng and departed, • no Body taking any 

notice of it.' He took (bmc few turns upon the 

Terrace, and going thence into a private Golfcry, 

where for a while he found the (blitude he was 

lb much defirous of, he would needs walk there 

(bme time to comply with die emcl paflion that 

tormented him. Being of a difpofition exrrcamly 

itnparicnt Qf all injury and injufticc, he could not 

rcffedt on that which he conceived Agrippa had 

done him, without a violent rcfcntment 5 and his 

great Courage never infpiringhim but withthofe 

things that were grcatcft and moft foil of danger, 

his mft apprehenfions inclin'd him to tho(c rcfo- 

lacions which a highly paflion^cc Lover might 

take againft a Rival: Bat £iftemng bis thought's 

at 
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ac the (amc time on chac Virtue of j^grippa^ for 
which he had conceiv*d a great Affcdion, and 
wichal on the afli(lancc he haid received from him 
in an occaAon wherein his Life was in Danger, 
he found to his no fmall alBt(5^ion, that his 
refencmenc would not be fuitable to his defires^ 
and the greacncG of the difcoorcefy done hioi. 
* Having upon tbefe refledions walked a while, 
in the pofture of a Man auelly diiluib'dy O 
Fortune » (f aid be) thou favourable Deity to isf 
Fame, but ecerual difturber of my Quiet, was 
there nothing remaining, whereby to trouble it 
with more foccefs than formerly, but to raife 
agaiuft me a Rival, dreadful for his Power, but 
more dreadful for his Virtue \ a Rival to whom. 
I am oblig'd, and whom, notwithftanding the 
injury he docs me, I mud: edeem and camioc 
hate ? Wert thou not fatisfied with the miferies 
thou hadft brought upon me, thcough itigrati- 
tude and cruelty, but thou muft arm desert and 
civilities agatuft me, to make my condition the 
more deplorable ? Or cooldfk thou not raife 
againft me thofe Rivals againft whom I might 
have employ *d, without any regret or repug- 
nance, that valour which enables me to diipute 
all things with the greated upon Earth ? O 
Agripfat {adiUd bt prefently after) why, didft 
Bot thou fuller me to defend againft Ttgr^nest 
my Life and my Pretentions, iTthou wett re« 
(blved to engage me in a greater misfonunethaa 
that whereto thou fawefl me expofed ? Or why 
doft thou not confider, that the injury thou 
doft me is much beyond the (ervice 1 have re- 
ceived from thee, and that, though at the prcfcnt 
I am the Objed of Men's contempt, and For- 
* tuuc's difgrace^ yet I fhould be fuch au Eiiemy 

* and 
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and Rival as were ooc to be (lighted', if the 
eflcem I have for chee fufFered my te(entmems 
to ad all their freedom and violence ? Bat whjr 
{faid be, natUing'mbat he had faid) may not 
not any thing be fear *d from the juft refentmenrs 
of an eza(pcrated Lover ; and what obligation 
can ouc weigh the affront I receive from a Man 
that wouldTaaifioe my enjoyment!?, and my Life 
CO his unjuft pretentions ? Ah ArtalMn ! happy 
and unhappy, according to the faiiraftick hu* 
moivs of Fottune, but dill conftanr, Aill in- 
vincible in her moft infupportaWc revohitions't 
Call to mind thy Life pafl, let the reflexion of 
thy former glory cherilh thy prefent hopes, and 
defpair not of afliftance from thai courage which 
never yec for(bok thee. 
Thus did Artaban tnrertain himfclf, being fb 
ftrangely retired into his melanchoUjr thoughts, as 
not to perceive a great number of Men that were 
come into the GaOery, till they were within two 
paces of him. Agrippa was in the head of them, 
and with him, ^incc Pbi^deipb, KiagPoiemon^ 
LentuiuSyOvidiiLnd divers others, whom ^^rip^/f 
carried with him to Dinner. The fight of Agrippa 
coming fb unezpedediy upon him, forced Arta^ 
ban to a change of counreuaiice, which Agrippa 
perceiving, and finding him in that pofluic, ftfl^ 
peded what the occafion might be, and was in a 
manner confident that he knew of his af&dion ^ 
but it being a thing for which he was prepared, 
and imagining that his pafCon could not long be 
kept fecrec, he profecutcs his defign according to 
the refoiution he had taken, and coming up to 
Artaban with a countenance, wherein, nocwith- 
ftanding theit competition, was obfervable the 
uue efteem he had fox him, he asked him why 

he 
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he couried (blicude where isis company was (o 
genecaUy dcficcd, and increated him to come and 
Dine with the PrioGCs he caiticd abi^ wkhliiiir,. 
and by hk pce^eace co make that cempany more 
iUi|ftrk>us» But Artakan.vtzs not in a condicioa 
to comply (o far with him, choagh out of the 
cftcem he ftill continued cowards hrm, he enter- 
tained the invitattOD with much civility, and in- 
treated his^zcttfe, telling him he was obliged to 
be at the King of Scythia\ whom he had al<- 
ready protni^d, though he thought he fhould not 
keep his engagement with him, as being partly 
re(blved to retire .to his own Lodgings. Agrippa 
thought himfelf obliged by his diicourfe^, to ask 
him the reafou of the alteration he obferved in 
him, and having taken him fbme paces afidis^ 
from the Company^ he istreated him co acquaint 
him therewith, that he might fetve him if it Jay 
in his power : 15ux the fierce Artakm^ who haa 
much ado to contain kimfcif ^ ^ I fhall acquaioc 

* you {/aid be U bim\ with what you (b much 

* defire co know, whenever you ihall afford me 
*• a more private Audience i and though there be 

* QOt any Perfbu here whom I any way (ufped, 
' yet ate they not engaged in a Defign, as you 
' are, to enquire into Xhings wherein they aiie

This was the tenor of Artahan-'s Difcourfe, 
which fell from him with a gteat earneftnefs aud 
impetuoficy, chough he had endeavoured to be ve- 
ry moderate with Agrippa, whom he had a more 
chaq ordinary lefpeS for. And on the other fide, 
jigripfa^ wno could not bear him without he* 
fraying (bme diflurbanoe, and feehng a certain re- 
morfe within him, giving way to his Difcourfc 
with much meeknefs, as foon as he had mafle an 
end: * Generftis Artabatiy {fat J be) I make n<^ 
queftioii but y du obfctve in my look fume diC- 
order* for having fallen into a Misfbrtane whichf- 
hath given you a (eeming jufl caofe of difplea* 
(lire i but indeed, it mere de/ervcs your pity, 
than the reproaches you have given me. I ac-' 
knowledge Ariobany that I love the Princeis of 
Parthia i I, nor can, nor will diflemble it ; yer 
let me proteft to you, that the Love I bear ir 
not an effedl of my will. I fummoned nry Rca- 
(on to my help, out of my Refpe^l to you, and 
the efteem I have of your Virtue begot in me a' 
mortal Affiidion, tef behold that which 1 caulef 
in you, though more through my Misfortune 
than Inclination. Besides all this, I mufl telf 
you, and the Princcfs her felfcaQ witnels it, 
that I adoted her before I ever faw you, that I 
had no Obligation to oppofe my own Paffiott 
for tie inrereft of a Perfon I knew not $ that as 
fbon as ever I (aw you, I knew you to be my 
dangerous Rival, yet the knowledge thereof 
cocdd not hinder me from giving you my efteem 
and afiedkion. Herein perhaps 1 have been more 
juft than you,1)Ut you will further acknowledge 
me to be fo, when you underftand, that in 
a Court where I mipjit hope much from the
